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ADDRESS OF MAYOR JAMES M. CURLEY 
TOLER OTlyY COUNCIT. 


GENTLEMEN,— Today marks the beginning of 
my fourth year of service as Mayor of this, our 
beloved city, and I pray Almighty God that the 
same divine blessings of peace, happiness and 
constructive progress which have been in evidence 
during the past three years will continue to be 
our lot in the present year and for all time. 

I am an optimist as regards the future of our 
common country — America— which under the 
able leadership of that courageous advocate of 
human rights — Woodrow Wilson —is furnishing 
the world an example of toleration and forbear- 
ance such as has not been witnessed since the day 
of the Emancipator — Abraham Lincoln. 

The duty of the hour is to prepare for the advent 
either of war or peace with its resultant economic 
adjustments, and, unless this problem is antici- 
pated through wise preparation and overcome by 
courageous execution, hardship rather than happi- 
ness may be the common lot of many citizens. 

Fortunately for Boston there has seldom been a 
time when we were better prepared to confront a 
ereat emergency than now, and I invite your hearty 
cooperation in the consummation of a program of 
constructive achievement which, in the event of 
industrial depression, will result in providing honest 
labor rather than bread lines to those in need. 
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The year 1914-15, despite extraordinary efforts 
upon my part, terminated with a deficit of $69,- 
664.79, while the year 1915-16 ended with a sur- 
plus unexpended of $273,708.41. The fiscal year 
1916-17 terminated, despite increased cost of sub- 
stantially every commodity, including wages, with 
an unexpended balance available for use during 
the present year of $1,182,721.64. The adoption 
of the Pay As You Go policy on school lands 
and buildings during the year that has ended, 
and the application of the revenue received from 
the sale of land or buildings to the extinguishment 
of outstanding indebtedness represent long delayed 
reforms whose beneficial effect in the reduction of 
the net debt should shortly be in evidence. 

It is gratifying to know that, despite a more gener- 
ous policy along the lines of economic justice in the 
matter of mothers’ aid than in any other city of the 
Commonwealth, our tax rate is lower than any 
other city of 50,000 inhabitants and that indications 
are excellent for a further reduction this year. 

Expenditures under the Mothers’ Aid Law have 
increased from $50,000 in 19138: to $354,441.97 in 
1916. | 

When we consider that this most humane law 
results in keeping the family intact and guaran- 
tees the supervision of children by their mothers 
rather than by institutional attendants, the liberal 
policy now in operation should not only be main- 
tained but extended to the end that no child be 
deprived of sustenance and no mother denied 
the means with which it shall be provided. 

The City of Boston in 1916 appropriated 
$200,000 ostensibly for the purpose of establishing 
a park in the territory bounded by Morton, Still- 
man and Cross streets but in reality for the wiping 
out of an unhealthful slum section. Problems of 
health and housing are largely economic and are 
best solved through the payment of a living wage. 
It has been my observation that the necessity 
created by low wages is responsible for the occu- 
paney by the families of working men of the so- 
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called slum tenements and that they remain there 
only until such time as their income will permit 
of their changing to more healthful and pleasing 
surroundings. If employers generally would recog- 
nize this truth, the slum tenements, for lack of 
occupants, would be replaced by more - sanitary 
and healthful places of habitation. 

Recognizing the value of example and realizing 
that every advance made in the earnings of the 
lowest paid workers aids in the upward march of 
humanity, it 1s my purpose to recommend in the 
budget, and I trust the Council will approve, an 
increase in the minimum wage paid laborers to 
$2.75 per day, mechanics to $4 per day, and the 
women who clean the municipal buildings to $10 
per week, with a sliding scale and an equitable 
minimum and maximum for all other employees. 

Service is in a large measure rendered in pro- 
portion to wages and hours, and that there may 
be no impairment in that rendered by the guardians 
of life and property, a reasonable increase in the 
minimum for policemen and firemen will be included 
in the budget. 

That an opportunity may be afforded the guard- 
ians of life and property, policemen and firemen, 
to become better acquainted with their families, I 
have recommended the adoption of one day leave 
of absence in each eight days for policemen, and 
the Fire Commissioner is now conducting an investi- 
gation with a view to granting a twelve-hour leave 
of absence during the night-time once each week 
to men in the Fire Department. 

The necessity for the establishment of a free 
maternity hospital in connection with the Boston 
City Hospital has long been recognized and should 
not longer be delayed. The mothers of our city 
should be our first consideration and every means 
within our power should be employed to the end 
that they receive the best possible medical and 
surgical treatment during the most trying and 
important period of their lives. 

The present inhuman custom of treating persons 
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afflicted with delirium tremens as criminals is in 
conflict with sound medical judgment and accom- 
modations should be provided at an early date 
where medical treatment and cures may replace 
lack of treatment and deaths. 

The automobile service of the city has reached 
the stage where a central garage, with a call 
system, is most economical and I commend to your 
consideration its establishment. 

The present system of collecting ashes and gar- 
bage by contract neither meets nor merits public 
approval, and, while the contract system may be 
continued on ashes and combustible waste, public 
health requires a more frequent and less uncertain 
removal of garbage, and I accordingly recommend 
for your consideration the substitution of day labor 
for contract removal of garbage. 

The present system of removing ashes and com- 
bustible waste under yearly contract is beneficial 
neither to the public nor the contractor. The sub- 
stitution of a five-year for the present one-year con- 
tract system should result not only in lower prices 
but in improved service through the centralization 
of responsibility and the desire upon the part of the 
contractor to safeguard his large investment. 

One year ago I submitted to the City Council 
the annual appropriation bill in complete segregated 
form, and, in order that it might have a full and fair 
trial, detailed estimates were furnished by all depart- 
ments, covering some 3,600 items, the major portion 
of which was for pay rolls. 

Budget experts claim that the greatest results 
in segregated appropriations come from the con- 
trol over numbers and rates of employees, and this 
I believe to be true. The City Council was of a 
different opinion, however, and voted “‘lump sum”’ 
appropriations for personal service. 

It-is my purpose again to submit the budget in 
full segregation and I urge upon you the considera- 
tion which its importance demands. 

Notwithstanding the abnormal cost of all mate- 
rials and supplies used by the city, the benefits 
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derived from our first year’s experience in segrega- 
tion are many, and, for the results accomplished, I 
desire to compliment the heads of departments, 
practically all of whom have lived within their total 
appropriations. 

The purchase of equipment, materials and supplies 
for the various departments of the city is a prob- 
lem that has not been solved to my satisfaction. 
While important results have been accomplished, 
the purchasing has not been centralized and the 
purchase of food and other supplies for institutions 
is still regarded as an individual right of the depart- 
ments concerned, with the result that the benefit of 
quantity buying for all institutions is lost. 

I am of the opinion that the great bulk of materials 
and supplies used by the city can be standardized 
so that quality and economy may be obtained 
through a central purchasing agent. 

As an aid to better price quotations, I believe that 
the city should pay its invoices more promptly and 
take advantage of cash discounts for ten-day pay- 
ments when offered. This would necessitate the 
payment to merchants by check to be mailed instead 
of the present method which requires each creditor 
to call in person or to send an agent to City Hall to 
collect the amounts due. 

I have notified the Superintendent of Printing 
to establish within his department a Division of 
Office Supplies and to adopt definite standards 
therein, the entire charge of the sale and distribution 
of supplies to be under his direction; and, hereafter, 
all department heads shall be required to purchase 
through the Printing Department direct. The 
City Auditor has been notified that in future no 
bills for office supplies will be honored unless 
such supplies are purchased direct through the 
Printing Department, and it is my opinion that, by 
this method, a considerable saving will be effected. 

Boston is rapidly becoming the mecca for tourists 
during the summer season and this in large measure 
is due to the extraordinary health conditions which 
obtain, the historical treasures for which she is 
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justly famous, her educational and park system, as 
well as her institutions of medical and surgical 
research which today are the equal, if not the 
superior, of any to be found on this continent. 

During the present year some 150 conventions 
are scheduled, the more important among which are 
those of the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks and the 
American Foundrymen’s Association, which, while 
they represent an expenditure of public money, are 
a benefit to every line of industry sufficient to 
justify reasonable and proper expenditures for their 
entertainment. 

The assembling of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic at Boston this year is tremendously important 
for the reason that, in all probability, it will mark 
the last assemblage in a New England city of the 
men who remain of that great body of patriotic 
Americans who, in response to the call of country, 
stood ready to make the supreme sacrifice from 
1861 to 1865 in defence of Union and the extension 
of the privilege of equality. Consequently, I urge 
your hearty codperation in the work of making 
their stay with us a visit so pleasing as to be 
remembered for all time. 

The commission recently appointed by his peas 
lency the Governor to consider ways and means 
of reducing the excessive cost of living has reported 
in favor of a belt line system of freight transporta- 
tion, and this proposal which I have advocated 
during the past three years is of vital importance 
to the industrial development of our city and deserv- 
ing of aid and study by every individual interested 
in the city’s prosperity. 

The possibility of an early declaration of peace 
abroad presents a splendid opportunity for the 
industrial, commercial and social development of 
our Commonwealth, provided an international expo- 
sition is held at Boston in connection with the 
Pilgrim Tercentenary. In view of the fact that 
Boston will be required to defray a greater portion 
of the expenditure incidental to an international 
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exposition than any other city in the Commonwealth, 
it is fitting that it should be held here, and [ invite 
your aid in furthering this movement. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Despite the fact that, during 1916, there were 
outbreaks of influenza and anterior poliomyelitis, 
both of which carried off hundreds of lives, the 
year from a health standpoint has been one of the 
best in the history of the city. The death rate 
from typhoid fever is recognized as the best index 
of efficiency in a health department and the total 
number of deaths from typhoid fever in 1916 was 
the lowest ever attained by any large American 
city. 

During the past year a sickness survey was made 
in this city and, while the report showed that the 
number of people receiving hospital treatment was 
ereater in proportion than in any other large city, 
it also proved that, through the excellent hospital 
facilities obtained here, the sickness rate was the 
lowest to be found in any city which had been 
surveyed. 

During 1916 the first health unit in the city was 
established and is today utilized as a civic center 
clearing house, not only by the physicians of the 
Health Department but by medical and sanitary 
inspectors and nurses, in addition to representatives 
of the Consumptives’ Hospital Department, the 
Instructive District Nursing Association, the Bos- 
ton Dispensary, the Associated Charities, the Milk 
and Baby Hygiene Association, the Women’s 
Municipal League, the Federated Jewish Charities 
and the Mothers’ Club of the West End, all work- 
ing in harmony for the benefit of both infant and 
adult in the most congested section of the city. 

During the year 1916, 24,000 visits were made 
to homes in the West End section of Boston by 
representatives of the various organizations located 
at the health unit. Mothers were instructed as 
to the best method of caring for infants, particu- 
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larly during the first year of the child’s life, and, as 
a result of concentrated rather than divided effort, 
the sick and death rate from contagious diseases 
was less in 1916 than at any time during the past 
quarter of a century. 

The Health Department during 1916 compelled 
the discontinuance, as places of habitation, of 350 
basement rooms below the street level, and this 
excellent work should be continued. 

The constant and rigid inspection of food supply 
has resulted in ridding the city of dealers in rotten 
eggs and unwholesome fish, fruit and fowl, and, as a. 
result of the assistance rendered by the courts in 
the matter of dealing severely with those engaged 
in this unwholesome traffic, the food supply of Boston 
is today the best in the history of the city. 

With a view to the further protection of our milk 
supply, the dairy inspectors during 1916 have been 
receiving instructions in bacteriological work at 
the health laboratory and, during the present year, 
will be required to make bacteriological examina- 
tions at the places of shipment. 

The extremely high death and disability rate 
resulting from infantile paralysis is such as to jus- 
tify the most lavish expenditures to combat this 
dread disease. The splendid results achieved at 
the West End Health Unit warrant a recommenda- 
tion, which I shall submit to your honorable body, 
for the establishment of similar health units at East 
Boston, South Boston, Hyde Park, and, at such 
other points, as, in the opinion of the Health Depart- 
ment, may be necessary to properly safeguard both 
child and adult. 

It is equally important that the exceptional record 
made by the city in the matter of establishing the 
lowest death rate from typhoid fever of any city in 
the world be maintained, and since typhoid is, in a 
large measure, due either to water or sewerage, or 
both, it is my purpose to recommend in the budget 
a sum sufficient to provide for the cleaning of every 
catch-basin in the city in addition to the flushing 
of every sewer.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The three greatest evils of modern times are 
disease, poverty and crime, and how closely the two 
latter are associated with and dependent upon the 
former must be apparent when we realize that, on 
an average, all men, women and children engaged in 
industry in the United States are ill nine days each 
year and the total expenditure for medical and 
surgical attendance is in excess of $1,000,000,000. 

The opening of the West Department of the 
Boston City Hospital will make possible the con- 
centration of all contagious diseases there that are 
common to children, and, in addition, make available 
for use in connection with the general hospital the 
buildings now occupied by children in what is known 
as the South Department. 

It is clearly the duty of the city to furnish medical 
and surgical treatment to every person in need of 
the same, and since the average individual is depend- 
ent for existence solely upon bodily health and 
strength, it is important that he continue to receive 
medical and surgical care and supervision until such 
time as he is able to assume his customary duties. 
In the past and at present this has been impossible 
- asa result of inadequate accommodations, and men 
and women have been discharged when their condi- 
tion has improved in order to leave available the 
ward beds occupied by them for some other sufferers, 
with the result that, left to their own resources and 
the cold charity of friends, through medical or 
surgical neglect after discharge from the hospital, 
physical disability has resulted in making them 
public charges permanently. 

The extension of the general hospital and the 
construction of a convalescent hospital either at 
West Roxbury or Dorchester for the care of con- 
valescent patients should prove of great value in 
materially reducing the average sick period of 
workers. 

The stamina of future womanhood and manhood 
of America is dependent in large measure upon the 
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health and care received by the mothers. Under 
present conditions an increase in the family of the 
laboring man means an indebtedness to the physi- 
cian or surgeon that usually requires not less than 
six months to discharge, and failure to employ a 
competent physician or surgeon invariably results 
in some form of disability that tortures the victim 
through life. 

It is as important that the mothers should re- 
ceive both advice and care prior to, as_ that 
they should have medical and surgical service at 
the time of maternity, and, for this reason, I 
commend to your consideration the appropriation 
at an early date of a sum sufficient for the establish- 
ment of an obstetrical department of not less than 
one hundred beds. During the past year a new 
obstetrical ward of eighteen beds has been estab- 
lished, fully equipped with the most-modern instru- 
ments and appliances for obstetrical cases at the 
City Hospital and is today taxed beyond capacity. 

The completion of the West Department within 
the next thirty days will witness the establishment 
of the first whooping cough ward in America, 
which should prove of immeasurable benefit to 
those too poor to provide isolation against the 
ravages of this dread disease. 

I am firmly convinced that disease is largely the 
result of lack of preventive measures and am of 
the opinion that if one of the hospital buildings 
were equipped with all modern appliances for 
diagnosis and a competent man placed in charge, 
the saving to the city as represented by the improved 
health of the people would be more than sufficient 
to offset the cost. Under present conditions the 
payment of a fee for examination to a private 
physician causes the average individual to with- 
hold having examination made as to his physical 
condition until such time as disease prevents him 
from following his usual pursuits, whereas if he 
could apply at the City Hospital and have his 
case diagnosed serious illness would unquestion- 
ably be prevented. 
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During the year 1916 the X-ray department 
at the City Hospital has been enlarged and new 
equipment purchased, so that today it is possible 
to render double the amount of service with less 
difficulty and better results, and, in addition, an 
X-ray department has been established at the 
Haymarket Square Relief Station. 

The liberal policy in the matter of appropria- 
tions for the City Hospital should be maintained, 
as contented and well-paid employees are neces- 
sary to the successful handling of the sick. The 
fact that, during the past twelve months, not one 
complaint against the City Hospital has been 
received and that bed sores are no longer the bane 
of the patient, is the highest possible testimonial 
of service. 


CONSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The mortality from tuberculosis as yet exceeds 
that from any other disease despite extraordinary 
efforts and generous expenditures. Nevertheless, 
the same lavish scale which has marked the past 
must be maintained for the promotion of virile 
manhood and splendid womanhood. ‘The past year 
has been notable in that three new buildings, con- 
taining 146 beds for the treatment of persons afflicted 
with this dread scourge, have been added | to the 
eroup at Mattapan. 

Spiritual aid has long been recognized as a neces- 
sary adjunct to medical treatment of persons suffer- 
ing with tuberculosis, yet it is only within the past 
year that the necessity has received recognition in 
the appointment of a Catholic priest, a rabbi and 
a Protestant minister, through whose labors the 
sick are comforted and the dying are solaced. 

It will be necessary during the present year to 
establish a new out-patients department, the pres- 
ent quarters having long since been outgrown, 
where persons supposedly afflicted with tubercu- 
losis may be afforded opportunity for thorough 
examination and advice as to bodily care. 
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The question of additional accommodations for 
the treatment of children afflicted with tuber- 
culosis is important and the necessity for the 
establishment of additional hospital wards for their 
care and treatment is imperative. 


INFIRMARY DEPARTMENT. 


The desire to do that which appeared politically 
expedient in response to the clamor of local organ- 
izations has, in large measure, been responsible for 
the failure to consider more important matters 
that were both necessary and just. As a conse- 
quence of this custom a condition has obtained 
during the past twenty years at the infirmary at. 
Long Island not only disgraceful but actually 
criminal. Women and men, whose only offence has 
been that they have grown old without growing 
wealthy, have been housed for years in the worst 
possible character of fire traps and compelled to 
sleep in double-deck beds, and only the. charity of 
Almighty God has prevented a holocaust that 
would disgrace for all time the fair name of our 
city. This condition has made necessary during 
the past three years an expenditure of nearly a 
half a million dollars, and on the completion of 
the work the institution at Long Island will be 
the best of its kind to be found in the United States. 

During the past year the erection of four ward 
buildings has made possible the removal of all men 
from the present hospital building, thereby provid- 
ing separate accommodations for women and men 
who are hospital patients in a building so situated 
and constructed as to make possible in the event 
of fire the removal of all beds in less than two 
minutes. 

In addition to a nurses’ home, with accommoda- 
tions for 80 nurses, a survey of the fire conditions 
has been conducted during the year and $108,000 
has been made available for the installation of fire 
alarm system and equipment, including new sub- 
marine cable and a heating plant. 
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OVERSEEING-OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT... 


For 129 years it has been the custom for society 
in our city to discharge its obligations to dependent 
widows with flowers and platitudes, and, until 1913, 
the barbarous custom obtained, upon the death of 
the head of a household left destitute, to place the 
children in a foundling asylum. From the found- 
ling asylum it was customary to farm out the chil- 
dren, and in order that those persons adopting the 
child might not be disturbed, or, as they termed it, 
‘“‘pnestered,’’ by visits from the mother of the child, 
the inhuman practice has been common of refusing 
to permit the mother to visit her children, and as’ 
a result boys and girls grew to manhood and woman- 
hood with never an opportunity of relieving the 
heart-aches of sorrow-laden mothers. Protests from 
those persons best able to bear the burden entailed 
by the adoption of the Mothers’ Aid Act were 
general, but despite the protests the bill became 
law. In 1913 the sum of $50,000; in 1914, the sum 
of $280,000, and in 1916 the sum of $354,441.97 
was expended under this act by the city. 

To the casual observer this appears a tremendous 
sum, but to the thoughtful and observant citizen 
who realizes that, through this expenditure, poverty 
is robbed of its terrors, homes are preserved intact, 
mothers are comforted with the companionship 
of their children, and children are reared under the © 
watchful eye of their mother, who is there in this 
or in any other community so shortsighted and 
unmanly as to maintain that this expenditure is not 
justifiable? The ideal of Boston from the day of 
the Pilgrims to our day has been service, and through 
this service the long line of widows wending their 
way before sunrise and after the sun has set to 
office buildings and other establishments, there to 
eke out an existence for their children by the hard- 
est character of manual labor, on their knees 
scrubbing, constituted an indictment of our social 
system now happily ended. 

Consideration of the needs of those injured in 
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industrial pursuits has made necessary a large 
increase in the amount of dependent aid, which has 
risen from $144,180.80 in 1914 to $226,850.76 in 
1916, and in all probability this will materially 
increase from year to year, yet, with the comfort- 
ing knowledge that through our generosity misery 
is lessened, we should face the solution of the 
problem both with courage and Christian spirit. 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 


The patriotism of Boston’s citizenship has been 
an inspiration in every crisis to entire America, and 
this patriotism has in no small degree been based 
upon economic justice. 

The reputation of our city demands its contin- 
uance, and our love of the city is strengthened by 
the knowledge that we have never refused to any 
soldier or the dependents of soldiers sufficient aid to 
provide actual comfort and preserve them from 
the ignominy of pauperism. — 

During 1916, 1,950 soldiers and their dependents 
were aided by the city, and the adoption by the 
Legislature, on the recommendation of the Mayor, 
of the bill to provide for the payment of $10.50 
each week to the dependents of members of the 
state militia who have been mustered into the 
federal service should do much for the promotion 
of patriotism and the relief of the families of 
patriotic men who, in every crisis, have stood ready 
to make the supreme sacrifice for flag and country. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The success of the Fire Department in reducing 
loss of life and property by fire is only possible 
through the codperation of the entire people, and 
unless all aid it 1s impossible to secure beneficial 
and satisfactory results. 

It has long been common rumor that a so-called 
Arson Trust had been operating successfully for 
many years in Boston, and, upon receipt of definite 
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information: as to its existence, a conference was 
arranged in March, 1916, between the Mayor, the 
Police Commissioner and the Fire Commissioner, 
with the result that Inspector Thomas H. Lynch of 
Police Headquarters was assigned to work in con- 
junction with District Attorney Joseph C. Pelletier 
with a view to destroying the arson brigade and 
punishing its members. 

The prosecutions under the direction of District 
Attorney Joseph C. Pelletier and Assistant District 
Attorney. Daniel V. MclIsaac have resulted in the 
indictment of ninety-one persons for arson, a num- 
ber of whom have already been sentenced to terms 
ranging from two and one half years to six years, 
with the result that there have been 1,003 less fire 
alarms in 1916 than in 1914. The figures are indeed 
illuminating:

The splendid work performed under the direction 
of the Police Department and the District Attorney 
has been in large measure supplemented by the 
inspection and fire prevention work of the Fire and 
the Building Departments. 

During the year a department school for officers 
- has been established, with daily sessions, and a lec- 
ture course in matters: pertaining to the Fire Depart- 
ment conducted, as a result of which a_ better 
opportunity is afforded for securing more intimate 
knowledge as to the best methods of fighting fires. 

The high pressure system, the installment of which 
has been a subject of discussion for twenty years, 
and upon which work has been performed during 
the past five years, should be completed at the 
earliest possible date, and it is my sincere desire 
that the mains already laid be connected and the 
high pressure fire station be constructed during the 
present year. 

The pulmotors and Draeger smoke helmets which 
have been added to the equipment of the depart- 
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ment are rapidly proving their worth in the reduc- 
tion of loss of life and property. | 

During 1916, 7,800 feet of duct was laid, and 
approximately 50,000 feet of lead cable purchased, 
which is now being installed and which has resulted 
in the removal of many miles of overhead wires. 

The year 1916 has been notable for the substi- 
tution of motor-driven vehicles for those formerly 
drawn by ‘horses, the following changes having 
been made: 

Engine 28, Centre street, Jamaica Plain, was 
equipped with a two-wheel motor-driven tractor. 

A triple combination chemical engine, hose wagon 
and gasolene pumping engine was placed in service 
with Engine Company 14, Centre street, Roxbury, 
replacing a steam fire engine and a hose wagon 
and doing away with the services of five horses. 

A steam fire engine was equipped with a two- 
wheel motor-driven tractor, to be used as a relief 
engine. | 

A two-wheel motor-driven tractor was attached 
to old Ladder 9, the same to be used as a relief 
truck. 

A 3%-ton motor-driven wrecking and emergency 
truck has been placed in service and located at 
the Headquarters Building, Bristol street. This 
machine is fitted with a power winch capable of 
lifting five tons. The truck is fitted with jacks, 
blocks and tools, such as are required in emergency 
work, and has already proven its worth. 

A two-wheel motor-driven tractor has been 
installed on a spare water tower, and this tower 
will be located at East Boston to serve that iso- 
lated section of the city in case the services of a 
water tower are required. Owing to their size, 
this department has experienced in the past a 
ereat amount of difficulty in sending water towers 
to East Boston, and the installation of this tower 
will overcome the delays experienced in the past 
due to ferry service, and should prove a valuable 
addition to the fire-fighting machinery in the 
island section. 
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One motor-driven’ combination chemical engine 
and hose wagon and four motor-driven hose wagons, 
with chemical tanks, have been ordered, and part 
of the shipment has already arrived and upon 
acceptance will be assigned for service in companies 
which have already been partially motorized. 

A tractor-driven steam fire engine and a motor- 
driven combination hose wagon and chemical 
engine have been installed in the remodeled quar- 
ters of Engine Company 33, Boylston and Here- 
ford streets, serving the Back Bay and the Fenway 
sections of the city. 

A two-wheel motor-driven tractor is_ being 
attached to Ladder 6, and it will be installed within 
a very short time at River and Temple streets, 
Dorchester Lower Mills. 

A triple combination chemical engine, hose 
wagon and pumping engine has been ordered for 
Engine 19, Norfolk street, Dorchester, and the 
delivery of this engine will add greatly to the fire 
protection of Mattapan, Wellington Hill and Hyde 
Park. 

Motor-driven fire apparatus is no longer an 
experiment and is today a recognized necessity, 
and, if we are to keep abreast of American cities 
in the matter of fire fighting, a more liberal policy 
is essential. The complete motorization of the 
Fire Department means greater efficiency, less loss 
and less expense, and while the progress made in 
the last three years has been commendable it has 
nevertheless been extremely tardy. Our fire con- 
ditions warrant a more courageous and aggressive 
policy with reference to motor fire apparatus, 
while a compliance with the building laws will 
render necessary extensive and expensive altera- 
tions In many fire houses. 

Engine House 14, Centre street, Roxbury, has 
been rebuilt, thoroughly remodeled and equipped 
with the latest motor apparatus, so that today it 
is practically a new fire station. It is equipped 
with the most modern fire-fighting apparatus, and 
gives to this section of the city everything to be 
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desired in up-to-date fire protection, in addition to 
quarters that are conducive to the health and com- 
fort of the men. 

Ladder 4, Dudley street, Roxbury, has also 
been rebuilt and thoroughly remodeled for the 
installation of motor apparatus, and every detail 
carried out in Engine House 14 has been adopted 
at Ladder 4, and the station equipped with an 
aerial ladder truck and motor-driven combination 
chemical and hose wagon. The installation ‘of 
the latter piece of apparatus in the house of Ladder 
4 and the transfer of Chemical Company 10 from 
Eustis street to Dudley street will result in a great 
Saving in overhead expense and permit of the Eustis 
street fire station, which is assessed for $8,000, 
being disposed of or utilized for municipal purposes. 

Engine House 8, Salem street, city, is being 
rebuilt and thoroughly remodeled for the installa- 
tion of motor apparatus along the lines already 
carried out at Engine 14 and Ladder 4, and the 
work will be completed within a short time. 
Motor apparatus will be installed, replacing the 
horse-drawn apparatus at present attached to the 
company, and give to this section of the city 
improved and most efficient fire protection. 

Engine 1 and Ladder 5, Dorchester and Fourth 
streets, South Boston, and the municipal building 
adjoining it, are being rebuilt and remodeled to 
provide a first-class and up-to-date fire station 
for this section of the city; thus Engine 1 and Lad- 
der 5 will be motorized and installed in the one 
house, instead of being in separate houses, as at 
present. The old ladder house can then be used as 
a coal station, and the present coal station, in 
Dorchester street, assessed for $3,100, can be sold, 
and the placing of these two companies under one 
roof will also reduce the overhead expenses. 

The building on Wareham street, formerly occu- 
pied by the Wire Department, is being thoroughly 
remodeled to be used as a shop by the Fire Alarm 
Branch, and it is expected that it will be ready 
for occupancy this month.. The present shop is 
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located on Bristol street, but does not answer the 
needs of this branch, and by this change the city 
will save an annual rental of $1,844.75. 

Engine House 33, Boylston and Hereford streets, 
is undergoing considerable alteration at the present 
time, and the work will be completed at a very 
early date. Granolithic floors and driveways are 
being constructed and tile walls are being installed 
on the first floor, with modern plumbing throughout. 


PARK AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT. 


The growth of the city requires that all breathing 
spaces be developed to the highest possible degree 
of efficiency and that if possible a park be established 
for the health and recreation of the people in every 
section: 

With this object in mind, large appropriations 
have been made available during the past year for 
the completion and improvement of existing play- 
grounds and for the establishment of additional 
ones; and, in view of the fact that a dual purpose 
is served by these expenditures, namely, the promo- 
tion of public health and the affording of increased 
opportunities for recreation, it should be continued. 

Contracts have been awarded for construction 
of the Strandway park and sewerage works at an 
estimated cost of $800,000, as a result of which 
Dorchester bay will be freed from sewerage over- 
flow and an area of more than 2,000,000 square 
feet made available for park purposes which upon 
completion will be the finest salt-water park in 
America. 

Unquestionably the most attractive thorough- 
fare in America is Commonwealth avenue, and the 
wisdom of the expenditure of some $72,000 for 
permanent and sanitary paving is as apparent as 
is the necessity for its extension and improvement 
between Massachusetts avenue and Charlesgate 
East. | 

The necessity for substituting permanent paving 
for macadam roadways throughout the park system 
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presents a problem the solution of which should 
not long be delayed. It has been estimated by the 
Park and Recreation Department that permanent 
paving from the Newton line to Charlesgate Hast . 
would cost approximately $200,000, but in view 
of the fact that this would result in the completion 
of an important radial highway connecting two 
important centers in addition to the discontinuance 
of a ruinous overhead charge for maintenance of 
the present roadways, I commend it to your con- 
sideration. 

During the year 1916 the Forsyth Dental 
Infirmary Park, representing an expenditure of 
about $160,000, has been completed, while an 
appropriation of $200,000 has been made avail- 
able for the establishment of a public park 
within the area bounded by Salem, Stillman, Cross 
and Endicott streets. 

The Ward 19, Roxbury, playground, represent- 
ing a total investment of. $300,000, is rapidly 
approaching completion, while the Ronan Park 
playground at Dorchester, representing a total 
expenditure of approximately $200,000, will be 
completed early in June. 

The contract has been awarded, and work is now 
in progress upon the Savin Hill playground, for 
which an appropriation of $149,000 has been made, 
while the Brighton-Allston playground, for which 
an appropriation of $82,750 was made, will be 
completed within the present year. 

The Federal government, through the trustees 
of the Robert B. Brigham Hospital, have requested, 
and I have approved, the laying out of Parker Hill 
Reservoir property as a playground for mothers 
and children in order that in the event of war it 
may be used as an orthopedic base hospital. This 
work will represent an expenditure of $25,000 and 
the specifications are now drawn and will shortly 
be advertised. 

Necessary improvements at the Carolina avenue 
playground, Jamaica Plain, for which an appropri- 
ation of $12,000 has been made, are now rapidly 
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approaching completion, while the concrete grand- 
stand and sea wall at the North End Park, for 
which $25,000 has been appropriated, will in all 
probability be completed in the early summer. 

In response to the demand of the Hyde Park 
section, draining and grading are now in progress 
at the Smith’s Pond playground, which should be 
completed this year, while the Street Commis- 
sloners are now engaged in making takings for the 
Dorchester Center playground at a cost of $20,000 
additional. 

The establishment of a convenience station on 
Boston Common, and a park at the Aquarium 
srounds, South Boston, with a roadway connecting 
the Strandway and Farragut road, and the rebuild- 
ing of a wall at Charlestown Heights, represent in 
part the activities of this department during the 
year that has closed. 

It is my earnest desire that the broad and gener- 
ous policy with reference to park improvements now 
in operation be continued, and I commend to your 
consideration the completion of the Ripley play- 
ground at Dorchester, at a cost of $20,000, the com- 
pletion of the ‘‘Greeting’’ at Franklin Park, and the 
improvement of the following playgrounds:

I believe it but proper to state that in many cases 
sites have been procured for playgrounds and either 
a limited attempt or no attempt at all has been 
made to develop them in such manner as to fully 
serve public requirements. 
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STREET LAYING—-OUT DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year the Street Laying-Out 
Department has undertaken street improvements of 
lasting benefit to the city and while much of this 
work was local in character, yet several street 
improvements were authorized which, when com- 
pleted, will be of general public benefit. 

From the standpoint of money expenditure the 
largest single undertaking of the Board was the 
widening of Hyde Park avenue, in. Hyde Park, 
this avenue being the main artery of travel to 
and from that district. 

Long before Hyde Park became a part of the 
municipal corporation of Boston, the widening of 
this avenue was a subject of vigorous and indus- 
trious agitation both in the town and in the Legis- 
lature. Every effort failed then, presumably 
because the cost was thought to be too great for 
the financial resources of the town. With annexa- 
tion to prosperous and progressive Boston the agi- 
tation was even more vigorous than before. The 
citizens of Hyde Park are now enjoying a much 
reduced tax rate, better all-round municipal service, 
and the burden of this highway improvement will 
now be borne by the entire city. 

A better development of Hyde Park is promised 
with the construction of this avenue, particularly 
if a double line of car tracks is laid in the avenue, 
which the people of the district are now seeking. 
It is by such development that the city may hope 
to get back the expenditure of from $175,000 to 
$200,000 which this improvement will cost. 

West Roxbury, or the remotest portion of that 
district, will receive a distinct advantage when the 
extension of Belgrade avenue and the widening 
of Beech street is completed. This improvement 
was authorized during the past year at an esti- 
mated cost of about $125,000, and was urged in 
the interest of a large territory that shows promise 
of rapid and substantial growth. 

The people who have been urging this improve- 
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ment realize that, to get the most benefit from it, 
they will have to secure better street car service, 
and it is promised to them as soon as this work is 
completed next summer. 

A large section of Dorchester has for years been 
asking for the completion of the widening of Norfolk 
street. This improvement has been ordered at an 
estimated cost of $125,000, and when completed 
this portion of the district will have one of the best 
highways in the city, extending from Blue Hill 
avenue to Codman square, which should prove 
highly beneficial from the standpoint of transpor- 
tation and real estate development. 

Perhaps the most beneficial general public 
improvement ordered during the year was the 
widening of Chelsea street, Charlestown, between 
City square and Bunker Hill street, at an estimated 
cost of $450,000. A loan of $100,000 was author- 
ized during the past year to start this improve- 
ment, and an order to widen the street, between 
City square and Foss street, which was all that 
could be done with the appropriation available, 
has been approved. 

This is an improvement in the interest of busi- 
ness and of waterfront development which might 
well have been made at any time during the past 
twenty-five years, since it has been urged from time 
to time during this period, but for one reason or 
another it was laid aside until Charlestown people 
almost gave it up as a useless effort. 

There has been considerable development recently 
along the waterfront of Medford street, which 
means more trucking and a greater use of Chelsea 
street, and there is no doubt but that a wider thor- 
oughfare will help in the further development of 
this waterfront. In addition it will be of benefit 
to a large number of people who use the street cars, 
as it will remove the cause of the vexatious delays 
which they now suffer. 

The removal of buildings at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Dover streets presented an opportunity 
to improve traffic conditions at that point without 
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great cost to the city. Since the erection of the 
elevated railway station at this corner, pedestrian 
traffic was greatly impeded because of the stairways 
leading to the station being placed in the sidewalks. 
On Washington street, at the northeasterly corner 
of Dover street, the sidewalk between the elevated 
stairway and the buildings was but four feet wide. 
It is a busy corner, and the pedestrians are many, 
so that upon receipt of information that the old 
buildings on two corners were to be demolished a 
taking of a strip of land about five feet wide was 
authorized, thus giving ample sidewalk room, and 
this improvement was made at a cost of less than 
$35,000, which would probably have cost double 
this amount if building damages had to be paid for: 
in addition to what was paid for the land. 

An improvement of a like nature was made on 
Kneeland street, advantage being taken of the 
removal of buildings to make the street 50 feet 
wide, between Harrison avenue and Tyler street, 
where it was but 40 feet wide. This territory is 
rapidly changing from dwellings to wholesale busi- 
ness buildings, and a street 40 feet wide is too 
narrow for the increasing traffic, and in addition 
this widening helps to make the street of a uniform 
width, it being 50 feet for the greater part. 

This, you will appreciate, is piece-meal develop- 
ment, which is subject to criticism, but it would, 
however, have been official shortsightedness to allow 
new buildings to be erected on the old lines of these 
streets, thus retarding for an indefinite period the 
making of these very necessary improvements. 

For the next year, the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners could very well suggest street improve- 
ments which would cost many millions of dollars; 
it recognizes, however, the financial limitations of 
the city, and the need of improvements other than 
street widenings and extensions. ‘The Board has 
before it now, in one form or another, suggestions 
for street improvements which will cost not less 
than twenty million dollars, some of which would 
doubtless help greatly in real estate development 
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and in the extension of the retail shopping district, 
while others would give relief to teaming and general 
traffic, but many of these suggested improvements 
are of so costly a nature that they will hardly ever 
be made within the city’s debt limit. 

Having in mind, however, what may be allowed 
in the form of a loan within the debt limit, the 
Board is of the opinion that the balance needed for 
the completion of the widening of Chelsea street, 
Charlestown, namely, $350,000, might be provided, 
in part, at least. 

The completion of the widening of Chauncy 
street should be undertaken this year as the Board 
knows of no street improvement which will give 
quicker returns in increased taxable values. At 
Summer and Bedford streets, Chauncy street is 
50 feet wide, while midway between these points 
the street is but 40 feet wide, and with the cutting 
off of the projecting buildings and the making of 
the street of a uniform width of 50 feet, between 
Summer and Bedford streets, a new retail district 
is bound to develop. This desirable: end will be 
aided greatly by the fact that the Summer street- 
Andrew Square Subway will have a station in 
Chauncy street. The completion of this improve- 
ment, it is estimated, would cost about $150,000. 

North Beacon street, Brighton, has been widened 
from Cambridge to Market street, and the re- 
mainder should be completed as soon as possible. 
The necessity, however, for a new railroad bridge 
in connection with this improvement will make 
the cost of this widening considerable — about 
$250,000. . 

Another suggested Brighton improvement, one 
which would give satisfaction to a considerable 
number of people, and which would aid in the 
development of a large territory, adapted to resi- 
dential purposes, is the widening of Faneuil street. 
Some land for this widening has already been 
pledged without cost to the city. The section of 
Brighton through which this street passes is in 
need of better transportation facilities, which can 
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only be obtained by the widening of this street, 
the estimated cost of which is $250,000. 

A considerable section of Dorchester is demanding 
the extension of Morton street to Pierce square, 
and this improvement would greatly help traffic 
to and from the South Shore, especially the summer 
traffic, transferring it from the small residential 
streets where it is an annoyance and danger to 
children, and this extension would, it is believed, 
give an impetus to real estate development in a 
section now hemmed in. This improvement, how- 
ever, would cost about $150,000. 

The total estimated cost of these improvements 
is $1,250,000. During the past three years this 
department has had $800,000 a year for highway 
improvements — the most liberal allowance, within 
the debt limit, in many years. If a similar amount 
is allowed this year, Chauncy street could be com- 
pleted, a further widening of Chelsea and North 
Beacon streets could be made, and a beginning 
might be made on other streets; again, this 1s piece- 
meal development, for which we may be open to 
criticism, but in view of the city’s financial limita- 
tions it seems the only course possible. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


Despite the opinion prevailing in many circles 
that the building laws have been too rigidly enforced, 
the fact remains that applications for permits to 
construct and alter first, second and third class 
buildings are in excess of any year in the history 
of the city, and the total amount of building 
operations during the past year is in excess of 
$34,000,000. 

The year that has closed has been notable in 
that there has been no cessation in activity in the 
matter of enforcement of regulations with reference 
to the removal of structures constituting a menace 
to public safety, and during the year 633 of these 
structures have been razed, or a total since Sep- 
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tember, 1914, of 1,800 buildings. The removal of 
these structures, unsightly and an injury to ad- 
joining realty as well as a health and fire menace, 
cannot be measured in dollars, yet the estimated 
value, even in their dilapidated condition, was in 
excess of $211,000, and all have been removed at 
an expense to the city of less than $500. 

In the opinion of the Building Commissioner, 
the most necessary work confronting the city at 
the present time is the enactment of a bill, at pres- 
ent pending before the Legislature, creating an 
area within which no building shall be erected or 
alterations made in excess of 25 per cent, unless 
the building be .of first-class construction. The 
importance of this law is best appreciated when we 
realize that no first-class construction area at 
present exists in Boston, and that the possibility 
of conflagration must continue, because of the 
excessive number of second-class construction 
buildings in the business district, until such time 
as a first-class construction area has _ been 
established. 

The increase in the number of accidents and 
deaths in connection with elevator operation and 
use has been such as to render necessary a larger 
elevator inspection force, and I have requested 
the Building Commissioner to include in the budget 
for his department a sum sufficient to provide such 
additional elevator inspectors as may be required. 

The value of a rigid system of examination in 
connection with building construction is proven 
by the fact that, during 1916, not one building 
collapsed while in the course of erection through- 
out the city. 

The installation of automatic sprinklers has pro- 
eressed during the year, considering the extreme 
advance in the price of material, in a most satis- 
factory manner, the installations in 1916 being 
150 per cent greater than in 1915, the total number 
of buildings equipped being 261, and the estimated 
cost of the work performed being $540,000. 
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PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 


The most important work accomplished during 
1916 in the Public Works Department has un- 
questionably been the adoption of definite types 
of paving in highway construction. It appears 
incredible, but it is nevertheless true, that until 
1916 a definite program on street construction had 
never been determined upon, with the result that 
public confidence in the capacity of the Paving 
Division of the Public Works Department had 
been so shattered as to render it impossible to secure 
the necessary appropriations with which to make 
the streets suitable for public travel. 

A conference of experts, consisting of the lead- 
ing authorities of Massachusetts in the matter of 
street construction, met and determined on various 
types of permanent paving and the program as 
recommended by them has been pursued with the 
result that plans have been formulated which, if 
adhered to, will ultimately result in making the 
streets of our city as attractive as those to be found 
in any of the older cities of America. 

It will be necessary, however, to reduce the 
unit quantities of work so that they shall not 
exceed $100,000, stipulating in the contracts com- 
pletion within sixty days; otherwise, we shall be - 
confronted with a condition in future years similar 
to that which has obtained in the last year, in 
which the amount of unfinished work at the end 
of the season exceeded the amount that had been 
finished during the season. 

The trucking of railroad and caenenie freight 
represents about 85 per cent of the total teaming 
traffic, and it is reasonable to assume that, until 
such time as a belt line terminal has been estab- 
lished between the two railroad lines, this will 
continue. Under the circumstances, as pointed out 
above, it is important that all thoroughfares 
between the two railroad stations, North and 
South, be constructed with a durable, sanitary 
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surface, with concrete base, and that permanent 
construction continue from the center established 
in 1916. 

The importance of consolidating the at present 
divided activities of the Public Works Department, 
with a view to the reduction of overhead charges in 
supervision and maintenance, has received earnest 
consideration during the past year and the recom- 
mendations now under consideration, as a result of 
the investigations of the engineering force, when 
adopted, should represent a considerable saving to 
the city. 

The extent and area of macadam and Telford 
roadways Is so great, being approximately 393 miles, 
as to make it extremely desirable to adopt the least 
expensive of durable, sanitary paving, and, with 
this object in view, during the year 1916, extensive 
experimental work has been conducted in the con- 
struction of concrete roadways with such satis- 
factory results as to justify a continuance. 

The importance of an adequate water supply is so 
vital as to justify a report of work accomplished 
during the past year in providing added protection 
to all sections of the city. 

The extension of the water mains in the various 
districts due to street development and building 
operations called for the laying of: 


6,800 feet of 8 to 16 inch pipe, inclusive, city proper. 
5,600 feet of 8 to 12 inch pipe, inclusive, Roxbury. 
21,800 feet of 8 to 12 inch pipe, inclusive, Dorchester. 
20,700 feet of 8 to 12 inch pipe, inclusive, West Roxbury. 
5,700 feet of 8 to 12 inch pipe, inclusive, Hyde Park. 
7,000 feet of 8 to 12 inch pipe, inclusive, Brighton. 
1,400 feet of 8 to 12 inch pipe, inclusive, South Boston. 
1,150 feet of 8 to 12 inch pipe, inclusive, East Boston. 





70,150 feet or 13.3 miles of pipe extension. 


The 6,800 linear feet of pipe laid in the city proper 
was occasioned by the necessity of supplying the 
fire pipes now being generally installed with a high 
service supply wherever possible in order to furnish 
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adequate protection. On the 138.38 miles of pipe 
laid there have been installed 168 hydrants for fire 
. protection. To improve and strengthen the fire 
protection in various districts 5,000 feet of 6-inch 
pipe have been replaced with 10-inch and 12-inch 
sizes in West Roxbury; 2,300 feet of 6-inch pipe 
have been replaced with 8-inch, 10-inch and 12-inch 
pipes in Roxbury; 1,000 feet of 6-inch pipe have 
been replaced with 10-inch and 12-inch pipe in the 
city proper, and 1,000 feet of 6-inch pipe have been 
replaced with 8-inch and 10-inch pipe in Dorchester. 
To improve the supply in the Jeffries Point section 
of East Boston, 3,660 linear feet of 24-inch pipe 
were laid from the end of the existing 24-inch pipe 
in Chelsea at Brooks street, through Chelsea street, 
Porter street and Cottage street to a point con- 
necting with the present 12-inch pipe in Maverick 
street. It is the intention to continue this pipe 
line to Marginal street in order to furnish an 
adequate fire protection to the valuable property 
along the waterfront, namely, the Boston & Albany 
terminal docks, Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
Railroad property, dry docks, etc. 

The most dangerous situation as to the number 
of supply mains is the high service territory in 
the business district which is practically dependent 
upon one 42-inch high service main in Huntington 
avenue and Boston Common. While it is true 
that there is a 20-inch high service main in Hunt- 
ington avenue in addition to the 42-inch high service 
main and one 20-inch high service main in Colum- 
bus avenue, the combined capacity of both at the 
present time is not sufficient to properly supply 
and maintain the pressure in the high service 
district in case the 42-inch high service main is 
out of service. To remedy this condition and fur- 
nish a second adequate supply to the high service 
system in the business district, during the year 
1914-15 a 30-inch high service main was laid from 
the 36-inch high service main in Heath street, 
through Columbus avenue, Worcester street, Wash- 
ington street, Perry street and Harrison avenue 
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to Dover street. A contract was awarded during 
the year to continue this 30-inch pipe line through 
Harrison avenue, Curve street, Hudson and Knee- 
land streets to the South Station. At date, 2,600 
linear feet of 30-inch pipe have been laid and the 
remaining 1,000 feet on Harrison avenue, between 
Broadway and Dover street, to complete this pipe 
line will be finished early in the year 1917. 

In the laying of the two high service pipe lines, 
branches have been set in same at various loca- 
tions to furnish an adequate high service fire pro- 
tection to the lumber district in the South End 
and the City Hospital. 

In addition to this work the department force 
has relocated and regulated practically 5,000 feet 
of pipe from 6-inch to 30-inch in diameter in South 
Boston, due to subway operations. 

During the year the endeavor has been to care 
for all applications for main pipe laying immedi- 
ately upon receipt of same, and by handling the 
main pipe petitions in thirty-five contracts, awarded 
at various times during the past year, every ap- 
plicant for a service pipe that required a main pipe 
extension has been taken care of. 

The number of service pipes laid during the 
year was 1,639, of which 255 4-inch pipes were for 
sprinkler protection. 

The completion of the 30-inch pipe line in Harri- 
son avenue in the spring will finish all the more 
important main pipe work contemplated with the 
exception of connecting the 20-inch high service 
pipe in Codman street, between Dorchester avenue 
and Adams street, and the laying of a 36-inch high 
service main through Roxbury, connecting the 48- 
inch metropolitan high service main in Perkins 
street with the 42-inch high service main in Hunt- 
ington avenue. 

During the year 1917, in addition to the pipe 
extension, it is intended to relay at least five miles 
of 6-inch pipe with 10-inch and 12-inch sizes to 
improve the fire protection. Owing to the great 
number of wooden frame houses in various sections 
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of Roxbury and Dorchester, there are places where 
the water supply should be improved. ‘To keep step 
with the fire protection demands due to building 
operations, five miles of relaying with enlarged sizes 
is the minimum length yearly that should be done. 

The development of suburban property will call 
for the installation of 200 hydrants on existing mains 
where, at the present time, hydrants are spaced 
more than 300 feet apart. The installation of these 
hydrants will allow the Fire Department to work 
to greater advantage due to the larger number of 
hydrants and shorter lines of hose. 

The rebuilding of the Neponset River Bridge 
during the year by the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion will necessitate the laying of a 16-inch main on 
this bridge crossing the channels by means of a 
siphon pipe under the channel. 

Boston has long enjoyed the reputation of being 
the best lighted city in America and, with a desire 
that this record be maintained, boulevard lamps 
have been installed on Canal street and at City 
square, Charlestown, during the year. 

During 1917 provision has been made for the 
location of 43 boulevard lamps on Meridian street, 
East Boston; 47 boulevard lamps on Columbia road, 
and 35 boulevard lamps on Hanover street, which, in 
addition to providing increased illumination on these 
thoroughfares, should prove a material aid to 
business. 

During the year 1916 the Street Cleaning Divi- 
sion has successfully adopted the flushing of streets 
with a view to the more complete removal of 
accumulations, and the results have proven so 
satisfactory as to warrant general adoption during 
the year 1917. 

The thanks of the city are due the Clean-up 
Committee of Boston and the Press for the splen- 
did codperation extended in the work of keeping 
free from litter all public thoroughfares. It will 
be necessary, however, to adopt a more stringent 
policy during the present year in order that the 
public may be induced to exercise greater care in 
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the matter of littering the highways and, with a 
view to enforcing reasonable consideration for the 
appearance of the city, a bill has been introduced 
making it a criminal offence to distribute news- 
papers or rubbish upon public thoroughfares. 

The abandonment of the Chelsea Ferry will, in 
all probability, result in increased use by vehicles 
of the East Boston Ferry, and I commend to your 
consideration, at an early date, the advisability 
of an appropriation sufficient to provide a ferry- 
boat to replace the ‘““D. D. Kelley,’ which has 
been in use for thirty-eight years and is today 
unsuitable for the heavy traffic it is obliged to 
accommodate. 

The Summer Street Bridge disaster has rendered 
necessary increased expenditures in the Bridge 
and Ferry Service for public protection, and for- 
tunately these have largely been met from existing 
appropriations. 

The health of the city is best protected through 
an adequate sewerage system and the work of the 
Sewer Division has been conducted on such an 
extensive scale during 1916 as to justify a statement 
covering the same: 


South Boston. 


Preparations of plans for awarding the contract 
for sewer overflows in connection with the Strand- 
way improvement. 

New system of sanitary and storm sewers in 
Dorchester avenue, from Broadway to Andrew 
square, in connection with the Dorchester Tunnel. 

Extension of the D street overflow and the B 
and Seventh streets overflow into Fort Point 
channel on account of improvements contemplated 
by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 


Roxbury. 


New sewers in Amory street, Tremont entrance, 
Alley 914 and Gainsborough street. Brookline ave- 
nue, from Jersey street to Audubon road, and 
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Burlington avenue built for the rapid development 
of the automobile business in this vicinity. 

New tide-gate chamber on Muddy river conduit 
in Deerfield street for the protection and rectifi- 
cation of the sewerage system in this part of the 
Back Bay. 

City Proper. 


New system of sewers to replace the old wooden 
sewers have been built in Albany street, from Knee- 
land street to Northampton street, Canal street, 
Sudbury street, Cross street, Fulton street, Barrett 
street, Clinton street and Harrison avenue. 

New tide-gate chamber with overflow at Albany 
and East Dedham streets for the protection of 
the South End District. 


West Roxbury. 


The main channel of Stony brook has been > 
completed to a point about 100 feet beyond Wash- 
ington street, near Franklin place. 

Surface drainage system completed in the Per- 
ham street, Dent street and Temple street dis- 
tricts. : 

A start has also been made on the main channel 
of the Roslindale brook, from Anawan avenue to 
Centre street. 

Brighton. 


Telford street outlet completed and plans made 
for the awarding of contract in North Beacon street. 


East Boston. 


Frankfort street and Neptune road laid out and 
completed. 
Dorchester. 


Main channel of Davenport brook completed 
from Codman street to Washington street to relieve 
the flooding conditions from Dorchester avenue to 
Morton street. 

Main channel of Dorchester brook sewer rebuilt 
and extended from Brookford street to Quincy 
street. 
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Coleman street brook built through Bowdoin 
street, Hendry street and Coleman street, from 
Hancock to Quincy street, to abate the floodings 
frequent in this territory. 

New England avenue and Bernard street, from 
Talbot avenue to Norfolk street, main line surface 
drain built to relieve flooding under the railroad 
bridge at Woodrow avenue. 


Hyde Park. 


New sewers built in Water street and Glenwood 
avenue, and plans prepared for the rebuilding of 
the Business street and Barry street surface drain, 
from Mother brook to Cleveland street, to relieve 
the extensive flooding in this territory. 


Calf Pasture Pumping Station. 


Extensive improvements have been made, inside 
and outside, at this station, with the object of 
bringing it up to the highest point of efficiency, 
the principal improvements being the cleaning out 
of the deposit sewers, the design of new valves for 
the reciprocating pumps, a thorough overhauling 
of all the auxiliaries in the steam plant, and a 
consistent effort made to reduce the coal consump- 
tion. 

During the coming year, it is the purpose of this 
service to clean out nearly every one of the 14,500 
catch-basins in the entire city and flush them 
with fresh water as soon as this cleaning is done. 
It is also the intention to clean every sewer In the 
older part of the city and by additional flushing 
place these sewers in a proper sanitary condition. 
It is also the intention to build sanitary sewers in 
every street in which petitioners have requested 
the same, and, if possible, to have every house 
connected with a sanitary sewerage system. 

An effort is to be made to rebuild many of the 
old wooden sewers in the older part of the city and 
replace them with modern reénforced concrete 
sewers. A start will also be made on the covering 
in of several of the important brook channels such 
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as the Roslindale main brook, Shepard brook in 
Brighton, Business and Barry streets, Hyde Park, 
and Oakland brook, Dorchester. 


Passenger Transportation Problem. 


The passenger transportation problem which has 
been the subject for discussion and the quality of 
which has been subject to criticism and condemna- 
tion for many years despite new and capable man- 
agement does not improve to the extent that the 
public desires. 

If the present financial condition in which the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, the Bay State Street Railway Company and 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company find them- 
selves, represented isolated rather than general cases, 
it might be reasonable to assume that their condi- 
tion was the result of corruption and inefficiency, 
but it is impossible to make this direct charge 
against these three systems without indicting the 
officials of nearly every steam and street railroad 
corporation in the United States. The railroads, 
street and steam, to a large degree have consciously 
or otherwise become vast owners of real estate, a 
majority of which does not net sufficient return to 
pay the taxes levied thereon by the cities and towns 
where the roads operate, and this condition calls for 
immediate remedy. However, to compel a sacrifice 
sale would prove disastrous, yet nevertheless, the 
oeradual disposal — and that as speedily as possible 
—of this excess realty should be demanded by the 
Public Service Commission. 

The increase in the cost of all materials required 
in railroading, including wages and taxation, during 
the past twenty years has been tremendous, while 
freight and passenger charges have not changed 
materially. 

The problem of better street railway passenger 
transportation has become so acute, owing to the 
overcrowding of cars to the point of immorality, 
that a special commission appointed by his Excel- 
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lency the Governor has been considering the subject 
during the past year. I appeared as Mayor of the 
city before that special commission in opposition to 
special taxation, namely, a 6-cent fare. Rapid 
transit, in which the City of Boston today has an 
investment of $83,750,700, of which $9,040,000 
has been made available during my three years of 
service as Mayor, has been as beneficial to those who 
do not use the street railway cars, as it has been to 
those who do use them, and it would be eminently 
unfair to require that the entire burden of relief be 
borne by the car riders alone. At the hearing 
before the special commission considering the 
transportation question, I made the following 
statements: 


“The community cannot, without blinding itself 
to its own interests in progressive community effort, 
accept the present stage of tunnel and subway 
construction as the final one. We cannot stand 
still; either in justice to ourselves or to posterity. 
We must go forward in the execution of any well 
conceived plan which will bring more quickly 
the laborer to his factory, the business man to his 
store, the professional man to his office, and bring 
them back more quickly to their homes than is 
possible now under existing means of transporta- 
tion. By such efforts we can improve our business, 
develop our waste spaces, increase our taxable 
values, augment the public revenues, add to the 
comfort of the people, and knit the various parts of 
this community into a more compact social and 
industrial organization. 

“Tf you find that the company must be helped 
in order to execute a program of such benefit to 
the public, you must determine the way in which 
aid shall be given. If it is granted through legisla- 
tive action, it is the public which must in the last 
analysis furnish it. The company can give the 
public nothing except what the public pays for. 
It has not inherited wealth and no endowment. 
The public must furnish the money for the stock 
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and bonds issued by the company and the public 
must furnish the operating revenue of the company 
through the fares for transportation. Whether 
the public shall hereafter give more revenue to the 
company in the form of increased fares or the public 
permits the company to increase its net operating 
revenue by retaining a larger portion of such 
revenue through the medium of reduced taxes, the 
gain to the company in either case must be at the 
expense of the public.” 


I appreciate that considerable time may elapse 
before the recommendations of the special com- 
mission are accepted and adopted, and pending 
their acceptance and adoption it is my purpose to 
submit to your honorable body a resolution which 
I trust you will support which may furnish some 
small measure of relief to a long-suffering public. 

The resolution I propose is addressed to the 
Public Service Commission demanding that the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany be required to establish at once fifteen-minute 
passenger service on the Shawmut Branch and 
Midland Division, in order that the great Dor- 
chester section, which suffers most and has endured 
longest, receive relief; also that the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company be required to provide 
additional car service on all surface lines. 

I realize that the adoption of these reeommenda- 
tions, palliatives as they are, does not meet the 
situation, but I nevertheless believe that the answer 
may be from the railroads that they cannot be 
complied with because of lack of funds. In that 
alternative, there remains apparently but one 
course open: ‘The street and steam railroad com- 
panies operating through Boston derive their right 
to conduct business from a charter granted to 
them by the state, and either the roads must supply 
adequate passenger transportation themselves, or it 
becomes the duty of the state to take over the 
ownership and operation of the street and steam 
railroads in the state. 
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FINANCES. 


During the past three years large sums have 
been expended for municipal improvements, and 
loans authorized but not issued represent today 
$1,189,000 as against loans authorized but not 
issued January 31, 1914, of $3,774,500, yet, despite 
this extraordinary reduction in authorized loans, 
the net city debt during the past year shows an 
actual decrease of $803,467.71. | 

The net debt, namely, city debt, county debt 
and water debt, discloses a more extraordinary 
condition when we consider the abnormal state of 
public affairs during the past three years. Despite 
increased demands for charities, hospitals and cor- 
rectional institutions during the three years I have 
served as Mayor, the net city debt has been 
reduced $1,496,553.50; the net county debt has 
been reduced $375,227, and the net water debt has 
been reduced $148,186.58, or a total reduction in 
the net debt of the city of $2,019,967.08 during the 
past three years. 

In considering the net debt situation from the per 
capita standpoint as of January 31, 1907, and Janu- 
ary 31, 1917, and the population as set forth in the 
census of 1905 and 1915, respectively, our financial 
progress is sound and in the right direction:

One of the most notable reforms adopted during 
the financial year that has terminated was the 
enactment of a bill requiring the discontinuance of 
the practice of borrowing large sums annually for 
the purchase of land and the erection of school 
buildings. 

This expenditure was never justifiable and should 
have been provided for from the tax levy and not 
from bonds, the principal and interest charges on 
which succeeding generations would be required to 
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pay. This departure in the financing of our educa- 
tional system marks a new epoch in the history 
of sound city finance, the result of which must 
prove a blessing to posterity. 

The tax rate in 1916 was reduced from $18 to 
$17.80 per thousand, or a rate lower than that of 
any large city in the state, with the exception of 
Springfield, whose rate is equal, an accomplishment 
which, in view of public demands for larger and 
more extended municipal service, is most gratify- 
ing; and despite the decrease in the tax rate, the 
estimated debt incurring power for the present 
year 1s $3,447,401.49. 

The last, and, to every citizen interested in the 
welfare of the municipality, the most pleasing and 
important announcement of this somewhat lengthy 
document is the fact that the unappropriated cash 
in the treasury on January 31, 1917, was $1,182,- 
721.64, notwithstanding the fact that my first year 
of service, despite extraordinary efforts, terminated 
with a deficit of $69,664.79.

STATUARY. 


A contract for the Burns monument having been 
made by the Burns Memorial Association with the 
sculptor, Mr. H. H. Kitson, on May 2, 1912, the question 
was again taken up during the past year in the interest 
of getting something done to start the actual erection 
of the memorial. Owing to unaccountable delay on the 
part of the sculptor, we regret to report that no material 
progress has been made. 

Mr. Daniel Chester French has offered to the city the 
full-size model in plaster of the Wendell Phillips statue. 
The possibility of placing this in the Wendell Phillips 
School is under consideration. 

The question of a new site for the Lincoln monument, 
referred to this commission by the City Council early 
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in the year, has been discussed, but in view of measures 
pending in the Legislature in relation to Park square, 
it was considered inexpedient to take any action at 
present with regard to the removal of this monument. 
The commission has no objection to the removal of the 
statue in case the development of the square necessi- 
tates it, but feels there is no present public necessity 
for removing the monument. 


PAINTING. 


The secretary of the School Committee having called 
the attention of this commission to a proposed gift 
to the George Putnam School of an oil portrait of the 
master of the school, Mr. Herbert L. Morse, by Mr. 8. 
Burtis Baker, the portrait was approved by the com- 
mission for a place in this school. 


TABLETS AND BAS—RELIEFS. 


On November 138 the commission voted to approve 
a bas-relief of his Honor Mayor James M. Curley, 
by Mr. R. E. Brooks. 

The final design for the tablet at High Fort Tower, 
Roxbury, by the Van Amringe Company, was approved 
March 9. 

On October 16 the commission voted to approve the 
tablet now erected at Highland Park. 

On November 13 the commission voted to authorize 
the T. F. MeGann & Sons Company to replace the 
Fields Corner tablet. This work has been completed 
to the satisfaction of the commission. 

On December 8, at a joint meeting of the Park and 
Recreation Department and the Art Commission, a 
design showing the completion of the entrance to the 
‘Greeting’? in Franklin Park was approved. 

On May 18 Mr. J. T. Wheelwright of the Guild 
Memorial Commission and Mr. Hoyle of Cram «& 
Ferguson presented a revised design for the Guild 
Memorial steps, showing the proposed location at the 
entrance of the Common at the foot of Joy street, to 
replace the existing stairway, and on May 25 this com- 
mission voted that this design be accepted subject to 
certain modifications of detail. Further suggestions 
as to changes in detail have been presented during the 
year. 


ArT DEPARTMENT. 3 


In connection with the above, the commission has 
examined and approved for a pier on the memorial 
stairway a bas-relief of Governor Guild by Richard H. 
Recchia. 

A sketch of a proposed memorial window in the 
Bowditch School to Mr. Marison, former janitor of 
the school, was submitted to the commission by the 
School Committee May 11. After many revisions and 
modifications, on November 2 the commission approved 
an amended drawing, together with samples of glass for 
the proposed window. 

On March 9 the commission voted to approve for a 
position in the Charlestown High School frames carved 
in accordance with designs by William D. Austin, said 
frames to contain lists of pupils who have come up for 
repeated public commendation. 

Finished drawings of the proposed civic flag were 
presented to the commission July 20, and it was voted 
to accept the design of the front. and reverse as the 
official civic flag and recommend it for adoption by the 
City Council. 

The specifications of the new ‘‘ City” and ‘‘ Municipal’’ 
flags of Boston are substantially as follows: 

The ‘‘City’’ flags are those flown from staffs or sus- 
pended from lines out of doors and may be made of 
various sizes. ‘The material should be of wool bunting. 
The color of the ‘‘field,’’ or base, is Continental blue, 
with a Continental buff stripe bordering the top and 
bottom, running horizontally. It should not exceed 
one twelfth the width or vertical measurement of the 
flag. 

The proportions are as 33 in vertical measure to 5 
in horizontal measure. 

In the center of the field is placed the Boston city 
seal, painted and inclosed within two rings of white, 
the outer ring to be not more nor less (not larger nor 
smaller) in diameter than one half the vertical measure- 
ment of the flag. 

The reverse side of this flag is to be left without the 
seal, device or design of any kind. 

The ‘‘Boston Municipal Flag” is standardized in 
size as vertical, 35 feet (42 inches), by horizontal, 5 
feet (60 inches), and made of Continental blue silk, 
fringed at top, bottom and free flowing end with Con- 
tinental buff silk fringe. In the center of the blue field 
is to be painted or silk-embroidered the Boston city 
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seal, modernized after drawings prepared for the Boston 
Art Commission by Bert Poole and approved by them 
in July, 1916. The seal is to be inclosed within two white 
rings, the outside ring to be not more nor less than 21 
inches in diameter. 

On the reverse side of the municipal flag, within a 
circle of two white rings, the outside ring to be not more 
nor less than 21 inches in diameter, is to be painted or 
embroidered in silk the ‘‘Trimountain”’ or three hills, 
with the waters of the bay in the foreground, as shown 
in a drawing made for and approved by the Art Com- 
mission in July, 1916. 

In conjunction with the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment, plans for permanent planting along the Boylston 
Street Mall have been considered. 

Mr. Benjamin Ives Gilman, of the Registry of Local 
Arts, has written the commission that the registry is 
considering the publication of a handbook of public 
art in and about Boston, and the commission has 
assented to the republication in small form in the 
proposed handbook of illustrations from this com- 
mission’s annual reports. 

On March 23 Mr. Hubert G. Ripley, with the approval 
of your Honor and the Civil Service Commission, was 
provisionally appointed clerk of this commission for a 
period not to exceed seven months. 

On December 18 the commission voted to accept the 
resignation of Mr. Henry Copley Greene, and on 
January 4 the Civil Service Commission, with the 
approval of your Honor, authorized the provisional 
appointment of Mr. Hanford L. Story as clerk. |

Also land bounded by Harrison avenue, Massachusetts avenue, Albany 
street and Northampton street, containing 149,821 square feet. On the 
first lot is the Boston City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of 
twenty-five buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated the South 
Department for infectious diseases, which consists of a group of eight 
buildings and the Lucy L. Drowne House, a home for nurses. 

The trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 69,785 
square feet, on the east side of Albany street, in the rear of the hospital. 
On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler house, dynamo station, 
coal pocket and storage house. 

The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,500 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employees. There are also a barn 
and stable, shed and recreation house for patients. About one-half of 
this property is highly improved and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Haymarket Square Relief Station lot contains 12,039 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with two one-story ells. 

The East Boston Relief Station is situated on 7,500 feet of land, at 
No. 14 Porter street, East Boston.

CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for twenty-five horses, 
is situated on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; 
stable built in 1875; sheds and outbuildings built in 1879. 

Sout STREET, DorcHESTER.— Upon this lot a refuse station was built 
in 1912. 

HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for seventy-two horses, is 
situated on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 
square feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Pay- 
ing Service. There is on this lot a brick stable, built in 1873, which cost 
$88,594.13; also an offal shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 
The offal shed was abandoned April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was 
remodeled and is now used as a carriage house and a wash room. 

SoutH Ciry STaBiEs, SHOPS AND SHEDS.— Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used 
for this purpose, and contains 90,800 square feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There are 
also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, ete. 
The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has accommoda- 
tions for one hundred horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899 a Veterinary 
Hospital was built and equipped for the purpose of caring for sick and 
disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith’s, wheelwright, paint and har- 
nessmaker’s shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by 
this and other departments are constructed and kept in repair; also a 
horseshoeing shop, for shoeing the horses of the departments located in 
this section of the city. 

Wuarr, ALBANY STREET.— Upon this lot a refuse station was built, 
1912. (See Paving Service.)

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest of £1,000 sterling to the ‘“ Inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts,’’ made by BENJAMIN 
FRANELIN in a codicil to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, 
page 1). The said codicil provided that the fund, ‘‘if accepted by the 
inhabitants of the Town of Boston,” should be managed ‘“‘under the 
direction of the Select Men united with the Ministers of the oldest Episco- 
palian, Congregational and Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’”’ who 
were to loan upon certain stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 
5 per cent interest, ‘‘to such young married artificers, under the age of 
25 years, as have served an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faith- 
fully fulfilled the Duties required in their Indentures, so as to obtain 
a good moral Character from at least two respectable Citizens, who are 
willing to become their Sureties in a Bond.” ; 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held May 25, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the ‘‘ Donation” was 
paid to persons acting as managers in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve ;3;4, of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accumulated by that time, this amount to continue “to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,” and 
that they should spend 122 of the fund which had by that time accu- 
mulated ‘‘in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility 
to the inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Acqueducts, Public 
Buildings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town 
more convenient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers 
resorting thither for Health or a temporary residence.”’ 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until Janu- 
ary 17, 1894, that the treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F. McCleary, by 
direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil and 
the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, which Board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the ‘‘Select Men,’’ paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 +22 of the fund); and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended ‘‘in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.”’ The 
fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, certain suits having 
been brought to have the courts determine who were in fact managers 
of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 
373) that the “‘selectmen while in the performance of their duties as 
managers were not acting as public officers of the town,” and that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen “did not become their successors as 
managers of the Franklin Fund”; and by virtue of a final decree made 
by Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 
1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were 
appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches 
as managers of the said fund. The managers are the rector of Christ 
Church, the ministers of the First Church in Boston and the First United 
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Presbyterian Church, James M. Curley, Mayor of Boston (ex officio), 
Richard Olney (Chairman), Henry L. Higginson, Nathan Matthews, 
Charles T. Gallagher, James J. Storrow (Secretary) , John A. Sullivan, 
George F. Swain and Henry Abrahams. 

From the accumulated fund there has been expended by the managers 
$427,623.64 on account of the construction and equipment of a building 
at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, known as the Franklin 
Union, and containing a hall capable of seating i ,000, 24 class rooms and 
6 draughting rooms. The object of the institution is to afford people 
working at a trade an opportunity to increase their knowledge and improve 
their condition. The land on which the building stands was purchased 
by the City of Boston for $100,000. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer,— and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in the proportions specified in the bequest,— was, at the request 
of the managers of the fund, turned over to the City Treasurer on October 
20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the Treasurer of the 
City of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer of both the accu- 
mulated and the accumulating funds.

There have been erected from the income derived from this fund the 
bronze statue of Josiah Quincy in front of City Hall, dedicated in 1879, 
costing $14,716.90; John Winthrop, now on Marlborough street, dedi- 
cated in 1880, costing $7,416.90; Samuel Adams, at the junction of Wash- 
ington street and Adams (formerly Dock) square, dedicated in 1880, 
costing $6,856.44; also the curbing and fencing of the inclosure of the 
Emancipation Group, in bronze, in Park square, the gift of Moses Kim- 
ball, dedicated in 1879, costing $4,686.99; the granite basin and founda- 
tion to the Lief Ericson monument, Commonwealth avenue, in 1888, 
costing $3,996.70; and the pedestal and foundation for the Attucks 
monument on the Common, dedicated in 1888, costing $1,950; a bronze 
tablet on estate on Beacon street, in 1882, to mark the site of the residence 
of John Hancock, costing $75; foundation and base for memorial of John 
Boyle O’ Reilly, on Back Bay Fens, dedicated in 1896, costing $3,967.25; 
statue of Colonel Cass, on the Public Garden, costing "$9, 194.41. 

In 1885, under orders of the Board of Aldermen, there was paid toward 
the erection of the Lyman fountain in Eaton square, Dorchester, the sum 
of $4,050. 

Under an order of the Board of Aldermen, July 29, 1903, there was 
paid for approaches and curbing for the statue of Gen. Joseph Warren, 
Warren street, Roxbury, the sum of $4,000. 

Under an order of the Board of Aldermen of August 12, 1904, $458.55 
was paid toward cost of changing location of statue of Governor Win- 
throp to Marlborough street. 

Under an order of the Board of Aldermen of November 29, 1905, $300 
was paid for foundation for Japanese lantern on Public Garden, presented 
to the City of Boston by Bunkio Matsuki. 

Under an order of the Board of Aldermen, March 15, 1907, $464.69 
was expended for tablets to designate ‘‘ Worcester House,” “‘Great Bridge”’ 
and “‘Sparhawk Mansion.”

in necessitous circumstances; and, with the approval of the Mayor, for 
the relief of widows and orphans, in necessitous circumstances, of police 
officers who. have died while in the service of the city or from the effects 
of injuries received in the execution of their duty.

At the end of twenty-five years the 
income of said sum to be expended annually in the purchase of books of 
permanent; value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese languages, or in 
such other languages as may be deemed expedient by those having charge 
of the library. The books bequeathed or purchased are always to be 
freely accessible for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for use 
outside of the library building. If these bequests are not accepted by the 
city, and the trusts and conditions faithfully executed, the books, manu- 
scripts and money are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard 


-College. 


In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this con- 
tribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to 
retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under 
the control of the city, the City Council having previously accepted the 
bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of said will, and 
the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests on behalf of 
the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and custody of the 
books and manuscripts.

All of the bequest except sixteen shares of Boston & Albany Railroad 
stock, six shares of Boston & Providence Railroad stock, twelve shares of 
Fitchburg Railroad preferred stock and one share of Vermont & Massa- 
chusetts Railroad stock, was invested in City of Boston Bonds. During 
the year 1908 the Trustees sold the shares of stock for the gross sum of 
$7,364.78, which was invested in one City of Boston Four per cent Bond 
for $7,000, payable in 1947.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


Bowpo1n DorcHEsTeR ScHoot Funp.— On March 1, 1797, Jamus 
Bowpotn, of Boston, in token of his respect and esteem for the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Dorchester, and for the sum of 5s., deeded to them 
and to their successors forever, ‘“‘for the use and benefit of the public 
schools in said town,” a certain parcel of woodland. The sale of this 
estate by the Board of Street Commissioners was authorized by the City 
Council in 1889, and the net proceeds paid to and invested by the City 
Treasurer in bonds of the City of Boston, the income of said bonds being 
expended by the School Committee for the benefit of the public schools 
in that part of said city formerly called Dorchester. 

On September 27, 1897, the Corporation Counsel of the city gave an 
opinion that the schools in ‘South Boston had the same right as the schools 
in Dorchester to participate in the benefit of this fund, and since that 
date the income has annually been expended for the purchase of books 
and other supplies for the schools in these two sections of the city.

CHARLESTOWN ScHooL Trust Funp.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nathaniel Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
Nathaniel Hawkins, Seth Wyman and their successors, Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was 
“Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treas- 
urer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, 
bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property of said free schools), that 
now are or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hand.” 


The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen 
shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabili- 
ties set forth” in the act to incorporate certain persons under the name 
of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of Annexation to 
Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation in the members 
et the School Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown 

istrict. 


By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877 the School Committee was incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘‘manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.” 


The School Committee elects annually one of its members as treasurer 
of the corporation, who holds in trust the property of this fund, and 
expends the income thereof for the purchase of books and other educa- 
tional material for the benefit of the schools situated within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown.

FRANKLIN Mepau Funp.— The will of Dr. BmnsamiIn FRANKLIN con- 
tained a legacy of one hundred pounds sterling to establish a fund, the 
income thereof to be expended in silver medals as honorary rewards to 
the pupils of the free school belonging to the town of Boston.

PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION FUND. 


This fund was established under authority of chapter 589 of the Acts 
of 1908, as amended by chapter 617 of the Acts of 1910, for the payment 
of pensions to the members of the teaching or supervising staff of the 
public day schools of the City of Boston. 

The care and investment of said fund are “vested in a board of three 
trustees, of whom one shall be the Chairman of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Sinking Funds of the City of Boston, ex officio, another chosen 
by the School Committee and the third shall be chosen by the Board of 
Trustees of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund in the City of Boston. 

“In addition to the amount which the school committee is now author- 
ized by law to appropriate for the support of the public schools of the city 
and for other purposes, it shall annually appropriate for the purposes con- 
templated by this act, and in the same manner in which it makes appro- 
priations for other school purposes, the sum of seven cents upon each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation on which the appropriations of the City 
Council of the city are based, and shall from time to time pay to the 
treasurer of the permanent pension fund such portions of the proceeds of

said seven cents upon each one thousand dollars of the valuation aforesaid 
as, in the opinion of the school committee, will not be needed for the 
purpose of paying pensions to teachers during that year.”

This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
237 of the Acts of 1900 and in charge of a board of trustees consisting of 
the superintendent of schools, three female teachers, three male teachers, 
and four members of the School Committee. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who have 
retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught a certain 
length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have contributed a 
certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
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of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 


voluntarily elected to pat within the provisions of the act. 


On January 31, 1917, 2,826 teachers were contributing to the fund at 


the rate of $18 per year. 


On January 31, 1917, two hundred and eighty-three retired teachers 
were receiving annuities of $10 per month, and one at $4.44 per month. 
On January 31, 1917, the fund in the hands of the City Treasurer,

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YHAR 1916-1917. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of February, 1916, of performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or the 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to meet 
their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund requirements 
and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the respective sums 
of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, and 
the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and for 
the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the inter- 
est and debt requirements for loans issued for water purposes, be met 
by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; that 
the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the department 
income; that the appropriation for City Record be met by the receipts 
from the publication; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of business 
on January 31, 1916, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to 
carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special appro- 
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priation, and by the income of the financial year, beginning February 1, 
1916, and taxes to the amount of $16,335,904.10, and that said amount 
be raised by taxation on the polls and estates in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the general 
treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation be expended 
for the objects and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city and 
all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax of the 
year 1916, or of any other taxes or assessments payable to the Common- 
wealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 1916; that all such 
taxes remaining unpaid after the first day of N ovember, 1916, shall bear 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent per annum from the fifteenth day of 
October, 1916, until paid, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock of 
national banks, which shall bear interest at the rate of 12 per cent per 
annum from the fifteenth day of October, 1916, until paid; and that all 
interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be a 
part of such taxes.

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TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOSTON INFIRMARY DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1917.

To His Honor the Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— In accordance with chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Boston Infirmary Trustees 
respectfully submit their report for the year ending 
January 31, 1917. 

There has been but one change in the Board of 
Trustees during the year, Mr. James V. Donnaruma 
having been appointed to succeed Mr. Arthur Berenson. 
The Board organized on May 12 with the same officers 
as in 1915: Mr. Thomas A. McQuade, chairman, 
and Miss Mary A. Dierkes, secretary. 

No changes have taken place in the Visiting Medical 
Staff or in the management of the Long Island Hospital. 
Considerable difficulty has been experienced during the 
year in securing house officers or internes for service at 
the hospital. For some time the usual quota of house 
officers has been six, but the hospital is without house 
officers at the present time and all the work outside of 
the work of the visiting staff is handled by two resident 
physicians. It is hoped that funds may be provided 
for the development of the hospital, particularly the 
pathological department, that the hospital may be made 
more attractive to medical men. Plans for such 
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development have been prepared and a request for the 
necessary funds has been included in the budget for 
1917-18. 

Leon A. Alley, M. D., and Howard E. Fobes, Ph. G., 
M. D., received the diploma of the hospital in April. 

On June 9 diplomas were awarded to twenty-five 
nurses, this being the largest class that ever graduated 
from the Long Island Hospital Training School for 
Nurses. 

It has been necessary to discontinue the social service 
work in which a beginning was made last year with the 
aid of private subscription, as no appropriation was 
allowed for that purpose. ‘The trustees believe it to be 
an important line of preventive work which should be 
undertaken at the earliest possible opportunity. It is 
hoped that this will be possible during the coming year. 

Since April, 1916, orders for supplies have been given 
through the Superintendent of Supphes. For certain 
commodities where, through the combined orders of 
several departments, large contracts can be made and 
better prices thereby secured, there is doubtless a saving 
to the city, but for many of the supplies it is a question 
whether it is not more satisfactory for the department 
to make the purchases direct. 

During the year the regular positions at the hospital 
have been increased by the addition of ten pupil nurses, 
two orderlies, an operating-room nurse and one laundress. 
While this raised the quota of permanent employees, 
it did not increase the actual number in the service, 
as for many months it had been necessary to retain 
temporary workers over and above the regular staff of 
employees. 

The average population for the year has been 954, a 
decrease of sixty from the previous year. 

The expenditures amounted to $206,411.40, an increase 
of $5,618.71. The item of salaries shows a decrease of 
$3,763.55, the average number of employees having 
decreased from 143 to 133. 

There was an increase of $11,260.43 in the item of 
supplies, which covers fuel, food, medicines, grain, 
laundry supplies, etc. This is not surprising when the 
increased cost of many staple supplies is taken into 
consideration. ; 

The per capita expenditure has been $4.14 per week, 
an increase of 38 cents over the previous year. This is 
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largely in the item of food, which shows an increase of 
27 cents. This, with the decrease in the population (to 
which may be attributed an increase of 13 cents), would 
account for the increased per capita expenditure. 

In the Hospital Department the per capita expendi- 
ture has decreased’ from $6.09 in 1915-16 to $5.90 this 
year, while in the Almshouse Department it has increased 
from $2.60 to $3.10. This is mainly due to an increase 
of seventeen in the average hospital population and 
to a decrease of seventy-eight in the average almshouse 
population. 

The expenditures for the steamer ‘‘George A. Hib- 
bard” amounted to $13,133.88, an increase of but 
$240.69 over the expenditures of the previous year. 
The boat has now been in commission over six years 
and during the past year over $1,300 has been spent for 
repairs. 

The nurses’ home and two new ward buildings have 
been completed and will be occupied as soon as furnish- 
ings can be provided. 

An appropriation of $108,000 has recently been granted 
for the installation of adequate fire alarm system, fire 
equipment and other improvements, including addi- 
tional boilers, a new generator and a new submarine 
telephone cable. The telephone service has been most 
unsatisfactory for a long time and there is constant 
danger of the institution being cut off from telephone 
communication altogether at almost any moment owing 
to the condition of the present cable. This was laid 
in 1899 and has given good service until, one after 
another, the wires have become useless. 

The women’s dormitory was built to accommodate 
125 persons, while at the present time 264 are being 
housed there, making it necessary for the occupants to 
spend the daytime in their sleeping quarters, which 
is a very unhealthful condition. This situation will be 
relieved to some extent with the occupancy of the two 
new ward buildings, giving place in the hospital for 
about seventy-five women. A fireproof addition should 
be made to this building, providing fifty beds and a 
dining room with a seating capacity of 250. 

During the year thirty children were born at the hos- 
pital and the trustees are considering the possibility of 
remodeling the old nurses’ home, which is about to be 
vacated, to provide a maternity hospital. 
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The wooden coal pocket is a fire menace and should 
be replaced by one built of concrete, located near the 
power house.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF 
OF THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1917. 


To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 

The conditions at the Long Island Hospital have not 
changed essentially since our last report. The needs 
which we then emphasized are, many of them, still 
existent. We are still without laboratory facilities 
which would bring the institution on a par with others 
doing similar work. It remains our hope that means 
may be found to establish such laboratories under 
competent direction in the near future. In this con- 
nection we pointed out the fact that such a laboratory 
would have the effect of inducing competent men to 
accept positions as house officers. It must be recog- 
nized and the fact clearly faced that, on the one hand, 
without suitable physicians in subordinate positions, 
the work of the hospital is most seriously handicapped 
and, on the other, that it is becoming increasingly diff- 
cult to secure such men. Some of the reasons for this 
state of affairs we have previously pointed out, espe- 
cially the lack of laboratory facilities, the increase of 
desirable positions at other institutions, the fewer men 
studying medicine and the distance of the hospital 
from the mainland. This situation of affairs prac- 
tically demands that the plan now for many years in 
practice of unpaid house officers must be given up and 
financial inducements offered to those accepting these 
positions. By this means it should be possible to secure 
the type of men we need as house officers and we have 
confidence that such will be the effect of establishing 
the position on a financial basis. 

A second matter of importance is a more adequate 
organization of the nursing staff. Miss Meyers, the 
present head of the training school, has established a 
high degree of efficiency under the conditions at present 
prevailing, but she feels, as does the visiting staff, that 
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improvement is desirable and possible. In certain 
recommendations recently made by the medical staff 
it was maintained that the supervision of the nurses 
and their proper instruction should come from specially 
trained supervisors, not only to bring the care of the 
patients to the highest efficiency, but also for the instruc- 
tion of the nurses in the training school. While this 
acts directly for improvement in the care of the patients, 
it would also help increase the size of the school, since 
it is expected that more nurses will apply on account of 
the increased value of the instruction offered. The 
Long Island Hospital from a hygienic point of view is 
most admirably adapted to the treatment of chronic 
disease. The medical profession, both in this country 
and abroad, has vastly improved methods of treatment 
in this type of case and nowhere is this more evident 
than in the completer organization of the nursing staff. 
Wards have been added at Long Island year by year 
and the need is now evident for a number of super- 
visors selected for their breadth of knowledge and 
experience in the newer methods of nursing and medical 
care. Suitable salaries will be necessary to obtain the 
grade of women required for these positions and inas- 
much as women of capacity are in demand at acute 
hospitals in our large cities, it follows that the salaries 
must be proportionate to the sacrifice made in under- 
taking such work at a somewhat isolated hospital for 
chronic disease. In spite, therefore, of the medical 
advance made in the care of patients suffering from - 
chronic disease, the Long Island Hospital, though 
improving year by year, is far behind the standard that 
is possible. His Honor the Mayor has promised his 
codperation and it is the confident hope of the medical 
staff that all possible means may be taken to render 
more bearable the lot of the dependent poor of the 
city at this important hospital. 

To meet the needed improvements the medical staff 
has recommended the appropriation of $14,470, divided 
as follows: Salaries and new positions, $6,780; appa- 
ratus and equipment, $5,990; dental equipment for two 
dentists, $1,700. Were this amount of money forth- 
coming it is not to be questioned that the efficiency of 
the hospital could be very materially increased and at 
least temporarily brought up to the standard which an 
institution conducted by modern methods should have. 
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There have been no changes in the visiting staff 
during the year from January 31, 1916, to January 31, 
1917. We are glad again to express our appreciation 
for the codperation of your Board and of the super- 
intendent in attempts to improve the efficiency of the 
hospital.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL 
FOR NURSES. 


This training school is established to give a systematic 
course of training and practice to women in the care 
of patients, and to fit them as trained nurses for any 
class of cases, graduates being eligible for Army and 
Navy Nursing Service, American Red Cross, Indian 
Service, and registration in Massachusetts. 

The school is connected with the Long Island Hospital, 
which is located on one of the most beautiful and 
salubrious islands of Boston Harbor. The hospital 
building is new and modern in all its appointments 
and contains over four hundred and fifty beds. 

The superintendent of the hospital has the general 
supervision of all matters relating to the school. The 
superintendent of nurses has the immediate charge of 
all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also the instruction and management 
of the pupils in the training school. 

The course requires two years, and includes medical, 
surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

Instruction is given by means of lectures, demonstra- 
tions, recitations on the same and from text-books, and 
teaching at the bedside in the regular performance of 
duties. Regular courses of lectures are given by the 
house physicians and members of the medical staff. 

Weekly classes in the principles of nursing are con- 
ducted by the superintendent of nurses. 

Preliminary course extends during two months of 
probation, and includes hygiene of hospital wards, 
nursing ethics, points in practical nursing, beds and bed 
making, baths, carrying of trays and feeding of helpless 
patients, giving of medicines, of enemata, and use of 
female catheter; preparation and giving of hypodermic 
injections, prevention and care of bed sores, care of 
convalescent patients; management of ward supplies, 
care of hot water bottles and ice caps; taking of pulse, 
respirations and temperatures; keeping of clinical charts; 
attendance with junior class at lectures and autopsies 
as they come in order. 
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Junior Year.— Subjects covered: Anatomy and physi- 
ology, bacteriology, materia medica, treatment in 
diseases, medical and surgical dressing, urine analysis, 
microscopic examination of sputum and excreta, demon- 
stration in practical nursing and bandaging; observa- 
tion in lying-in room, operating room and X-ray room; 
care of infectious cases, giving medical treatments, 
surgical dressings, making of surgical and obstetrical 
supplies; nursing care of infants and children; night 
duty; preparation and care of the dead. 

‘Senior Year.— In weekly classes the subjects followed 
are obstetrics, gynecology, surgical and operating room 
technique, orthopedic nursing, administration of anes- 
thetics, radiology and electrotherapeutics; diseases and 
treatments of the eye, ear, nose and throat; diseases of 
the skin, complications and management in diseases of 
the kidneys and urinary system, the heart and circulatory 
system; insanity and nervous diseases; nursing care of 
feeble-minded children; treatment of diseases of the 
respiratory organs; preventive, curative measures, and 
general management of tuberculosis; nursing care of 
chronic and incurable patients; service in operating 
room and lying-in room, infant feeding and preparation 
of milk formule. 

Senior nurses assume responsibility of the manage- 
ment of the wards in the absence of the head nurse in 
charge, admitting patients into the wards, discharging 
of the same, listing and care of patients’ clothing, chart- 
ing, keeping of nurses’ records, giving treatments and 
fulfillment of doctor’s orders; serving of special diets to 
patients. 

An extended course is given in dietetics and invalid 
cooking, covering lectures and practical demonstrations 
on the chemical composition of foods, food values, 
sources and classifications; uses and preparations of 
foods and beverages, with methods of serving the same. 

Course in massage, where by means of lectures and 
practical demonstrations and manipulations the details 
of such treatments are taught and the art of applying 
judiciously and according to physiological laws the 
various passive and resistive movements. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of 
twenty and thirty years (married women are not desired). 
Grammar school education with one year of high school 
training is required of all candidates, preference being 
given those who can present high school diplomas. They 
must be of sound health and have teeth in good condi- 
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tion. They should send a brief personal history and 
give the names and addresses of responsible persons, 
not of their own kin, who know their good character 
and capabilities. If the recommendations are satis- 
factory to the superintendent, they will be received for 
two months on probation. 

A personal interview is required of all candidates 
desiring to enter the training school. For this purpose 
‘‘passes’’ for the steamer ‘‘ Monitor’ will be furnished 
upon application to the superintendent of nurses, who 
arranges to see candidates on Saturday afternoons. 

At the end of the second month, candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the 
hospital, are permitted to join the school upon signing 
an agreement to complete the prescribed course of two 
years and to conform to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hos- 
pital to terminate, at any time, the connection of any 
pupil for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfac- 
tory record, or for any other reason which may be 
deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded 
are intended to be a full equivalent for their services, 
there is given the pupils, toward defraying their neces- 
sary personal expenses, $10 per month during the first 
year and $12 per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfill the requirements for the 
full term of two years and pass the necessary examina- 
tions, they will, upon the termination of their service, 
receive a diploma from the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service; 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies 
occur, but are usually received in order of application 
and acceptance. 

Pupils are not permitted during their training to 
leave the training school to nurse sick relatives or 
friends. 

Pupils are required to wear the training school uniform 
after they join the school. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 a. m. to 
8 p.m.; for night nurses from 8 p.m. to7 a.m. Each 
nurse on day duty is allowed two hours for rest and 
recitations, four hours on “Sundays and holidays, and a 
fortnightly twenty-four hour leave of absence. Nurses 
on night duty are required to be in bed until 4 p. m. 
Nurses will be called on for two or more months’ regular 
night duty during each year’s training.

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APPENDIX II. 


Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897 as Amended by Chapter 
451 of the Acts of 1897. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY 
OF BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE 
PERSONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTIon 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the 
Pauper Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment and the Institutions Registration Department, of the City 
of Boston, are hereby created as departments of said city, and 
shall be under the charge of the officers herein designated there- 
for. Said officers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and 
shall be appointed by the mayor of said city without confirma- 
tion by the board of aldermen. The provisions of chapter two 
hundred and sixty-six of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the depart- 
ments of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, 
except as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said 
departments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board 
of seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
- during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two 
for the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two 
for the term of two years and one for the term of one year, 
beginning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any 
term or terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed 
for the term of five years, beginning with the first day of May 
in the year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said 
trustees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid 
for the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve with- 
out compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by 
them in the performance of their duty shall be paid by said 
city if approved by a recorded vote of the board of which the 
trustee incurring such expense is a member. They shall 
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organize on the first Monday of May in each year, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, by the choice of a chairman who shall-be 
one of their number and of a secretary who may or may not, 
at their discretion, be one of their number. No such trustee, 
nor any person in the employ of any of said trustees or depart- 
ments, shall be interested in a private capacity, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract or agreement for labor or for articles 
furnished for any of said departments. 

Sect. 8. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institu- 
tions Department shall be known as the trustees for children, 
and shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties 
relating to children, or to any institution or place in which 
they are confined or detained or cared for, including the House 
of Reformation, now conferred by the statutes of this Com- 
monwealth upon the institutions commissioner of the City of 
Boston, except as to children lawfully committed to or detained 
in institutions established for the care and custody of the adult 
insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now con- 
ferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the insti- 
tutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital 
Department shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, 
and shall have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic 
hospital established by the City of Boston under the provisions 
of chapter one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that 
said city has established, or may hereafter establish, for the 
care or treatment of the insane, and the same shall hereafter 
be known as the Boston Insane Hospital; and said trustees 
shall have all the powers relating to the insane and to the insti- 
tutions in which they are confined, conferred by the statutes 
of the Commonwealth upon the institutions commissioner of 
the Gity of Boston. 

Srect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, 
exercise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions 
commissioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act 
upon any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institu- 
tions commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, 
appoint one assistant. 
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Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the 
commitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged 
prisoners, or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected there- 
with, and report thereon to the department interested therein; 
and shall perform such services relating to the accounts and to 
the collection, registration and tabulation of statistics relating 
to said departments, or any of them, as may be required of him 
by said mayor or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of 
said departments, with the approval of said mayor. Said 
registrar shall receive an annual salary of three thousand 
dollars, or such other salary as may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and 
at such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which 
may be present said penal institutions commissioner, said insti- 
tutions registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of 
trustees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two mem- 
bers of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordi- 
nation of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Sect. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real or 
personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed or 
devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or 
departments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, shall be removed or sus- 
pended, or shall without his consent be transferred from such 
office or employment, except after a full hearing before the 
mayor, and at such hearing the veteran shall have the right to 
be present and to be represented by counsel. Such removal, 
suspension or transfer shall be made only upon the written order 
of the mayor. [Approved May 18, 1897. 
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Chapter 393 of the Acts of 1908. 


AN ACT TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE PAUPER INSTITUTIONS 
DEPARTMENT IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: | 

SecTION 1. The pauper institutions trustees, as established 
by chapter three hundred and ninety-five of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, shall hereafter be known as 
the Boston infirmary trustees, and the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the Boston Infirmary Depart- 
ment. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1916. 


Boston, February 1, 1917. 
Hon. JAMES M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— In compliance with section 1, chapter 550, 
of the Acts of 1907, and section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances, a statement of the operations of 
the department from February 1, 1916, to December 31, 
1916, is herewith presented, except financial statement, 
which is for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1916. 

Owing to the fact that the cities throughout the 
country have generally adopted the calendar year for 
their annual reports, and further, so many requests 
having been received by this department for such a state- 
ment (for comparison and statistical purposes), with the 
approval of the Corporation Counsel this department has 
adopted the calendar year for all statements of building 
operations, but adhere to the fiscal year (February 1 to 
February 1) for financial statements.

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The building operations here below given are for 
the eleven months of 1916, commencing February 1. 
January, 1916, was given in the last annual report. 

The number of applications for permits for first and 
second class buildings is 863; for third-class buildings, 
1,319; for alterations, 5,027; for setting of steam boilers, 
engines, etc., 1,219; for plumbing, 3,758; for gas fitting 
work, 8,265 — making a total of 20,639 applications 
received during the past eleven months. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in 
process of construction is 21,161; of alterations, 16,440; 
of boilers, engines, etec., relative to setting, 1,349; 
plumbing work, 18,559; gas fitting work, 15,064; ele- 
vators, 3,120; egress, 5,890; plans and applications, 
9,407; specials, 578; fires, 694; theatres, 980; public 
halls, 236; moving picture houses, 1,375; special moving 
picture shows for one entertainment only, 19; unsafe 
buildings, etc., 516; dilapidated buildings, 1,561 — 
making a total of 95,600. 

These examinations occasioned 516 reports relative 
to unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys; 290 reports 
relative to dilapidated buildings; 586 reports relative 
to fires; 1,812 reports relative to violations, and 3,702 
final reports — making a total of 6,906 reports made 
during the year. 

Of the 9,407 plans and applications submitted during 
the year, 6,596 were approved and 2,811 were dis- 
approved. | 

The department transmitted to the Board of Appeal 
257 appeals. ‘T’wo hundred and seventeen appeals were 
sustained and 45 appeals were dismissed. There are 
31 cases pending action of said Board. Ten appeals 
were withdrawn, and in eight cases the orders of the 
Building Commissioner were modified. 

There have been 481 buildings provided with addi- 
tional means of egress, at an estimated cost of $102,755. 
These buildings contained 1,581 families, 25,537 persons. 

February 1 of this year the department put in opera- 
tion a change in the method of obtaining the estimated 
cost of building operations. 

Since the organization of the department, October 
2, 1871, estimated costs on building operations have 
been made by the field inspectors when the building or 
alteration was completed, and by this method only 
buildings or alterations actually completed were con- 
sidered. Now, owing to several reasons, the method of

taking estimates of proposed work at the time the 
application is filed has been adopted. This is the 
method in vogue in all the leading cities of the country. 
To properly account for Boston building operations it 
is necessary to take into consideration the volume of 
work which, on February 1, 1916, was in process of 
construction. Until this has been done, the uncom- 
pleted work of the department, which has not been 
included in the estimates of building operations, would 
be lost to record. Hereafter, monthly comparisons of 
work in the department must be made with the under- 
standing that previous to February 1, 1916, the esti- 
mated cost given is for completed work and since that date 
the cost is for proposed work, for which applications have 
been filed. 

With these explanations I submit the following 
figures: 

Estimated cost of outstanding work (not completed) 
and which has not been included in the old or new sys- 
tems, but must be given now in this form in order to 
have a complete record of the cost of building operations 
in Boston.

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In this connection it must be noted that, owing to a 
change in the method of keeping the records of this 
department, which went into operation February 1, but 
eleven months of the work are given, the work of 
January under the old system having been given in the 
last annual report of the department. Further, there 
was work in process of construction at the time, the 
applications totalling 3,741 and the estimated cost 
being $18,024,460, which was not included in last year’s 
report as completed work, nor does it appear in the 
present year’s work as projected work, it being pro- 
jected previous to this year, and will, therefore, have 
to be taken as a separate and distinct item under this 
explanation. This apparently booms the building opera- 
tions for the current year, but while the operations will 
undoubtedly exceed those of last year, these figures, 
without this explanation, would be misleading and 
incorrect. 

The total estimated increase in tax valuation by con- 
struction and improvement, February 1 to December 31, 
is $31,074,719 plus $18,024,460 (as explained at beginning 
of report). 

February 1, 1916, there were 29,873 brick buildings 
and 74,0138 wooden buildings in Boston. Since that 
date, up to January 1, 1917, there have been erected 
863 brick and 1,319 wooden buildings; 149 brick and 
428 wooden buildings have been taken down and 1 brick 
and 28 wooden buildings have been totally destroyed by 
fire — making a total of 105,462 buildings in Boston, 
January 1, 1917, as follows: Brick, 30,586; wood, 
74,876. 

The city today contains within its corporate limits — 
47.92 square miles of territory, divided into twenty-six 
wards and totaling 30,666 acres. During the life of 
the Building Department (October 1, 1871, to January 
1, 1917) there have been erected 16,693 first and second 
class buildings, at an estimated cost above the land of 
$397,334,617, and 47,668 third-class buildings, at an 
estimated cost above the land of $178,467,197, a total 
of 63,212 at an estimated cost of $575,801,814. 

The number and estimated cost of the buildings above 
referred to, now in existence, it is not feasible to give, 
there being no data in the records of the department 
during the earlier years from which such a compilation 
could be made, except at a prohibitive cost of time and 
money.

The property of the department consists of its records, 
books, plans, typewriting machines, camera and two 
automobiles. 

One thousand one hundred and three complaints have 
been referred to the Law Department from February 1, 
1916, to December 31, 1916, for legal action; 450 were 
for neglect to provide egress as required, 639 for viola- 
tion of the building law, and 14 for maintaining unsafe 
_ buildings after notice to secure or take down. 

Three hundred and eighty-eight complaints pending 
before the Law Department have been closed. Of these 
266 were for egress not provided, 103 for violation of 
the building law, and 19 for maintaining unsafe build- 
ings after notice to secure or take down.

RULES FOR OPERATION OF PASSENGER ELEVATORS. 


Operators are Required to Close Shaft Doors and Car 
Safety Gates Before Starting Car and shall not Open 
the Gates until the Car is Brought to a Full Stop. 


Operators must not leave the car unattended unless 
shaft doors are closed and locked and no passengers are 
in the car. 

The capacity of this car is posted according to law, 
and the operator shall not permit overloading, allowing 
150 pounds for each passenger. 

Operators shall immediately report to their employers 
any unusual condition occurring in the operation of the 
elevator. 

Operators must not converse while car is in motion. 

Never go on duty if you are suffering from sickness, 
as your work requires full health of mind and body, and 
any divergence from this rule may mean death to your- 
self and others. 

Always remember that your own safety and the 
safety of all passengers in the car depends upon the care 
which you use in the strict performance of your duties. 
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Should you find that there is any defect, however 
trifling, that you do not understand, that the motion of 
the car is not free from jar of any kind, or that there is 
any unusual noise which you cannot account for, do not 
hesitate an instant, but call at once for the advice of the 
engineer or other responsible person in charge, and have 
the cause determined and any defects remedied forth- 
with. | : 

Never overload your car even in a case of emergency, 
such as fire or panic, as an overcrowded condition of car 
will hamper your best efforts in rescue work, and prevent 
you from handling your operating device in a proper way. 

Special care should be taken never to overload electric 
elevators beyond the fuse capacity, and in running 
electric elevators, be sure that your operating device is 
properly centered when stopping, otherwise your starting 
box or motor will suffer. 

If the elevator is operated by a lever or wheel be sure 
that you do not reverse it before bringing the car to a full 
stop. If running on the down motion with full load see 
that you have control of the mechanism, and do not allow 
any undue increase of speed. 

Passengers are requested to stand away from the gates 
and to announce where they wish to stop. 

These rules shall be posted in every passenger elevator 
in the City of Boston, and the public are requested to 
report any violation of them to the Building Department. 

Use care in starting or stopping your car as any 
sudden manipulation of the operating device may lead 
to serious consequences. 

If doors or gates on landings are not automatic be 
sure that they are closed and latched before beginning to 
move the car, and pay particular attention to the position 
of the car platform, having regard to alignment with 
landing flooring before opening doors or gates. 

Do not use any substitute for safety fuse, or your 
employer may ultimately suffer financial loss to the 
extent of the entire value of machine. 

Should your car for any reason become locked in shaft- 
way it will invariably be found that this is caused by the 
safety device having been put in operation through some 
mechanical defect. In cases of this kind center the 
operating device. Keep cool and assure your passengers 
that there is no danger, as panic under such conditions 
means serious disaster. 

After everything has quieted down, seek relief by 
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finding some means of communicating with the engineer 
or other employee so that proper steps may be taken to 
guard the safety of the occupants of the car and of your- 
self. 2 7

to the full penalty of the law or cause his licenses to be

STABLES. 
Chapter 158, Acts of 1916. 


AN Act To REQUIRE FIRE PROTECTION IN STABLES FOR HORSES 
AND MULES. 


SecTION 1. No horse or mule shall be stabled on the second 
floor of any building unless there are two means of egress there- 
from, at opposite ends of the building to the main or street floor. 

Sect. 2. This act shall not apply to stables equipped with 
an automatic sprinkler system. 

Sect. 3. Any violation of this act shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than two hundred dollars. 

Secr.4. This act shall take effect on the first day of January, 
in the year nineteen hundred and seventeen. 


The first step in enforcing the provisions of this law 
was to ascertain the location and ownership of all stables 
coming within its provisions. We have found approxi- 
mately 300. Owners are being requisitioned to conform 
to said requirements. Stables, we find, are in many 
cases not easy of access and so constructed as to make 
difficult the location of an additional runway. 
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Quite as necessary for protection of man and beast 
against fire is a regulation to be enforced by the occu- 
pants, prohibiting smoking, leaving greasy or oily rags 
about harness room, making spontaneous combustion 
a possible resultant, too long-standing accumulated 
manure heaps with a strong tendency to spontaneous 
combustion, careless handling of portable lights or 
lanterns. With hay, grain and bedding stored in quan- 
tities a decided risk exists and the utmost care as well 
as ample exits are necessary. 

In some cases owners have elected to install a system 
of automatic sprinklers in heu of additional runway, 
this being permissive under the act. A number of those 
requisitioned have filed the necessary applications and 
plans, and work is now in process of construction. 
Owners are showing a disposition to comply with the 
demands made and to do this work in a manner satis- 
factory to the department. 


CONCRETE. 


In Boston, building operations, where concrete has 
been used, either in mass or in reinforced steel construc- 
tion, for superstructure, have been comparatively few, 
while for foundations concrete has been used extensively. 

Concrete to be safely used must be composed of 
selected materials, especially the sand. It requires a 
constant supervision and the building law of Boston 
(chapter 550, Acts of 1907) meets the requirements as 
follows: 


Section 14, paragraph 16. When the structural use of con- 
crete is proposed, a specification, stating the quality and pro- 
portions of materials, and the methods of mixing the same, shall 
be submitted to the building commissioner, who may issue a 
permit at his discretion and under such further conditions, in 
addition to those stated below, as he sees fit to impose. 

Section 15, paragraph 10. The commissioner may require 
an applicant for a permit for structural use of concrete to have 
an inspector satisfactory to the commissioner at all times on the 
work while concrete is being mixed or deposited, and such 
inspector shall make daily reports to the commissioner on the 
progress of the work. 


In foundations, the use of concrete is increasing 
rapidly because of its adaptability, its strength, per- 
mitting the use of thinner walls and piers, its cheapness, 
and care of handling. Stone is still used where founda- 
tions are exposed to tide water. 
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INSPECTORS OF PILING AND CONCRETE. 


In accordance with the provisions of the building law, 
the department has on file a list of men who are author- 
ized to act as inspectors of piling and concrete. 

Contrary to general opinion, these inspectors are not 
paid by the department for their services but are paid 
by the owner, architect or contractor. These inspectors 
are required to make daily reports of their inspections to 
the Building Commissioner and they carry out such 
instructions as the Building Commissioner may give 
them relative to the driving of piles or the mixing and 
depositing of concrete or the filling of columns. 

The average number of inspectors of piling and 
concrete listed for the period January 1, 1916, to 
December 31, 1916, inclusive, was forty-two. 

The total number of days’ work done by all the inspec- 
tors for the same period was 4,980.

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REPORT OF FENCE VIEWERS. 


Mr. Patrick O’HEARN, 
Building Commissioner: 


Dear Srr,— In compliance with your request we 
hereby submit our sixth annual report as fence viewers 
of the City of Boston. 

From February 1, 1916, to date, we have had twenty- 
three cases for which a decision has been sent to the 
parties in dispute, and three cases where our decision 
has been withheld pending weather conditions and an 
amicable agreement, as follows: 

Four in East Boston, one in Charlestown, three in 
South Boston, nine in Dorchester, two in Roxbury, one 
in West Roxbury, one in Hyde Park, two in Jamaica 
Plain. Cases pending: Two in Dorchester, one in East 
Boston. 

In seven cases where we were asked to intervene we 
found we had no jurisdiction. 

The procedure with respect to any case is as follows: 

On receipt of a complaint concerning a fence or division 
line the fence viewers send notices to all parties interested 
of a hearing to be held at the premises in question. 

At this hearing all parties have an opportunity to 
state their views on the case, after hearing which and 
taking the conditions into account the fence viewers 
make their decision. 

All decisions are sent in writing, postage prepaid, to 
the interested parties and a copy is filed with the City 
Clerk, as required by chapter 33, Revised Laws of 1902. 
Fees for the services of the fence viewers are assessed, 
either in whole or in part, to the parties in dispute, as the 
exigencies of the cases warrant, and are deposited with 
the City Collector, when we succeed in collecting them, 
as provided by chapter 76, Acts of 1911. 

Since February 1, 1916, to date, we have collected the 
sum of $109; of this amount $48 was received for fees 
due on 1915 account, through the efforts of the Law 
Department, $11 of which was placed to the credit of 
the Street Laying-Out Department. 


7 — 
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There is now due us in unpaid fees the sum of $135.80; 
of this amount $95.80 is due from the past five years’ 
account, and which has been referred to the Law Depart- 
ment for collection. 

As we stated in our former reports, the disputes over 
division fences are in most cases very petty and trifling, 
and should not have been brought to the attention of the 
fence viewers. Although we have endeavored in every 
case to give a fair and unbiased decision within our 
jurisdiction, many of the disputants have made no effort 
to comply with our orders relative to division fences. 

The existing law pertaining to division fences is not 
sufficient to cope with the needs of a city the size of 
Boston, where the conditions with regard to grades, 
lawns, passageways, etc., are so varied, and it is our 
opinion that there should be, in the near future, some 
legislation enacted that will give the fence viewers 
power to adjust the differences of property owners with 
regard to disputes over boundary line fences which 
would be absolute, and would not necessitate resorting 
to the civil courts to verify the findings of the fence 
viewers, at a needless cost to the disputants. 

We would respectfully recommend that the existing 
law be amended to fit the needs of the City of Boston, or 
some legislation enacted to compel property owners to 
properly fence all improved property, where a fence is 
required, after a complaint by an abutter, and in com- 
pliance with an order from the fence viewers. 

We would further recommend that some legislation be 
enacted whereby the fees of the fence viewers could be 
legally collected from delinquent parties other than 


through an action in tort, or that the present fee sys- 


tem be abolished, or that Boston be exempt from chapter 
33, Revised Laws of Massachusetts, and that chapter 76, 
Acts of 1911, be repealed.

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The prospective demand for all kinds of building 
material already is in excess of the probable ability to 
supply. 

The scarcity of labor in all branches of building 
industries and trades and the advance in wages do not 
apparently affect the increase in projected. constructions. 

Whether or not the European war has been a factor in 
the monetary building figures and the operations thereby 
have assumed the appearance of a large gain, or whether, 
notwithstanding the increase in price of labor and 
material, building operations will continue to increase 
as a result of exceptional prosperity during the past 
two years, seems to be a question of opinion. Indica- 
tions point to added activities along those lines. Failure 
in the transportation facilities will surely affect condi- 
tions unfavorably, and scarcity of labor and increased 
cost of labor and materials may retard same, but I am 
optimistic to the extent of believing that money must 
find a secure and satisfactory investment, and new con- 
struction offers that opportunity. 

Building operations all along the Eastern seaboard 
are affected by the same conditions almost simultane- 
ously, year after year, and a decrease here finds a 
decrease elsewhere, and so with an increase. The unusual 
expansion in business during the past two years, and 
more especially the past year, has had a marked effect 
on real estate trading all over the country, and Boston 
has realized this in common with her sister cities. 

Money is now more easily obtained and interest rates 
more favorable than in months past. This bespeaks 
building prosperity. 

Then again, unprecedented numbers are employed in 
manufactures and industries at high wages. Railroads 
are reporting huge gross earnings. Shipping cannot 
meet the demands put upon it. Money is readily 
obtained at five per cent, and sometimes lower, the atti- 
tude of the lenders being more favorable than for a long 
time past. 

The above furnish the grounds of my optimistic 
views regarding the building market for 1917. If 
investment has not yet fully developed, this result is 
foreshadowed by real estate exchanges — mortgages and 
loans, and development of activities shown by drawings 
made or in process of making by architects for 1917 
construction. 
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PREPAREDNESS PARADE. 


Saturday, May 27, a Preparedness Parade was held. 
Several thousand persons took part. The Mayor in a 
special circular invited the city departments to partici- 
pate. ; 

This department accepted the invitation of his Honor 
and notified him and the chief marshal that the 
department would parade with full ranks. The lines 
were formed in the office of the department, and at 11.30 
a. m. marched to the position assigned for forming in 
the parade. The parade was a success; the department 
made a most excellent showing in numbers, dress, 
deportment and military bearing. The marching of 
the department was excellent, line, trace, step, pace and 
distance was well. kept. The marching salutes were 
given with uniform precision and correctness to the 
Governor, Mayor and chief marshal, and also to Mrs’ 
Curley, who occupied the post of honor in the Mayor’s 
reviewing stand in front of City Hall. 

The commissioner felt a just pride in the showing the 
department made. The march was considerably extended 
at the close of the parade owing to the continuous 
line of observers beyond the advertised finishing point. 
From the point of starting on Back street, right resting 
on Clarendon street, to the point of breaking ranks on 
West Brookline street, is a distance of approximately 
four miles. This distance was covered without stop 
and at a rapid gait — almost regulation pace — in the 
remarkable time of one hour and twenty minutes. 
The streets were rough and uneven, and for most of 
the paraders it was a tough march. The weather was 
delightful and a great concourse of people lined the 
sidewalks all the way. 


DILAPIDATED BUILDINGS. 


In the matter of work accomplished by the Building 
Department toward making the city more safe and 
cleanly, it has been most successful, and the work will 
continue. 

This work has been of manifold value; first, by 
removing unsightly structures which were a source of 
annoyance to the eye; second, by removing dilapidated, 
decayed and rotted structures which were a menace to 
the health of the city; third, by removing unsafe struc- 
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tures which endangered the life and limb of the public; 
fourth, by removing structures which were a menace to 
the city from a fire standpoint; fifth, by removing 
structures which were of no taxable value to the city, 
clearing the land for building improvements which 
would add to the revenue of the city and increase not 
only the taxable valuation of the property itself but of 
surrounding estates; sixth, by greatly improving, as a 
whole, the safety, health, value and reputation of the 
city; seventh, by removing from the public mind the 
fear of danger from fire, disease and injury, occasioned 
by these structures while standing. 

In the last annual report reference was made to con- 
ditions in certain locations in the Roxbury and South 
Bay districts, where the nature of the ground caused a 
settlement of foundations, walls and buildings to the 
extent of many of them becoming unsafe. Soundings 
in certain portions of the district were obtained. 

These borings show the nature of the ground for build- 
ings constructed in years gone by. The department has 
been so constantly employed in removing those struc- 
tures which have been taken down without cost to the 
city that it was unable to reach this district in an effective 
way until early in the year 1917. 

The inspector especially assigned to this work reports 
that 1,167 buildings were taken down previous to 
February 1, 1916, at an estimated cost of $147,550 
for removing same. 

From February 1, 1916, to December 31, 1916, inclu- 
sive, 633 buildings or structures have been taken down 
at an estimated cost of $64,412. 

This makes a grand total of 1,800 buildings or struc- 
tures taken down since this campaign started in Sep- 
tember, 1914, at an estimated cost of $211,962. 


Woop PILES — CONCRETE. 


Under the provisions of the building law the commis- 
sioner is to determine if piling is necessary and is author- 
ized to require the applicant for a permit to ascertain, 
by boring, the nature of the ground on which he pro- 
poses to build. 

The borings determine at what level, if at all, hard- 
pan may be reached; if a hard crust is reached, its 
thickness and the character of the soil below it. The 
length of pile required is also ascertained by this method. 

The law provides the bearing power of concrete piles 
shall be determined by one or more test piles. 
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Concrete for piles shall have not more than five parts 
of aggregate (capable of passing through an inch ring) 
and one part of Portland cement. 

Concrete for capping of piles is to be not less than 
16 inches thick above the pile cap and to contain not 
more than six parts of aggregate to one part cement. 

The building law also authorizes the commissioner to 
require an inspector satisfactory to him to be at all 
times on the work while piles are driven. ‘This inspector 
is required to file daily a report of piles driven under 
his supervision, which must be sworn to.

STRUCTURAL CONDITIONS AND HAZARDS. 


During the year 1916 representatives from the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters’ Committee on Fire 
Prevention made an extensive investigation and study 
of the Building Department and reported in part as 
follows: 


Inspections and Records.— A building inspector covers 
each of the varying number of districts into which the 
city is divided for inspection purposes. ‘The inspectors 
of specified appliances and appurtenances inspect their 
assignments of work over the entire city. New con- 
structions and alterations are inspected as often as 
practicable and the records indicate that inspections are 
frequent where necessity requires. Form notation 
records of each separate visit of inspection and of 
completed construction are made. 

Office records, including applications, inspection records 
and plans, supplemented by card indexes and tabulated 
records, are very complete and systematically filed in 
steel cabinets in vaults, in the fireproof City Hall 
Annex. A comprehensive annual department report is 
published. 

Enforcement.— The enforcement of the building law 
appears to be successful and effective. Although numer- 
ous appeals from. the decision of the commissioner on 
the many cases on which he has to rule are taken to the 
Board of Appeal, the commissioner has usually been 
sustained on essential points. Of the cases referred to 
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the Law Department for action, few have necessitated 
court proceedings. Subsequent to said report the 
department received a communication from George W. 
Booth, Chief Engineer of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, as follows: 

As brought out in our report we have a high opinion 
of the organization and effectiveness of the Boston 
Building Department.” 


THE SUNDAY TABERNACLE. 


During the early spring of 1916 statements appeared 
in the daily press that a tabernacle termed the ‘“‘ Billy 
Sunday Tabernacle’? was to be built in Boston and 
the evangelist would preach during a term of ten 
weeks. 

Upon inquiry at the Building Department the pro- 
jectors ascertained that the building law would not 
permit of the erection of a third-class structure within 
the building lhmits; thereupon, a bill accompanying the 
petition of Wiliam E. Blodgett, for the Boston Sunday 
Evangelistic Committee, was filed with the Secretary of 
State. The bill was for authority to erect and use 
a building at 350 Huntington avenue (baseball field) 
of third-class construction. The bill was discussed 
before the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs in all its 
bearings and even the press wrote warmly on the ques- 
tion. A bill permitting the erection of a third-class 
building was passed by the House and Senate, but 
vetoed by Governor McCall. 

Afterward a plan was submitted to and approved by 
the Building Department; a permit was granted, the 
structure conforming to the requirements of the build- 
ing law. The structure accommodated approximately 
19,000 persons and was the largest Sunday tabernacle 
that had been erected anywhere in the country. After 
the most successful campaign financially that Mr. Sunday 
had ever conducted had been concluded, a contract to 
take the structure down was signed and work of demoli- 
tion commenced. This structure recalled to the older 
citizens another huge structure built for the purpose of 
celebrating a ‘‘Peace Jubilee.’”? Cost, nearly $50,000; 
size, 302 feet by 246 feet. 

The order of the Commission on Height of Buildings 
establishing an enlarged District A will be found in 
the new edition of the ‘‘ Building Law,” now on sale at 
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office of the Building Department, Room 901, City Hall 
Annex. Price, $1 per copy. 

The Building Commissioner further presented for 
consideration of the said Commission on Height of 
Buildings the following, which was approved by them, and 
a bill to be presented to the Legislature embodying same. 

‘During recent years many public and semipublic 
bodies have carried on extensive investigations of the 
condition in Boston relative to the prevention and 
extinguishing of fire and all matters intimately or 
remotely connected therewith. ‘These investigations 
have resulted in several reports, all of which concur in 
recommending that a district be established wherein 
every structure thereafter built and every addition 
thereafter made to an existing structure shall be of first- 
class construction. 

‘The commission appointed under the provisions of 
chapter 103, Resolves of 1912, in its minority report 
stated that ‘Numerous reports were received and 
studied and much testimony submitted at the various 
meetings and public hearings. It was conclusively 
shown that the largest per capita loss by fire and the 
greatest loss of life is within the so-called fire limits, 
viz., $5.15, while without this limit (but within the 
city) it is but $0.50 per capita. It is well understood 
that the greatest and most dangerous fire hazard is the 
second-class construction.’ ”’ 

Following these several investigations and reports a 
bill was framed and presented to the General Court 
for the creation of a fire district as above referred to. 
This bill failed of passage from various causes, but the 
Building Department in the City of Boston believes 
the necessity exists for such legislation and that the 
opportune time has arrived for its favorable considera- 
tion by the Legislature. 

The department found on pursuing its general investi- 
gation relating to the necessity and desirability of 
creating a limit in the district wherein only first-class 
buildings would be erected that the estimated value of 
real property or buildings in the district included in 
the aforesaid boundaries is approximately $544,000,000 
and personal property or contents is $119,000,000; a 
total of $663,000,000. The estimated value of buildings 
in the entire city is $1,260,000,000; of contents in the 
same, $287,000,000; a total of $1,547,000,000. 

The ratio of this area is 43 to 100. The ratio of fire

loss is practically the same, 48 to 100. Almost one 
half the valuation of Boston hes within this area, and 
also almost one half the fire losses occur therein. It 
therefore seems a clear duty to this department to 
recommend the safeguarding of such value by further 
restrictions in construction. In this connection it must 
not be lost sight of that in this same area are the tallest 
buildings crowded with valuable but inflammable mer- 
chandise and replete with a congestion of humanity 
forming an extra-hazardous condition. 

‘It is evident also that all steps which are taken 
toward an increase of strictly fireproof construction 
must result in a reduetion of the danger from bubonic 
plague which is an active menace to every personof the 
United States. It has been estimated that Boston 
suffers no less than $70,000,000 damages annually by 
the two million or more rats which infest the city. So 
serious has become the situation that concerted action 
has been contemplated on the part of national state and 
local authorities, while a movement is already on the 
way, upon a suggestion of his Honor the Mayor, to 
draft legislation looking toward the elimination of rat 
destruction. 

‘The lives, property and prosperity of our city are thus 
jeopardized, and self-interest demands protection. The 
cost at first calculation seems to be too great, but when 
we consider the welfare, safety and happiness of our 
people who are brought within this area from any cause, 
and the security to owners of the property, personal 
and real, which is located here, we cannot but conclude 
_ the loss is too great and the cost too reasonable to 

further delay. If we add to this sense of security and 
profit the saving in insurance rates and premiums 
(said by experts to be 50 per cent) and the further 
saving occasioned through the uninterrupted continuance 
of business, the fear of cost cannot but be eliminated. 

‘“‘ Herewith is submitted a draft of ‘An Act relative to 
the construction, alteration and maintenance of buildings 
in the City of Boston,’ which (if it meets the approval 
of the Mayor) should be submitted to the next General 
Court, in the full belief that the legislation represented 
therein, if enacted into law, would provide a large 
measure of relief from present conditions in future 
building construction.” 
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An Act RELATIVE TO THE CONSTRUCTION, ALTERATION AND 
MAINTENANCE OF BUILDINGS IN THE CiTy oF Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by authority of the same, as 
follows: 


SECTION 1. Section ten, chapter five hundred and fifty, acts 
of nineteen hundred and seven, is hereby amended by adding 
at the end thereof the following, except as provided otherwise 
in sections nine and ten, chapter five hundred and fifty, acts of 
nineteen hundred and seven: Every building hereafter erected, 
and every existing building hereafter increased in height or 
area or altered or repaired to an amount exceeding twenty-five 
per cent of the assessed value of the building within the follow- 
ing described limits shall be of first class construction. All 
that portion of the city which is included within a line begin- 
ning at the intersection of the center line of Park square and 
Eliot street, thence through the center of Eliot street and the 
center of Kneeland street to Atlantic avenue, thence through 
the center of Atlantic avenue to Summer street, thence through 
the center of Summer street to the Harbor Commissioners’ 
line, thence by said Harbor Commissioners’ line to Berkeley 
street, thence through the center of Berkeley street to Beacon 
street, thence through the center of Beacon street to Arlington 
street, thence through the center of Arlington street to Boylston 
street, thence through the center of Boylston street to Park 
square, ‘thence through the center of Park square to the point 
of beginning. 

Sect. 2. Section eleven, chapter five hundred and fifty, 
acts of nineteen hundred and seven, paragraph one, defining a 
first class building is hereby amended by striking out in the 
fifth and sixth lines the words ‘“‘windows and door frames, 
sashes, doors, interior finish,’ so as to read as follows: 

First Class Building.— A first class building shall consist of 
fireproof material throughout, with floors constructed of iron, 
steel or reinforced concrete beams, filled in between with terra 
cotta or other masonry arches or with concrete or reinforced 
slabs; wood may be used only for under and upper floors, 
hand rails: for stairs, necessary sleepers bedded in the cement, 
and for isolated furrings bedded in mortar. There shall be 
no air space between the top of any floor arches and the floor 
boarding. 


Commissioner O’Hearn was appointed one of the 
Commission on Height of Buildings under the pro- 
visions of chapter 333, Acts of 1914. The duty of said 
commission was to give public hearings and investigate 
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the desirability, necessity and extent of extending 
District “‘A.” After listening to the proponents and the 
opponents and further conferring with members. of 
his department he presented to the said commission the 
following communication embodying his views. 

‘In working out the redistricting of the area for 
height of buildings in Boston, the future city was given 
consideration. ‘Traffic problems, congestion in building 
construction and of people in certain business districts, 
the intensive use of land, the magnitude of property 
values affected, each and all entered into the solution 
of the question of how great an extension is to be made 
to the present area known as District ‘A.’ 

‘“Congestion of buildings in a limited area depresses 
values throughout the city. This condition also decreases 
the building of first-class buildings outside this pre- 
scribed area, and thereby tends to discourage the 
future safeguarding of the city as against the spread of 
fire by allowing the erection of second-class construction 
to within 10 feet, and in some instances 5 feet of the 
height allowed for first-class construction. 

‘Permanence and stability can only be secured by a 
far-sighted, liberal, yet just building plan that will 
harmonize the private interests of owners and the 
safety and convenience of the public, thereby conserving 
and improving values throughout the city. 

“Tn consequence of the trend towards segregation, 
building development in many parts of the city is 
retarded. 

‘“‘ Industries of the heavier type Must be encouraged 
along all our waterfront and near railroad freight termi- 
nals and of the lighter type near the wholesale, retail, hotel 
and passenger railroad and transportation terminals. 

‘This city is growing fast, and heights of buildings 
appropriate for any intensity of use that will probably 
be demanded and justifiably allowed during the coming 
decade must be permitted. 

“A city not built with reference to its future growth 
must be rebuilt time and again and at enormous cost. 

‘“‘ Capitalists from without the state, as well as home 
capital, should find an inviting investment field here. 

‘‘ Real estate pays a large percentage of our taxes and 
the source of revenues should be allowed to be created 
under liberal restrictions and not hampered by require- 
ments that drive away investors instead of fostering and 
encouraging development.

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“The district taken by right of eminent domain, viz., 
an area in the vicinity of the State House, an area in the 
vicinity of Copley square, and an area contiguous to 
certain parkways, boulevards and public ways, are 
exempt from the authority of this commission and are 
not included in its order redistricting Districts ‘‘A”’ 
and ‘B.’ 

‘The constitutionality of the Boston regulation has 


| been upheld. Welch v. Swasey, 193 Mass. 364, affirmed 


by 214 U.S. 91. (May 17, 1909.) 

‘General welfare means not only the safeguarding of 
existing and future building investment values but-also 
the encouragement of an appropriate, orderly and 
equitable building development. 

‘“Reasonableness is a matter of degree. There must 
be a fair relation between public good to be secured 
and the private injury suffered (loss of liberty and 
property). Moderation and proportionateness of means 
to ends is the essence of reasonableness. 

‘“In Boston the maximum height limit constitutes a 
very practical restriction and ought not be increased, 
but the growth of the city should not be retarded by 
a continued restriction of area as at present outlined by 
regulation. 

‘Any deprivation of individual liberty is a real public 
loss unless justified by a much greater public gain. 

“The welfare of the people of a city is very largely 
dependent on the skill and foresight with which the city 
has been or will be built. 

‘““Congestion of population in business areas is as 
equally injurious as congestion in dwelling areas. 
Undue congestion should be eradicated anywhere, 
everywhere. 

“ Any growing city like Boston that fails to provide for 
building development must inevitably suffer enormous 
loss due to a building lack of adaptation to function. 
Changed conditions and surroundings which render a 
building inappropriate for improvement must be pro- 
vided for so that to economic loss shall not be added 
retardation of real estate improvement. 

‘Values appreciate in sections where development is 
maintained along definite and well established lines. 

“There is no economy in shifting geographically various 
interests of the city, but there is wisdom in extending 
the area and enlarging the possibility of such activities. 

‘Boston is not confronted by conditions to be found 
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in New York, Chicago or the other leading cities of the 
United States. We have a reasonable, rational, safe 
height limit of buildings which should not be increased. 
We should, however, extend in a practical way the dis- 
trict or area wherein the full height limit is permitted, 
and manufacturing, mercantile buildings and ware- 
houses, etc., can be built convenient to docking and 
railroad terminals. ‘The strictly residential districts 
are now and should be hereafter protected as to height 
limit, until the march of business progress forces a 
warranted encroachment. 

‘‘ Congestion in Boston is occasioned by its few though 
general thoroughfares and by its narrow, circuitous 
business streets, aided by surface cars, and tunnel and 
subway terminals within a very limited area.”’ 

The reasons offered to the commission for not extend- 
ing the district termed ‘‘A”’ are faulty in the following 
particulars: 

No consideration or provision is made for the com- 
mercial, industrial and maritime growth of the city for 
the next decade or longer. 

The public safety as against the spread of fire is not 
given any impetus, but rather second-class construction 
is encouraged to the extent that in height it is allowed 
to go within 10 feet, and on parkways, etc., within 5 feet 
of the height allowed first-class buildings. 

No conclusive evidence was submitted that an exten- 
sion of the District ‘‘A’’ would work injuriously to the 
city, public or even individual interests, except possibly 
in isolated cases, during the next ten years and after. 

The reasoning offered, that many buildings in District 
‘“A” 125 feet in height had not proven profitable, is not 
conclusive evidence to the extent of prohibiting all 
buildings, with certain exceptions, from being erected 
to that height; for it was also stated that many buildings 
of less height had also failed in the line of profitable 
investment. 

There was no general remonstrance offered to an 
extension of District ‘‘A’’ as set forth in the order of 
the commission by any citizen claiming a personal 
interest in property within this territory; to the con- 
trary, several interested persons appeared in favor. 

Where objection was mostly concentrated, the com- 
mission did not include that area in their order. 

Protection was afforded the remonstrants in the Back 
Bay residential section by the commission in complying 
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with their wishes, and that opportunity is given the 
petitioners in the area set forth in the order of the com- 
mission for improvement and investment and develop- 
ment. 

The question of whether an investment in buildings 
125 feet in height had proven profitable in the past 
should not act as a deterrent to prevent the petitioners 
from making such an investment and thereby add to the 
‘taxable valuation of the city, unless it is clearly and 
distinctly shown that such a grant acts to the public 
injury and detriment. Allegations of injury liable to 
occur are not sufficient. Actual injury sustained is 
necessary. 

The appointing of this commission meant the extend- 
ing of the District ‘‘ A,” unless an overwhelming remon- 
strance was offered, as the law had yet five years of life 
as it stood. 


AUTOMATIC SPRINKLERS. 


With the exception of a few buildings that the owners 
for their own protection equipped with automatic 
sprinklers, no sprinklers were installed in the City of 
Boston prior to October 14, 1914, when the requirements 
for sprinkler installation became effective. 

During the year 1915 a number of sprinkler outfits 
were provided amounting in cost to approximately 
$223,000. 

The year 1916 shows a remarkable increase in both 
the number of buildings equipped and the total cost of 
the work of equipment, the total for this year being 
considerably more than $500,000. 

This department not only has control of operations 
as provided for in the building law, but it has also been 
delegated by the Fire Prevention Commissioner to 
supervise all sprinkler work ordered by his authority 
within the City of Boston. 

The general public lacks intimate knowledge on the 
subject of automatic sprinklers and the department 
has endeavored in every way to better inform those 
whose property, under the requirements of this act, 
must be so equipped. 

Fire losses in Boston have been very great from year 
to year, but lacking a general conflagration, it is probable 
that this great waste will be considerably decreased 
hereafter. 
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The City of Boston furnishes free of cost the necessary 
water to operate sprinklers, and the Building Department 
endeavors to secure efficient systems whether the building 
is completely equipped or only equipped in part, and when 
the work is satisfactorily completed the department 
believes that the major hazard to life and property has 
been lessened. 

In several instances during the past year the depart- 
ment has been handicapped by owners who have 
employed persons to install sprinkler work who were 
unfamiliar with the proper method, and as a result the 
work has proven unsatisfactory, and in two cases in 
particular the work is yet unfinished, although work 
‘was started almost a year ago. It has become a practice 
for these concerns to start upon the work and leave it 
in an unfinished condition. We strongly recommend 
owners to secure the services of those who are qualified 
to properly perform the work. 

Owing to the increased cost of materials and labor, 
sprinkler work is more expensive than it was a year ago, 
with no prospect of a reduction at the present time, the 
same being true of other similar lines of work. 

The most gratifying feature of this year’s work is the 
increase of complete outfits from 61 in 1915 to 157 in 
1916. The following table will show in detail the work 
that has been performed during the year 1916:

Hon. JamMES M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of Boston: 

Dear Sir,— In accordance with section 8, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, we submit herewith a summary of the 
decisions of the Board of Appeal rendered during the 
period between February 1, 1916, and January 31, 1917. 

The Board respectfully suggests that the building 
laws of the City of Boston be amended so that a fee of 
five or ten dollars be charged to each party appealing 
from a decision of the Building Commissioner. This 
proposed fee would, in addition to the extra revenue 
the city would derive therefrom, also have the desired 
effect of discouraging a large number of appeals which 
are extremely unimportant in their nature and yet 
take up a great deal of the time of the Board.

We would further recommend that section 32, chapter 
550, of the Acts of 1907, as amended by chapter 782, 
section 5, Acts of 1914, be further amended by striking 
out in the ninth paragraph the words “ . . . but 
said provisions shall not apply to trusses which carry 
roof load only,” as we cannot see the practicability of 
fireproofing the purlins unless the trusses are fireproofed 

also.

SUMMARY OF DECISIONS RENDERED BY THE 
BOARD OF APPEAL FEBRUARY 1, 1916, TO 
JANUAR VSO), Love. 





Case No. 770. 
February 1, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to use small 
ventilating flues 6 inches by 8 inches, as the 4-inch 
walls were not lined with terra cotta lining at least 1 
inch thick, as required by law. With the proviso that 
the appellant plastered said flues with cement mortar 
on the inside, the appeal was sustained, the Board 
being of the opinion that owing to the small size of the 
flues it would not be feasible to provide a terra cotta 
flue lining. 
Case No. 771. 
February 7, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a two and 
one-half story dwelling so that the first floor front room 
might be used as a store, because the law requires second- 
class construction for a building so altered. The Board 
found the locality more of a business than a residential 
section and, deeming the law designed to protect strictly 
residential sections, sustained the appeal in this ease. 


Case No} ¢72. 
February 7, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to erect a large 

apartment house of second-class construction as the 
appellant showed main staircase of wood, walls of 
insufficient thickness, and outside finish not all of 
incombustible material. The Board, after hearing the 
appellant and examining the plans, was of the opinion 
that the refusal of the Building Commissioner was 
reasonable and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 7738. . 
February 7, 1916. 


Appellant was refused a permit to erect a large 
apartment house of second-class construction as the floor 
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and roof beams were not in conformity with the law. 
The Board, after hearing the appellant and examining 
the plans, was of the opinion that the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner was reasonable and dismissed 
the appeal. 
Case No. 774. 
May 10, 1916. 

Appellant appealed from order of Building Com- 
missioner to provide additional egress, iron floors and 
balanced stairs on old fire escape on his premises. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board found the latter 
order complied with, and as to additional egress the 
Board found the building provided with reasonable 
means of egress and therefore annulled the order of the 
Building Commissioner. 


Case No. 775. 
August 14, 1916. 

Appellant appealed from order of the Building Com- 
missioner requiring him to conform to certain elevator 
regulations. Upon an examination of the premises, the 
Board found all orders complied with, with the excep- 
tion of those referring to light and fireproof landing 
doors. The Board agreed that there was insufficient 
light and dismissed the appeal in this respect. As to 
the landing doors, the Board found the elevator suffi- 
ciently protected by fireproof doors and_ therefore 
sustained the appeal in this particular. 


Case No. 776. 
February 19, 1916. 
Aenalanee was refused a permit to build an addition 
to an existing ell on a third-class building, said ell being 
used as a store. As the building was in a business dis- 
trict and not strictly a residential one, the Board, with 
the proviso that the appellant covered the roof of the 
proposed addition with metal, and covered the inside 
walls with wire lath and plaster or metal, sustained the 
appeal. 
Case No. 777. 
February 26, 1916. 
Appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner to remove violation of section 13, existing 
in his premises, said violation relating to outer walls 
nearer than 5 feet to an adjoining lot line being protected 
by wire glass set in metal frames and sashes. The 
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appellant had been granted a permit and plans were 
approved showing a 4-foot passageway. ‘The basement 
frames were already in place without metal protection. 
The plans called for a large show window on the 4-foot 
passageway, directly on the corner of the building, and 
the Board was of the opinion that it would be an injus- 
tice to require the appellant to disfigure this window 
with wire glass, and that it would bea hardship to require 
him to cover the basement frames already in place. 
With the proviso that all openings in the outer wall with 
the exception of the basement openings and the show 
_ window opening, nearer than 5 feet to the line of the 
adjoining lot, were protected by wire glass set in metal 
frames and sashes, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 778. 
February 19, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to construct a 
second-class building containing a room on the third 
floor which was to be used as a gymnasium and assembly 
hall, and containing a small platform and a gallery with 
approximately forty seats, as said hall did not comply 
with section 107 as to exits, stairways, exit lights, aisles 
and seats which apply to theaters. The Board, after 
an examination of the plans, found the exits from the 
hall ample and, owing to the construction of the plat- 
form, found that the hall could not be used for theatrical 
_ purposes. The Board therefore found this a proper 
case for exemption from the above requirements and 
_ therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 779. 
February 17, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to substitute 
12-inch terra cotta tile for the brick, stone or concrete 
underpinning required under section 39, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, as amended. The Board found that no 
unreasonable expense would be involved by compliance 
with the requirements of the law in this case and, believ- 
ing the refusal of the Building Commissioner reasonable, 
dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 780. 
March 7, 1916. 


Appellant was refused a permit to reconstruct the 
roof of an existing third-class building so as to square the 
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exterior rooms on the third floor, said roof being covered 
with shingles. The alterations would lower the pitch 
of the roof 5 feet, making a flat roof, which the appellant 
wished to cover with tar and gravel. He also wished to 
provide another means of egress, consisting of an 
exterior wooden staircase at the rear of the building from 
the third floor to the ground. With the proviso that the 
exposed portion of the party wall above the roofs of 
adjoining buildings be protected with metal, the appeal 
was sustained. 
| CasE No. 781. 
March 16, 1916. 

Appellant was refused permit to alter a third-class 
building because said alterations did not conform to the 
requirements of law in respect to new buildings of like 
character. The appellant wished to straighten a mansard 
roof on the third floor of his building so as to plumb the 
exterior walls, and to provide an exterior rear piazza 
and staircase at each floor. Owing to the minor charac- 
ter of the alterations and to the fact that the addition 
of the piazza provided additional egress, the Board 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 782. 
March 29, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring him to inclose stairs to base- 
ment in fireproof partitions and fireproof self-closing 
doors, and provide additional egress for the second floor 
of a school. The Board, after an inspection of the 
premises, was of the opinion that the building was 
properly safeguarded against fire and that the egress 
was sufficient and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 783. 
March 25, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
second-class building as same would be in violation of the 
various sections of chapter 550, Acts of 1907, pertaining 
to tenement houses. The appellant wished to add two 
stories to a three-story building on a corner lot, said 
building containing a store on the first floor, which had a 
floor of fireproof construction. The floors above the 
first contained four rooms each. One interior staircase 
was shown surrounded by 2-inch solid fireproof parti- 
tions, all openings in same being protected by metal- 
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covered self-closing doors. A second means of egress 
from each floor was provided by means of a fire escape 
with balconies running the entire length of the building, 
doors from the various rooms opening directly onto 
same. The Board found the egress and exposure 
sufficient for a building of this size and _ therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 784. 
March 16, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans 
so as to provide a wooden piazza in place of a steel frame 
plazza as shown on his original plans. The entire 
building, with the exception of this wooden piazza, was 
to be of second-class construction, although the building 
was situated in a locality where it could be built entirely 
of third-class construction. The Board was of the 
opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to deny the 
appellant the right to build a better building than the law 
requires and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 785. 
March 29, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
building containing an assembly room on the first floor, 
as said alterations were, in the opinion of the Building 
Commissioner, of such an extent as, when done, to 
impair the stability of the building; and, also, because 
the building did not conform to section 107 as to exits, 
stairways, exit lights, aisles and seats which apply to 
theaters. All interior partitions were to be fireproof 
and the interior staircase was to be of iron with slate 
treads. ‘Two means of egress were to be provided from 
all floors. The Board was of the opinion that the egress 
to be provided was ample for a building of the nature of 
the one in question and that this was a proper case for 
exemption from the requirements of section 107. The 
appeal was therefore sustained as to egress. As to the 
stability of the building, the Board affirmed the refusal 
of the Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal 
in this particular. 


CasE No. 786. 
_April 7, 1916. 
The appellant had constructed a row of five dwelling 
houses, so arranged that certain portions of same, viz., 
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the bay windows, brought the buildings slightly nearer 
than the 10 feet allowed by law. The appellant pro- 
posed to cover all bay windows which came nearer than 
10 feet to the adjoining building with metal, but to 
retain the wooden sash and double thick glass. The 
buildings were practically completed. The appellant 
was unaware that he did not have the legal separation 
between his buildings until after the exterior walls were 
in place. In view of all the circumstances, the Board 
was of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice 
not to allow the appellant to finish his buildings in 
accordance with the amended plans. The appeal was 
therefore sustained. 


Case No. 787. 
March 29, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans 
of a church by substituting an iron fire escape for an 
interior staircase, and omitting the small rooms on either 
side of the altar, because said amendments did not 
conform to the requirements of section 107 as to build- 
ings containing an assembly room. ‘The Board was of 
the opinion that the exterior egress shown was equivalent 
to that which the appellant proposed to omit, but that 
the stair run of the fire escape, instead of being of the 
cantilever type as shown, should rest upon a proper 
foundation on the grade level and be kept in position 
permanently. With this proviso, the appeal was 
sustained. 


Case No. 788. 
March 29, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building as same did not conform to the law relating 
to such alterations. The alteration consisted of adding 
a plazza and stairs from the second floor to yard. The 
building, with addition, would not cover 60 per cent of 
the lot. Owing to the minor character of the alteration 
and that an additional means of egress would be pro- 
vided, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 789. 
March 25, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
from a habitation to a building to be used for business 
purposes, as the building would not conform to the law 
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relating to floor loads. The alterations consisted prin- 
cipally of installing a show window on the first floor and 
removing certain interior partitions. The various floors 
were to be used in connection with the business of 
interior decorating, and it was not intended to carry 
stock on the floors other than that used for exhibition 
purposes. Owing to the nature of the proposed occu- 
pancy, the Board was of the opinion that the floors and 
walls of the building would be subjected to no greater load 
than when the building was used as a house of habitation, 
and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 790. 
March 25, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to add one whole 
story, which would form the fourth floor of an existing 
second-class building, and about 40 per cent of another 
story, which would form the fifth floor, the fifth floor 
being for the accommodation of servants, and providing 
egress to the roof at the fifth floor level, said permit being 
refused because the first floor and basement were not to 
be of first-class construction. The proposed addition 
extended 8 feet above the level of the main roof. There 
were two means of egress from each floor. The Board, 
with the proviso that the stairway leading from the 
basement to the first floor level was shut off from the 
basement by inclosing said stairway in fireproof parti- 
tions and fireproof self-closing doors with wire glass, and 
that the entire basement ceiling was covered with wire 
lath and plaster, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 791. 
March 29, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to construct a 
building to be used partly for tenement house purposes, 
because the area of same exceeded the maximum allowed 
for tenement houses other than those of first-class con- 
struction. The structure was to be of second-class, four 
stories above the basement. The entire basement was 
to be used for bowling alleys and was so constructed that 
it would be entirely of fireproof construction with exits 
entirely independent from the rest of the building. The 
basement ceiling was to be of reinforced concrete. Upon 
the fireproof basement, and entirely independent of 
same, were superimposed two tenement houses, each 
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covering an area of 3,000 square feet and separated at 
the first floor by a brick party wall. Above the first 
floor, the houses were entirely separate, except where 
means of egress was provided by passing from one build- 
ing to another. Owing to the use of the basement, it 
would be practically impossible to carry a wall down 
through same in order to divide the areas into spaces 
not exceeding 3,500 square feet. The Board was of the 
opinion that the basement should be considered as a 
separate first-class building. It was further of the 
opinion that this was a specific case not contemplated 
by the law though covered by it. The appeal was 
therefore sustained. 


Case No. 792. 
April 7, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to move a three- 
family dwelling house from a location within the building 
limits to a new location within said limits, as a new 
building of like character could not be built upon the 
proposed new location. The Board found that the law 
did not prohibit the moving of a building already within 
the building limits to another location within said 
limits, and therefore sustained the appeal. — 


Case No. 798. 
March 29, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to build a third- 
class building within the building limits, said building 
to be used as an addition to a hospital, and separated 
from same by means of a brick wall. The Board dis- 
missed the appeal. 


Case No. 794. 
December 22, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring him to provide extra means of 
egress from a church building. The Board found that 
an extra staircase would interfere seriously with the 
exit from the church aisle and vestibule immediately 
below same, and would not in any way improve the 
egress from the church proper. The Board found that 


the egress from the first floor and basement was ample. ° 


The appeal was therefore sustained. 
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Case No. 795. 
May 10, 1916. 

Appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring additional egress from a café in 
the basement of a building, said café accommodating 
approximately one hundred persons. Owing to the con- 
struction of the basement, an additional staircase could 
not be provided without considerable loss to the store 
‘above. The café was reached from the street by a wide 
flight of fireproof stairs. There was no sub-basement. 
The elevators run to the basement. and could furnish 
additional egress in case of emergency. With certain 
provisos, tending to make the café more fireproof, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


Casz No. 796. 
April 7, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect a schoolhouse 
of second-class construction, containing eight class rooms 
and an assembly hall, as same did not comply with the 
requirements of section 107 as to buildings containing 
assembly halls. As the assembly hall in question was 
at the rear of the building, the floor being on the same 
gerade as the adjoining yard, and as it was separated 
from the main building by 12-inch brick walls, and 
was satisfactorily arranged as to exits, the Board con- 
sidered this a proper case for exemption from the 
requirements of section 107 and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 797. 
April 4, 1916. 

The appellant was.refused permission to rearrange 
the interior fire escape of his building so as to provide 
an exit door 6 feet above grade of street, and to have 
at this point an iron ladder so adjusted that it could be 
lowered to the ground in case of emergency. With the 
proviso that said iron ladder was constructed to the 
satisfaction of the Building Commissioner, the Board 
was of the opinion that the proposed egress would be 
satisfactory and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 798. 
April 4, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to build a second- 
class building with exterior porches of wood as the law 
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requires all outside finish of second-class buildings to be 
of incombustible material. The building was in a 
locality in which the appellant could have built a third- 
class building under the law. In view of this fact, 
the Board was of the opinion that it would be an injus- 
tice to deny the appellant the right to build a better 
building than the law requires, and therefore sustained 
the appeal. 
Case No. 799. 
April 21, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building as same was not in compliance with the 
law relating to such alterations. The alterations con- 
sisted of continuing an existing bay on the front elevation 
to third floor, remodeling the third floor to provide a 
bathroom, and making a connection over the roof of 
existing ell by means of a new iron staircase. The Board 
was of the opinion that the proposed changes would 
make the house more habitable and safer, owing to the 
improved egress, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 800. 
April 12, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect a building to 
be used partly for tenement house purposes because 
same did not comply with the requirements of law regard- 
ing tenement houses. ‘The appellant wished to erect a 
building, with a floor area of 3,500 square feet, situated 
on a corner lot and covering the entire area of same. 
Immediately adjoining this lot he wished to build a 
one-story building for store purposes, this building 
being separated from the building in question by a party 
wall 12 inches thick, with two openings in same, so as to 
connect this store with the store of the first floor of 
the building mentioned above. ‘The first floor was to be 
of fireproof construction. The portion of the building 
above the stores was to be occupied as a tenement house. 
The Board, with the proviso that the main staircase in 
the interior of the building was built of fireproof con- 
struction, inclosed in fireproof walls with all openings in 
same protected by fireproof self-closing doors, and that 
the openings in the party wall between the two buildings 
should have metal-covered self-closing doors on both 
sides of the brick wall, as required by law, sustained the 
appeal, being of the opinion that the light and ventila- 
tion would be sufficient, owing to the fact that the 
adjoining building was to be but one story in height. 
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Case No. 801. 
April 12, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to make a one- 
story addition to an existing church, covering about 109 
square feet, because the law requires the exterior of the 
building to be covered with incombustible material. 
The appellant proposed to provide a new exit. The 
building, with addition, would cover 2,309 square feet. 
The Board was of the opinion that it would be an 
injustice to require the appellant to cover the entire 
structure with incombustible material, because of the 
small addition, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 802. 
April 12, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a second- 
class building four stories in height, the first story to be 
used for store purposes, the second for offices, and the 
third and fourth for dwelling purposes. The first floor 
and basement were to'be of fireproof construction, and 
the staircase leading from the basement to the first 
story was inclosed in fireproof partitions with self-closing 
fireproof doors at top and bottom of same. There 
were only two rooms on each floor above the first. The 
construction and arrangement of the rooms in the 
second floor prohibited their use being changed from 
that of offices to that of mercantile purposes. In view 
of the above, the Board found no extra hazard in the 
use of the second floor for offices and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 803. 

April 21, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to build an addi- 
tion, consisting of three large wooden piazzas with iron 
stairs leading to the ground, because said addition 
was contrary to law relative to altering third-class 
buildings. As the proposed piazzas would come so 
near the lot lines as to leave practically no yard room 

at the rear of the building, the appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 804. 
April 12, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to erect a tenement 
house because the egress was not satisfactory to the 
Building Commissioner. The plans showed a rear stair- 
ease of fireproof construction inclosed in masonry walls 
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running from the yard at the basement level to the roof, 
and covered with a penthouse of incombustible material. 
The staircase corresponded in construction to a fire tower 
and could be reached only from the various suites by 
means of an exterior iron‘balcony. ‘The front staircase 
was of wood. ‘The Board was of the opinion that this 
front staircase should be of fireproof construction sur- 
rounded by fireproof walls, all openings through such 
inclosure being protected by fireproof self-closing doors. 
With this proviso the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 805. 
April 21, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to make an addi- 
tion to an existing building, said addition to be used 
as an office, being only one story in height and covering 
approximately 240 square feet, as the law requires that 
a building of the nature of the building in question, so 
altered, shall have the first floor and basement of first- 
class construction. ‘The addition was to be connected 
to an existing store by means of doorways through 
existing brick walls, and was also to be connected to the 
basement of the store by means of one metal-covered 
door. ‘The first floor of the addition was to be fireproof. 
With the proviso that all door openings in the brick wall 
separating the existing store and basement from the 
addition were protected by fireproof self-closing doors, 
and that the ceiling of the office was wire lathed and 
plastered, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 806. 
April 17, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to build a three-story 
tenement house because there would be insufficient 
yard space. The building was to be built upon an 
irregular shaped lot, said lot having a frontage of 
approximately 76 feet. The building was arranged to 
conform to the shape of the lot in such a way to give 
ample light and air to the various rooms in the rear of 
the building. At one end of the building, for a distance 
of 16 feet, the rear wall became the party wall. The 
Board was of the opinion that the building conformed 
to the spirit of the law with respect to exposure, and 
that this was a case not contemplated by the law though 
covered by it, and therefore sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 807. 
April 24, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
one-story building, as proposed alterations would not 
conform to law requiring the first floor and basement to 
be made fireproof. The alterations consisted of build- 
ing two additional stories upon an existing one-story 
building, this one-story building being occupied in the 
front by a store and in the rear by an apartment of 
four rooms and a bath. At the time the building was 
built the walls were made thick enough to carry the 
superstructure which the appellant desired to build. 
The store was cut off from apartment at the rear by 
means of a studded partition, lathed and plastered, with 
no opening through same, the only way of reaching 
the store being from the outside. The basement of the 
building consisted of two large cellars for use of the store 
and one cellar for use of the apartment. With the 
proviso that ‘an 8-inch brick wall be built directly under- 
neath the studded wall mentioned above, thus cutting 
off that portion of the cellar from the balance of the 
cellar, all openings in this wall being protected by self- 
closing metal doors, and also that the store stairs be 
inclosed in fireproof partitions with metal-covered, self- 
closing doors at the top and bottom of same, and that 
part of basement ceiling which was directly underneath 
the store be wire lathed and plastered, and the rear wall 
and ceiling of the store be metal covered, the Board 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 808. 
April 24, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
third-class building as same was contrary to law regard- 
ing such alterations. The alterations consisted of 
extending the front and rear walls about 3 feet above 
the existing plate in order to make ceilings level in the 
second floor, as the existing roof was pitched. A second 
means of egress was to be provided from the second floor 
to the ground. With the proviso that the party wall 
was carried up to the roof line of the addition (staircase 
forming second means of egress), the Board sustained 
the appeal.

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Case No. 810. 
April 28, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans 
to alter an existing third-class building because altera- 
tion would be contrary to section 9. The appellant 
wished to make certain amendments to a proposed altera- 
tion, a permit for which was ordered by the Board of 
Appeal in decision No. 748. The Board was of the 
opinion that the modifications proposed did not change 
the conditions under which its former ruling was made 
and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 811. 
Withdrawn. 


Case No. 812. 
April 24, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
third-class building as same would be contrary to law 
regarding such alterations. The building in question 
was two and one half stories in height and occupied as 
a store, with a bay window in front. It was the inten- 
tion of the appellant to lower the floor of the store to 
the grade and to extend same for a distance of 5 feet 
8 inches to the sidewalk line. The alteration was to be 
of second-class construction,. the side walls of same 
being 12 inches thick, of brick. The building covered 
less than 60 per cent of the lot. Owing to the nature 
of the proposed alterations, the Board sustained the 
appeal. 

Case No. 813. 
April 24, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to move a three-family 
house from a location within the building limits to 
another location within said limits, as a new building 
of like character could not be built upon the proposed 
new location. The Board found that the law did not 
prohibit the moving of a building already within the 
building limits to another location within the building 
limits and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 814. 
April 24, 1916. 


Appellant was refused a permit to move a three- 
family house from a location within the building limits

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to another location within said limits, as a new building 
of like character could not be built upon the proposed 
new location. The Board found that the law did not 
_ prohibit the moving of a building already within the 
building limits to another location within the building 
limits and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 815. 
| April 28, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to move a three- 
family house from a location within the building limits 
to another location within said limits, as a new building 
of like character could not be built upon the proposed 
new location. The Board found that the law did not > 
prohibit the moving of a building already within the 
building limits to another location within the building 
limits and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 816. 
April 28, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to remodel the first 
story of an existing third-class building by dividing an 
existing store, making two stores of same, because said 
alteration did not comply with section 9, relative to 
alterations in third-class buildings. A new iron fire 
escape staircase was to be provided from the second 
floor to yard, taking the place of a rear staircase. The 
area of the building was not to be increased. With the 
proviso that all interior partitions in the first story were 
brick nogged and all walls and ceilings were covered 
with stamped steel, the appeal was sustained.

CasE No. 819. 
May 3, 1916. 
Referring to same building as in case No. 800. The 
Board was of the opinion that the requirement of the 
Building Commissioner as to protecting the openings 
in the outer wall above the one-story building with 
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wired glass and metal frames and sashes, as required by 
section 13, was a manifest injustice, since the one-story 
building was treated as a court. The appeal was there- 
fore sustained. 


Case No. 820. 
May 10, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to build a second- 
class garage with cornice and certain other architectural 
treatments of wood, as section 12 requires all outside 
finish to be of incombustible material. The appellant 
could have built his garage of third-class construction in 
the locality in which it was situated and, in view of this, 
the Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit. to build a 
better building than the law required. The appeal was 
therefore sustained. 


Case No. 821. 
May 10, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to move a three- 
family wooden house from a location within the building 
limits to another location within said limits, as a new 
building of like character could not be built upon the 
proposed new location. The Board found that the law 
did not prohibit the moving of a building already within 
the building limits to another location within the build- 
ing limits and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 822. 
June 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
because of insufficient exposure. The Board, after 
examining the plans of the proposed alteration, agreed 
with the Building Commissioner and dismissed the 
appeal. 


Case No. 828. 
May 24, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to add a small 
piazza on the first floor of a third-class house, consisting 
of a platform with railing and stairs leading to ground, 
because same would be in violation of law relating to 
alterations of third-class buildings. Owing to the minor 
character of the alteration, the Board sustained the 
appeal. 
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Case No. 824. 
May 24, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to substitute a 
rear piazza constructed entirely of wood for one of 
partially iron construction on a second-class building, as 
the law requires all outside finish to be incombustible. 
Owing to the fact that the appellant could have built 
his entire building of third-class construction in the 
locality in which it was situated, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 825. 

May 24, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to remove an ell 
on an existing third-class building, build new staircases 
and front bay windows, said alterations materially 
diminishing the area of the building, as alterations would 
not comply with law relating to alterations in third-class 
buildings. In view of the fact that the exposure and 

‘egress were improved, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 826. 
May 24, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to construct, as 
a substitute for the rear staircase required by law in 
tenement houses, an exterior flight of iron stairs. The 
building in question was four stories in height with two 
tenements on each floor. Two means of egress were 
provided from each floor. ‘The Board was of the opinion 
that if the partition separating the tenements on each 
floor was made fireproof, and that if a third means of 
egress was provided by connecting balconies extending 
from one tenement to the other on the same floor, across 
the stairway in the front of the building, that ample 
egress would be provided. The appeal was therefore 
sustained. 


CasE No. 827. 
June 7, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building as alteration would not comply with 
section 9, relating to alterations in third-class buildings. 
The Board, after an examination of the plans, concurred 
with the Building Commissioner, and dismissed the 
appeal. 
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Case No. 828. 
May 17, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to erect a temporary 
wooden observation stand as same did not comply with 
the requirements of law relating to buildings. The Board 
found that the proposed stand could not be termed a 
‘‘building”’ within the meaning of the law, and therefore, 
with the proviso that the stand was built to the satisfac- 
tion of the Building Commissioner as to strength 
and stability, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 829. 
May 20, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building as said alteration would not comply with the 
requirements of law relating to such alterations. The 
appellant wished to provide a store in a portion of the 
first story, the floor of this portion to be lowered about 
5 feet so that the store would be reached at the sidewalk 
level. The ceiling of the store was to be of metal, and 
the ceiling of the store cellar, as well as the walls of the 
store, were to be wire lathed and plastered. The floor 
of the store was to be of second-class construction. The 
appellant intended to build a one-story extension at the 
rear of the building, with studded walls, clapboarded on 
the exterior, and to build two rooms connecting this 
extension to the existing basement (the building being 
situated on land which sloped to the rear), and the floor 
of these rooms were to be above the grade of the sidewalk 
at the entrance, said entrance being directly from the 
street. With many provisos as to fireproofing the store, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 830. 
May 20, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
of fireproof construction, containing an assembly hall, 
as same did not comply with the requirements of section 
107 relating to buildings containing assembly halls. 
The building in question was triangular in shape, and 
had exposure on wide streets on all sides. The first 
floor and a portion of the second floor were to be occupied 
as offices and class rooms. ‘The third and fourth floors . 
contained a large assembly hall with a seating capacity 
of 900, the gallery of same being at the fourth 
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floor level and having a seating capacity of 200. 
The remaining floors were divided into smaller offices 
and halls. The appellant intended to provide fire 
escapes where same were necessary in the opinion of the 
Building Commissioner. The Board was of the opinion 
that the egress shown, together with the above-mentioned 
fire escapes, would furnish adequate egress from this 
building, and that this was a proper case for exemption 
from the requirements of section 107. The appeal was 
therefore sustained. 


Case No. 831. 
May 17, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect a temporary 
wooden observation stand as same did not comply with 
the requirements of law relating to wooden buildings. 
The Board found that the proposed stand could not be 
termed a “building’’ within the meaning of the law, and 
therefore, with the proviso that the stand was built to 
the satisfaction of the Building Commissioner as to 
strength and stability, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 882. 
June 2, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect a large 
building as same was not provided with reasonable 
egress. The Board, after an examination of the plans, 
was of the opinion that the egress provided was not 
sufficient, and therefore dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 833. 
June 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
as the law required the first floor to be of first-class con- 
struction. The Board, after an examination of the plans, 
affirmed the refusal of the Building Commissioner, and 
dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 834. 
June 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to move a building 
from a location within the building limits to another 
location within said limits, as a new building of like 
character could not be built upon the proposed new 
location. The Board found that the law did not 
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prohibit the moving of a building already within the 
building limits to another location within the building 
limits, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 835. 
June 5, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building as proposed alterations would be in 
violation of the provisions of section 9 relative to altera- 
tions in a third-class building. The appellant wished 
to add a steel frame piazza with wooden floors to the rear 
of existing adjoining houses, each house having one 
staircase. Egress was to be provided from each of the 
plazzas to the ground. The building, with extension, 
would not cover more than 60 per cent of the lot. 
Owing to the fact that the egress was improved the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 886. 
June 7, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect a penthouse 
on an existing fireproof building as same was in excess 
of the height allowed by law for such a structure. There 
were two existing penthouses on the building used for 
ice tanks and elevator machinery, and for inclosing the 
staircase leading to the roof, and the appellant wished 
to build a new extension between these two existing 
penthouses. It was the intention of the appellant, 
in taking advantage of the space between the two pent- 
houses, to provide better working conditions for the 
employees in the laundry which was then located in the 
sub-basement of the building. The appellant proposed 
to use certain portions of the old penthouses between the 
ice tanks and present elevator machinery for a small ice 
cream room, and another portion for a print shop. ‘The 
Board was of the opinion that the conditions of the 
employees in the laundry and ice cream rooms would be 
greatly improved by the proposed alteration, and the 
appeal was therefore sustained as a case not contem- 
plated by the law though covered by it. 


CASE No. 837. 
June 2, 1916. 


Appellant was refused a permit to remodel a building 
damaged by fire as the building would have insufficient 
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exposure. After an examination of the plans, the 
Board affirmed the refusal of the Building Commissioner 
and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 838. 
June 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to erect three buildings 
as the egress shown was insufficient. After an examina- 
tion of the plans, the Board affirmed the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 839. 
June 7, 1916. 

eeeiiait was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building as same was not in compliance with section 9, 
relative to such alterations. The alterations consisted 
of a slight extension of second-class construction, con- 
sisting of two side brick walls, roof and show window, 
the entire addition being only 2 feet 10 inches by 8 feet 
6 inches. The building, with extension, covered less 
than 60 per cent of the lot. Owing to the nature of the 
proposed addition, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 840. 
June 5, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to protect the 
openings in the exterior walls of his building which are 
nearer than 5 feet to the adjoining lot lines with metal- 
covered window shutters, operated from the ground, in 
place of metal frames and sashes with wire glass. Owing 
to the fact that the appellant was to keep a watchman 
on the premises constantly, whose duty it would be to 
close these shutters in case of emergency and at night, 
and to the fact that the Board received expert opinion 
in favor of the shutter protection, the appeal was 


sustained. 
Case No. 841.. 
December 22, 1916. 

Appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring him to cause his premises to 
conform to requirements of section 45, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The Board, upon an inspection of the 
premises, found that all reasonable precautions for the 
safety of tenants of the building had been taken. The 
building was of fireproof construction. Owing to the 
conditions which existed, the appeal was sustained. 
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CasE No. 842. 

July 19, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to move a building 
as a new building of like character could not be built 
upon the proposed new location. The Board found 
that the law did not prohibit the moving of a building 
already within the building limits to another location 

within said limits, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 848. 
June 7, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to extend the front 
of an existing store in a third-class building so as to 
provide a new show window and increase the floor area 
of the store. The floor of the store was to be dropped 
to the level of the sidewalk and was to be of reinforced 
concrete. Owing to the fact that the alterations would 
make the store more fireproof and that the egress would 
be improved by the removal of the steps leading to the 
store, the appeal was sustained.

Owing to the fact that the 
cement coating would make the building safer than it 
was originally, the Board sustained the appeal.

Case No. 853. 
June 12, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to build balconies 
connected with stairs leading to the ground on the rear 
of a third-class building as said alteration did not com- 
ply with the law relating to such alterations. Owing to 
the fact that the building, with alteration, did not cover 
more than 60 per cent of the lot, and that the balconies 
were well away from the lot lines on all sides, the appeal 
was sustained. 


CasE No. 854. 
June 19, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to use the second 
story of a building for office purposes as same would 
be in violation of section 17, which allows only the 
first story and basement to be used for mercantile 
purposes. After an examination of the plans, the Board 
affirmed the refusal of the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 855. 
June 12, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to remove a 
projection in one corner of an existing store on the 
first floor of a second-class building as said alterations 
did not conform to the requirements of section 9 
relative to such alterations. The purpose of the 
alteration was to square the rear of store, making it 
more desirable for the purpose for which it was to be 
used, a billiard room. Owing to the minor character of 
the alterations the appeal was sustained. 
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Case No. 856. 
June 12, 1916. 

The appellant was refused permission to make a 
slight addition, consisting of a wooden piazza, on the 
rear of a second-class building, as the law requires all 
outside finish of second-class buildings to be incombus- 
tible. Owing to the fact that the building was situated 
in a locality where third-class construction was legally 
permissible, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 857. 
June 19, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building, 
for the purpose of storing automobiles, of first-class 
construction as the egress was not satisfactory to the 
Building Commissioner. After a careful examination 
of the plans in reference to the means of egress provided 
for this particular type of building, the Board was of 
the opinion that said egress was reasonable, and that an. 
additional staircase would be an unnecessary hardship. 
The appeal was therefore sustained. 


GasE No. 858. 
June 19, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to add two stories 
to an existing building without changing the first 
floor construction, which was of wood, as the law requires 
the first floor to be of first-class construction. The 
only staircase (front) was also constructed of wood and 
was not to be changed. After an examination of the 
plans the Board dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 859. - 
June 12, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to build balconies, 
with stairs leading to the ground, on the rear of a third- 
class building as said alteration did not comply with 
the law relative to altering third-class buildings. Owing 
to the fact that the building, with alteration, did not 
cover more than 60 per cent of the lot, and that the 
balconies were well away from the lot lines on all sides, 
the appeal was sustained. 
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Case No. 860. . 
June 12, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a build- 
ing to be used for tenement house purposes as the 
egress provided was not satisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner. The building was to be three stories 
in height, with two families on each floor. ‘The egress 
consisted of an interior staircase and a rear exterior 
staircase, the. interior staircase and the partitions sur- 
rounding same being fireproof, and the openings in said 
fireproof partitions being protected by metal doors and 
trim. Exterior connecting balconies were provided on 
each floor level, running directly to the ground. All 
parts of these rear balconies were of iron with the excep- 
tion of the floor joists and floors. ‘The balconies were 
reached directly from each suite by means of a door 
leading from the kitchens. The Board was of the 
opinion that the egress provided was reasonable, and 
therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 861. 
June 19, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to omit the fire- 
proofing from the purlins of the trusses supporting the 
roof of his building. The Board was of the opinion that 
no advantage would be gained by fireproofing the purlins 
of the trusses without fireproofing the trusses themselves, 
and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 862. 
June 26, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to make a slight 
alteration on the third floor of an existing third-class 
building, said alterations consisting of straightening the 
walls of the bay in the parlor of the third floor, said walls 
being pitched in owing to the mansard roof. In view of 
the minor nature of the alterations the appeal was 
sustained. 


Case No. 863. 
June 26, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
third-class building, the alterations consisting of straight- 
ening the walls of the upper story, making a flat roof 
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covered with tar and gravel in place of the existing 
shingled pitch roof, the new flat roof being 6 feet lower 
than the existing pitch roof. The alterations improved 
the condition of the third floor. The appeal was 
sustained.

December 22, 1916. 

Appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to inclose stairs in basement of building 
with 8-inch brick or 2-inch metal and plaster partition 
with fireproof doors, and to provide lead to outer air 
from same. The Board found that the requirements of 
section 45 were not applicable to this case, and, with the 
proviso that the appellant protected all openings in the 
brick dividing wall, the appeal was sustained.

June 26, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to extend the 
sanctuary of an existing church of third-class construc- 
tion as said alteration would not conform to section 9, 
relating to such alterations. The seating capacity of the 
church was not to be increased by the proposed altera- 
tion, and the egress was to be improved. The addition 
was to be of second-class construction. The building 
was in an isolated location. In view of the above and of 
the general character of the alterations, the appeal was 
sustained. 
CasEe No. 869. 
June 26, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to construct a piazza 
on the rear of a two-story, flat roof building of third- 
class construction, said piazza to be constructed of steel, 
angle-iron frame, with floor joists and floors of wood. 
As the appellant would have been permitted to build a 
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rear piazza entirely of wood had the roof been a pitched 
roof, the Board was of the opinion that it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit. The 
appeal was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 870. 
July 6, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to construct a 
first-class building as the egress was not satisfactory to 
the Building Commissioner. The appellant wished to 
use an exterior fire escape as a second means of egress, 
the one interior means of egress being inclosed. The 
windows by which the exterior fire escape passed were of 
fireproof construction. The Board, after carefully 
examining the plans as to the methods of egress, was of 
the opinion that same was reasonable and sustained the 
appeal. 
Case No. 871. 
June 29, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building as said alteration would bring the structure 
nearer than 5 feet to the line of the adjoining lot, which 
is prohibited by law. After an examination of the plans 
the appeal was dismissed. 


CasE No. 872. 

June 29, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
second-class building as the egress would not be satis- 
factory to the Building Commissioner. The alteration 
consisted of removing a stairway running from the street 
floor to the second floor in a five-story building. Egress 
from the second floor and the floors above was provided 
through openings in a brick partition wall leading to a 
fireproof stairway in an adjoining building owned by the 
appellant. The Board was of the opinion that if, in 
addition to the egress the appellant wished to substitute, 
connecting balconies, located and constructed to the 
satisfaction of the Building Commissioner, were pro- 
vided, the building would be provided with reasonable 

means of egress. The appeal was therefore sustained.

550, Acts of 1907, as amended. After examining the 
plans the Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 876. 
July 6, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to build certain 
exterior trimmings of his building of wood as the law 
requires all outside finish to be of incombustible material. 
As the appellant would be allowed under the law to 
construct his entire house of third-class construction, 
the Board was of the opinion that the law pertaining to 
second-class buildings should not apply in this case. 
The appeal was therefore sustained. 


CasE No. 877. 
July 6, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend his 
plans so as to provide an open wooden stairway in place 
of an exterior fire escape, the stairway forming a second 
means of egress from a third-class building. The build- 
ing, with the proposed open stairway, did not cover 
more than 60 per cent of the lot. The Board was of 
the opinion that the egress proposed was the equivalent 
of the fire escape, and therefore sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 878. 
July 14, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to cover an un- 

finished wooden party wall with metal, said wall having 
become exposed by the removal of the adjoining build- 
ing which had been ordered torn down. The building 
in question was a one and one-half story building, used 
as a private dwelling. The Board was of the opinion 
that in view of the circumstances it would be a manifest 
injustice and a hardship to require the appellant to 
build a brick wall as required by law, and, with the 
proviso that the exposed wall was covered with metal, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 879. 


Order of the Building Commissioner to provide 
additional egress. Case not yet heard by the Board. 


Case No. 880. « 
July 10, 1916. 

Appellant wished to alter an existing second-class 
building, making same more than four stories in height 
without fireproofing the first floor, as required by law. 
After an examination of the plans, the Board dismissed 
the appeal. 

CasE No. 881. 
July 10, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
with an exterior rear staircase, as the addition of said 
staircase caused the building to exceed the area allowed 
by law by approximately 84 square feet. The building, 
with the proposed rear staircase, did not cover 60 per 
cent of the lot. The staircase in question was of strictly 
fireproof construction, being of iron surrounded by brick 
walls with platforms at each floor of reinforced concrete. 
The Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice not to allow the appellant to increase the area 
of his building enough to provide this rear egress from 
same and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 882. 
July 10, 1916. 


Appellant was refused a permit to make certain minor 
changes in his building, consisting of installing exterior 
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doors and widening certain windows in the basements of 
an existing building, as the law required the first floor 
to be of fireproof construction in such a building to be 
altered. Owing to the minor character of the alterations, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 883. 
July 10, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to move a building, 
as a like new building could not be built upon the pro- 
posed new location under the law. It appeared that 
owing to the widening of the street the appellant wished 
to move his building back a distance of 8 feet to the new 
street line, as the front of his building was on the old 
street line. Owing to the circumstances in the case, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 884. 
July 10, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to make an addition 
to an existing third-class building, as the building with 
the addition would cover more than the 2,200 square 
feet allowed by law for habitations of wood. The build- 
ing was to be used as a single dwelling house, and was 
situated on a lot containing 49,349 square feet. The 
building, with addition, would not cover 60 per cent of 
the lot. The Board was of the opinion that this was a 
specific case not contemplated by the law though covered 
by it and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 885. 
August 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building, as same would be in violation of section 9, 
relating to such alterations. The alterations consisted 
of constructing a wood frame piazza at the rear of a 
three-story building. The building, with the addition, 
did not cover 60 per cent of the lot. Owing to the nature 
of the proposed alteration, the Board sustained the 
appeal. ; 
CasE No. 886. 
July 14, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building, as same would be in violation of section 9, 
relating to such alterations. The alterations consisted 
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of adding one room and a piazza on the rear of an existing 
two-story building and to provide a large window in 
the frontroom. The building was situated in an isolated 
section just over the line of the extended building 
limits. In view of all the conditions, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


CasE No. 887. 


Appeal from the order of the Building Commissioner 
to provide sprinklers, ete. Case not yet heard by the 
Board. 


CasE No. 888. 
Withdrawn. 
Case No. 889. 
July 14, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter a second- 
class building so as to provide a small store in the front 
portion of same, without fireproofing the first floor as 
required by law. The first floor of the store was to be 
lowered, and the appellant wished to fireproof the floor 
so lowered, and to-brick nog the partitions surrounding 
the store, and to cover the ceiling with metal. In the 
cellar of the building. there was a brick partition sepa- 
rating the store portion from the rear portion. The 
Board was of the opinion that in view of the fact that 
the appellant was to protect the walls of the store by 
brick nogging, and was to make the store floor of first- 
class construction, it would be a manifest injustice to 
require him to make the entire first floor fireproof. The 
appeal was therefore sustained. 


CasE No. 890. 
July 14, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to build two build- 
ings as the egress was not satisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner. After an examination of the plans, the 
Board agreed with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 891. 
July 14, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to cover the roof 
of a small shed, forming an addition to an existing shed 
at the rear of a two-family house, with wooden shingles 
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to match the roof of the said house and existing shed. 
The Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice to require the appellant to disfigure his build- 
ing by means of a small patch of slate for the small shed 
in question. The appeal was therefore sustained. 


CasE No. 892. 


Appeal from the order of the Building Commissioner 
to install sprinklers, etc. Case not yet heard by Board. 


Case No. 893. 
July 17, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to raise an existing 
third-class building 10 feet 3 inches and to build up the 
walls to form a store, there being two rooms above the 
store in the house so raised. On the side which was 
within 3 feet of the lot line the appellant proposed to 
build a solid brick wall on the existing foundation. An 
addition 2 feet 6 inches wide and 20 feet long at the 
side of the building was also proposed. The building 
was 17 feet wide. The Board was of the opinion that 
the rear and side walls should be constructed of brick 
8 inches thick, and with this proviso the appeal was 
sustained. ; 
CasE No. 894. 
: July 17, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to build an addition 
on the front of a third-class building, said addition being 
9 feet by 14 feet, with a tar and gravel roof, and was to 
be used, with the existing front room of building, as a 
store. The walls and ceiling were to be covered with 
metal. There was no cellar under the addition. The 
Board was of the opinion that owing to the construction 
of the addition and the size of same it would be a mani- 
fest injustice to refuse a permit. The appeal was there- 
fore sustained. 
CasE No. 895. 
July 17, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to construct a 
one-story ell at the rear of an existing third-class build- 
ing, said ell being 125 feet by 25 feet, with a composition 
roof. The building, with ell, would not cover 60 per cent 
of the lot. The appellant wished to take down and 
rebuild an existing piazza in a new position at the rear 
of the proposed addition. .The addition was to be of 
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third-class construction, with the exception of the side 
wall on the lot, which was to be of brick without any 
openings. In view of all the conditions, the Board 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 896. 

July 14, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to erect a temporary 
wooden observation stand as same did not comply with 
the requirements of law relating to wooden buildings. 
The Board found that the proposed stand could not be 
termed a ‘‘building”’ within the meaning of the law, 
and therefore, with the proviso that the stand was 
built to the satisfaction of the Building Commissioner 

as to strength and stability, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 897. 
July 24, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter the 
interior of a second-class building because the kitchen- 
ettes were to be smaller than the law allows. The kitch- 
-enettes, which were to be provided on the first, second 
and third floors, were to be 6 feet square and were to be 
provided with a window, each 3 feet wide. Hach 
kitchenette served three small rooms on each floor. 
Owing to the location of the bearing partition wall and 
the existing arrangement of the partitions on each floor, 
it was not possible to provide kitchenettes of the size 
required by law. The Board was of the opinion that 
the kitchenettes were sufficiently large for the purpose 
for which they were to be used and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 898. 
July 17, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a second- 
class building as the egress was not satisfactory to the 
Building Commissioner. The building was to be four 
stories in height, and was to be provided with two means 
of egress, one being a fireproof stairway with stairs 4 
feet wide, inclosed in brick walls at the rear of the build- 
ing, and the other being a wooden stairway 5 feet wide, 
with inclosure leading to a street. Both stairways were 
lighted by means of ventilating skylights. With many 
provisos as to further fireproofing the building, the appeal 
was sustained. 
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Case No. 899. , 
July 26, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to construct a 
hall for the purpose of exhibiting moving pictures in the 
basement of a two-story fireproof building, as same did 
not comply with the requirements of section 107 as to 
buildings containing assembly halls. The egress from 
the hall was ample. The Board was of the opinion that 
it would be a manifest injustice to require the appellant 
to conform to the requirements of the above section as 
to exits, stairways, exit lights, aisles and seats, and there- 
fore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 900. 
July 24, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to construct a second- 
class building, with the exception of the roof cornice and 
gutters which were to be of wood, as the law requires all 
exterior finish of second-class buildings to be incom- 
bustible. The building was to be used for the purpose 
of storing two automobiles. The building was located 


in a district where same could be built entirely of wood.. 


In view of this fact, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 901. 
July 24, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a two- 
story brick structure in the rear of a tenement house to 
replace an existing third-class building as same was not 
provided with sufficient egress. ‘The addition provided 
at the second floor level for a three-room apartment, 
from which there was ample egress. The first floor of 
the proposed addition was of concrete. Additional 
egress from the suite of three rooms was provided 
through an existing building, which the proposed addi- 
tion was to adjoin. In view of the size of the alteration, 


the egress provided and the construction shown, the | 


Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 902. 
July 24, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to remove an 
ell on an existing third-class building, two stories in 
height, and to remove two partitions in the first floor of 


O_O a 
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said building, occupied as a store, so as to increase the 
area of this store about 100 square feet. <A stairway was 
provided from the second floor leading directly to the 
street. The area of the building was not increased by the 
proposed alteration. The floor of the store was to be 
lowered to a point 6 inches above the sidewalk grade. 
Each floor was provided with two means of egress. In 
view of the nature of the alterations, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 903. 


Appeal from the order of the Building Commissioner 
to provide sprinklers, etc. Case not yet heard by Board. 


CasE No. 904. 

. July 24, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
as the egress was unsatisfactory to the Building Com- 
missioner. The alterations consisted of removing an 
existing flight of stairs running from the second floor to 
the street, without any connection to the store in the 
first floor, and to replace same with a new iron staircase 
running from the second floor to the store on the first 
floor, exit to the street being provided from a new 
central entrance in the store front of the building in 
question. The Board was of the opinion that the 
egress proposed was the equivalent of the egress provided 

before alteration and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 905. 
August 14, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
because the exposure and egress were insufficient. The - 
building in question had been used for school purposes 
and adjoined a building of the same size, owned by the 
appellant. The appellant wished to use, as a second 
means of egress, the fire escape on the adjoining building, 
said fire escape being reached from the kitchens on the 
various floors. The appeal was sustained with the 
proviso that a certain arrangement, as set forth in the 
full decision of the Board, was complied with. As to 
exposure, the Board was of the opinion, owing to the 
arrangement of the building, and to the limited number. 
of square feet it contained, that it would be a manifest 
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injustice to require the appellant to conform strictly to 
the law. The appeal was therefore sustained in this 
particular. 


Case No. 906. 

July 26, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to move a building 
as a like-new building could not be built upon the pro- 
posed new location under the law. The Board found 
that the law did not prohibit the moving of a building 
already within the building limits to another location 

within said limits and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 907. 
August 2, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to alter a second- 
class building as the first floor was not to be of fireproof 
construction. ‘The alterations consisted of removing 
certain partitions between an existing dining room and 
kitchen in a building used for tenement house purposes, 
and to remove other partitions, forming a new serving 
room and kitchen. With the proviso that the appellant 
fireproofed the kitchen floor, walls and ceiling, the Board 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 908. 
August 2, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
third-class building as same did not conform to the law 
relating to such alterations. The alteration consisted 
of adding a piazza on the rear of the building, with stairs 
leading to the ground. The building, with the addition, 
did not cover 60 per cent of the lot. The addition pro- 
vided a second means of egress. In view of the above, 
the appeal was sustained. 


Casz No. 909. 
August 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to build a small 
extension on the second and third floors of a third-class 
building three and one half stories in height, and provide 
in said extension a toilet room leading from the kitchen 
in the second and third stories. A projection of the same 
size already existed in the first story, and this projection 
was to be used as a toilet room from the kitchen of the 
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first floor. Owing to the fact that the area of the building 
proper was not increased, and that the alteration pro- 
vided better toilet facilities for the tenants in the build- 
ing, the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 910. 
August 2, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build a rear 
wooden piazza on an existing third-class building, as 
said alteration did not comply with the requirements of 
law relating to such alterations. The piazza was to be 
two stories in height, with a flat roof. Owing to the 
minor character of the alterations, the appeal was 
sustained. 


Case No. 911. 
August 7, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to raise an existing 
three-story building a distance of 3 feet, the basement of 
the building being occupied by a store. A new flight 
of granolithic steps reaching to the first floor was pro- 
vided in the alterations, also new stairs and new piazza 
at the first and second floor levels. There were to be a 
few minor interior alterations, consisting of providing 
a new dumb-waiter and bathrooms. The building, after 
being raised, was to be less than 40 feet above the first 
floor line. The Board was of the opinion that, in view of 
this, it would be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit 

and therefore sustained the appeal. - 


CasgE No. 912. 
August 21, 1916. 

Appellant had been given permission, in a former 
decision of the Board, to build the exterior walls of his 
building of terra cotta blocks. As the appellant could 
have built the building in question entirely of third-class 
construction, he built the exterior trim of his building 
of wood, which the Building Commissioner ordered 
removed, as the law requires buildings of second class 
to have exterior finish of incombustible material. Owing 
to the fact that the appellant could have built an entire 
third-class building under the law, the Board was of the 
opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to require 
him to make the outside finish of incombustible material, 

and therefore sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 913. | 
August 14, 1916. 

Appellant had received a permit for altering a building 
and had already carried the brick walls of same, which 
were supported by the columns and beams in question, 
to a distance of at least two stories above the beams. 
These beams and columns had supported a wall which 
the appellant had torn down and rebuilt. It would 
have been impossible to fireproof all of the columns, 
as required by law, as they were constructed, without 
encroachment upon the street, the only alternative 
being to tear down all of the walls now rebuilt, provide 
new foundations for the columns, and set back same 
beyond the sidewalk property line far enough to fire- 
proof them. In view of the above the Board was of the 
opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to require 
the appellant to do this, and therefore sustained the 
appeal. 

Case No. 914. 
August 21, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to construct 
an iron frame piazza at the rear, and build a store in 
the first story of a two-story third- class building with 
a pitch roof. The lot upon which the building was 
situated contained 1,800 square feet and the building 
covered 700 square feet. The building, with addition of 
piazza, would not cover more than 60 per cent of the lot. 
Owing to the character of the alteration, the appeal was 
sustained. 

Case No. 915. 
August 21, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect building of 
second-class construction, using wood trim for the out- 
side finish of same, as the law requires all outside finish 
to be incombustible. The walls of the building were 
to be of masonry construction. The proposed building 
was outside the building lmits, in a locality where 
third-class construction was permissible. In view of 
this, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 916. 
September 6, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to enlarge a store in 
a building of third-class construction by lowering the 
floor of two rooms in the rear of store, and taking out 
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partition between the store and rear room. The area 
of the building was not to be increased. ‘The Board was 
of the opinion that, owing to the minor character of the 
alteration, it would be a manifest injustice to refuse a 
permit, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 917. 
Appeal withdrawn. 


CasE No. 918. 
September 6, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
as the egress shown was unsatisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner. After an examination of the plans, the 
Board agreed with the Commissioner and dismissed the 
appeal. 

Case No. 919. 
October 6, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect a building of 
second-class construction, with the exception of the 
second floor, about one third of which was to be fireproof, 
as same was in violation of law relating to buildings 
containing assembly halls.. The first floor of the build- 
ing contained a hall with a seating capacity of 500. 
Beneath this auditorium in the basement there was a 
large room, the use of which had not been determined 
upon, but owing to the number and location of the 
columns shown, the Board was of the opinion that it 
was not likely that this room would be used at any time 
as an assembly hall in the strict sense of the word. The 
room was to be left unfinished for a while and was not 
to be occupied therefore other than a basement. ‘This 
room was surrounded by masonry walls, and it was the 
intention of the appellant to install the finished ceiling 
of wire lath with cement plaster. The second floor was 
arranged strictly for gymnasium purposes with no 
balcony. The Board was of the opinion that the build- 
ing was provided with sufficient egress with the exception 
of that furnished from the assembly hall.on the first 
floor. With certain requirements as to improving the 
egress from said hall, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 920. 
September 6, 1916. 


The appellant was refused a permit to straighten the 
front and rear walls of the third floor of an existing three- 
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story third-class building, said building having a man- 
sard roof, and to provide an iron fire escape at the rear 
of the building, providing egress from the third floor. 
The floor area of the building proper was not increased. 
Owing to the minor character of the alteration, the 
appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 921. 
August 30, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
because the exposure shown was insufficient. ‘The 
Board found that, owing to the shape of the plan, the 
exposure given to the building in question was equivalent 
to the exposure required by law, and finding this a case 
not contemplated by the law sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 922. 
September 6, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
with external walls less than 12 inches thick as required 
by law. After an examination of the plans, the Board 
affirmed the refusal of the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 923. 
September 6, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to straighten the 
front and rear walls of the third floor of a three-story 
third-class building with a mansard roof, and to provide 
a wooden baleony and staircase leading to the ell at the 
rear of the building. The floor area of the building 
was not increased. Owing to the minor character of 
the alteration, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 924. 


Appeal from the order of the Building Commissioner 
to install sprinklers, etc. Case not yet heard by Board. 


CasE No. 925. 
September 14, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to install a pipe- 
organ in a building used as a theater, said pipe-organ 
to be located in organ chambers directly under the 
existing stage floor, the chambers occupying an area of » 
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242 square feet, and to be used solely for the organ, 
access to same to be had only at such time as it would 
be necessary to repair same. The organ was to be 
inclosed in brick walls 8 inches thick with one division 
wall composed of 4-inch terra cotta. The ceiling over 
the organ and directly under the stage was to be wire 
lathed and plastered with cement plaster, and the two 
openings into the chambers were to be protected by 
tinned doors. With the proviso that each of the above- 
mentioned openings were protected by two sets of fire 
doors, separated by the thickness of the wall, and that 
the brick wall was made 12 inches instead of 8 inches 
thick, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 926. 
September 6, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
because the exposure shown was not in accordance with 
the law. The Board found that, owing to the shape 
of the lot and the arrangement of the plan, the 
exposure given to the building was equivalent to the 
exposure required by law, and finding this a specific 
case not contemplated by the law, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 927. 
Withdrawn. 


Case No. 928. 
August 30, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building, diminishing the size of same, said altera- 
tion having been made necessary by the widening of the 
street upon which the building abuts. Owing to the 
fact that the fire risk was not to be increased by the 
proposed alteration, the Board was of the opinion that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit, and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 929. 
; September 14, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
as same was in violation of law which prohibits the mov- 
ing of any lot line nearer than 5 feet from any wooden 
building. After hearing the appellant and examining 
the plans, the appeal was dismissed. 
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Case No. 930. 
September 18, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans for 
a building as the exposure shown was insufficient. 
After an examination of the plans, the Board affirmed 
the refusal of the Building Commissioner, and dismissed 
the appeal. 


CasE No. 981. 


Appeal from the order of the Building Commissioner 
requiring the installation of sprinklers, etc. Case not 
yet heard by Board. 


Case No. 982. 
September 14, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans so 
as to omit the fireproofing from the purlins of the trusses 
supporting the roof of his building. The Board found 
that there was an exception in the law covering this case 
and that no advantage would be gained by fireproofing 
the purlins of the trusses without fireproofing the trusses 
themselves. The appeal was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 933. 
September 18, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building so as to convert same from a single-family 
house into a two-family house, said house having a 
slated French roof. The appellant wished to square the 
walls of the ell and put a flat roof on same so as to pro- 
vide a roof garden from the third floor. He also pro- 
posed to carry up a bay window on one side and to build 
a new interior staircase at the rear of the building, 
giving additional egress from the upper stories. Owing 
to the nature of the alteration, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 934. 
September 18, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
third-class building as same was contrary to law relating 
to such alterations. After hearing the appellant and 
carefully examining the plans, the Board affirmed the 
refusal of the Building Commissioner, and dismissed the 
appeal. 
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CasE No. 935. 
September 18, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to add a piazza at the 
rear of an existing third-class building. The piazza was 
10 feet from the side lot lines and 62 feet from the rear 
lot line. The building, with the proposed addition, did 
not cover 60 per cent of the lot. Owing to the above, 
the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 936. 
September 18, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building by adding a piazza at the rear, the side walls 
of which were 5 feet from the side lot lines and rear walls 
26 feet from the rear lot line. The building, with the 
proposed addition, did not cover over 60 per cent of the 
lot. In view of the above, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 937. 
September 18, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building as same was not in conformance with the law 
relating to such alterations. After hearing the appellant 
and carefully examining the plans, the appeal was 
dismissed. 
CasE No. 938. 
Withdrawn. 
Case No. 939. 
October 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a four-story 
second-class building as the egress shown was not 
satisfactory to the Building Commissioner, and as the 
alteration would be in violation of law requiring the 
external and party walls of the first and second story to 
be 16 inches thick. About 75 per cent of the building 
in question had been used for business purposes, and 
a portion of the second, third and fourth floors for 
dwelling purposes. The appellant wished to use this 
portion of the building for offices in conjunction with 
the offices in the remaining portion of the building. 
After examining the plans, the Board was of the opinion 
that the egress was ample, and that it would be an 
unnecessary hardship in this specific case to require 
the appellant to increase the thickness of the walls as 
required by law. The appeal was therefore sustained. 
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CasE No. 940. 
September 18, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend his 
plans so as to provide, in place of a rear iron fire escape, 
an exterior rear piazza on a third-class building three 
stories in height. The side walls of the piazza were 
5 feet from the side lot lines and approximately 16 feet 
from the rear lot line. Owing to the nature of the 
alteration, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 941. 
September 18, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter two 
existing third-class buildings separated from one another 
by a party wall. The principal alteration consisted of 
removing two interior staircases, providing two exterior 
iron staircases at the rear and also a piazza. The 
exterior staircases were to be of iron, inclosed. The 
Board was of the opinion that the two exterior stair- 
- cases should be separated by a brick wall not less than 
8 inches thick or with 2-inch solid metal and plaster 
partition, and with this proviso the appeal was sus- 
tained. 

CasE No. 942. 
September 27, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to change the 
store front in the first story of a second-class, two-family 
house. No columns or supports were to be removed, 
nor was the ground area to be increased. In view of 
the minor character of the alteration, the appeal was 


sustained. 
Case No. 943. 
September 27, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of a 
building as the egress shown was not satisfactory to the 
Building Commissioner. The Board, after an examina- 
‘tion of the plans, was of the opinion that the egress the 
appellant intended to provide was ample, and therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 944. 
October 2, 1916. 


Appellant was refused a permit to alter a building as 
said alteration would be in violation of the provisions of 
law relating to tenement houses. After a hearing, the 
appeal was dismissed. 
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Case No. 945. 

September 27, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to change the 
roof of an existing third-class building from a mansard 
to a flat roof, covered with tar and gravel, and to in- 
crease the height of the second floor slightly. Owing 
to the character of the proposed changes, the Board 

sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 946. 
September 27, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build an addi- 
tion at the rear of a third-class church, said addition 
being 4 feet wide, 34 feet long and 12 feet high, to be 
used for a tank for baptism purposes, this tank and the 
passageway leading to same being constructed of rein- 
forced concrete. As the alteration did not increase the 
fire risk, and added very slightly to the ground area of 
the building, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 947. 
October 6, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to increase the 
capacity of an existing store by adding to it an existing 
small room at the rear of same and to lower the floor of this 
room in order to make it level with the floor of the store. 
Owing to the fact that the major part of the premises 
was already used for store purposes, the Board was of 
the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to require 
the appellant to fireproof the entire first floor. The 
appeal was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 948. 
September 27, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to construct a 
new first floor in the corner store and to resash store 
front of a four-story brick building. The new floor was 
to be of reinforced concrete and was to be dropped to 
within 6 inches of the level of the sidewalk. The store 
was separated from the adjoining store in the same 
building by a 12-inch brick wall which ran from the 
cellar to the second floor. The floor of the adjoining 
store was of second-class construction and this store was 
not to be altered. In view of the fact that the appellant 
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was to make the floor of that part of the building which 
he altered of first-class construction, and as the adjoin- 
ing store was entirely separated from the one in question, 
it would be a manifest injustice in the opinion of the 
Board to require the appellant to fireproof the floor of 
the store in which no alterations were contemplated, and 
the appeal was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 949. 
September 27, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to make a small 
extension to a store in the first story of a third-class 
building, said extension covering approximately 130 
square feet. The walls of the portion added were to be 
of brick, and a new flight of concrete steps was to be 
provided to reach the dwelling above store. Owing to 
the minor character of the alteration, the appeal was 
sustained. 

Case No. 950. 
September 27, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build a new 
fireproof boiler room and coal pocket and a shelter on the 
outside of a wooden building used as a synagogue. 
Both the boiler room and shelter were to be one-story 
structures, the boiler room being approximately 11 feet 
by 18 feet and the shelter 9 feet by 14 feet. The Board 
believed that the new location of the boiler room would 
lessen the fire hazard and that therefore, in view of the 
above and the construction of the additions and the uses 
to which they were to be put, it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit. The appeal 
was therefore sustained. 


Casg No. 951. 
October 2, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
as the alteration would be in violation of the provisions 
of various sections of the building law pertaining to 
tenement houses. ‘The Board, after hearing the appel- 
lant and examining the plans, affirmed the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 952. 
October 2, 1916. 


Appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans 
so as to omit the fireproofing from the purlins of the 
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trusses supporting the roof of his building. The Board 
found that there was an exception in the law covering 
this case, and that no advantage would be gained by 
fireproofing the purlins of the trusses without fireproofing 
the trusses themselves. The appeal was therefore 
sustained. 
Case No. 953. 
October 2, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build a piazza 
at the rear of a three-story third-class building, said 
piazza to be three stories in height, with roof of tar and 
gravel and to be 5 feet away from the side lot lines 
and 42 feet from the rear lot line. In view of the minor 
character of the alteration, the Board sustained the 
appeal. 

CasE No. 954. 
October 2, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building as the exposure and egress were not satis- 
factory to the Building Commissioner. After hearing 
the appellant and examining the plans, the Board 
affirmed the refusal of the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 955. 
October 11, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to change an 
existing pitch roof on a tenement house to a mansard, 
so as to provide square rooms on the upper floor. The 
building was of second-class construction with two 
interior staircases. A fire escape, which ran to the third 
floor, was to be carried to the fourth. In view of the fact 
that the egress from the fourth floor was to be improved 
and as the alteration did not increase the area of the 
building nor provide any more rooms, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Case No. 956. 
October 11, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
used as a tenement house into a hotel as the law 
requires such a building to be of first-class construction. 
The alterations consisted of changing certain partitions 
and adding a kitchen and store on the first floor and 
providing an extension to the building, said extension 
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covering 960 square feet. The building and extension, 
as shown, were of second-class construction with open- 
ings through the brick wall which separated the exten- 


sion from the existing building unprotected. The _ 


building, without the extension, did not exceed 3,500 
square feet. The Board was of the opinion that the 
first floor of the extension should be fireproof and that 
all openings through the brick dividing wall, both on 
this floor and all floors above, should be protected on 
both sides by metal-covered self-closing doors and 
frames. With the above provisos the appeal was 
sustained. 
Case No. 957. 
October 11, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to construct a 
piazza at the rear of a three-story building, said piazza 
to be of wood and iron. One side of the piazza came 
directly on the lot line and the Board was of the opinion 
that the appellant should either keep 5 feet away from 
the lot line on this end of the piazza or extend the brick 
wall at present shown on the lot line of the house through 
to the face of the piazza. With the proviso that either 
of the above methods was complied with ae appeal was 
sustained, 

CasE No. 958. 
October 2, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to make slight 
alterations in a third-class building used as a dwelling, 
consisting of building a small addition, moving a wall 
and lowering the first floor of the existing house to the 
level of the floor of the addition. The front room of the 
first floor, together with the addition, was to be used 
asastore. The walls of the addition were of brick, and 
there was a door opening leading from the front hall 
to the front store. The Board was of the opinion that 
the doorway from the hall to the store should be closed 
up, and the studded walls at the rear of the store should 
be brick nogged their entire height. With these pro- 
visos the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 959. 
October 6, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter the 
front room in the basement of a second-class building, 
the new room to be used for mercantile purposes, and 
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the floor of same resting directly over a concrete base 
on the ground. The room was detached from the 
remainder of the basement by means of masonry and 
brick nogged walls, and the only opening from the 
interior of the building was protected by a fire door. 
The ceiling of the new room was to be wire lathed and 
plastered. The area of the building was not to be 
increased. ‘The Board was of the opinion that as the 
basement only was to be occupied for mercantile pur- 
poses it would be a manifest injustice to require the 
appellant to fireproof the entire first floor over same, 
since second-class construction is permitted for a ceil- 
ing of a store located on the first floor. The appeal 
was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 960. 
October 2, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to extend a piazza 
15 feet long by 12 feet deep, with a door from the 
building leading onto same. ‘The building was a resi- 
dence for one family of third-class construction, and was 
situated on a lot of land covering 49,349 square feet. 
The building, with alteration, would not cover 60 per 
cent of the lot. The Board was of the opinion that this 
was a specific case not contemplated by the law and 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 961. 
October 6, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to build a brick 
building to be used for light manufacturing purposes, 
said brick building replacing a portion of a wooden wagon 
shed. It was the intention of the appellant to build the 
proposed new building directly against the remaining 
portion of the existing wooden building, the brick wall 
adjoining the wooden building being 12 inches thick, 
unpierced by any opening. The Board was of the 
opinion that the wall mentioned above should be 
considered as a party wall, and with the proviso that it 
conformed to the requirements for party walls, sustained 
the appeal. 
Case No. 962. 
October 11, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans 
so as to extend the assembly hall in his building 20 feet 
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to the rear, the building in question to be used as a 
schoolhouse of second-class construction. The Board 
was of the opinion that the extension of the hall did not 
affect their former ruling (see case No. 796) as to the 
violation of the provisions of section 107, and therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 963. 
October 11, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans 
so as to substitute a wooden cornice for a metal cornice 
on a garage outside of the building limits, the outside 
walls of which were of incombustible material. In view 
of the fact that the building was located in a district 
where it could be built entirely of third-class construc- 
tion, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 964. 
October 11, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a first- 
class building, said alterations completing a building 
which is used for church purposes, the existing portion of 
the building being the transept of the completed church. 
The ground floor was laid out to accommodate certain 
church committees, and the church proper was on the 
first floor above. After a careful examination of the 
plans, the Board was of the opinion that the building 
was provided with reasonable means of egress for a 
building of this type and that this was.a proper case for 
exemption from the requirements of section 107. The 
appeal was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 965. 
October 11, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to divide the 
four upper stories‘of a second-class building into rooms, 
the various floors above the first having originally been 
divided into rooms, the partitions forming these rooms 
having been removed during a previous alteration, so 
that the building had, above the store, only an undivided 
space on each floor, and it was the intention of the 
appellant to divide the large rooms on each floor as 
formerly. The building in question did not exceed 
3,500 square feet, and was provided with two inclosed 
stairways, one of which was of iron. The first floor

was occupied as a store and had a floor of fireproof 
construction. ‘The building in question was separated 
from the adjoining building by a brick wall in which 
the appellant proposed to make one opening on each 
floor protected by fire doors on either side of same. 
In view of all the above conditions, the Board was of 
the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to 
require the appellant to make the entire building of first- 
class construction, and the appeal therefore was sustained. 


Case No. 966. 
October 11, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build a small 
addition of wood with stone and cement foundation, 
located at the rear of an existing building covering 2,568 
square feet. The addition was to be 8 feet by 12 inches, 
one story in height. Owing to the small area covered 
by the proposed addition and to the minor character 
of same, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 967. 
October 6, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a first- 
class building as said alteration would be in violation 
of the various sections of chapter 550 relating to tenement 
houses, and as the egress was not satisfactory to the 
Building Commissioner. The Board found that the 
alterations that the appellant wished to make would 
not render the building a tenement house, and therefore 
that the requirements of law relating to tenement houses 
did not apply. The Board found that the egress shown 
on the appellant’s plans was reasonable, and the appeal 
was therefore sustained. 


CasE No. 968. 
October 11, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect certain pent- 
houses on the roof of a first-class building, said pent- 
houses to be used for the housing of machinery for the 
elevators, etc., in the building, as they were in excess, 
both in area and height, of the legal size. The Board 
was of the opinion that a penthouse of the dimensions 
required by law would be inadequate to house the 
machinery of a building such as the one in question, and, 
in view of the fact that the penthouse was to be built 
only for this purpose, sustained the appeal. 
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CasE No. 969. 
October 11, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to build a piazza, 
two stories in height, at the rear of an existing third- 
class building, and to provide stairs from same, which 
would provide a second means of egress from the build- 
ing, as there were no back stairs in the building. The 
plazza was to be 5 feet from the side lot lines and 50 
feet from the rear lot line. In view of the above, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 970. | 
October 11, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to extend the first 
story of a third-class building to the street line, and to 
remodel same to provide for four small stores of second- 
class construction. The building was three stories in 
height with a mansard roof on the main part, with an 
ell two stories in height with a flat roof. The building 
was occupied as a store and dwelling, with dwelling 
above, in which there was to be no alteration. The 
addition made the store 266 square feet in excess of the 
2,200 square feet allowed by law. The partitions 
separating the stairways to the upper stories from the 
stores were to be brick nogged. Owing to the nature of 
the alterations and the slight excess over the area 
allowed by law, the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 971. 
October 20, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans 
so as to provide, in place of a room approximately 10 
feet square which opened onto a court, a small pantry, 
said pantry being 4 feet in its least dimension. The 
Board was of the opinion that the provisions of the 
sections of chapter 550 mentioned in the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner did not apply to the amended 
plans, and the appeal was therefore sustained. 


CasE No. 972. 
October 11, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to extend a bay 
window from the second floor to roof, extend the rear 
staircase from second floor to third floor, and to remove 
one inside wall, replacing same with a new one with a 
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doorway, in an existing third-class building. The area 
of the building was not to be increased. Owing to the 
fact that, the alterations would provide better egress 
from the building, and to the minor character of same, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 978. 
October 11, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to make slight 
alterations in an existing third-class building, consisting 
of extending the bay window from the second floor to 
roof, extending the rear staircase from the second floor 
to the third floor, and lowering the floor of an existing 
store. The area of the building was not to be increased. 
Owing to the fact that the alterations were of a minor 
character and would provide better egress from the 
building, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 974. 5 
October 20, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to build a piazza 
6 feet by 15 feet at the rear of a three-story wooden 
building. The piazza was to reach from the second floor 
to the ground, and it was the intention of the appellant 
to build an iron fire escape from the third floor to said 
piazza at the second floor level, and to provide wood 
staircases leading from the two piazzas to the ground. 
Owing to the nature of the alteration, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Casses Nos. 975, 976, 977, 978. 
October 20, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build piazzas, 
at the second and third floor levels, on the rear of four 
buildings of second-class construction. Doors from the 
staircase halls lead to the piazzas. The piazzas were 
supported by steel posts from the ground, and the girts 
also were of steel. The buildings were in a district 
where third-class construction is permitted. In view 
of the above, and the fact that the egress was improved, 
the Board sustained the appeals. 


Case No. 979. 
October 20, 1916. 


The appellant was obliged after starting his building 
to build a certain side wall adjoining the rear staircase 
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of his building, instead of making use of an existing 
party wall as he originally intended, the introduction 
of the said brick wall narrowing slightly the width of 
the stair hall in such a manner as to prevent the 
appellant from providing a distance of 3 feet between 
the wall and the stair rail, the plans showing a distance 
of 2 feet 9 inches. The building had two interior 
staircases and an exterior fire escape, all located to the 
satisfaction of the Building Commissioner. The Board 
was of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice 
to require the appellant to rebuild the interior staircase 
and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 980. 
October 20, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to build a piazza 
at the rear of a three-story wooden building, said piazza 
being three stories in height, 5 feet from one side lot 
line, 11 feet from the other, and 16 feet 6 inches from 
the rear lot line. Owing to the minor character of the 
alteration, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 981. 
October 20, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter an exist- 
ing composite building to provide quarters for hospital 
nurses. The plans showed one interior staircase, and 
in addition to this staircase the appellant proposed to 
provide an iron balcony from the second floor to the 
ground. ‘The building was two stories in height. The 
Board was of the opinion that in place of the exterior 
fire escape mentioned above, an inclosed stairway reach- 
ing from the second floor to the ground should be 
provided, and with this proviso the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 982. 
October 27, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build a riveting 
tower in a certain portion of the interior of an existing 
third-class building, and to carry same above the roof 
for a distance of approximately 20 feet. The con- 
struction of this penthouse was such that it would be 
practically proof against fire from the exterior. The 
floor area of the building proper was not to be increased 
and the penthouse was to be used merely for the purpose 
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of carrying the necessary hoisting machinery for the 
construction work in the building below. Owing to 
the nature of the alteration, and the purpose for which 
it was to be used, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 983. 
October 20, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to fill in between 
the balcony posts of his building with wood frame and 
sash so as to form a sun parlor, which was to com- 
municate with two adjoining chambers, one chamber 
having no other exposure than that on the balcony side. 
The Board was of the opinion that the inclosing of the 
balcony would not deprive said chamber of the proper 
amount of light and air as the balcony itself above the 
sill line was glazed throughout with double hung sash, 
and there was a large window and a door opening from 
the chamber to the baleony. The appeal was therefore 
sustained. 


Case No. 984. 
October 27, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
store in the first story of a second-class dwelling house, 
the alterations consisting of bringing the store out to 
the street line, providing a new front for same, and 
glazing up all existing openings from the dwelling por- 
tion of the building to the store proper and the basement 
of the store. The walls of the cellar under the store 
were fireproof, and a fireproof floor was to be built over 
the cellar. The floor of the addition was to rest directly 
on the ground so that the entire floor of the store was to 
be of fireproof construction. The walls and ceiling of 
the store were to be metal covered. In view of the 
above, the Board was of the opinion that it would be a 
manifest injustice to require the entire first floor made 
fireproof, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 985. 
October 27, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
as same did not conform to the requirements of law for 
schoolhouses and because the egress was unsatisfactory 
to the Building Commissioner. The Board found the 
building in question was not a schoolhouse within the 
meaning of section 17, and that this was a specific case 
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not contemplated by the law. As to egress, after a 
careful examination of the plans, the Board found same 
satisfactory, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 986. 
October 27, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
third-class building used as a lodging house, and to be 
used, after alteration, as two dwelling houses, as the 
egress shown was unsatisfactory to the Building Com- 
missioner. ‘The alterations consisted of relocating parti- 
tions in the first, second and third stories, bricking up 
Openings in party wall, and providing a second means 
of egress. Each house was provided with one interior 
staircase, and the second and third floors were provided 
with additional egress from both front and rear of the 
building by means of iron balconies reaching to the 
adjoining building on opposite side of the brick party 
wall. After a careful examination of the plans, the 
Board found the egress satisfactory, and sustained the 
appeal. 

Case No. 987. 
October 27, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to erect a temporary 
wooden observation stand as same did not comply with 
the requirements of law relating to wooden buildings. 
The Board found that the proposed stand could not be 
termed a ‘‘building’’ within the meaning of the law, 
and therefore, with the proviso that the stand was 
built to the satisfaction of the Building Commissioner 
as to strength and stability, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 988. 
November 2, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to add one room at 
the rear of the first story of a three-story composite 
building. The building was occupied as a store and 
dwelling. ‘The addition was to be constructed entirely 
of brick, and there was to be no cellar under same. The 
room added was of second-class construction, approxi- 
mately 10 feet by 11 feet, and the building, with addi- 
tion, did not cover more than 60 per cent of the lot. 
Owing to the construction of the addition and the minor 
character of same, the Board sustained the appeal. 
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CasE No. 989. 
November 6, 1916. 

pelinhb was refused a permit to amend his plans 
so as to omit the fireproofing from the purlins of the 
trusses supporting the roof of his building. The Board 
found that there was an exception in the law covering 
this case, and that no advantage would be gained by 
fireproofing the purlins of the trusses without fire- 
proofing the trusses themselves. The appeal was 
therefore sustained. 


Case No. 990. 
December 8, 1916. 

Appellant appealed from an order of the Building Com- 
missioner to remove violation existing in his building, 
said violation being that a penthouse had been built of 
combustible material. It appeared at the hearing that 
the penthouse in question was originally constructed of 
studding covered with metal on the exterior and wire 
lath on the interior. The walls of the staircase below 
the roof were inclosed in 2-inch solid metal and plaster 
partitions. Since constructing the penthouse as above, 
the appellant later built inside the penthouse inde- 
pendent fireproof walls. The penthouse was smaller in 
area than the stair well. ‘he upper part of one partition 
of the stair well below was projected into the well in a 
curved form, and connected with the walls of the pent- 
house above, thus forming a continuous partition. With 
the proviso that said curved wall was constructed of 
2-inch solid metal and plaster, thus forming a continuous 
fireproof partition, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 991. 
November 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
third-class building. After an examination of the plans, 
the Board was of the opinion that the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner was reasonable and dismissed 
the appeal. 
CasE No. ‘992. 
November 6, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to extend an existing 
dwelling house to the street line, said extension to be of 
second-class construction. The two side walls and a 
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portion of the rear of the extension were shown of brick 
construction, the existing studded wall forming the 
remainder of the rear wall of the store. With certain 
provisos the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 998. 
November 2, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter an, existing 
third-class building. After an examination of the plans, 
the Board was of the opinion that the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner was reasonable and dismissed 
the appeal. 


CasE No. 994. 
Appeal withdrawn. 


Case No. 995. 
November 18, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build a garage 
to accommodate two cars, said garage being situated 
outside the fire limits, and being built of concrete blocks 
with a slate roof, the only wood on the exterior being the 
rafter ends which were exposed. The Board was of the 
opinion that if concrete blocks or other incombustible 
material were carried up to the underside of the roof 
boarding, the projecting rafter ends would constitute no 
serious fire hazard. With this proviso the appeal was 
sustained. 


CasE No. 996. 
November 6, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building. After an examination of the plans, the Board 
was of the opinion that the refusal of the Building Com- 
missioner was reasonable and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 997. 
November 6, 1916. 
Appellant was refused a permit to make certain 
alterations in a building used as a garage, the building 
being one and one half stories in height. The appellant 
proposed to lower the roof about 4 feet, and to build an 
extension for heater outside of garage of brick. The 
exterior walls were to be covered with stucco and the 
roof with asbestos shingles. The Board was of the 
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opinion that the alterations proposed would increase the 
safety of the building and lessen the fire hazard and 
therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 998. 
November 6, 1916. 

Appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans 
so as to omit the fireproofing from the purlins of the 
trusses supporting the roof of his building. The Board 
found that there was an exception in the law covering 
this case, and that no advantage would be gained by 
fireproofing the purlins of the trusses without fireproofing 
the trusses themselves. ‘The appeal was therefore sus- 
tained. 


Case No. 999. 
November 6, 1916. - 
Appellant was refused a permit to alter a third-class 
building. After an examination of the plans, the Board 
was of the opinion that the refusal of the Building Com- 
missioner was reasonable and therefore dismissed the 
appeal. 


Case No. 1000. 
November 13, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
as the egress shown was insufficient in the opinion of the 
Building Commissioner. After an examination of the 
plans, the Board agreed with said Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 1001. 
November 13, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build a second- 
class addition to an existing wooden building. The 
addition was separated from the existing building by a 
stone wall, through which there was one opening. The 
Board, with the proviso that the opening mentioned 
above was protected by fire doors on both sides of the 
wall, thereby practically cutting the addition off from 
the existing building, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1002. 
November 6, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to build one story on 
top of the ell of a third-class building, the building being 
occupied as a dwelling for one family, and was to be 
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altered into a two-family house. ‘The building was two 
stories in height with a flat roof covered with tar and 
gravel. The building with alteration covered less than 
60 per cent of the lot. A new staircase was to be pro- 
vided at the rear to give a second means of egress. Owing 
to the character of the alteration, and that the building 
was designed to be occupied by only two families, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 1003. 
November 10, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to build a small 
balcony for the purpose of holding a clothes reel at the 
rear of an existing dwelling house. ‘The rear of the 
building was 20 feet from the lot line, and the proposed 
balcony was to be 5 feet from the side lot line. In view 
of the minor character of the alteration the appeal was 
sustained. 

Case No. 1004. 
November 13, 1916. 

The appellant wished to protect the windows in a 
wall within 5 feet from a lot line by means of sliding 
metal-covered shutters instead of the metal frames with 
wire glass as required by law. ‘The proposed method 
was shown on the plans submitted by the appellant to 
the Building Department, and was approved by said 
department, whereupon the appellant, relying upon the 
approval of his plans, built the wall in question with 
wooden frames, and also contracted for the aforesaid 
shutters. The Board was of the opinion that the pro- 
tection shown was equivalent to that required by law, 
and that it would be a manifest injustice to require the 
appellant to replace said windows with metal frames and 
wire glass. The appeal was therefore sustained. 


CasE No. 1005. 
November 13, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building because the external wall, located nearer 
than 5 feet to the adjoining lot line, was not in accord- 
ance with the law. The building adjoining the appel- 
lant’s building had been torn down, leaving exposed a 
party wall of wood. The building in question abutted 
on a 4-foot passageway, which gave a right of way to 
the property in the rear. With the proviso that the 
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exposed wall mentioned above was covered with metal 
and all openings through same provided with metal 
frames and sash with wire glass, the Board sustained the 
appeal. 
CasE No. 1006. 
November 138, 1916. 

The area was refused a permit to construct an 
extension at the rear of the first story and basement of a 
second-class building, and to omit a rear fire escape. 
The first story was occupied as a store and the rest of the 
building by tenements, the building being five stories in 
height. The Board dismissed the appeal with reference 
to the fire escape, after an examination of the plans. 
As the proposed extension at the rear of the store went 
no higher than the second floor, giving the required 
exposure to all tenements above the second floor, at the 
rear of the building, the Board, with the proviso that the 
extension at the rear was modified so that the fire escape, 
above mentioned, could be provided, sustained the 
appeal. 

Case No. 1007. 
November 20, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
containing a hall, as same did not comply with the 
requirements of law as to theaters. The hall in question 
was on the level with the grade of the sidewalk and 
seated about three hundred. The hall was not to be 
used for theatrical purposes or for entertainments, there 
being no arrangements for curtain, scenery, etc. With 
the proviso that a fire escape was provided at the rear 
of the building to give egress from the third floor to the 
sround, the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 1008. 
December 15, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect eight 
wooden tenement houses, as same did not comply with 
the requirements of law as to tenement houses. After 
an examination of the plans of the proposed buildings, 
the Board was of the opinion that the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner was right and dismissed the 
appeal. 
CasE No. 1009. 
November 28, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building, 
which was to be used as a film exchange, as same con- 
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tained an exhibition room and did not comply with the 
requirements of law as to assembly halls. The Board 
found that the room used for the exhibition of pictures 
could not properly be called an ‘‘assembly hall,” since, 
allowing the 6 square feet per person, the exhibition 
room would accommodate only nine: The appeal 
was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 1010. 

November 28, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to build a second- 
class building to be occupied as a small synagogue with 
accommodations for about three hundred people on the 
main floor and about seventy-five in the balcony, this 
building to be used as an annex to an adjoining larger 
synagogue, as the egress shown was insufficient in the 
opinion of the Building Commissioner. The Board 
was of the opinion that the egress shown was ample, 
and owing to the nature of the building and the purpose 
for which it was to be used this should be considered 

a specific case. The appeal was therefore sustained. 


CasE No. 1011. 
. December 1, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
to be used as a theater as same was in violation of several 
sections of chapter 550 relating to such buildings. The 
appellant wished to cut openings in proscenium wall for 
organ, and fireproof under, over and back of organ equip- 
ment; to omit sprinklers in two basement toilet rooms, 
and to omit plastering or other fireproofing on flanges of 
roof beams. The Board was of the opinion that as the 
space provided for the organ was fireproof throughout, 
the appeal should be sustained in this particular; that 
since it is not required that the trusses on which roof 
beams are carried should be fireproofed, it would be 
unnecessary to fireproof the flanges of the roof beams. 
The appeal was dismissed as to the omission of sprinklers. 


-CasE No. 1012. 
December 1, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to amend his 
plans for a second-class building as the egress was not 
satisfactory to the Building Commissioner. The plans 
upon which the original permit was granted showed a 
partition shutting off the staircase from the main corridor

on each floor. This partition was provided with a single 
door, opening in such a way that it interfered with the 
entrance door to the adjoining suites. The appellant 
wished to omit these doors and partition. The Board 
was of the opinion that in this specific case the egress 
would be improved by the omission of the partition, and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1018. 
November 28, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building because the proposed addition of a piazza 
would bring the building nearer than 5 feet to the adjoin- 
ing lot line. The Board was of the opinion that the law 
was only intended to apply to buildings hereafter erected 
in this case, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1014. 
November 28, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend her 
plans so as to build a wooden piazza at the rear of a 
third-class building in place of an iron fire escape, a 
permit for which had been granted. ‘The piazza was to 
be provided with stairs leading from the third floor to 
the ground. The Board, with the proviso that said 
wooden piazza did not come nearer than 5 feet to the 
adjoining lot line, sustained the appeal. 


CasEe No. 1015. 
December 1, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a five- 
story second-class building, with a store on the first 
floor, this first floor being fireproof throughout. The 
appellant intended to rearrange the floors and change 
the building into a tenement house with a store on the 
first floor. Said store covered the entire area of the 
lot, the tenement house above same setting back from 
the rear lot line a distance of 20 feet. The Board was 
of the opinion that the proposed tenements above the 
store would be amply provided with light and ventila- 
tion, the rear of said tenements being 8 feet farther 
back from the lot line than required by law, and that 
it would be a manifest injustice to require the appellant 
to cut 12 feet from the rear of the existing store, since 
no advantage would be gained by this operation. The 
appeal was therefore sustained. 
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CasE No. 1016. 
December 1, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
into a four-story tenement house because the egress was 
not satisfactory to the Building Commissioner. The 
building was very small, covering only 600 square 
feet, and was provided with three means of egress, 
one being by means of an interior iron staircase. ‘There 
were but four rooms on each floor, each room having one 
direct means of egress. The Board was of the opinion 
that the egress was ample, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1017. 
December 1, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to remove a par- 
tition between a store and room adjoining on the first 
floor of a second-class building. ‘The building was used 
as a tenement house in the stories above the store. The 
Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice, owing to the minor nature of the alteration, 
to refuse a permit, and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 1018. 
November 28, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to make certain 
changes in ‘the interior of a third-class building, said 
building having front and side wall of brick. The build- 
ing in question was connected with the adjoining building 
by means of one opening on each floor through a brick 
party wall. The entire building, as altered, was to be 
used for mercantile purposes, the floors being reinforced 
by the introduction of new posts and girders. ‘The 
building was not to be increased in area and there were 
to be no changes in the first floor. Owing to the nature 
of the alteration, the Board believed it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse a permit, and sustained the 
appeal. 


CasE No. 1019. 
December 1, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
second-class building because the egress would not be 
satisfactory to the Building Commissioner. One tenant 
occupied the entire building. It was the intention of 
the appellant to install a new elevator in a fireproof 
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inclosure from basement to about ten feet above roof, 
with doors on each floor landing, and change the location 
of stairs, bringing them nearer the front of the building 
and landing same in the store. With the proviso that 
the stairway was inclosed in fireproof partitions, the 
Board was of the opinion that the egress was satisfactory, 
and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 1020. | 
December 1, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a second- 
class building as all of the external finish was not of 
incombustible material, as required by law. The 
building was of second-class construction with the 
exception of the cornice, which was of wood. The build- 
ing was outside of the fire limits, and could have been 
constructed of wood throughout, with the exception of 
that part which came within 5 feet of the adjoining lot 
line. The exterior masonry walls of the building in 
question ran above the roof, forming a parapet wall. 
The only portion of the building which projected within 
5 feet of the lot line was the return of the main cornice, 
which extended along the side wall of the building a 
distance of about five feet. As the entire building was 
very much better than the law required, and as the 
violation was very slight, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1021. 
December 8, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a single- 
family dwelling house of second-class construction, said 
alterations consisting of installing a new passenger 
elevator in a fireproof inclosure, and rearranging certain 
interior partitions. The rear of the first floor was to be 
extended, and the entire first floor was to be used for 
mercantile purposes. The remaining portion of the 
building above the store was to be used for offices. The 
Board, after an examination of the plans, was of the 
opinion that the proposed alterations would not impair 
the stability or increase the fire risk of the structure. 
As to egress, the Board believed that in view of the 
character and occupation of the building, reasonable 
means of egress were provided. The appeal was there- 
fore sustained. 
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Case No. 1022. 
December 15, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend his 
plans so as to omit the outside egress and automatic 
sprinklers shown on the plans he originally filed with 
the Building Department, and for which he received a 
permit. The Board made a careful examination of the 
plans as to egress, and was of the opinion that the refusal 
of the Building Commissioner to allow the appellant to 
omit the outside fire escape shown on the original plans 
was reasonable and affirmed same. With reference to 
sprinklers, the Board was of the opinion that the appeal 
should be sustained because technically the building 
was no more than three stories in height. 


Casp No. 1023. 


Order of the Building Commissioner to provide addi- 
tional egress. Case not yet heard by Board. 


Case No. 1024. 
December 15, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a two- 
story third-class building, said alterations consisting 
of adding two small chambers on the second floor of the 
building over an existing one-story ell. Owing to the 
minor character of the alteration, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 1025. 
December 15, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a church 
as the egress shown was not satisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner. ‘The Board found that the egress shown 
on the revised plan submitted by the appellant was 
ample for a Pe of this kind, and sustained the 
appeal. 


CasE No. 1026. . 
December 15, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to move two 
buildings within the fire limits. The Board found that 
the law did not prohibit moving a building already 
within the fire limits to another location within said 
limits, and sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 1027. 
December 22, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend his 
plans so as to change piazza rails and balusters as shown 
on his original plans to 2-inch by 2-inch balusters and 
4-inch by 4-inch rails of wood. The building in question 
was of second-class construction, and was to be occupied 
as a dwelling containing six apartments. The Board 
found that in this case the fire risk was not increased by 
the use of the wood rails, since the law allows wood con- 
struction in the flooring of the piazza. The appeal was 
sustained. 


Case No. 1028. 
December 22, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter an existing 
third-class dwelling house, three stories in height, the 
alterations consisting of installing toilets on vent shaft; 
constructing outside rear stairway and remodeling dor- 
mer window, the existing dormer windows being made 
of wood. ‘The Board was of the opinion that the build- 
ing was improved by the proposed alterations as to egress 
and sanitary conditions and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1029. 
January 20, 1917. 

The appellant was ordered to secure a building which 
was unsafe in the opinion of the Building Commissioner. 
The building in question was an old building, built 
without piles on filled land. The building inclined 
about 7 inches towards the west. On the westerly side 
of the building in question a new building had been put 
up about four years previous, the new structure being 
built so that the walls of both buildings practically 
formed a party wall, and the newer building thus formed 
a support for the older one. It appeared that on the 
lot east of the building in question a new building was 
proposed to be erected, and the cellar therefor had 
already been excavated and piles driven for the founda- 
tion. Pursuant to orders from the Building Commis- 
sioner, shores were put in to support the easterly wall of 
the building in question, and because of these shores 
the owner of the easterly lot was prevented from erecting 
a building on his land. An eminent consulting engineer 
testified that there was no evidence of. settlement any- 
where in the building in question, and that it was safe 
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to remove the shores since the inclination of the building 
was on the westerly side. With the proviso that the 
foundation of the building to be erected on the easterly 
lot was brought to the point of each shore before remov- 
ing same, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1030. 
December 22, 1916. 

The appellant was naeneed| a permit to erect a building, 
constructing a very small portion of a foundation wall 
below the first floor of material other than masonry or 
metal. This portion covered about 10 lineal feet and 
was at the corner of the building in which the rear stairs 
were located. A thin wall was to be made at this point — 
in order to permit of the stairs continuing to the base- 
ment the full width instead of being narrowed by keep- 
ing the foundation wall up to the level of the bottom 
of the floor joists. The walls in question did not sup- 
port any part of the first floor joists as the stair well 
occurred at this point. The exterior studded walls 
were carried by stone foundation wall just above grade. 
On the ground that it would be a manifest injustice to 
refuse a permit in this specific case, the appeal was sus- 
tained. 


Case No. 1081. 
- December 29, 1916. 

The canal was refused a permit to alter two third- 
class buildings, said alterations having been made neces- 
sary by the widening of the street upon which they stood. 
The appellant wished to make a one-story addition to 
one building, after moving said building back to the 
new street line. He wished also to make a very slight 
addition to the other building, this building, also, to be 
moved back to the new street line. The Board found 
that the law did not prohibit moving the buildings in 
question, and, with the proviso that the additions were 
made as near second class as possible, the appeal was 
sustained. 


Case No. 10382. 
December 29, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring him to remove violation existing 
in a certain building. The Board found that the order 
of the Commissioner was reasonable, and dismissed the 
appeal. 
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Case No. 10383. 
See Case No. 1029. 


CasE No. 1034. 
December 29, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
because, being in excess of 3,500 square feet, 1t was 
required to be of first-class construction. Upon an 
examination of the plans, the Board found that the 
arrangement of the plan was such that the building 
became practically two separate buildings, containing 
less than 3,500 square feet each. The egress from the 
buildings was very satisfactory. The Board was of 
the opinion that this was a specific case not contemplated 
by the law though covered by it, and therefore sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Case No. 1035. 
December 29, 1916. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
as the proposed roof construction was not capable of 
carrying a live load of forty pounds per square foot as 
required by law. The Board found that while the pro- 
posed roof construction did not technically comply 
with the requirements of law, the work, when done, 
would fully comply with the spirit of the law as to safety. 
The work had been approved by one of the most eminent 
authorities on construction, in whose judgment the 
Board had the utmost confidence. The appeal was 


sustained. 
CasE No. 1036. 
January 12, 1917. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
as the omission of fireproofing on roof beams would be 
in violation of law. The building in question was to be 
of first-class construction, except that certain columns 
were not protected with fireproofing. The building 
could have been built of second-class construction. In 
view of the conditions, the Board was of the opinion that 
it would be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit, and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1037. 
December 29, 1916. 


The appellant was refused a permit to erect a wooden 
coal shed one story in height, the roof of which was 
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supported by wooden posts, said posts resting on a 
concrete foundation. The building was to be open on 
two sides with planking 2 inches thick on other sides. 
The Board was of the opinion that since the law allowed 
the construction of coal elevators for the storage of coal 
or grain of third class, it would be a manifest injustice 
to refuse the appellant a permit in this case. The 
appeal was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 1088. 
January 20, 1917. 

The Building Commissioner refused to accept an 
application for the use of asphalt shingles, as said applica- 
tion did not set forth the quality, weight and thickness 
of the shingle proposed to be used as required by law. 
The Board was of the opinion that the information given 
by the appellant in her application was insufficient and, 
without deciding as to the merits of the shingles in 
question, dismissed the appeal 


CasE No. 10389. 

December 29, 1916. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect certain — 
wooden partitions in the interior of his building, these 
partitions being partly movable, being constructed on 
the principle of large sliding doors. The building in 
which these partitions and doors were to be installed 
was of first-class construction and was to be used as a 
garage and repair shop.. The Board was of the opinion 
that owing to the fact that the partitions were practically 
of sliding-door construction, only a small proportion 
of same being stationary, 1t would be a manifest injus- 

tice to refuse a permit. The appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 1040. 
January 12, 1917. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building having a store on the first floor with 
tenements for four families above. The alterations 
consisted of putting in a new store front, removing a 
partition and making the store about 12 feet deeper. 
Owing to the minor character of the alterations, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 1041. 

January 12, 1917. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
as the egress shown was not satisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner. After a careful examination of the plans, 
the Board agreed with the Commissioner and dismissed 

the appeal. 
Case No. 1042. 

January 5, 1917. 
The appellant was refused a permit to make an exten- 
sion at the rear of a store in the first floor of an existing 
tenement building, said building being of second-class 
construction. The wall of the tenement house above 
the store was approximately 16 feet from the rear lot 
line, and the extension did not extend above the level of 
the floor of the first-floor tenement. ‘The floor of the 
store was to be of first-class construction. The exposure 
of the tenements above was not affected by the proposed 
alteration, the depth of the court at the rear of the 
tenement portion of the building remaining the same as 

formerly. In view of this, the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 1048. 
January 5, 1917. 

The appellant was refused a permit to cut a door 
in the side of a dwelling house to make a more convenient 
entrance to his house. The alteration, when done, 
would not of necessity convert the room into which the 
door opens into a store. The Board found that the 
appellant was within his rights in making the alteration 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1044. 
January 26, 1917. 

The appellant was refused a permit by the Building 
Commissioner to alter a private dwelling house of third- 
class construction, said alterations consisting of a 
balcony, with a roof of tar and gravel from the second 
floor. The Board was of the opinion that it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit, and 
therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 1045. 
January 12, 1917. 


The appellant was refused a permit to alter a theater 
building as the floor load capacity was not satisfactory to 
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the Building Commissioner. The appellant wished to 
allow 105 pounds live load per square foot in the balcony 
of the theater. The proposed work was examined by one 
of the most eminent authorities on construction, and it 
was his opinion that the floor load capacity was satis- 
factory. The Board, having the fullest confidence in the 
aforesaid authority, felt that it would be a manifest 
injustice, in this specific case, to compel the appellant to 
allow a greater number of pounds live load to the square 
foot than absolute safety requires. The appeal was 
therefore sustained. 


CasE No. 1046. 
January 17, 1917. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
which was to be used as a film exchange, as same con- 
tained an exhibition room and did not comply with the 
requirements of law as to assembly halls.. The Board 
found that the room used for the exhibition of pictures 
could not properly be called an ‘‘assembly hall,” since 
it was not customary for more than a few people to be 
accommodated in this room at any one time. The 
appeal was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 1047. 
Case not yet heard by Board. 


Case No. 1048. 
January 17, 1917. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building, 
the alterations consisting of adding two new upper 
stories and building a penthouse on the roof. Certain 
portions of the party walls on the second and third 
stories were 4 inches less than the legal thickness. Floor 
loads were supported independently by columns as 
mentioned above, the walls carrying only their own 
weight. The Board believed that no advantage to the 
building would be gained as to strength and stability 
by requiring the appellant to increase the thickness of 
this small portion of the walls. The appeal was there- 
fore sustained as to this particular. As to the penthouse, 
the Board found that it would be impracticable to build 
same of the legal size. The penthouse was to be used 
solely for the housing of machinery and tanks, etc., 
which were absolutely necessary. The appeal was also 
sustained as to the penthouse. 
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Case No. 1049. 
Not yet heard by Board. 


Que No. 1050. 
January 20, 1917. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect two 
piazzas at the rear of a three-family dwelling of the 
third class, said piazzas being on the second and third 
floors. A stairway from the piazzas was to be provided 
to the grade of the yard at the rear. The building was 
40 feet from the rear lot line. The area of the building 
was not to be increased, and the Board was of the 
opinion that the egress would be improved. ‘The appeal 
was sustained. 


Case No. 1051. 
January 26, 1917. 

Appellant was refused a permit to construct a hopper 
for the storage of sand and gravel, 9 feet 6 inches wide, 
21 feet 6 inches long, constructed of heavy timbers 
resting on a concrete foundation. The floor and sides 
of the hopper were to be of planking. The plans sub- 
mitted showed in detail the method by which the hopper 
was to be operated. The Board BOUT av ed the plan 
and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 1052. 
January 26, 1917. 

The appellant was refused a permit to lower the floor 
of a certain portion of an existing dwelling house and to 
use said portion as a store. The store was to be of 
fireproof construction with the exception of the ceiling, 
which was to be wire lathed and plastered. The store 
was entirely cut off from the rest of the building. The 
appeal was sustained. 
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CASES PENDING WHEN 1916 REPORT WAS 
ISSUED. 


Case No. 563. 
July 17, 1916. 

Appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to install sprinklers, inclose stairways to 
basement, etc., in a mercantile building. The Board, 
upon an inspection of the premises, was of the opinion 
that all of the orders of the Building Commissioner 
were reasonable with the exception of that relative to 
sprinklers; with reference to sprinklers, the Board found 
that the Building Commissioner had no jurisdiction to 
order same in this specific case. The appeal was there- 
fore sustained as to sprinklers and dismissed as to all 
other orders. 


Case No. 565. 
July 17, 1916. 
Same as 563. 


Case No. 600. 
August 14, 1916. 

Appellant appealed from several orders of the Build- 
ing Commissioner relative to egress. Upon an inspec- 
tion of the premises, the Board found that it would be 
an unnecessary hardship to require the appellant to 
inclose the fire escapes, stairway and elevators as 
ordered by the Building Commissioner, and the appeal, 
with reference to these particulars, was sustained. All 
other orders of the Building Commissioner were affirmed. 


Case No. 601. 
February 7, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the Building Commis- 
sioner’s order to provide fire escapes and sprinkler 
system in a mercantile building. The Board, after 
hearing the appellants, examining the plans and in- 
specting the premises, was of the opinion that the Build- 
ing Commissioner’s order as to fire escapes was reason- 
able and affirmed same. As to the order relative to 
providing the sprinkler system, the Board was of the 
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opinion that the Building Commissioner had no juris- 
diction in this specific case to order same installed, and 
therefore annulled said order. 


Case No. 603. 
February 26, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an examination of the plans and an inspection of the 
premises, the Board found all of the Building Commis- 
sioner’s orders, except those with reference to sprinklers, 
had either already been complied with or were not 
applicable. In the matter of sprinklers, the Board 
found that one of the buildings in question contained 
more than ten suites, and therefore ordered sprinklers 
in said building. 


CasE No. 606. 
August 14, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board was of the 
opinion that the order of the Building Commissioner 
was reasonable, and therefore affirmed same. 


CasE No. 618. 
May 17, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board found that the 
building in question was not a tenement house, and 
that therefore the above requirements did not apply 
to this building. The appellant, however, was desirous 
of complying with any reasonable recommendation the 
Board might make towards increasing the safety of the 
building. With the proviso, therefore, that several 
recommendations that it made were complied with, the 
Board annulled the order of the Building Commissioner. 


Case No. 618. 
March 7, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the Building Commis- 
sioner’s order to remove cause of danger in certain 
premises as the building was unsafe and dangerous 
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in its existing condition. Upon an inspection of the 
premises the Board affirmed the order of the Commis- 
sioner, and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 647. 
July 17, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from several orders of the 
Building Commissioner relative to improving the egress 
from a first-class building. Upon an inspection of the 
premises, the Board found the egress from the building 
satisfactory, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 650. 
November 6, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to remove cause of danger existing in a 
certain building. The Board, after an inspection of the 
premises, affirmed the Commissioner’s order. 


Case No. 651. 
November 20, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide additional egress from a certain 
building. After an inspection of the premises, the 
Board affirmed the Commissioner’s order and dismissed 
the appeal. 
Case No. 652. 
March 11, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring fire escapes to be installed on 
front and rear of his building. The Board found, upon 
an inspection of the premises, that said premises con- 
tained two connecting rooms on each floor. The build- 
ing had one interior staircase, and was separated from 
the adjoining building by a brick party wall. The 
Board was of the opinion that balconies at the rear of 
the premises, connecting the rooms on either side of the 
above mentioned wall, would give ample additional 
egress. [The Commissioner’s order was therefore modi- 
fied, and the appellant was ordered to provide the said 
balconies. 
Case No. 658. 
February 26, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the Building Commis- 
sioner’s order to put his buildings in good condition and 
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to provide additional egress from same. The Board, 
after an inspection of the premises, found that the owner 
had put the buildings in question in good condition. As 
to egress, the Board found that same should be improved 
by providing a gate in a fence at the rear of the building, 
and by providing fire escapes on the second floor of the 
building in the form of connecting balconies reached from 
the rooms on either side of the party walls. With the 
proviso that the above improvements were made, the 
appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 654. 
March 11, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the Building Commis- 
sioner’s order requiring fire escapes to be installed on 
front and rear of his building. Upon an inspection of 
the premises the Board found that they contained two 
connecting rooms on each floor. The building had one 
interior staircase, and was separated from the adjoining 
building by a brick party wall. With the proviso that 
baleonies were provided at the rear of the premises 
connecting the rooms on either side of the above men- 
tioned party wall, the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 659. 
April 7, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring additional egress. The Board 
found, upon an inspection of the premises, that the egress 
was insufficient and that all floors of the building in 
question should be provided with connecting balconies 
either on the front or rear, these balconies to lead to 
either of the adjoining houses, which were separated 
from the house in question by brick party walls. With 
the proviso that these balconies were installed, the 
appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 679. 
May 17, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring additional egress from his build- 
ing. Upon an inspection of the premises, the Board 
found the egress ample, there being a fire escape from 
each tenement, and egress to the outer air at the foot of 
an iron staircase. The Board was of the opinion, how- 
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ever, that openings in stairway inclosures to basement 
should be protected by metal-covered self-closing doors; 
that the dumb-waiter shafts should be metal covered 
and that fireproof doors to same should be provided. 
With the proviso that these requirements were complied 
with, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 691. 
March 11, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the order of the Build- 
ing Commissioner to provide fire escapes on certain 
buildings. The Board found, upon an inspection of 
the premises, that if balconies on the rear of the build- 
ings connecting the second and fourth floors on either 
side of the party walls were provided, the buildings 
would be supplied with reasonable egress. With the 
proviso that these balconies were installed, the appeal 
was sustained. 


Case No. 693. 
May 17, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the Building Commis- 
sioner’s order to inclose stairs in basement and provide 
direct egress from same to outer air in certain premises. 
The Board found, upon an inspection of the premises in 
question, that the stairway leading to the basement was 
inclosed in brick walls, but that there were two unpro- 
tected openings in same. There was a passageway 
leading from the cellar to the street, shut off from same 
by a door which could be unlocked from the inside. At 
the court end of the passageway the exit was closed. 
The Board was of the opinion that this latter exit should 
remain open permanently, and that the openings in 
brick wall inclosing the basement stairs should be pro- 
tected by metal-covered self-closing doors. With these 

provisos, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 694. 
August 21, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the requirements of sec- 
tion 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, asamended. Uponan 
inspection of the premises, the Board found that the 
order of the Building Commissioner with reference to 
sprinklers was reasonable and affirmed same. With 
reference to all other orders, the Board was of the opinion 
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that, owing to the construction and arrangement of the 
basement and of the construction of the main staircase, it 
would be a manifest injustice to require the appellant 
to comply with same. The appeal was therefore sus- 
tained as to all orders except sprinklers. 


CasE No. 695. 
December 15, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide sprinklers in a certain building. 
Upon an inspection of the premises, the Board found the 
order of the Building Commissioner reasonable and 
affirmed same. 


Casgs Nos. 698, 699. 
November 28, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. The 
Board, upon an inspection of the premises, found that 
the building in question should be exempted from the 
requirements of the above section and sustained the 
appeal. 


CasE No. 701. 
December 22, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to inclose stairs and dumb-waiter in 
basement and to keep halls lighted during the night. 
The Board was of the opinion, after an inspection of the 
premises, that the building in question owing to existing 
conditions should be exempted from the requirements 
of section 4 with reference to inclosing the stairs. The 
appeal was therefore sustained in this particular and 
dismissed in the other particulars. 


Case No. 708. 
May 17, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board found the build- 
ing in question of first-class construction and in excellent 
condition. In view of all the conditions, the Board was 
of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to 
require the appellant to conform to the above require- 
ments and sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 704. 
November 13, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board found that the 
order of the Building Commissioner was reasonable 
and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 705. 
February 26, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, asamended. Upon 
an inspection of the plans and premises, the Board found 
all orders of the Building Commissioner, except those 
with reference to sprinklers, either complied with or not 
applicable. In the matter of sprinklers, the Board 
found that one of the buildings in question contained 
more than ten suites and in this building the installa- 
tion of sprinklers was ordered. 


Case No. 707. 
August 21, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring sprinklers to be installed in a 
certain building. Upon an inspection of the premises, the 
Board found that the entire first floor was of fireproof 
construction and that there was no heating apparatus in 
the cellar of the building. In view of this, the Board was 
of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to 
require the appellant to install sprinklers and therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 708. 
August 30, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board found that the 
above requirements did not apply to this case except 
that portion of same which refers to lighting of public 
halls and stairs. With the proviso that this part of the 
order was complied with, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 711. 
December 15, 1916. 


The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring him to install a fireproof passage-

way to basement and to outer air, and automatic sprink- 
lers in a certain building. Upon an inspection of the 
premises, the Board found that the passageway had 
already been installed. The Board considered the order 
relative to automatic sprinklers reasonable and dis- 
missed the appeal in this particular. 


Case No. 712. 
March 11, 1916. 

The appellant was ordered by the Building Commis- 
sioner to provide lights in hallways; provide fireproof 
partitions in basement, and provide automatic sprinklers 
in his building. Upon an inspection of the premises, 
the Board found that the orders of the Building Com- 
missioner, with the exception of sprinklers, had been 
complied with. In the matter of sprinklers, the Board 
found the basement of the building in very good con- 
dition and well safeguarded against fire. With the 
proviso that the appellant provided electricity in place 
of gas for illuminating purposes in the basement, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 716. 
November 20, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide a fireproof passageway to 
basement and to outer air and to install automatic 
sprinklers in a certain building. Upon an inspection 
of the premises, the Board found that the fireproof 
passageway had been installed. With reference to 
sprinklers, the Board believed the order of the Commis- 
sioner reasonable and affirmed same. 


Case No. 717. 
August 14, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to install a fireproof passageway to base- 
ment and to outer air and automatic sprinklers in 
certain premises. Upon an inspection of the premises 
by the Board, it was found that the passageway leading 
from basement staircases does not connect with the 
street or alley through a fireproof passageway. The 
Board was of the opinion that if the staircases were 
inclosed by fireproof walls, with a self-closing door at 
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the foot of same, that a passageway would be unnecessary. 
The Building Commissioner’s order as to sprinklers was 
affirmed. 


Case No. 718. 
November 20, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an inspection of the premises in question, the Board 
found that the building was not a tenement house as 
defined under section 42. In view of this, the Board 
was of the opinion that the above requirements were 
not applicable to this case and the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 720. 
November 20, 1916. 


Same as No. 718. 


Case No. 721. 
November 10, 1916. 

The appellant was ordered to install automatic 
sprinklers and to inclose stairway in basement with 
fireproof walls, also to provide a fireproof passageway to 
outer airin basement. Upon an inspection of the prem- 
ises, the Board found that the first floor of the building 
was of fireproof construction. The basement of the 
building was occupied by stores which were entirely 
shut off from the floors above. ‘There was no staircase 
leading from the basement to the first floor, and the 
cellar below the basement floor was reached by an 
exterior passageway leading from the street. The Board 
was of the opinion, therefore, that the order with ref- 
erence to inclosing the staircase did not apply in this 
case. With reference to sprinklers, the Board was of 
the opinion that owing to the fireproof construction of 
the basement, and the fact that said basement was 
entirely separated from the dwellings above, it would 
be an injustice to require the appellant to install same. 
The appeal was therefore sustained. 


Case No. 722. 
December 22, 1916. 
The appellant was ordered to install sprinklers. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board found that the 
buildings contained no basements, there being immedi- 
ately below the first floor of each building a low cellar, 
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approximately four feet in height. It was found that 
the cellars were not used nor were capable of being used 
by the tenants of the buildings and that they did not 
contain any heating apparatus. On the ground that 
this was a specific case not contemplated by the law, the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 728. 
December 15, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board found that 
that part of the order of the Building Commissioner 
which related to lights in hallways and on stairs had 
been complied with. ‘There were no elevators, vent or 
dumb-waiter shafts.. Owing to the peculiar construction 
of the basement, the inclosing of the stairway was not 
practical, and would result in no additional safety to the 
building. ‘The appeal was therefore sustained in these 
particulars. With reference to sprinklers, the Board 
believed the Commissioner’s order reasonable and 
affirmed same. 


Case No. 724. 
August 30, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to inclose basement of a building in 
masonry walls, the stairway leading from the first floor 
to the basement to lead directly into a passageway con- 
structed in such a manner and with such exits and fire 
doors as the Building Commissioner shall deem necessary 
and to provide automatic sprinklers in basement. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, it appeared that the build- 
ing contained ten families above the basement, and a 
small suite with a separate doorway and two means of 
egress in the basement. The Board was of the opinion 
that if the stairway was inclosed in fireproof partitions, 
with fireproof self-closing door at the foot of same, the 
requirement as to the passageway should be waived. 
The appeal was dismissed as to sprinklers. 


CasE No. 725. 
. December 1, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to inclose a stairway from the first floor 
to the basement in masonry walls and to provide auto- 
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matic sprinklers in a building. Upon an inspection of 
the premises, the Board found that the buildings in 
question were connected with one another in the base- 
ment through openings in the party walls. With the 
proviso that these openings were protected on both sides 
of each party wall by fireproof, eat doors, the 
appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 732. 
December 1, 1916. 
The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner requiring additional egress. Upon an 
inspection of the premises, the Board found that a 
majority of the suites were provided with two means of 
egress. With the proviso that a second means of egress, 
either by means of an outside balcony or fire escape, was 
provided from those suites not provided with two means 
of egress, the appeal was sustained. 


Cases Nos. 7389, 740, 741. 
December 22, 1916. 

The appellant appealed from the requirements of 
section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. Upon 
an inspection of the premises, the Board found that the 
order of the Commissioner with reference to sprinklers 
and lights had been complied with. The building had no 
dumb waiters, vents or elevator shafts. The two stair- 
ways leading to the basement opened directly into same 
without inclosure. The Board was of the opinion that 
if each of said stairways were inclosed in fireproof par- 
titions with openings in same at foot of stairway, pro- 
tected by a fireproof, self-closing door, the passageway 
from the stairway would be unnecessary. With the 
proviso that the stairways were inclosed as above, the 
appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 762. 
March 11, 1916. 
The appellant was ordered to provide additional means 
of egress, front and rear, from his premises. Upon an 
inspection of the premises, the Board found that the 
building had one interior staircase and was separated 
from the adjoining building by a brick party wall. The 
Board was of the opinion that if connecting balconies 
were provided on the second and third floors, either front 
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or rear, so as to admit passing from the premises in 
question to the adjoining premises, that ample additional 
egress would be provided. With this proviso, the appeal 
was sustained. 
Case No... 763. 
March 11, 1916. 

The appellant was ordered by the Building Commis- 
sioner to provide a second means of egress from his 
premises. Upon an inspection of the premises, the 
Board found the building identical to that in case 762, 
and a similar decision was rendered in this case. 


CasE No. 764. 
February 5, 1916. 
The spivellant was refused a permit by the Building 
Commissioner to erect an ice house as the legal area was 
exceeded. From an inspection of the premises it ap- 
peared that the proposed building was to be isolated and 
was to face directly on a lake. ‘The building was to be 
constructed on the latest scientific principles. The 
exterior walls were to be double and the large space 
between the two walls was to be filled solid. On the 
ground that this was a specific case, the appeal was 
sustained. 
Case No. 766. 
March 11, 1916. 
Same as Case 762. 


Case No. 768. 
April 7, 1916. 

-_ The appellant appealed from the requirements of 

section 45, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as amended. It 
appeared from an inspection of the premises that the 
building in question was not a tenement house as defined 
in section 42, and therefore the requirements of law 
as contained in the above acts were not applicable in 
this case. The appeal was sustained.

Sir,— In accordance with chapter 3, section 24, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Trustees of the 
Cemetery Department present their annual report for 
the financial year ending January 31,1917. | 

This Board organized on May 1, at which time Mr. 
Charles E. Phipps was elected chairman, and Mr. 
Jacob R. Morse was elected vice chairman. 

The term of Mr. Frederick E. Atteaux expired on 
May 1, 1916, and your Honor was pleased to reappoint 
him for the five-year term ending May 1, 1921. Mr. 
Atteaux became a member of this Board in 1897 and 
has served almost continuously since that time. At the 
earnest request of a former mayor he relinquished the 
duties as trustee of this department to accept a position 
on another unpaid board in the city service. He was 
reappointed as trustee of this department and resumed 
his duties here to the intense satisfaction of himself and 
his associates. The appointment by your Honor of a 
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gentleman of the character of Mr. Atteaux, whose 
loyalty and interest in the departmental work for 
nearly twenty years has never flagged, is deeply appre- 
ciated by every member of this Board.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Cemetery Department, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit herewith 
my eighth annual report as general superintendent of 
this department for the year beginning February 1, 
1916, and ending January 31, 1917. 

A detailed statement of the work performed during 
the year is as follows: 
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As a far less amount of money was granted for the 
employment of labor during the spring, summer and 
early fall than was estimated and requested we were 
unable to accomplish much in the improvement of lots 
and avenues. Another rainy season throughout the 
summer demanded the labor of a large number of men to 
attend to the grass cutting and care. 


Mount Horr CremetTEery.— Chapel used for burial services 
27 times. Receiving tomb used 27 times. Land sold for 
burial purposes, in square feet: For lots, 5,400, 4nd for graves, 
10,000. Twenty-four government markers received and set. 
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Fourteen bodies in receiving tomb and 20 in graves removed 
from cemetery; 55 removals made within the cemetery; 18 
markers set without foundations; 2 brick graves built; 12 
vaults set. 

Improvement of lots in Mount Hope Cemetery by removal of 
surplus granite posts and lowering of corner posts. Regrading, 
fertilizing and seeding has progressed as far as possible with 
available labor. The usual amount of attention has been given 
to the trees in the various grounds of the department by the 
removal of many trees no longer useful, pruning of a very large 
number, and the usual work of gypsy moth suppression. Were 
it not for the invasion of gypsy moths from adjoining terri- 
tories each year, the trees and other growths in the various 
cemeteries of the department would at the present time be 
entirely free of infestation. 

FarRVIEW CEMETERY.— Chapel used for burial services 3 
times. Receiving tomb used 5 times. Land sold for burial 
purposes, in square feet: For lots, 3,150, and for graves, 3,888. 
Twelve removals of bodies were made within and 1 removal 
from the cemetery. 

The administration building was Reenter ed and the surround- 
ing grounds graded and seeded. One horse received in replace- 
ment; 175 loads of manure were hauled from fire engine 
houses, and 150 cubic feet of loam were hauled; 5,000 feet of 
avenues were constructed and 10,000 feet resurfaced; 75,000 
square feet of land was regraded and seeded; 2,000 square feet 
of borders sodded and 75,000 square feet of land regraded and 
seeded; 4 corner posts and 14 markers set without foundations; 
50 trees removed with stumps; 50 lot markers and 300 grave 
markers set. 

EVERGREEN CEMETERY.— Lodge used for burial services 
10 times. Receiving tomb used 12 times. Land sold for 
burial purposes, in square feet: For lots, 1,836, and for graves, 
696. Two bodies removed within cemetery; 6 bodies removed 
from cemetery; 1 brick grave built; cement vaults used 3 
times; 725 square feet borders regraded and sodded; 1,100 
square feet of land sodded and 718 square feet of lots regraded 
and seeded; 5 trees removed with stumps. 

A section of the wall at the east end of the cemetery, 160 feet 
long, 5 feet high and 2 feet thick, was rebuilt; 1 tomb at the 
Market Street Ground was repaired. 

DorcHESTER NortTH GROUND.— One thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-four square feet of ground graded and seeded and 
1,325 square feet rough graded; 25 granite posts lowered to 
gerade; 90 headstones straightened; 1 government marker 
received and set. 

DorcHESTER SoutH GRounD.— Three thousand four hun- 
dred square feet of ground graded and seeded; 425 square feet 
sods laid on banks; 4 ash trees removed; iron fence on Dor- 
chester avenue side scraped and painted; granite steps removed 
from lots graded. 
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Puipps STREET GRoUND.— One thousand six hundred and 
fifty-five square feet ground graded and sodded; 26 feet wooden 
fence, 9 feet high, built; repaired 31 feet fence, 6 feet high; 4 
tombs sealed. 

Bunker Hitt Grounp.— Fifty-one graves filled in and 
graded; 32 stones reset; 2 iron fences removed; 2 trees 
removed; raised up and repaired tool house; 28 feet wooden 
fence, 6 feet high, repaired; 712 feet of ground regraded and 
seeded down. 

Tombs repaired: Copp’s Hill, 3; South End South, 2; 
Granary, 4; King’s Chapel, 1.

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SUMMARY. 


The department estimate for 1916 was made up in 
accordance with the new budget system effective for the 
first time this year. The total amount requested was 
$99,040.08, of which amount $81,979.08 was estimated 
for labor, permanent, temporary and unassigned. The 
total amount received was $87,267.58, and the total 
spent for labor was $69,040.45, leaving a balance of 
$17,679.63 for all other departmental expenditures. 
The final balance showed an amount unexpended of 
$547.50. 

The estimate for 1917 is $112,571.14, of which amount 
$85,131.64 is for permanent, temporary and unassigned 
labor. This leaves $27,489.50 for other departmental 
expenses. In the labor estimate for 1917 is included 
the proposed increase for laborers to $2.75 the day, and 
recommendations for increases in salaries or wages which 
we believe have been fairly earned, and the employment 
of temporary labor as follows: 29 laborers for 30 weeks, 
also for repairing greenhouses at Mount Hope Cemetery 
and for renovating the Westerly Ground. 

We also recommend the reconstructing with fireproof 
material of the boiler house, workshop and coal pockets 
at Mount Hope Cemetery at an expense of about $3,200. 
Also the erection of a wrought-iron fence at Mount Hope 
Cemetery, extending from Walk Hill street along Paine 
and Canterbury streets, and then along property division 
line southerly. This fence is intended to protect a 
portion of the cemetery now entirely unprotected. The 
estimated cost of same will be $7,000. 

Under the pension system for city employees in the 
labor service the department has pensioned as follows: 
1911, 1; 1912, 7 additional, none deceased; 1913, 1 addi- 
tional, 2 deceased; 1914, 2 additional, 2 deceased; 
1915, no additions, none deceased; 1916, 3 additional, 1 
deceased. We now have 9 pensioners on the roll, and 
the total amount paid for pensions from the beginning 
is $11,823.93. 

Good progress has been made in the development of a 
large area of land at the right of the front entrance to 
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Mount Hope Cemetery on Walk Hill street. This 
work was commenced in 1916, and consists of the con- 
struction of new avenues and the laying out of lots 
which will render available for sale when completed over 
$1,000,000 in land value. 

At Copp’s Hill Ground, on the Hull street side, a low 
granite wall with an iron fence on top for a space of 150 
feet was entirely removed on account of its unsafe con- 
dition and inadequate protection. ‘This wall and fence 
was replaced by a solid brick wall about 8 feet high and 
surmounted by a concrete cap. ‘The higher stone wall 
on Hull street was thoroughly repointed. ‘The entrance 
steps were reset and repointed. The retaining wall 
between the new and the old ground, so called, was 
repointed. The stone steps from the old to the new 
eround were reset and iron railings placed on the side of 
the steps to insure the safety of persons using them. 

The lots for Civil War veterans at Mount Hope 
Cemetery are filled to the point where new lots must be 
established this year. We anticipate that the City 
Council will authorize this Board to lay out the new lots, 
and the expense incidental to this work will, of course, 
depend upon the size of the new ground set aside for the 
burial of the veterans. 

In conclusion, we can but tender our appreciation for 
the courtesy and consideration which you, as Mayor of 
the City of Boston, have accorded to our requests. We 
sincerely return our thanks to you for your coéperation.

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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The total net cost of maintenance of the Children’s Insti- 
tutions Department for the year was $170,764.50, which, de- 
vided among the whole average number of children (1,485) 
makes an average per capita expense of $114.99 for the year, 
or $2.20 per week. 

An analysis of the expenses of the Placing-Out and Office 
Division, and the Suffolk School for Boys, is given in Tables 
2B to 2F, inclusive. 

The net cost of the Placing-Out and Office Division, with 
its estimated share of the office expenses amounted to $123, 
977.67. This includes a credit of $1,462.54 on account of 
the decrease in the inventory of clothing on hand February 
1, 1917, from the inventory of the year previous. 

Of this amount, $11,202.86 has been paid for the board of 
children in the Massachusetts Hospital School at Canton and 
the Massachusetts State Infirmary. | 

The remainder, $112,774.81, has been paid for an average 
of 672 children boarded in families and an average of 262 
children in free homes. Taking together all children placed 
in families (934) we find the average per capita cost for the 
year to be $120.74, or $2.30 per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the delinquent children 
was $45,320.09, of which $43,284.89 was used for the Suf- 
folk School for boys, including an estimated share of the 
office expenses, $000. Deducting $5,322.75 as a portion of 
the amount spent for permanent improvements and furnish 
ings, the average per capita cost for each boy actually in the 
Institution (131) was $289.79 for the year, or $5.54 per 
week. 

The remainder, $2,039.20, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their own homes and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing 
Out and Office Division to some of these boys when going 
to country homes, and board paid for an average of three 
boys for the year. Taking together all delinquents, both in 
the Suffolk School for Boys and on probation (an average of 
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463,) the average per capita cost for year was $97.89, or $1.87 
per week. ; 


During the year five children attending High and Agri- 
cultural school were assisted from the Sawyer Fund Income 
to the amount of #74.76, the money being expended for 
clothing and transportation. 


From: the special appropriation for repairing wharf, fire 
protection, ete. at the Suffolk School for Boys, we have 
expended $7,640.64, leaving a balance for further work of 
#402.70.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Suffolk School for Boys is located at Rainsford Island, 
Boston Harbor. The aim of the school is to make the juv- 
enile offenders therein committed strong and healthy and to 
awaken intbem an interest in study. It also endeavors to 
teach the older boys a trade in order that they may become 
self-supporting upon their release. 

The Trustees invite your attention to the detailed account 
of the Industrial work in the Superintendent’s report that fol- 
lows. 

A serious interruption in the making of shoes was caused by 
fire destroying the shop, an account of which is also contained 
in the same report. The Trustees highly commended the boys 
for their excellent work during the fire and awarded extra 
merits to them in appreciation of the services rendered in this 
emergency. 

The pupils in the school class-rooms have made their usual 
progress during the year, giving an exhibition at the close of 
the June term as customary out of doors, to which friend were 
invited. 

The necessity of good reading is recognized and is always 
encouraged and the boys are responsive to its influence. In 
addition to the school library, the Boston Public Library gives 
a regular deposit of books, and generously supplies us with 
the best juvenile periodicals and magazines for which the 
Trustees wish to express their gratitude. 

There is a resident physician employed here to look after 
the health of the boys as well as a Dentist who visits the 
school at intervals. 

The pupils here receive religious instruction. Rev. Father 
James Bric, $.J. conducts the Catholic services, assisted in his 
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Catechism work by volunteer young women and young men. 
Rey. George E.Stokes conducts the Protestant services, and 
Mr. N. I. Goodman instructs the Hebrew boys. 

The Trustees take this opportunity to thank all who devote 
time and energy to this spiritual work,as well as those who have 
assisted in the entertainment of the boys. 

In return the boys are most responsive to the interest taken 
in them, and they try hard to keep the high resolutions made 
when at school. Inthe report of the Parole-Agent, together 
with the tables of statistics which is included, may be seen the 
direct results of this training. 

We are now living in critical times. Times that call for 
loyalty and true patriotism. Here it may be said that scarcely 


a day passes in which some boys—former pupils of the Suffolk 





school—do not offer their services and enroll and enlist as vol- 
unteers in their Country’s defense; so that if true patriotism 
is the test of good citizenship, then these boys have been 
weighed in the balance and have not been found wanting.

The average daily attendance has decreased from 136 to 124 
There have been 53 commitments from the various courts, a 
decrease of 52 in numbers from last year. There have been 32

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1914. There were 151 released on probation and one died at 
Long Island Hospital. 

Except for one misfortune the year has been one of uninter- 
rupted progress. ‘There have been no runaways or attempts 
to escape. On the night of December 21st, 1916, our shoe 
factory was totally destroyed by fire. Machines and stock to 
the value of $10,000 were demolished. ‘This accounts for the 
decreased amount of the income of this industry for this year 
and for the increased appropriation. 

A revenue of $4,354.30 was secured to us from the sale of 
the products of our several industries. For permanent im- 
provements and new machinery the sum of $1,522.76 was ex- 


pended. 


HEALTH 

The health of both the boys and officers has been unusually 
good. We exercised extreme precaution during the out- 
break of the infantile paralysis in the city proper in not 
allowing any children to be brought to the island by visiting 
parents. Jappend the report of the resident physician; 

Boston, Feb. 1, 1917. 
To Supt. J. J. Ryan, Suffolk School for Boys :— 

According to custom, I herewith submit my report of work 
done in the Medical Dept. for the year just passed. ‘There have 
been 700 cases treated in the Dispensary, also regular dental su- 
pervision by the visiting dentist. It has been necessary to send 
only nine cases to Long Island Hospital. Onedied there of ty- 
phoid fever which he contracted supposedly from eating raw mus- 
sels picked up on the beach. ‘There were three cases of fracture. 
We were fortunate in not having a case of anterior poliomyelitis. 
The general health of the boys has been good.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 
Our work in the school rooms has been carried on the same 
as last year. One change took place in the teaching force. I 
have come to a conclusion that achange in the time and length 
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of the teaching terms should be made which would act to the 
greater advantage of the boys, since they are here all the year 
around. At present the vacation periods correspond to the 
vacations of the Boston public schools, which means a long 
period of the year with no school activities. It would be a 
much better arrangement it seems to me to have the school 
year divided into four terms of ten weeks each with three weeks 
vacation between each term, or increase the renumeration of the 
teachers and reduce the number of weeks vacation between each 
term to one or two weeks. The boys enjoy their school work, 
und in most cases the additional amount of schooling obtained 
in making this change would result to the advantage of the 
pupil. ; 

‘There was the usual exhibition of school, industrial and 
farm work accomplished during the year. The closing 
exercises were held as usual out of doors and consisted of 
recitations, chorus work and drills. An orchestra furnished 
music and the usual collation was served. 

The school equipment is good. ‘The reading is supple- 
mented by books and magazines from the Boston Public 
Library. 


INDUSTRIES. 


As stated elsewhere in this report a fire destroyed our shoe 
factory. ‘The boys deserve great credit for the aid they rend- 
ered in attempting to check the progress of the flames, their 
decorum during the excitment and the good spirit manifested. 
Great strides has already been made towards re-establishing 
this great educational as well as renumerative industry. 

Late in the year we were obliged to make a change in our 
force of instructors owing to the resignation of Mr. George 
F. Clark who has been in charge of the classes of printing 
almost since the establishment of the institution. Mr. Clark’s 
work both in printing and among the boys was of the highest 
order, and his absence will be long felt. The classes in car- 
pentry have done considerable new work of a more or less 
permanent nature as well as the general repairs constantly 
necessary about the institution.

The religious services have been conducted as usual by 
Rev. James J. Bric, 5.J., and Rev. George E. Stokes, D.D.

IMPROVEMENTS 


Cement seats, walks and curbings have been constructed. 
The roofs of wooden buildings have been shingled. New fire 
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escape has been put up atthe Cottage. New lawns have been 
made. A new system for fire protection is well under way. 


GENERAL 


Thisis the first report since the installation of the new 
budget system and accounts for the change in form of Table 
Number 2F. This system has made it necessary to increase 
the book-keeping at the island to a considerable extent. 

The prices of all commodities during the past year have in- 
creased, the daily attendance has been low, consequently the 
‘per capita cost has slightly increased. There are thirty em- 
ployees regularly at the institution and with a daily average 
attendance of 124 boys, the cost of raw food has been .1517, 
or fifteen and a fraction cents per day. The supplies from 
the farm increased the cost to 18 cents. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


With the exception of the change in the school year recom- 
mended elsewhere, my recommendations are identical with 
those listed in the report of last year. 


CONCLUSIONS 


I desire to take the opportunity to thank the artists who 
entertained the boys during the year, the officers who ably 
co-operated with me, and the Trustees for their visits, inter- 
est and wise advice.

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THE PLACING OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION 


REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


The Children’s Institutions Department, through the Plac- 
ing Out Division aims to maintain the care of dependent 
and neglected Children of the City of Boston. 

The child is the highest asset of the City, State or Nation. 

In the realization of the fact that the prosperity of any 
country must depend upon the quality of its citizenship, to- 
gether with the consideration that the dependent and neglec- 
ted children form a great part of the population, it will be 
perceived that no efforts should be spared in the treatment of 
our wards to bring the very best results. This argument is 
particularly emphasized at the present time when great sac- 
rifices and demands are exacted by war, likewise it shows an 
urgent necessity of the conservation of youth—for these 
children soon grow up and become the future citizens assum- 
ing the responsibilities of life, so itis upon them we must_ rely 
for the defense of of our country. 

This fact is evinced from the appended report of the Gen- 
eral Agent, in his citation of the young boys who have gallantly 
enlisted in their Country’s service at the call for volunteers. 
Mention also deserves to be made in this connection that a 
brave ward of the City of Boston was the first to sacrifice his 
life in our previous conflict with Mexico. 

It isalso worthy of attention in the General Agent’s report 
to note the number of girls and boys that have graduated from 
the Grammar Schools and are continuing their studies in 
advanced schools. 

The children entrusted to our care are boarded out in fam- 
ilies, and the selection of these homes for the children of dif- 
lerent ages must always remain a conscientious duty, involved 
with high responsibility, while the whole work needs the 
most careful supervision. Itis a fundamental principle and an 
established truth that no conceivable combination of person- 
alities can ever furnish a better environment for the child 
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than the family -for be it ever so poor and lowly “there’s no 
place like home.” ‘The home is the natural abode for child- 
hood. The home spirit and feeling should always be encour- 
aged for its development of the affections; in consequence 
our efforts to provide such a home for the children as a sub- 
stitute for the one of which they have been deprived by the 
death of their parents and other reasons, should be prudent, 
critical and courageous. In many of these homes in which 
they have been placed, these little children have so endeared 
themselves to the families and the “mothers” have grown so 
attached to them that they are most anxious to adopt them. 
The children highly appreciate kindness and are most grate- 
ful when they know one is ready to take their part. Their 
place in life is hard and their pathway is beset by many 
obstacles, bereaved, as many of them are of their natural 
protectors. They must depend upon the hand of the stranger, 
and when they see other more fortunate children accompan- 
ied by kind parents, they must suffer heartburnings and hu- 
miliations. Hence too much care and study cannot be expen- 
ded to secure the proper homes and surroundings for these 
children. 


It is now, and has long been the policy of the Trustees, and 
they insist upon its strict observance, that every child must be 
placed in a home of the same religous belief as that of its pa- 
rents, and that he must be brought up and instructed in his 
religion. The good health of the children is of great import- 
ance, and the surroundings conducive to this are potent fac- 
tors in the selection of the homes. This precaution is neces- 
sary, particularly with the infants. At the solicition of your 
Trustee, copies of the pamphlet on “Infant Care,” published 
by the Childrens’ bureau in Washington containing valuable 
instruction and information on the care of infants and young 
children, were sent by the Bureau at no expense to us to every 
boarding home wherein lived young children. The Trustees 
wish to express their thanks for the same. 


The school life of the children is interesting. When visit- 
ing the children the Trustees call at the schools attended by 
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them. It is often gratifying to hear high words of commend- 
ation trom their teachers, and at the same time it is delightful 
to see the little pupils’ faces brighten at this well-merited 
praise, thus showing how readily they respond to words of 
encouragement and affection. 

The Trustees take this opportunity to express their appre- 
ciation to all who aided and helped by their kindly co-operation. 
The work of caring for and safe-guarding the children, is of 
the highest importance and is well worth the thought and study 
that must be expended in its attainment; its value is immeas- 
urable. In the words of a noted author: “There are many 
girls full of high hopes, great possibilities and earnest plans, 
pausing a moment before they push their little boats from the 
safe shore. Let those who Jaunch them see to it that they 
have good health to man the oars, good education for ballast, 
and good principles as pilots to guide them as they voyage 
down an ever-widening river to the sea.” 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION, 


Boston, Feb. 1, 1917. 
To the Trustees for Children : — 

Following out the time-honored regulation, the General 
Agent of the Placing-Out and Office Division of the Child- 
ren’s Institutions Department submits his report for the year 
ending January 31st, 1917. The division places out minor 
wards of the City of Boston and provides for their care, cus- 
tody and control. They are classed under three heads: 

Dependent Children. Those whose parents or relatives, 
on account of misfortune or illness, are unable to care for 
them. 

Neglected Children. Commitments from the courts, ow- 
ing to the neglect or uncertain habits of parents or guardians- 

Juvenile Delinquents. Boys between the ages of 8 and 
17, on probation from the Suffolk School for Boys during 
their minority, or for any less term. 

On January 81st, 1917, the end of our year, there were 
1392 children in custody of this division, classed as follows :.

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There were 326 applications for admission during the 
year as Dependent Children. Of these 123, or 37.73 percent 
were accepted, in addition to 23 applications held over from 
the previous year; 21 were withdrawn, and 33 cases are await- 
ing further action or require additional investigation. There 
were referred to other agencies or institutions 147 cases 
(See table No. 15). 

There were 52 Neglected Children committed from the 
various courts to the custody and care of the department. 

Immediate attenton is given to all children when they are 
received at the office. As muchas possible of the family his- 
tory is secured and the legal settlement established. ‘The 
little ones are cleansed and clothed and a thorough examination 
is made by our physician. ‘The office lists of homes are con- 
sulted, a suitable one is selected and the department visitors 
take the new wards to their future homes. If hospital treat- 
ment is necessary or a special home is suggested, one is se- 
lected where particular cases have been successfully handled. 
They are always placed in families of the same religion as 
that of their parents, in accordance with a well-established 
rule of the Board of Trustees. Substantial clothing is sent 
with every child. Every three months visits of inspection are 
made and every effort is used to insure contentment and 
happiness for the little ones. The boarding homes are in- 
structed to communicate at once with the General Agent 
should any serious illness or accident occur which inight en- 
danger their welfare. Correspondence through the office is 
encouraged between children and parents and relatives. 

Juvenile Delinquents on parole from the Board of Trustees 
are returned to their parents or placed in country homes and 
work secured for them. ‘They are encouraged to be self- 
supporting and to look forward seriously to the responsi- 
bilities of their approaching manhood. Quarterly visits are 
made to them by an agent of the department. 

Two cases of appendicitis were skilfully treated at the Bos- 
ton City Hospital. Minor sicknesses were cared for by the 
local physicians and a few cases were transferred to our City 
Hospital in order to ward off any illness of a serious charac- 
ter.: During the general epidemic of Infantile Paralysis 
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throughout the State no cases were reported tous. Thisisa 
splendid proof that our wards are well looked after and a com- 
plment to our excellent homes and care-taking foster-mothers. 
Asa matter of precaution, a circular containing hints to pa- 
rents and guardians from the literature of the Boston Board of 
Health was printed and a copy sent to every one of our board- 
ing homes. A great many small operations for the removal of 
tonsils and adenoids have been arranged for and successfully 
carried out for the benefit of the future health of the child- 
ren. 


As in previous years, continued interest and inspection of the 
teeth has been given by our visitors and the Forsyth Dental 
Infirmary has again proven its value and efficiency to the child- 
ren of our City. Outside of Greater Boston, local dentists 
have given the department the benefit of special prices. | 


Five major accidents occurred, all of which were success- 
fully treated and were followed by no serious results. One 
boy, in the act of placing lead on the railroad truck, was struck 
by an engine and sustained a fracture of the skull. While 
playing ball after school another boy had an arm broken. 
Another boy, working in a mill, had one finger and a part of 
another taken off. With the kind assistance of Mr. Walter 
J.O’Malley of the Corporation Counsel’s office, a substantial 
amount of money was secured through the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act. A little girl, slipping from a chair, had her col- 
lar bone dislocated. A colored boy, while Beye in an old 
boat, was Ns drowned. | 


| Imbued with patriotic ardor, two of our ealGenpporine boys, 
with the permission of the General Agent, enlisted in the Sec- 
ond Regiment Infantry, Massachusetts National Guard for Ser- 
vice on the Mexican border and returned after an interesting 
experience. Another boy enlisted, but his physical condition 
not being up to the standard, was rejected. Two more boys 
entered service in the United States Navy and enjoying their 
new duties. 


The education of the young people has been diligently look- 
ed after and every opportunity has been sought to encourage 
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them to avail themselves of the advantages offered in the dif- 
ferent schools. 

A number of promising children have been permitted to con- 
tinue their studies after reaching the age usually looked upon 
as self-supporting. 

During the year 16 girls and 20 boys over fourteen years of 
age were continued in boarding homes while attending school, 
a decrease over the preceding period of 4 girls and an increase 
of 10 boys. 

Of the whole number of girls attending school, 23 or 46.94 
percent were in advanced schools, 22 being in high school and 
1 in an Industrial School. Of the boys, there were 18 or 48.64 
percent in advanced schools, 17 in high school and 1 in a 
Business College. 

The increase in the cost of everything used in the care of 
the children has made heavy inroads in our appropriations and 
it is only through the loyal co-operation of our boarding homes 
that we have been able to carry the division along without se- 
rious complications. An increase in the boarding home 
allowances is absolutely necessary. 

Ilegitimacy and Feeble-Mindedness still remain the hard- 
est problems. It is a most difficult task to secure homes for 
the feeble-minded. The State schools are crowded and we 
are obliged to secure private boarding homes. These are 
only obtained by effecting special arrangements with people 
who are willing to assume the responsibility of caring for this 
class of defectives. 

Through the generosity of the Boston City Hospital our 
whooping cough cases have been cared for and when the new 
hospital at West Roxbury will have been completed, one 
source of worry will be removed. 

The assistance freely given by the officials of the Boston 
City, Massachusetts General, Long Island, Boston Floating 
and Children’s Hospitals and the Massachusetts Eye and Ear 
Infirmary has been much appreciated and our thanks are due 
for their favors. 

To the members of the Overseers of the Poor of Boston 
and of other cities and towns and to the Catholic Charitable 
Bureau, the Division is greatly indebted for many good offices 
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During the year three changes have occurred in the office 
force: Misses Ellen F. McCarty, Anna F. Callaghan and 
Joseph Halper, after good and faithful service, resigning on 
account of business reasons. They were succeeded by Misses 
Katherine G. McBride, Helen M. O’Neill and Walter W. 
Englert, drawn from the Civil Service Lists. 

For their continued confidence and support, [ offer my sin- 
cere thanks to the several members of the Board of Trustees 
and to the members of the office force, I extend my appreci- 
ation for their loyalty and enthusiastic co-operation.

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THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY PLANNING BOARD 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1917. 


Boston, Mass., January 31, 1917. 


Hon. JAMES M. CurLeEy, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— Pursuant to the provisions of chapter 3, 
section 24, Revised Ordinances of 1914, the City Plan- 
ning Board respectfully submits herewith a report for 
the year ending January 31, 1917, ‘‘containing a state- 
ment of the acts and doings and receipts and expendi- 
tures of the department for such financial year, together 
with such other matters as may be required by law, or 
as the mayor or officer may deem to be of public 
interest.” | 

Again we congratulate ourselves that the personnel 
of the Board has remained unchanged, thus allowing 
our work to continue without interruption along 
established channels. Regular meetings have been held 
weekly and, in addition, members of the Board have 
given generously of their own time and ability in addres- 
sing public gatherings on the subject of City Planning, 
and in private conferences devoted to similar discussions. 
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During the past year two of our reports have been 
made available for distribution as city documents: 

East Boston, A Survey and Comprehensive Plan. 
(Document 116, 1915.) 

Summary of the Market Situation in Boston. (Docu- 
ment 118, 1915.) 

The widespread demand for copies of these two 
publications has been most gratifying, emphasizing as 
it does the fact that the principles of city planning, in 
their application to our own community, are of suffi- 
cient importance to awaken an interest in every state 
in the Union, as well as in many foreign municipalities. 


Morton STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


The Board congratulates itself also on the fact that 
its efforts during the past two years for the amelioration 
of conditions in the vicinity of Morton street in the 
North End bid fair to bear fruit. Two hundred thou- 
sand dollars has been appropriated by the city, and 
plans are being developed to wipe out one of the worst 
spots in Boston — the heart of the block through which 
Morton street passes. The menace to life and health 
in this block is difficult to describe. Little light and 
air penetrate the lower floors of buildings on a street 
only 11 feet wide and between walls 40 or 50 feet in 
height. The block covers about one and one-half 
acres, which would make six or eight suburban house 
lots for half a hundred people, but here it is cut into 
over fifty lots and houses over a thousand people, and 
this with three of the outside corners occupied by large 
factory buildings that monopolize the best exposures. 
Inside the block, Morton street, 11 to 14 feet in width, 
and three alleys, 4 to 8 feet in width, afford access to 
the buildings and serve as the dooryards and play- 
grounds for many of the parents and children 
that have no better place to go. The alleys cannot be 
kept clean and are often wet and foul. Sunlight seldom 
enters them and never reaches many of the dismal homes 
in the crowded buildings. 

These conditions are the result of gradual growth 
without design, foresight or even a fair appreciation of 
the seriousness of the situation. Nearly fifty years ago 
attention was called to the growing menace of over- . 
crowding in buildings unfit for residence. Twenty-five 
years ago, before the rebuilding of a large section of the 
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block, the city was urged to take the interior for a local 
playground., The tenants of the block are powerless to 
improve conditions; the owners cannot without sacrifice 
of much of their invested savings, and relief can come 
only through philanthropic or municipal investment of 
relatively large sums of money. 

The City Planning Board, therefore, made a careful 
study of this block which is but one of a dozen similar 
large congested blocks in the North End, though it 
appears to be one of the worst, taking into consideration 
every phase of the past, present and probable future 
conditions, and as a result of this study certain conclu- 
sions were reached. 

Based on these conclusions a plan* for the block was 
prepared which provides for the removal of one row of 
buildings along Morton street, increasing it from 11 to 
60 feet in width, and one row of buildings along Stillman 
street, increasing it from 18 to 40 feet in width, and 
making a connection between these two streets through 
existing lots of excessive depth. The plan affords good 
frontage for all property not taken, and leaves no lots 
of excessive depth. The central portion, or in fact all 
of Morton street, would be closed to ordinary travel and 
used as a recreation space. 

The plan was for many months under consideration 
by your Honor, the City Council, the Street Commis- 
sioners, the Finance Commission, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the various interested charitable and 
improvement organizations. It received almost unani- 
mous approval though the Finance Commission advised 
delay until a complete plan for the city could be prepared. 
The Street Commissioners reported doubt as to the need 
for wider streets, and as to the legality of taking land for 
widening a portion only of a street, and proposed that 
more of the interior of the block be taken to be converted 
into a local playground of half an acre. On this basis 
plans are now being prepared. Asa playground problem 
the change is for the better; as a housing problem it 
drives out some additional tenants who might have 
remained under improved conditions, and it leaves less 
space and less inducement for the construction of better 
buildings with better surroundings. As a financial 
problem it represents more land acquired by the city at 
about the same first cost of $200,000, but it does not

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provide for the collection of betterments, and it probably 
will not lead to an increase in taxable values on adjacent 
property It is estimated that the first plan would cost 
at the end of twenty-five years about $225,000 or less, as 
against $375,000 or more under the revised plan. 

While the advantage of the larger area of playground 
to the neighborhood will be very great, and the need for 
it is evident, the question may well be asked whether 
ultimately it would not have been better to extend the 
improvement over a larger number of blocks, and to 
provide for housing a much larger number of persons 
under improved conditions, than to provide a single 
playground at a cost that is not likely soon to be repeated 
in many of the other blocks that sorely need public 
attention. 


HicH PRESSURE PUMPING STATION. 


With regard to the location of the High Pressure 
Pumping Station, two sites have been favorably consid- 
ered by the City Planning Board. The first, which pro- 
vided for its erection in the Charles river, between the 
Cambridge Bridge and the viaduct, recommended by the 
Board in June, 1914, met with the approval of your 
Honor, the Law Department and the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce. Circumstances rendering it necessary 
to abandon the original plans in connection with this 
location, a new site became necessary. At the same 
time the City Planning Board had been carefully weigh- 
ing the advantages and possibilities of the various 
features entering into the North End section of the city, 
and in its study of the Copp’s Hill terraces it became 
impressed with the fact that, since the Elevated structure 
_ has greatly reduced the value of frontages on Commercial 
street at the lower level and the lower terrace portions, 
greater value could doubtless be obtained by filling the 
lower area up tothe main terrace level. Such an improve- 
ment would make available a larger area for recreational 
purposes. After conference with Mr. Robert 8. Peabody 
of the Park and Recreation Department, that portion 
of our North End report bearing upon this matter was 
submitted to you under date of January 12, 1917. It 
was to the effect that such a fill would require a high wall 
at or near the street line; that a wall and fill would 
prove very costly and might not be justified at this time, 
but that it would be possible to excavate the lower area 
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to the street level and erect a large building to be used by 
the city for laundry, storage buildings, a municipal 
garage, or other purposes, on top of which the terraces 
could be extended as proposed. 

A plan was accordingly submitted to you by Mr. 
Peabody which would accomplish this result by locating 
the high pressure pumping station on the land fronting 
on Commercial street, underneath the terraces, extended 
as proposed, and this plan is at the present time under 
consideration. 
NortH ENp SuRVEY. 


Much time has been spent during the past year on our 
North End survey, which will soon be submitted to your 
Honor. We have not only made careful studies of the 
‘“‘resources, possibilities and needs of the district,’’ but we 
have also studied its existing conditions and amenities, 
the public services that are now maintained in and for 
its benefit, together with possible plans for their exten- 
sion or modification. Asa result of these investigations, 
studies and designs we propose to submit a report and 
a set of plans. While the direct financial returns to the 
public treasury may not be sufficient to cover the cost of 
the recommendations made, we believe that the entire 
plan, if adopted to be carried out as opportunity offers, 
will be justified by the improvement in living conditions 
over which the city is the official guardian, and upon 
which the welfare and prosperity of the city is absolutely 
dependent. Certain improvements which we shallrecom- 
mend should, we believe, be made at once; others can 
be held in abeyance for the present, but will be. most 
effective if made eventually in accordance with a definite 
and complete general plan for the entire district such as 
we propose to indicate. 

Our report discusses the location, area, and history 
of the North End, the character of the district, the 
possibility of re-housing and decentralization, as well 
as that of establishing an ideal tenement district. Time 
and space are devoted to an analysis of the transporta- 
tion facilities, districts or zones, and areas of occupancy, 
recreation grounds and outing spaces, population, hous- 
ing, health, and street widenings, extensions, and 
revisions. 

PLAYGROUNDS. 


The City Planning Board recognizes the question of 
playgrounds as one of the most essential features in the 
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life of the community. Opportunities for play are 
scarcely less important and necessary for its proper 
development than opportunities for work. It is a 
recognized fact that the statistics of juvenile delinquency 
show a marked decrease when combated with adequate 
properly regulated and accessible playgrounds. With 
this in mind the playground problems which have come 
before us for attention have met with the most earnest 
consideration. 


Allston Playground. 


The recommendation of the City Planning Board for 
the purchase of a playground site in the Allston district 
has been adopted, and in 1916 the City acquired 525,847 
square feet of land, or a little over twelve acres, for which 
the City Council appropriated the sum of $82,750. 
The total cost of the land was approximately $54,550, 
thus leaving available for grading and improvements the 
sum of $28,200. 


Mattapan Playground. 


At the request of the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment transmitted to your Honor, the City Planning 
Board undertook an investigation of the playground 
situation on the westerly side of Mattapan. The Park 
and Recreation Department reported that it had an 
appropriation of $25,000 for the purchase of a playground 
in that section, but that there was a pronounced 
difference of opinion among the residents as to which 
piece of land should be selected. 

After careful investigation, and a personal inspection 
of the district, the City Planning Board reported that 
the desire for a playground in the Mattapan section 
has been urged for many years past; that the need for 
play and recreation grounds is evident today, and will 
increase greatly as the neighborhood builds up more 
closely. The opportunity for purchasing land on the 
acreage basis in advance of costly developments, and 
at a relatively low price, is almost past, and as the last 
few large areas are even now being sub-divided, the 
cost of acquiring land will soon be far greater than it 
would have been in the past. 

As a city planning problem, the question as to how 
many and how large tracts should be set aside to serve 
the entire district is far more important than the question 
as to whether this or that parcel will best serve the 
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present occupants, but any lots that will serve the city 
for all time to the best advantage can also be made to 
serve the present population satisfactorily. 

Since the problem as presented involves primarily the 
question of expending the sum now available, based 
upon a chance estimate rather than upon exact knowl- 
edge of what is needed in the district, the records were 
reviewed and all previous discussions and opinions 
noted. From these records it appears that there is a 
difference of opinion as to the need for a playground 
and as to the location best suited to such purpose. 
However great the need in other parts of the city may 
be, the need for the city to reserve one or more 
areas now, in advance of improvements that will soon 
come, is most decidedly evident. 

The area not within reach of existing playgrounds was 
accordingly divided into three sections, shown on an 
accompanying plan as A, B and C. The plan also 
shows playground conditions, the areas in need of 
further park lands, the several business centers, the 
railroad lines, the streets outside which the areas are 
now within reach of fairly adequate existing parks or 
playgrounds, or not in need of playgrounds, the existing 
park areas, and the other areas not available for 
residential purposes. 

The report sets forth that Section A lies outside the 
limits of the present problem, but that Section B, 
surrounded by Hyde Park avenue, Ashland, Oakland, 
River and West streets, containing about 865 acres, 
and Section C, separated from Section B by Oakland 
street, an important thoroughfare with a car line upon 
it, and surrounded by Oakland, Harvard and Morton 
streets and Blue Hill avenue, containing about 385 
acres, should each contain one or more playgrounds. 

In each section the practical center was shown, near 
which land should be relatively cheap as it is furthest 
from the main thoroughfares, and near which play- 
grounds should be located if there is to be but one in 
each district. 

The question whether land is needed for the benefit 
of little children or for an athletic field, or for a com- 
bination of the two, was discussed. In several instances 
an attempt has been made to provide for a great diver- 
sity of activities on a limited area with rather unsatis- 
factory results. Small children and mothers need 
nearby quiet spots of small proportions with freedom 
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from danger and protection from rough games, while 
the more vigorous athletes and sportsmen want a large 
area free from obstructions or restrictions, and they 
can well afford to travel a greater distance for the sake 
of a better athletic field. 

For mothers and small children space can well be 
provided on the River Reservation, on land now reserved 
for park purposes. This land is as yet unimproved, 
but is shaded and attractive, and is easily accessible 
to a large number of people. The River property, 
though not yet made accessible, can and should be 
made to serve, and its usefulness should not be dupli- 
cated by the city in a nearby playground of small 
dimensions. The River Reservation cannot be made 
to serve as an athletic field, however, and if an athletic 
field is desired, as it may well be, it should be located 
where a large area of useful land can be set aside at a 
reasonable cost and without interfering with the traffic. 
For such a field, distance is not so important. 

Eight areas were accordingly considered as possibly 
available and serviceable to the westerly side of the 
Mattapan district, ranging in size from 5 to 50 acres. 
The various owners were interviewed and bona fide 
offers and thirty-day options were secured. ‘The Board 
felt that any purchase by the city at this time should 
be fairly large, whether all usable or not, as the needs 
will increase while the available sites will decrease in 
the future. Sixty acres of playground and recreation 
space can reasonably be considered the minimum area 
of public grounds that will eventually be needed, and 
still more might reasonably be acquired. This amount 
should be distributed in two or more parcels. 

For immediate action the Board recommended the 
purchase of the ‘‘Scannell tract,’ lying between the 
tracks of the Midland Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, and Randolph road, 
together with small adjacent lots through to Richmond 
road, provided that the price can be brought within 
the limits of the present appropriation. This area 
comprises practically 93 acres, assessed for $14,500. 
In the event of failure to reach an agreement with the 
owners of this parcel of land, the Board recommended 
the purchase of the ‘‘Raymond tract,” lying between 
Almont, Orlando and Messinger streets and Haven 
avenue, near Blue Hill avenue, comprising 1535 acres, 
assessed for $14,900. 
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The purchase of the ‘‘Scannell tract,’’ comprising 
277,419 square feet, without the adjacent small hold- 
ings, apparently met with the approval of your Honor, 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the Board 
of Street Commissioners, provided the land could be 
purchased for six and one half cents a foot. A confer- 
ence was held in the Mayor’s office and the Street Com- 
missioners were asked to delay the taking until such 
time as a report was received from the Finance Com- 
mission. We are given to understand it was set forth 
in this report that Mattapan needed such a recreation 
spot less than other sections of the city, and that the 
land in question was too high in price and poorly located. 
We assume, therefore, that the matter has been dropped 
for the present. 


Forest Hills Playground. 


A report of playground conditions in the Forest Hills 
district was made upon request of your Honor, in 
response to a communication from Mr. Richard Rowles. 
Mr. Rowles’ letter called attention to the fact that for a 
number of years the people of the Forest Hills district 
have been striving for a playground; that up to a few 
years ago there were several vacant lots which answered 
the purpose, and were used as playgrounds, but that in 
the meantime the district has grown tremendously and 
practically all of the vacant lands are built upon. He 
further contended that at the present time there was 
but one available piece of land left — situated ‘south 
and west of Forest Hills square, bounded by the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad and South 
street, and owned by Harvard College. 

A report was prepared discussing general conditions 
in that portion of the Forest Hills district lying south 
of the Forest Hills railroad station, with regard to its 
relation to existing open spaces in the vicinity — Arnold 
Arboretum, Franklin Park, the Arborway, Forest Hills 
Cemetery, the Carolina Avenue Playground and the 
Forest Hills Playground. It set forth that, while this 
portion of the district is almost surrounded by parks 
or open nonresidential areas, it is not adequately pro- 
vided with playground facilities. 

The report discussed the relative values of two specific 
areas which are still vacant and which might be con- 
sidered as reasonable sites for playground purposes, 
namely: 
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1. A portion or all of the Harvard College lands of 
the Bussey Institute, containing about twenty acres 
along the west side of the railroad. 

2. A portion of the Woodbourne properties, con- 
taining five or more acres, in the point between Bourne 
and Walk Hill streets. 

The Harvard College lands are about as remote from 
the center of the residential district as is the entrance 
to Franklin Park. They can be reached only by 
crossing two car lines in busy streets and two railroad 
lines. ‘The land is not now easily accessible from the 
direction of Forest Hills Station, though it could be made 
so if a new street were opened along or near the branch 
railroad. Since Franklin Park already exists for play 
and recreation, and is owned by the city, it seems more 
reasonable to make that area accessible from the dis- 
trict, and to develop a portion of the park lands for 
play, than to purchase other property at an equally 
great distance from the center. 

That portion of the Woodbourne property lying 
between Bourne and Walk Hill streets is fairly near to 
the center of the residential district. It is land of 
relatively low building value as it is fairly remote from 
the car line and contains a considerable outcropping of 
ledge. It should therefore be obtainable at a relatively 
low cost. It can be made into a satisfactory playground 
at a reasonable expenditure by filling the low areas and 
terracing over a part or all of the ledges. The proximity 
of the cemetery and crematory to the playground need 
not prove objectionable as they are fairly well protected . 
by streets and planting. 

The report suggested two further improvements that 
can be made to increase the value of existing public 
open spaces. The westerly end of Franklin Park can 
be made more accessible to this section if a path or a 
new street be extended over the hill from the present 
Woodlawn street entrance to the cemetery towards the 
entrance to the park, thereby greatly shortening the 
distance to the park on a more satisfactory line of 
approach; and second, the Forest Hills Playground can 
be made more available for the southerly end of the 
district in question if a better means of approach is 
provided either over or under the railroad, at or near 
the Stony brook culvert. At the present time there is 
no crossing between Mt. Hope and the Toll Gate Bridge, 
near the junction of Walk Hill street and Hyde Park 
avenue, a distance of nearly three quarters of a mile. 
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The report therefore recommends that, if an addi- 
tional playground is to be provided for the Forest Hills 
district, the portion of the Woodbourne property lying 
between Bourne and Walk Hill streets, containing five 
or more acres, be acquired. 


South End Playground. 


The question of a playground in the South End, in 
the district bounded by Dover, Washington, Castle and 
Tremont streets, was also considered. A meeting 
was held by residents of the district and a resolution 
urging your Honor and the City Council to provide a 
playground was unanimously adopted. It was their 
desire to secure a tract of land as near one acre in size 
as possible, principally for a playground for small 
children. 

A tentative report was accordingly prepared, con- 
sisting of a statement of facts, based upon a general sur- 
vey and knowledge of existing conditions, together with 
compilation of figures from the 1915 list of assessed 
values rather than upon a detailed investigation of the 
possibilities and obstacles which might be met with. 

From the facts set forth in this report it was evident 
that the city should take not less than 30,000 square 
feet, or three quarters of an acre, and that the best 
investment the city could make would be to take one 
of two areas shown on an accompanying sketch; namely, 
Garland street and adjacent properties, or part of 
Village street and adjacent properties, each containing 
practically 35,000 square feet, at an average assessed 
value per square foot, land and buildings, of a little 
less than $3.50. An order was accordingly passed by 
the City Council appropriating $125,000 for a play- 
ground in this district. ‘This order was vetoed by your 
Honor pending further investigation by your real estate 
expert. 


Ford Estate. 


Consideration has been given to a communication 
from Raymond P. Delano, transmitted to your office, 
offering to the City of Boston for purchase, on behalf of 
the owners, the Ford estate, near Upham’s corner, on 
the westerly side of Columbia road, at the junction of 
Bird street, near the Municipal Building. The tract 
contains about 75,366 square feet of land, with sub- 
stantial buildings, assessed for $33,300 and offered for 
sale at $32,500 Mr. Delano urged that it be taken as a

playground for the reason that there is no other available 
nearer than the Savin Hill on one side and the Mount 
Ida on the other. Another use he suggested was that 
of a site for a branch Dorchester High School, which he 
thought was bound to be a reality in a very short time. 
The City Planning Board reported to your Honor in 
reply that the tract is fairly central and could doubtless 
be advantageously used by the city, but that it is rough 
ledge outcrop that would require considerable wall con- 
struction and filling in to make it available as a play- 
ground. The frontage on Columbia road the Board felt 
was valuable for building sites and might well be left in 
any event for taxable property. The report further 
stated that there were no other vacant areas within one 
quarter of a mile of this one, and that this is none too 
large to be set aside for the nearby district; that while it 
is possible the city can better provide park or playground 
spaces in two or more other tracts on land of less high 
valuation, such areas will also be needed as the residen- 
tial private yards give way to a greater congestion of 
buildings. 

The Board made no direct recommendation in regard 
to the purchase of the property but stated that, so far 
as the future effect of the acquisition by the city of this 
particular area is concerned, a local public open space 
on this or a similar lot would have little if any bearing 
on a general plan for the district. 


Mount Hope DIstrict. 


A near approach to a comprehensive survey of the 
Mount Hope section of the Roslindale district was made 
at the request of Charles J. Lennon, chairman on streets, 
sewers and lights, and ex-president of the Mount Hope 
Citizens’ Association. Mr. Lennon’s letter suggested 
shade trees and granolithic sidewalks for Hyde Park 
avenue, Neponset avenue and Mount Hope street, a 
branch library, and a continuation of the Stony brook 
conduit to allow development. 

The Board felt that none of the improvements sug- 
gested, if carried through to completion, would conflict 
in any way with more extensive plans which might be 
made later as the result of a more exhaustive study of 
existing conditions. Its report as submitted at that 
time set forth that any plan for improvement in the 
Mount Hope section involved the question of the possi- 
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bility of much more complete designs for housing de- 
velopment in the suburban districts, and the need for 
direct aid from the city, through the extension of the 
public utilities, for the benefit of the owners of small 
homes. 

So far as shade trees are concerned, it was stated that, 
according to an expert opinion given the Park and 
Recreation Department a few years ago, they cannot 
be satisfactorily grown in streets less than 60 feet wide 
between buildings. Hyde Park avenue is fairly wide 
and should be planted as soon as funds are available. 
We understand that the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment has considered plans for planting four hundred 
trees on Hyde Park avenue and will doubtless do so in 
the near future if funds are appropriated. 

Neponset avenue and Mount Hope streets, if re- 
stricted to 60 feet between buildings, as they doubtless 
would be if this were petitioned for by a majority of the 
property owners along the streets, would then be wide 
enough between buildings to warrant the growing of 
trees and should be planted. Until space is definitely 
provided for trees, however, the city would hardly be 
warranted in setting them out. 

The report further stated that permanent and hard 
sidewalks, whether of granolithic or other suitable 
material, on one or both sides of Hyde Park avenue, as 
a main thoroughfare in a fairly well-built-up district, 
are evidently needed. On Mount Hope street and 
Neponset avenue there is still much vacant land, but as 
these are rather important cross streets, each of which 
serves a relatively large area, a permanent sidewalk on 
one side at least of each street may be laid. On Hyde 
Park avenue the walk space is 13 feet in width. In this 
an 8-foot walk might be laid at the property line, leaving 
space for trees and grass near the curb. On the other 
streets the space for walks is relatively narrow, but a 
41-foot walk might be laid, leaving a small strip for 
planting. 

In transmitting a copy of this report to your Honor 
the City Planning Board particularly commended to, 
your consideration that portion dealing with the Stony 
Brook development. The Board felt that a plan pro- 
viding for the taking of a strip of land along the stream, 
to be developed as a park, with wider areas at places to 
serve as playgrounds and local park spaces for the dis- 
trict, through which the stream would still run in open

channel, would afford unusual advantages not only from 
esthetic and recreational points of view, but also as 
an economic proposition, since such an improvement 
could be carried out at a less cost to the city than to 
provide a covered channel for Stony Brook and equal 
park space elsewhere. Under such a plan materials 
from the excavation of the brook would go far toward 
improving the park areas and constructing streets along 
the borders. ‘Such border streets would tend to encour- 
age better occupation of the land, and the park areas 
would save the city from the necessity later of taking 
lands at greatly increased cost for such purposes. 

The question of providing better library facilities for 
the district has been considered by the library author- 
ities. There is now a reading room in Roslindale and 
a Branch Library in Jamaica Plain. The district near 
the Mount Hope station is nearer to, and but little over 
half a mile from, the Roslindale Reading Room, from 
which it is now served. Whether the district in question 
would be better served through a local reading room than 
from the building in Roslindale, now being improved, 
is open to question. The district along Hyde Park 
avenue, north of Stony Brook, is somewhat farther from 
either Roslindale or Jamaica Plain and has been con- 
sidered as one of several sections of the cityin which 
additional facilities are desirable and doubtless will be 
provided as soon as funds for establishing and main- 
taining such branches are available. 


STREETS AND TRANSFORTATION. 


Circumferential Connections. 

The question of circumferential connections has 
received considerable attention from the members of the 
Board. Several conferences have been held with Mr. 
Arthur A. Shurtleff and also with representatives of the 
Planning Boards or other official organizations of New- 
ton, Winchester, Lynn and Quincy Several preliminary 
meetings were held with regard to codperative efforts on 
the part of those interested or engaged in city planning 
work in the various cities and towns in this part of the 
state. These preliminary meetings resulted in a call 
fora general meeting, which was held at the City Club 
on Tuesday, Aprilll. At that time an informal organi- 
zation was perfected with George Royal Pulsifer as 
chairman, with power to appoint a committee to serve 
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with himself, it being the duty of such committee to 
get together representatives of groups or towns when- 
ever asked for or whenever needed. 

A subsequent meeting was held in the Brookline Town 
Hall, being called at the request of the Brookline Plan- 
ning Board, to consider the matter of certain proposed 
streets. The question was raised as to the most satis- 
factory connection between the Spring Street Bridge, 
West Roxbury, and Grove street, Brookline, and is still 
under consideration. 


WESTERN ARTERY. 


In accordance with an order passed by the City 
Council November 13, 1916, and transmitted to the 
City Planning Board through your Honor, as follows: 


Ordered, That the Finance Commission and the City Plan- 
ning Board be requested, through his Honor the Mayor, to 
make a study and to furnish the City Council with a detailed 
report and recommendation on the relation of the proposed 
civic center to a general plan for the development of the 
westerly and southerly end of the downtown district, 


we are preparing a report on and plans for the develop- 
ment of the westerly and southerly end of the downtown 
district. The Board has felt for some time the need for 
a new thoroughfare to the South Station, and the pro- 
posed development by the Park Square Real Estate 
Trust in the vicinity of Dartmouth street and Columbus 
avenue has served to emphasize that need. 

We welcome the action of the Park Square Real 
Estate Trust as in the direction of relieving a bad situa- 
tion in introducing its bill in the Legislature asking for 
an extension of Stuart street, and indicating the lines 
which, in its opinion, this extension should follow; but 
we are convinced that the problem is of still greater 
magnitude, and we believe that any plan for improve- 
ment in this section should be comprehensive and based 
on a thorough understanding of all the purposes to be 
served. We are carrying on an extended investigation 
of the whole subject, but pending the determination of 
our conclusions we propose to submit at an early date 
a special report on “‘ Plan for a Western Artery to Boston 
Central District.” 

This report sets forth the fact that the central district 
of Boston is seriously restricted through lack of suitable 
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space for expansion, and is congested because the internal 
thoroughfares are narrow and are not well connected 
with the surrounding approaches. This emphasizes 
the need for better street facilities in or near Washington 
street. 

From a study of the rapid transit system the main 
thoroughfares approaching the central district, the 
interior street system, the division of the central area 
into special kinds of uses demanding special kinds of 
vehicular traffic, and the relative assessed values of 
land, and of land and buildings combined, certain definite 
facts that should control a plan have been determined. 

So far as the central district is concerned there is in 
the heart of Boston a definite and restricted area which 
has been developed for intensive business uses. This is 
flanked on two sides by water front activities, and is 
almost cut off on the other two sides by Beacon Hill, 
Boston Common and the Boston & Albany freight 
yards. Entirely outside this center suburban sections 
extend eight or ten miles to the north, west and south. 
Around the Common and out to Copley square and 
beyond, business has begun to develop and doubtless 
will increase. 

Between the center and the suburbs a very large daily 
travel must pass. Passengers go now chiefly by rapid 
transit, but surface cars, automobiles, light express 
and delivery vehicles and heavy trucking must pass 
through the streets in an ever increasing volume. 

Within the central district there are now many streets 
that serve the various requirements reasonably well. 
Throughout the suburban areas there are many radiating 
and connecting thoroughfares that afford space for a 
large amount of travel, but between the center and the 
suburbs, and especially between Summer and Arlington 
streets, there is a conspicuous lack of adequate con- 
nections <A large number of streets west and south of 
the Common, directly extending into more than one 
fourth of the suburban districts, have practically no 
inward extension. From them all travel concentrates 
at the corner of Tremont and Boylston streets, where 
congestion is serious and increasing. With the growing 
use of automobiles and the need for larger mercantile 
buildings, this condition is becoming more and more 
threatening. 

Plans for widening Washington, Eliot, Kneeland and 
Essex streets and many others have been suggested. 
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Passenger cars have been put underground. Columbus 
avenue and Pleasant street have been widened, and 
various other schemes have been proposed. A possible 
‘‘Boston avenue,’ between Tremont and Washington 
streets, has been considered, as has also a possible Copley 
avenue as a new street extending from Stuart street to 
Chauncy street. A plan has also been proposed for 
widening the streets around the Common to meet the 
increasing need for roadways. 

Drastic changes are needed, both to relieve the traffic 
conditions and to afford a better chance for the further 
extension of the business limits of the city into the Back 
Bay and the South End. ‘The need for this connection, 
the direction it should take, and its relative importance, 
can be determined only by a survey of the existing 
conditions affecting it. 


The “Use Districts.” 


The regions of most intensive use and of greatest 
values are those devoted to retail shopping and to offices 
and finance. The market district is a distinct and 
limited area of but slightly less value. Around these 
three are the wholesale, manufacturing and storage areas, 
beyond which are residential sections of much less value 
and importance. Along the water front and the rail- 
roads much space is devoted to transportation uses. 

To and from the retail shopping, the office and finan- 
cial and the market districts a large volume of light and 
rapidly moving vehicles must pass. To the retail 
district the greater number of automobiles come. To 
the market district a large amount of heavy trucking also 
must go. The wholesale and storage areas are served 
chiefly by heavy trucking but also by lighter express 
vehicles. Any plan of improvement should recognize 
this division of street requirements. 

The boundaries of the ‘‘use districts’? are changing. 
The residential areas are giving way to business. Whole- 
sale and storage are giving way to more intensive uses 
at the inner edge and are spreading into South Boston 
and other regions near the transportation lines. The 
office and financial center is extending toward the south 
and east. Shopping has increased along Summer street 
and in the Back Bay, especially along Boylston street. 

Other centers and subcenters exist on all sides, some 
of considerable importance, but the primary center 
remains and certainly will continue. 
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Land and Building Values. 


The relative importance of the many streets and build- 
ings is indicated in part at least by the range in land 
values, and even more by the range in total values of 
land and buildings, since costly buildings are generally 
located on land of high valuation. 

The gross values run very high along Washington, 
Tremont and State streets and around the Post Office, 
east of the Common and Beacon Hill, and fall gradually 
to the north and east, but very abruptly to the south of 
Boylston and Essex streets. 

The future welfare of the city will be controlled by the 
facilities for growth and expansion of the business 
centres. Extension to the north, east and west is 
limited by the waterfront activities and by the difficulties 
of crossing the water to districts beyond. Spreading 
to the south and southwest is limited chiefly by lack of 
proper street connections. That it has evidently been 
much restricted is shown by the great drop in valuations. 

It is further evident that any plan for large improve- 
ments south of Boylston street will involve properties 
of relatively low valuation. 


The Rapid Transit Center. 


Daily passengers to and from the regions of con- 
centrated business depend largely upon Rapid Transit. 

The subways provide for by far the greater number 
of passengers, with a capacity of possibly 160,000 
persons in arush hour. The railroads with their freight 
and long distance travel, and with limited facilities for 
distribution both in the center and in the suburbs, 
provide for a relatively small share of the total travel. 

Subways tend to supersede surface cars, as well as the 
suburban service of the steam roads, and with a vast 
radiating system from the center they largely influence 
the character and value of the business property. 

The subway system, with two main lines through the 
city in each direction, creates a center about the four 
points of intersection at Park street, Scollay square, 
Summer street and the Old State House. Around 
these points, within 1,000 feet, is the practical transpor- 
tation center. 

At the North Station, Haymarket square, the South 
Station and the subway stations in Boylston street, 
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at Washington and at Tremont streets, within 1,000 
feet, are the next most accessible areas. 

South of Summer street a large area les well within 
the central transportation zone, and south of Boylston 
street is a fairly large section that is well within easy 
reach of two main rapid transit lines, but beyond that 
there is a distinct lack of transit facilities which may 
in part account for the lack of intensive business and 
high values and which must be remedied if business is 
to spread in that direction. 


Street System Districts. 


Boston and the suburbs are distinctly divided into 
districts by the various existing street systems. The 
central system of greatest efficiency is limited by the 
broad bed of Atlantic avenue and Commercial -and 
Causeway streets on the east and north, and by the 
narrower streets, Staniford, Green, Court, Tremont, 
Boylston, Essex, Chauncy and Summer streets on the 
west and south. Within these limits many streets in all 
directions serve the central buildings fairly well, and 
cannot be altered except at great cost. 

From this system a limited number of main thor- 
oughfares extend toward the suburbs. At the water- 
front the thoroughfares are definitely limited in width 
and number. South and west of Arlington street and 
the railroad cut, many streets extend to the districts 
beyond. Between Arlington street and the center there 
is a distinct lack of continuity of these approaches 
because of an entirely different and inadequate system 
of narrow streets. South of Arlington street, between 
the South Bay and the Charles river, through the 1,200 
feet or more in combined width of main thoroughfares, 
there now passes not only the travel from about one — 
fourth of the suburban district, but also a large part of 
the light vehicular traffic from other districts, diverted 
on account of local conditions. 

The importance of the western approaches, especially 
of Huntington avenue, Boylston and Beacon streets 
and Commonwealth avenue, is therefore great, as is 
shown by the spreading of business in this direction. 


The Double Funnel. 


North of Summer street, south bound travel from the 
central district may follow many streets, with a total 
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width of about 600 feet. Between the Boston & Albany 
freight yards and the Common the four main streets — 
Albany street, Harrison avenue, Washington street and 
Tremont street — are but little over 200 feet in com- 
bined width. Southwest of Arlington street the total 
width becomes 1,200 feet or more and is not again 
reduced. Thus travel is forced to pass through a double 
funnel. 

The center line of this funnel extends practically from 
the Post Office through Phillips square to Castle square. 
The real need for better connections, however, les 
almost wholly east of Washington street at the north, 
and west of Castle square at the south. 

The sum of the street widths does not represent their 
actual vehicular capacity, because standing vehicles 
actually tend to reduce that of the narrow streets at 
the north more than that of the wider streets at the 
south. It does show, however, a very great restriction 
near Phillips square, where relief is certainly needed, 
both for travel and for the improvement of property 
farther west. 

Because of the irregular system of streets leading 
toward and through the funnel, or serving as cross con- 
nections, it has been necessary to assume that certain 
streets do and others do not affect the total capacities. 
At the east, Atlantic avenue and the eastern end of 
Summer street carry a large amount of travel that does 
not reach the funnel; at the southwest, Beacon street 
carries considerable travel past the north side of the 
Common. Charles street on the north and Broadway 
Bridge on the south serve to complicate the question, 
while Albany street at the narrowest point.in the funnel 
is heavily burdened with local trucking that tends to 
lessen the serviceable width at the center. Tyler and 
Hudson streets, though not through streets, relieve the 
central congestion somewhat from Pleasant street to 
Beach street. (The capacity of a street intersection has 
been assumed to be the capacity of the wider street 
only, as the two cannot serve at the same time.) 


‘Speeding Up” Devices. 


The present tendency to increase congestion by 
rebuilding and extending to a greater height leads to an 
increased need for larger approaches. The existing 
approaches cannot reasonably be widened in the region 
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of high values, but subways have been built to relieve 
the streets, additional underground passages for pedes- 
trians could be made, and it is possible, though not 
probable, that overhead sidewalks may prove feasible 
also to relieve the street congestion. Such devices 
would be costly, however, and would tend to increase 
congestion on a few areas which would afford still less 
access for light and air. Whether adopted or not, they 
will not affect the need for a better western approach 


The Plan Proposed. 


From Chauncy, Otis, Bedford, Essex and Beach 
streets to Eliot, Stuart and Isabella streets and Castle 
square, and through Arlington and Berkeley streets to 
Boylston and Newbury streets, Commonwealth avenue, 
Marlborough and Beacon streets, a possible new artery 
will be shown. This artery, by crossing Washington 
and Tremont streets, would interchange with them, and 
also with Eliot and Kneeland streets. 

Three possible plans have been considered: 

1. ‘To widen existing streets. 

2. ‘To extend two or more streets. 

3. To disturb as little property as practicable, but 
to provide one large artery with suitable radiations at 
each end. 

This last plan seems most suitable, and even now plans 
for widening Eliot and Tremont streets are being con- 
sidered, neither of which will be needed if the proposed 
artery 1s opened. 

The width of the artery between Phillips square and 
Arlington street should be relatively great, the number 
of crossings should be few, and the space between inter- 
ruptions should be as long as possible. No very short 
space should be permitted on account of the difficulty 
of regulating traffic. 

To supplement the street widths as shown by the 
funnel, this portion of the new artery should be made 
much more than 100 feet in width, but since a very wide 
street involves serious inconveniences to business, 100 
feet in width is suggested, and this will provide for 
two 15 or 16 foot sidewalks, with two lines of stand- 
ing vehicles, a double line of street cars, and two 
lines of vehicles moving in each direction. ‘This does 
not allow space for loading street. cars, however, nor 
does it provide ample sidewalks if the adjacent buildings 
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become devoted to shopping, in which case 20-foot 
walks, space for standing vehicles at the curbs, a double 
line of cars, and ample space for a single additional line 
of travel in each direction, even while cars are loading, 
may prove better. 

At the street intersections the corners will be shown 
cut back to allow for a curbing with a longer radius 
than is customary. The capacity of the street is largely 
determined by the delays at turns and crossings, and 
this delay can be materially reduced if the corners are 
so rounded. 

For the radiating streets, widths of 60 and 80 feet 
will be suggested. Through the proposed thoroughfare, 
surface cars can be run to relieve the now overcrowded 
nearby streets and possibly the Park Street Subway. 
Should this street be constructed, it should be in con- 
nection with a subway running its entire length. 

In addition to the improvements directly a part of 
the proposed artery, Essex street, from Kingston street to 
Atlantic avenue, Chauncy street, north of Bedford street, 
and Isabella street on the south, should be restricted to 
be widened as opportunity offers. St. James avenue 
should be restricted to include the existing setback, and 
Stuart street should be widened to 80, or preferably 
85 feet, and extended to Huntington avenue, with a 
provision for the possible continuation of St. Botolph 
street over the Huntington avenue station later. 

The proposed width of Stuart street, 80 feet, if it is 
to be a busy street like Boylston street, seems too small. 
Boylston street is only 50 feet between curbs, and is not 
wide enough to permit vehicles to move freely, or to 
allow passengers to get on and off cars easily. Boylston 
street can be widened, and should be. A new street to 
Sis a similar class of business certainly should be wider 
also 

A connection to Dillaway street will be proposed, and 
a possible widening of that street and an extension to 
Shawmut avenue or to Castle square beyond suggested. 
This extension would serve to develop a large area in 
which there are now no adequate streets, and might also 
serve as a part of the proposed ‘‘ Boston Avenue,” should 
it be constructed. 

Khot street, from Washington street to the proposed 
artery, will be shown relocated in extension of Kneeland 
street in a way to remove the angle at Washington 
street, and to bear a better relation to the artery. 
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PROPOSED WESTERN ARTERY. 
Plan showing proposed street to connect the street system at and near Summer Street with that west of Arlington Street and the railroad cut. 
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At the principal street crossings the problem of traffic 
handling will be a serious one, and to meet this a central 
free space may become essential. If the streets are wide 
enough, and with large enough turns at the corners, 
such devices can be readily adjusted. 

The cost of developing the proposed artery has been 
estimated on the assumption that all but a few of the 
properties encountered will be taken under the ‘‘ Rem- 
nant Act,’’ and that a large number of rear lots will be 
taken to be added to these remnants to make reasonable 
lots facing on the improved streets, and that the cost 
of taking will amount to 25 per cent above the assessed 
valuation of the properties. 

On the assessments of 1915 these costs amount to:

or practically twenty million dollars. 

To offset this cost the city would possess an area of 
nearly 500,000 square feet of land with the buildings or 
parts of buildings thereon. On the improved streets, 
lots of reasonable shape and relatively large size should 
be worth as much as or more than similar lots on nearby 
streets that are today less accessible. Such lots are 
assessed as high as $50 and $60 per square foot at the 
crossing of Summer street, $35 and $40 near Phillips 
square, $26 at Park square, and $20 at Paine’s furniture 
store. If a demand develops for the new areas it 
seems likely that an average price of $30 per square 
foot may be obtained for the improved property, and 
that it will yield about $15,000,000, leaving $5,000,000, 
together with cost of sales and loss of interest during 
transactions, possibly another $3,000,000, a total of 
$8,000,000, to be collected from the other areas bene- 
fited or to be paid by the city. 

The land value of property that will benefit by the 
proposed improvements is in excess of $60,000,000. A 
portion of this property will gain greatly from the 
improvements, although much of the area most directly 
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benefited is included in the proposed takings. To 
cover the remainder of the first cost as above estimated, 
an average of 84 per cent betterments would have to be 
assessed. ‘To cover the total estimated balance, includ- 
ing cost of sales and interest, this average should be 
increased to 133 per cent of the total land value of the 
property benefited. 

From the facts and figures upon which our report is 
based the Board estimates that the proposed street and 
extensions, if constructed in accordance with plans to 
be submitted, will cost under the least favorable cir- 
cumstances four and one quarter million dollars; whereas 
under either of two other alternatives there would be 
no cost whatever, or a very small expenditure, quite 
disproportionate to the benefits that would be derived. 

If the plan which will be shown as Exhibit B is carried 
out completely, including the taking of remnants and 
of certain additional areas under excess condemnation, 
the total cost is shown to be $19,564,625; while from 
betterments, direct and indirect, and from the sale of 
lands, the returns will be $23,546,108, leaving a balance 
to the credit of the city of $3,981,483 to cover interest 
on land investments, brokerage, carrying charges and 
other expenses. In other words, this plan, if carried 
out in its entirety, should result in the obtaining by the 
city of a great and much needed public improvement 
without the ultimate expenditure of any money whatever. 
If land for streets is taken, together with remnants of 
lots which will be shown on Exhibit C, it appears that 
the total cost will be $15,512,500, while the returns 
from betterments and the sale of remnants will be 
$15,123,068, showing a cost to the city of $389,432. 

If land for the streets only is taken, without. remnants, 
which will be shown as Exhibit D, the cost to the city 
is shown to be $12,324,561, while the possible returns: 
from betterments, direct and indirect, will be $8,094,588, 
showing a net cost to the city of $4,229,973. 

The last alternative (D) is obviously an uneconomic 
one, both in cash returns and in the returns from the 
development of property fronting on the improvement. 
The second alternative (C), while it indicates a possi- 
bility of obtaining a most important street at an insig- 
nificant cost, has the defect of leaving a large number of 
irregular, and in some cases inadequate, remnants 
which would not offer themselves for proper develop- 
_ment. The complete scheme (B) not only provides 
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for a great improvement at no final cost whatever to 
the city, but it leaves the fronting property in such 
condition that it is thoroughly adapted to improvements, 
which, in view of the need and function of the street, 
would be sure to follow. 


BELGRADE AVENUE, WEST ROXBURY. 


The necessity for extending Belgrade avenue, West 
Roxbury, was brought to the attention of the City 
Planning Board, and as a result a report was submitted 
to your Honor on traffic conditions between Belgrade 
avenue and West Roxbury Village Center. This report 
was preceded by a personal inspection trip made by the 
Board, repeated conferences with representatives of the 
West Roxbury Citizens’ Association, and with repre- 
sentatives of the Metropolitan Park Commission and 
the Board of Street Commissioners. 

The report showed that plans now under considera- 
tion for this improvement presented certain difficulties, 
and suggested that while the parkway and street designs 
between Belgrade avenue and West Roxbury Village 
Center have not as yet been completed, plans are now 
being made and construction will doubtless soon be 
begun. In the plans now under consideration, the 
possible traffic relations that may result between Beech 
street, Anawan avenue, the proposed Parkway, and the 
extension of Belgrade avenue, seem somewhat unfor- 
tunate and bid fair to result in difficulties and accidents. 

If the Belgrade avenue extension could be diverted to 
cross the Parkway farther south on a lower grade at the 
foot of the bridge approach, and to meet Beech and 
Kenneth streets at the north edge of a definite traffic 
square, a dignified, practically level square would be 
developed to provide for all pleasure travel and for all 
crossings, in a way that would lessen the danger of 
accidents and the difficulties of regulation and make 
possible the development of a simple and dignified traffic 
square. 

From the proposed square the main artery can be 
extended through Beech street to cross the railroad at the 
present bridge. For this line Beech street, no longer in 
direct continuation of the line south of the square, can 
reasonably be turned slightly in a way to place all the 
widening opposite Kenneth street on the east side of the 
present street, and all the widening at the bridge on the 
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west side, and so the main artery can be made a little 
more direct, and to enter the square at a better point. 
This change would probably serve also to lessen damages 
to adjacent property. 

From the square to the bridge a 3 per cent grade is 
possible, and as this is a very important through street 
for heavy vehicles to and from the city, we believe it is 
important that the grade should be not steeper than 
necessary here or east of the proposed square, where it 
can also be reduced to about 3 per cent. 

From the bridge northward Beech street as now 
planned will form a good local street, and until a new 
street is built, will form the main artery westward. If 
constructed as now planned it will have a right angle 
turn into Centre street, but with the better grades and 
widened street, such a turn need not prove objectionable 
if it is to become later of secondary importance. 

From the bridge to the center of the village, either 
Centre street must be materially widened at a consider- 
able cost, or a second street must be opened. It seems 
possible that the proposed extension of Railroad street 
eastward can be changed, and an extension of Belgrade 
avenue can be made to Willow street, descending on a 
3 per cent grade; and that from there a new street can 
be opened to meet Centre street just beyond Maple 
street, on a rising grade of possibly 2 per cent, and thus a 
new street to relieve Centre street and to provide a more 
direct main artery can be made. By raising the crossing 
of Willow street and the entrance to Railroad street, a 
still further improvement is possible, as the new line can 
be made nearly level between the bridge and Centre 
street, if the additional fill seems warranted. 

If this extension is to be made, the west line of Beech 
street now about to be changed could well be changed 
still further to provide for the proposed extension through 
the adjacent property, and thus to complete negotiations 
with the owner of that property in one agreement, and 
to provide more space for traffic to turn at the angle 

to the bridge. 

- Tf the street cars and heavy teaming are to be diverted 
to a new street nearly parallel to Centre street, business 
will doubtless follow that new line, and the portion of 
Centre street between Maple and Beech streets will be 
relieved of much of its present burden. It can then be 
used more exclusively for pleasure travel, and will 
probably continue as a residential street, so that further 
widening may not be deemed necessary. 
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While we have not made estimates of cost, it would 
seem from a comparison of the plans under consideration 
that the changes south of the railroad bridge should not 
be materially increased if at all, over the present plans. 
The bridge itself, if made slightly more askew, and if 
made 70 feet wide, would prove more costly. North of 
the bridge the plan as now contemplated can be carried 
out without further cost unless, as above suggested, it 
prove to the advantage of the city to go further in deal- 
ing with the one owner west of Beech street. West from 
the bridge the proposed new street is in part contem- 
plated in the extension of Railroad street and further 
expense is involved in the proposed widening of Centre 
street, both of which would at least in part offset the cost 
of the proposed new street. Since the proposed street 
will run through property of relatively low value, it 
seems possible that the entire cost may not exceed that 
of improvements now contemplated, while the rise in 
values in the property to be crossed will probably be 
considerably greater if the street is opened, and should 
go far toward justifying the proposed extension. 

The new street line, if adopted, will serve even better 
than the present route for crosstown as well as radial 
travel, as the most practical route to the north is over 
Corey street, that to the south over Beech street and 
the proposed connection between the two will be more 
direct. 

At a public hearing called in the office of the Board of 
Street Commissioners the meeting went on record as 
unanimously in favor of some improvement; but between 
the two propositions, 7. e., the extension of Belgrade 
avenue through Beech to Centre streets, widening all the 
way to 60 feet or, as suggested by the City Planning 
Board, swinging Belgrade avenue to the left, going into 
Beech street at its intersection with Anawan avenue, 
providing a park center there 70 feet wide, the majority 
of those present favored the straight-line plan and it was 
accordingly adopted. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE WIDENING. 


The possibility of the carrying out of a revised plan 
for Commonwealth avenue, between Massachusetts 
avenue and Charlesgate west, being again suggested, 
the City Planning Board submitted to your Honor a plan 
under which this revision might be accomplished in what 
we believe to be a more satisfactory and economical 
method than heretofore considered. 
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Commonwealth avenue east of the Ericson statue now 
consists of two one-way roads. West to the Fens there 
is now ohe main road carrying travel in both directions, 
together with a narrow road on the south which serves 
only as an approach to abutting property. Crossing 
the Fens there is also but one road, while to the west 
again there are two roads of nearly equal width, although 
the southerly of the two is used as the main highway, 
with travel in both directions. 

Several years ago the abutters on the south road east 
of the Fens petitioned to have that roadway widened 
and extended across the Fens, presenting at the same 
time a plan designed to meet their requirements. This 
plan was not in itself a complete solution of the larger 
problem of the needs of the avenue. 

Subsequently the Park Department caused a plan to 
be prepared for the complete revision from Massa- 
chusetts avenue out to and across the Fens, in order to 
provide a double roadway for the full distance similar 
to that west of Charlesgate west and east of Massa- 
chusetts avenue. This plan was open to three objec- 
tions; first, a lack of proper relationship to the road 
through the Fens at Charlesgate West and to the general 
plan of the Fens; second, the necessary destruction of 
an interesting break in the line of the avenue; third, 
. the necessarily high cost involved through the replacing 
of so much of the present construction. 

From the ‘‘five corners’’ at Beacon street to Charles- 
gate West, the two roads should be made ‘‘ one-way 
roads”? and they might possibly be re-curved to give 
about 40 feet of clear width, although this is not essen- 
tial. From Charlesgate West to the Fens Bridge a new 
road should be made in extension of the north road, 
this to be approximately symmetrical with the south 
road, while the triangle where the Collins statue now 
stands should be re-curbed in order to reduce the width 
of the south road. The bridge should be widened and 
changed in direction. This could probably best be done 
by preserving the southwest and northeast corners as 
they now exist, only one end of each abutment being 
extended far enough to make the bridge parallel with the 
general direction of the avenue. In order to keep the 
east and west traffic separate and in order also to let 
some light through to the river underneath the bridge, 
an open space is suggested. ‘This space should be sur- 
rounded by a parapet and a platform formed around it 
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to serve as an isle of safety for pedestrians. The bridge 
could also well be raised one or two feet in order to give 
space for a better surfacing. 

East of the bridge the north road can well be left as it 
is now, or it may be reduced to 40 feet in width by 
widening the central grass plot. The south road 
should be widened to 40 feet and the sidewalk increased 
in width also. This widened south road should curve 
toward the bridge and should be symmetrical with the 
northroad. At the present re-entrant angle in the north 
road near the Ericson statue a crossover should be made, 
to relieve the otherwise excessive length of the block 
between the two proposed one-way streets. Under the 
new plan of these same one-way streets the Ericson statue 
would no longer be approached directly from the west. 
It might, therefore, well be moved and given a new 
position in the point of the proposed central grass space 
just east of Charlesgate East and facing the Fens, the 
bridge, and the avenue beyond. 

The cost of such reconstruction has not been estimated 
in detail, but it is our opinion that the amount should 

not exceed twenty-five or thirty thousand dollars. 

A somewhat similar plan, but more elaborate, was 
made for the improvement of this part of Common- 
wealth avenue several years ago by Mr. Arthur A. 
Shurtleff for the Park Commission. ‘The old plan calls 
for the extension of the street lines as they exist now on 
Commonwealth avenue between Arlington street and 
Massachusetts avenue, thus providing a 200-foot street 
with a continuation of the grass plot, up to the corner of 
Brookline avenue. 

According to the plans of the late Frederick Law Olm- 
sted, the designer, the Fens were to be made into a mag- 
nificent park, from which Commonwealth avenue would 
form the connection to the Public Garden. Our report 
thus contemplates the retention of the old plan, making 
only the changes demanded by increased traffic and 
other changed conditions, and preserving the possibili- 
ties of the surrounding and bordering territory as a 
residential district. 

A conference was held in the Mayor’s office between 
members of the City Council, the Finance Commission, 
and residents of the district, to consider the question of 
paving, and also the proposed revision. At that con- 
ference it was decided to adopt the more expensive plans 
as prepared by Mr. Shurtleff. 
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WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING (NEAR STATE STREET). 


In view of the current report that some or all of the 
structures on Washington street between State street 
and the Globe Building are to be rebuilt, the City 
Planning Board prepared a report and plan showing a 
possible treatment of the immediate locality in such a 
way as to afford considerable relief from present con- 
gestion. Our report as submitted to your Honor was 
as follows: : 


Washington street, opposite School street, was widened some 
years ago in front of the Old South Building to produce a width 
of sixty feet (60 feet). South of the Old South Meetinghouse it 
is also sixty feet (60 feet) in width, although directly in front of 
the building itself the street measures only about fifty feet 
(50 feet). 

From School street to Williams court, Washington street 
narrows considerably, and from there to State street it nar- 
rows a little more. 

At the Old State House, State street enters Washington in 
two 40-foot streets from the east, and Court street enters from 
the west a little over forty feet in width. At this point there is 
considerable confusion and delay, and between School and 
State streets there is considerable congestion. 

The congestion on Washington street seems to be due more 
to the blocking of sidewalks at the corners, and at the news 
bulletins, and during the noon hour at the restaurants, than to 
the number of vehicles. If this portion of Washington street were 
widened to 60 feet with additional space at the corners, some relief 
would doubtless be afforded, and it can be widened by a gradual 
process of setbacks similar to those that have been made south 
of Water street in the past. There is a prospect of one or two 
new buildings on the east side of Washington street, at and 
near State street, in the near future. When these buildings are 
erected, the street should be widened. 

A line from the corner of the Old State House to the angle 
south of the Globe Building would produce a tapering street 
about sixty feet on the north and fifty feet on the south. This 
would afford better use of the space at the Old State House, 
would reduce the curve in the street, would show the Old State 
House to better advantage, and would make easier a widening 
to 60 feet all the way if the buildings on the west side, Thomp- 
son’s Spa and the Post Building, are eventually set back. 

The lots on the east side of the street are very shallow, 
however, and it is possible that it may be better for the city to 
take only a portion of the needed space on the east side, and to 
assume that the street will be widened on the west side as 
opportunity offers. The suggestion has been made that a line 
on the east side be extended from the northeast corner of 
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. Washington street and State street to the angle south of the 
Globe Building, to make a widening near State street of only 
five or six feet, and a total width of about fifty feet all the way 
as shown on the plan. 

Whether a wide or a narrow strip is taken on the east side 
of Washington street, the corner at State street should be 
cut back to allow for a rounded corner at the curb, with a radius 
of thirty feet or more. This is distinctly a turning corner, and 
much of the delay to both vehicles and pedestrians is due to 
the difficulties at the corner, rather than the narrowness of the 
streets. Where streets are sixty to eighty feet or more in width, 
the corners are usually ample, but where the streets are as nar- 
_ row as in the downtown sections of the city, and many turns 
are necessary, the amount of relief that would result from cut- 
ting back the corners would be very great. This corner, the 
southeast corner of Court and Washington streets, and both 
corners of School and Washington streets, should all be eventu- 
ally cut back. 

This matter again brings up the question of more streets 
or a much wider main north and south street through the city. 
To widen Washington street to fifty or sixty feet will have 
little direct bearing on the general city plan, but to widen still 
more would bring up other difficulties probably more serious 
than the present congestion. 


The proposition was referred to the Board of Street 
Commissioners, who reported that they had had a part 
of the project in view for some time, and that as soon as 
actual plans were made for the removal of the buildings 
between State street and the Globe Building, a con- 
ference would be held with the owners with a view to 
taking the land necessary for the widening. A widen- 
ing on the westerly side of Washington street the Board 
of Street Commissioners did not think possible at this 
time, nor in the near future as far as they could see, since 
there were no present indications of buildings on that 
side of the street being torn down, and the cost of taking 
the properties as they stand would be prohibitive. This 
suggestion was but a remote part of our reeommenda- 
tion, however, and did not contemplate immediate 
action. 


BEACON AND SOMERSET STREETS WIDENING. 


The City Planning Board in October, 1914, submitted 
to your Honor a plan and report providing for the 
widening of Beacon street, between Tremont and Bow- 
doin, and the widening of Somerset street, from Beacon 
street to Pemberton square, which would include 
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among other things the laying down of a building 
restriction line through the property then held by the 
Boston City Club, the widening to be made whenever 
the building itself should be demolished. Since that 
time the Boston City Club property has been sold, and 
plans are being considered for rebuilding on that land: 

We therefore submitted to your Honor a ‘‘ Report on 
Plan for Double Line of Traffic from Beacon Street 
through Pemberton Square to Scollay Square, with 
Detailed Plan for Widening Beacon and Somerset 
Streets from Freeman Place to Pemberton Square,’’ 
together with blueprints showing the proposed improve- 
ments. 

On a large scale plan which accompanied the report 
were shown the changes which the City Planning Board 
believed should be made at once before further building 
operations interfered. These changes provide for the 
immediate widening of Somerset street and the adjacent 
portion of Beacon street, and suggest also the restriction 
of standing vehicles to one side only along that portion 
of the route where curbs are less than thirty feet apart. 

The small scale plan accompanying the report pro- 
vided for the ultimate widening and reconstruction of 
Beacon street west of Freeman place, and of Pemberton 
square, together with other improvements which could 
well be carried out at some future time in connection 
with a general scheme for comprehensive development. 
The report stated: 

The property along the north side of Beacon street, between 
Bowdoin and Somerset streets, was restricted by a building 
line established November 6, 1900. The land between the 
street line and the building line, on the easterly corner of Free- 
man place, was deeded to the city for street purposes May 16, 
1901; and the land at the westerly corner of Somerset street 
was deeded to the city for street purposes April 5, 1902. The 
land on Beacon street, west of Freeman place, has not yet been 
deeded to the city, but it is subject to the building line and 
therefore cannot be built upon. 

Beacon street, from Bowdoin street to Somerset street, 
Somerset street and Pemberton square, are now one-way streets, 
and are not wide enough between curbs to provide for a double 
line of traffic, one in each direction, and, also, the corner turns 
are so abrupt that they would cause delays and confusion. 
Much of the travel on Beacon street is therefore forced to con- 
tinue down to Tremont street, and so adds to the congestion 
there. If a better outlet through Pemberton square were 
made, the Tremont street corner would be relieved somewhat, 
especially of travel that now makes a left-hand turn toward 
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Scollay square, a turn that necessarily causes more delay than 
the right-hand turn or direct crossing. 

To provide for a reasonable double traffic way through 
Beacon street and Pemberton square it will be necessary to 
widen a portion of the route, to ease the corners, and otherwise 
to regulate the travel. 

A double line of moving vehicles with a line of vehicles stand- 
ing at each curb requires at least 30 feet between curbs, pref- 
erably 32 feet. 

A double line of moving vehicles with a single line at the 
curb can pass in 23 or 24 feet. 

Beacon street is now 24 feet wide between curbs, but is often 
filled with two rows of standing and one row of moving vehicles. 
East of Freeman place it can be widened on land now owned 
by the city. West of Freeman place, to Park street, if it is 
not widened, it can be made to serve only in case standing on 
one side is prohibited. 

Somerset street is only 18 feet wide between curbs, but can 
be widened to 23 feet or 24 feet if the proposed new building 
south of the Elks’ Home be set back, and if a slight widening 
be made on the properties north of the Houghton & Dutton 
Building. This will provide space for three lines of vehicles, 
and will serve both ways if standing on one side be prohibited. 

Pemberton square, south of the Court House, is now 23 
feet between curbs and can be made to serve for travel both 
ways also, if standing adjacent to the Court House curb be 
prohibited, and there is little if any reason for vehicles to stop 
there. 

Traffic conditions between the Common and Scollay square 
could be greatly improved, therefore, if Somerset street be 
widened as suggested in the recommendation of the City Plan- 
ning Board in October, 1914, and this widening should be made 
at once, in advance of or together with rebuilding operations 
in connection with the old City Club property. 

Much of the danger and delay to travel in a narrow and 
crooked street is caused at the corners and turns, where auto- 
mobiles and other vehicles are unable to turn without blocking 
other lines of travel. Therefore, if three or four lines of vehicles 
are to be provided for in the streets in question, the corners 
should be given special and additional consideration. 

To make a satisfactory traffic way two distinct steps can well 
be taken; first, the immediate widening of Somerset street and 
the adjacent portion of Beacon street, as shown on the large 
scale plan herewith, and the restriction of standing vehicles to 
one side only, along that portion of the route where curbs are 
less than 30 feet apart; and, second, the ultimate widening and 
reconstruction of Beacon street, west of Freeman place, and of 
Pemberton square, as shown on the small scale plan herewith. 

The small scale plan for a double line of traffic from Beacon 
street to Scollay square through Pemberton square shows a 
proposed widening of Beacon street, from Freeman place to 
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Somerset street, and a proposed future widening westward past 
Park street, practically along existing building lines, to provide 
for four lines of vehicles, with additional proposed takings at 
the corners of Bowdoin street, and an additional taking at 
the corner of Somerset street by a direct extension of the 
Beacon street building line from farther west. 

In Somerset street a proposed widening on the east side is 
shown across the two lots near the corner of Pemberton square 
by cutting back to a line from the corner of the Houghton & 
Dutton Building to the main wall of the building at the street 
intersection. This will involve the removal of a portion of the 
one-story extension added since the date of the former report 
to the corner building. On the west side is shown a proposed 
widening by a line extending from at or near the southeasterly 
corner of the Elks’ Home building parallel to the line above 
described, southerly to Beacon street. This will provide 
about 36 feet of total street width at the Elks’ Building, and 
about 40 feet at the new corner of Beacon street. It will 
provide a reasonable space for traffic intersection at the corner 
of Beacon street, where travel can well be further regulated 
by a traffic signal placed at or near the cross shown on the 
plan. This will provide space enough, also, for 23 feet or 24 
feet between curbs on Somerset street, and permit the removal 
of the one-way restrictions on that part of the street, if standing 
is permitted on one side only. 

Pemberton square now has a width of 23 feet between curbs 
at the narrowest part, with a 6-foot sidewalk on one side 
and no walk on the other. With the Court House on the 
north there is little reason for vehicles to stand, and apparently 
they do not stand on that side of the street, so the present 
width can be made to care for two lines of vehicles moving 
in opposite directions. The sidewalk is very narrow, and the 
three corner turns, two at Somerset street and one at the 
southeast corner of the Court House, are now too abrupt. 
Therefore, the curb at the Court House should be set back on a 
longer radius and eventually the street should be widened 
to a line as far south at least as the present corner of the north- 
erly entrance to the Houghton & Dutton Building, with an 
additional widening at the corner of Somerset street. 

The grade on this part of Pemberton square is very steep, 
and needlessly so, as the floor levels of nearly all the adjacent 
buildings are considerably above the street level, the approxi- 
mate heights of which are shown in small figures on the plan. 
If the lower end of the steep portion were raised three feet, or 
possibly more, the total grade could be slightly reduced, 
or possibly better, the lower end of the steep portion could 
be eliminated so that vehicles could turn the corner before 
starting up the steep slope. 

At the southeast corner of the Court House the curb should 
be set back on a long radius, and if the grade is raised, a few 
steps will be required down to the door at that corner. 
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From opposite the main Court House entrance to Scollay 
square, Pemberton square is now fairly wide with 26 feet 
between curbs; it cannot reasonably be widened further, but 
as there is little occasion for vehicles to stand on either side, 
this section could be restric'ed to standing on one side only, 
or preferably on neither side, in order to accommodate two 
lines of moving vehicles. A slight change can well be made, 
cutting back the curb and sidewalk at the southwesterly 
corner, and a larger cut should ultimately be made at the 
northeasterly corner of this section of the street in order to 
provide better for turning vehicles. At the top of the hill, a 
traffic signal may prove necessary at or near the point designated 
by a cross on the plan. 

On the large scale plan are shown the changes that should 
be made at once before further building operations interfere, 
changes that will very largely remove the necessity for main- 
taining the present one-way streets. 

With the construction of a new building on the corner, a 
new sidewalk will be required along that portion of Somerset 
and Beacon streets, and the curb should then be set back to 
the new line. With such a change, it would seem reasonable 
also that the Beacon street curb should be set back as far as 
Freeman place, across land already deeded to the city. 

If the corner be reconstructed as proposed, vehicles coming 
up or down Beacon street could turn north on the proper side 
of the proposed traffic signal as well as they do now, since the 
present curb is now at about that point, and they will need 
all the space since it is evident that they cannot now turn 
reasonably in less space, while vehicles coming south on Somer- 
set street could easily turn either way Beacon street, with a 
fairly level space on which to turn. 

Whether the city can practically restrict standing to one 
side of the street only may reasonably be questioned. Under 
the plans as proposed, Somerset street and Pemberton square 
could doubtless be so restricted without working any hardship , 
as the adjacent properties on one side at least require little 
stopping. On Beacon street, under the proposed plan, the 
logical curb to restrict between Freeman place and Bowdoin 
street would be the northerly curb, and such a restriction 
would be difficult to impose because of the Hotel Bellevue 
entrance. But the needs of traffic are very important, and 
it would doubtless prove better for the city to make such a 
provision pending the time when the balance of Beacon street 
may be widened also. 


WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING (ROXBURY). 

A communication was received from the Roxbury 
Board of Trade, Frank Ferdinand, President, with regard 
to the widening of Washington street, opposite Ruggles, 
or to take in that portion of Washington street from 
Eustis to Palmer streets. 
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The suggestion was carefully considered by the City 
Planning Board, and a detailed report thereon submitted 
to your Honor, and also to the Roxbury Board of Trade. 
This report was as follows: 


Washington street, opposite Ruggles street, between Eustis 
and Palmer streets is now 60 feet wide most of the way and 
under the plans of the Board of Street Commissioners will be 
nowhere less than 60 feet when the remaining buildings are 
replaced. 

If the elevated structure is to remain in the center of the 
street the width of 60 feet is far from satisfactory to adjacent 
property. No slight widening would materially alter this 
condition, but if the street were widened to 90 feet, with a 
relocating of the structure to allow for wider sidewalks and more 
light and air at the store fronts, they would be materially 
benefited. Such a widening should extend north still farther, 
to Thorndike street, but might leave the sidewalk narrow along 
the cemetery, where there will be no occasion for stopping teams 
or for light and space at building fronts. 

Such an improvement would be primarily of local benefit and 
should be largely assessed to the adjacent properties, and it is 
possible that they would be warranted in assuming all that 
portion of the cost not reasonably chargeable to the needs of 
general traffic. 

Washington street is an important radial street and has been 
since the first settlers came. South of Dudley street, Washing- 
ton street and Warren street are narrow, and it may be that 
neither will ever be made more than 60 feet in width. 

Between Dudley and Palmer streets, Washington street, 
Warren street, Harrison avenue and Shawmut avenue, each 
about 60 feet wide, are open to travel from the south, or from 
Dudley street eastward and westward. At Palmer street, 
Washington and Warren streets combine and from there north- 
ward to Eustis street the width of 60 feet seems narrow. From 
Kustis to Thorndike street the width most of the way is 65 feet, 
then widening to 100 feet. 

It is quite possible that through travel should be better 
provided for at this point. Such provision might be made by 
widening Washington street sufficiently to provide for all the 
travel from the two southern approaches, or it might be by a 
diversion of that travel to Harrison avenue on the east and to 
Shawmut avenue on the west, neither of which appears to be 
carrying a burden sufficient to justify the cost of upkeep. 

The need for traffic improvement where Ruggles street enters 
Washington street has been urged, since vehicles from Ruggles 
street are a.menace to and are in danger of being struck by 
passing vehicles or cars on Washington street. Ruggles street 
is narrow and flanked by the high buildings of Houghton & 
Dutton and Timothy Smith Company. It would be much 
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improved if the corners of these buildings were cut back on a 
long radius. No minor widening of Washington street will 
materially relieve this corner danger. 

In order to relieve the noise and confusion in this portion of 
the street, if not to be widened, or until widened, it would be 
possible to turn one or both lines of surface street cars into 
Harrison avenue or Shawmut avenue. 

The question of through traffic involves also the question 
whether it would not be better for the city to improve still more 
Hampden street and Blue Hill avenue farther east, and provide 
a more direct route between the wider portion of Washington 
and Centre streets or Roxbury Crossing on the west, and thus 
to avoid the necessity for changes in Washington or Warren 
streets in the future. 

Since it seems probable that the elevated structure will 
remain for some time to come, and since the buildings on the 
east side of Washington street are still chiefly old structures of 
small value, it seems possible that with the aid of the local 
associations a plan might be devised for local improvement in a 
way to divide the cost so that the city would be warranted in 
making the improvement. 


Forty—Foot STREETS. 


At the request of your Honor a conference was held 
between the Board of Street Commissioners, representa- 
tives of the Law Department and the City Planning 
Board, with reference to legislation which will prevent 
the opening of ways or the plotting of streets which are 
less than forty feet wide, in connection with real estate 
development. The legal technicalities standing in the 
way of such legislation are being studied at the present 
time. 

Pneumatic Mai TUBES. 


The reports of an investigation being made by a com- 
mittee, appointed by the Postmaster General, into the 
desirability and feasibility of the pneumatic mail tube 
delivery system operated in some of the large cities of 
the United States, and the rumor that the postal author- 
ities at Washington are considering the possibility of 
abolishing or restricting the tube service in some of these 
cities, including Boston, and of substituting therefor 
motor trucks on the ground of economy, were considered 
by the City Planning Board, and on the question of 
congestion alone, towards the relief of which the efforts 
of this Board are directed, we asked to be recorded as 
most strenuously opposed to the substitution of motor 
truck delivery. 
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Of all the cities where the pneumatic tube systems 
have been in operation, the difficulties of surface trans- 
portation are probably greatest right here in Boston, 
necessitating the expenditure of over $33,000,000 in 
rapid transit subways in order to relieve the intolerable 
street congestion. The substitution of motor trucks’ 
for the pneumatic tubes would of necessity increase the 
congestion in our streets by adding to the already 
excessive surface traffic. 

The trend of transportation development in all of the 
larger cities in recent years has been underground. ‘To 
abandon or restrict any portion of our underground 
facilities here in Boston at this time would, in our 
opinion, be a step backward, and we therefore appealed 
to your Honor to use your best offices in the matter, to 
the end that the interests of those who must use our 
streets daily might be protected so far as possible by a 
retention of the present pneumatic tube system. 


ZONING. 


The work of the Commission on Building Districts 
and Restrictions of the City of New York has been | 
followed very carefully by this Board. Under the direc- 
tion of the New York Commission a districting and 
zoning resolution covering the area, height, and use of 
districts of the various boroughs has been passed and 
all plans for new buildings, and for alterations to exist- 
ing buildings, must conform to it before a building 
permit will be granted. 

In working out this plan the New York Commission 
took up the subject where the former Commission on 
the Height of Buildings left it, using its data, investiga- 
tions and report. ‘The first step has been taken toward 
inaugurating a similar survey here, since there is avail- 
able for the basis of action the report of the Commission 
on Height of Buildings in the City of Boston. 

This commission was appointed by legislative act 
(chapter 333, Special Acts 1915), which declared that 
“the Chairman of the City Planning Board, the Fire 
Commissioner and the Building Commissioner of the 
City of Boston, are hereby created a commission to 
determine and revise the boundary of Districts A and 
B as heretofore designated 

The report of this commission, which was filed with 
the Registrar of Deeds November 2, 1916, extended 
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very materially the limits of District A, in which the 
erection of 125-foot buildings is permitted. 

The copy of the report which was submitted to your 
Honor was accompanied by two recommendations: 

1. That a district be established wherein every 
building hereafter erected, and every existing build- 
ing hereafter increased in height or area, or altered 
or repaired to an amount exceeding 25 per cent of 
the assessed value of the building, within certain 
described limits, shall be of first-class construction. 

2. That, because of the narrowness of the down- 
town streets, and the great height now permitted in 
proportion to the width of the street, the ratio of 
height to width should be reduced, and buildings 
restricted to twice the width of the street instead of 
two and one half times as at present. 

Our East Boston report makes definite recommenda- 
tions regarding the restriction of certain areas for resi- 
dential and industrial purposes, and in our North End 
report it is also our intention to give careful study to this 
important feature in the development of the community. 

We are endeavoring to formulate a system that may 
be put into practice without the difficulties that arise 
where zoning already has been adopted. When a city 
is divided into districts where trade, manufacture or 
residence, as the case may be, is prohibited, definite 
boundary lines are established which can only be changed 
by special legislation. In the development of every 
city, and as conditions change, the necessity of expansion 
of one type of use into another is constant. ‘The exis- 
tence of rigid boundaries works towards the hampering - 
of such expansion, and the necessity of changing these 
limiting lines from time to time opens up possibilities of 
real estate speculation and the exertion of improper 
influence. 

Each zone should possess an automatic power of expan- 
sion under the pressure of legitimate development. In 
some cases a manufacturing or trade district must be 
allowed to enter gradually into a residential district 
and vice versa. The objectionable feature of the present 
system, where zones do not exist, is that manufacture, 
for instance, may jump a long distance from its natural 
center into a trade or residential district, so reducing 
the desirability or value of surrounding property. We 
believe that a system can be devised whereby a policy 
of .accretion is permitted, 7. e., assuming that a zone 
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system has been adopted, one may penetrate the other 
by a direct process; that is, trade or manufacture may 
enter a bounding residential district by immediate 
addition, residential property adjoining a commercial 
or business property being open at any time for use for 
business or manufacture, whether it abuts directly on 
trade or manufacturing property, or is directly across a 
thoroughfare established as a zone limit. 

‘If this principle is carried out, jumping from one 
district into the middle of another, and establishing there 
a new center of a different type, will be prohibited, but 
the expansion of any district would be possible by a 
process of direct growth. 


HovsInNaG. 


Massachusetts Homestead Commission. 

The petition of the Massachusetts Homestead Com- 
mission for an appropriation of $50,000 for the purpose 
of aiding workers seeking to acquire homes having been 
defeated by a tie vote in the Senate, the City Planning 
Board has been deprived of the opportunity of observing 
the results of a practical application of the Homestead 
principle. 3 

It has endeavored to coéperate with the Massachusetts 
Homestead Commission, however, in its efforts regarding 
the teaching of agriculture to families as a relief for 
unemployment and congestion of population. An act 
to provide for the establishment and maintenance of 
agricultural instruction for families was passed by the 
Legislature and also by referendum vote. The direct 
purpose of this act is to provide opportunity for all 
family groups, particularly tenement dwellers, and for 
all individuals to make profitable use of the soil. To 
this end school committees are authorized to take or 
acquire land for such purpose and to maintain schools 
of agriculture and horticulture. The matter was accord- 
ingly urged upon the Boston School Committee by the 
City Planning Board and definite plans are already under 
way to take advantage of the permission given by 
legislative act. 


Massachusetts Housing Law. 
The codperation of the Board was asked by Mr. 
Edward T. Hartman of the Massachusetts Civic League, 
in support of the Massachusetts Housing Law as incor- 
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porated in House Bill 1071. After careful consideration 
of the provisions of the bill, the City Planning Board was 
obliged to report that in its opinion it did not find the 
proposed law applicable to the City of Boston. 


Taunton Housing Conference. 


Upon invitation of the Taunton Planning Board, 
this Board was represented by Mr. Henry Abrahams at 
a housing conference in Taunton on Friday, February 
25. In accordance with the request of the City Engi- 
neer, we were also represented at the conference by an 
exhibit of surveys and plans demonstrating to a certain 
extent the work of the Board. 


National Housing Association Conference. 

The fifth annual conference on housing, held in 
Providence, October 9, 10, 11, under the auspices of the 
National Housing Association, with the codperation of 
the city of Providence, the Chamber of Commerce, and 
other organizations, was attended by Mr. John J. Walsh, 
together with the Building Commissioner of the City 
of Boston, and the chief sanitary inspector of the Health 
Department. 

COOPERATION. 


Our codperation has been asked by a large number of 
public and semi-public bodies and individuals, and in 
every instance we have rendered every assistance within 
our power to give. 


Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards. 


Difficulties and New Powers. 

We have been asked by the Legislation Committee 
appointed by the Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards to assist it in its work by specifying 

1. What special difficulties the Board faced in 
its attempt to promote proper city planning; and 

2. What new powers, if any, must be conferred 
upon the Board to make its work more effective in 
directing local development. 

In the opinion of this Board the difficulties met with, 
either through limited appropriation or absence of 
codperation, were due to a lack of a general understand- 
ing of the principles of city planning. Such being the 
case, the members felt that their interests would be 
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better served by continuing their work on the basis of 
the present legislation, gradually demonstrating the 
usefulness of the city planning movement to the com- 
munity, rather than through any attempt to force 
either recognition or support by means of constitutional 
amendments or legislative enactments. 


Land-Taking. 

An appeal was also made by the chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Executive Committee of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards for the 
purpose of securing the passage of House Bill No. 1851, 
relating to the ‘‘ Taking of Land for Public Purposes,” to 
the members of the City Planning Board, to appear at 
the legislative hearing in favor of the bill. After giving 
the matter due consideration the Board voted that, 
inasmuch as the City of Boston is at the present time 
acting under a special statute which, in the opinion 
of the Corporation Counsel and the Board of Street 
Commissioners, has not only proved adequate, but even 
possesses certain advantages over the proposed legisla- 
tion, it was inexpedient to take any action in the matter. 


Functions. 


The chairman of the Committee on Functions of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards invited 
criticism or suggestions in regard to the functions of 
planning boards, mentioning particularly those of a 
Board of Survey, including authority to fix building 
lines, plot thoroughfares, regulate the width of streets, 
and possibly prescribe areas or zones, and regulate the 
character of buildings to be erected therein so far as 
possible. It was the opinion of the members of this 
Board that the giving of such authority to town plan- 
ning boards would perhaps result in greater efficiency 
and economy, but that so far as the City of Boston is 
concerned, they did not advocate any such increase in 
power. 

Springfield Exhibition. 

The City Planning Board, in common with other 
planning boards throughout the state, was given the 
privilege of sending an exhibition of maps and plans to 
Springfield in connection with the annual meeting of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards, Novem- 
ber 23 and 24. 
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Suburban Coéperation. 


The assistance of this Board was asked by the Jamaica 
Plain Community Conference in its endeavor to arrest 
the gradual tendency to convert large estates into sites 
for three-decker houses. An address was delivered by 
the chairman of the Board on the subject, and later 
another in response to an invitation from Newtonville. 

A group of people representing fourteen or more of 
the social agencies of Roxbury asked the advice and 
coéperation of this Board on the local situation, particu- 
larly touching the work of its housing committee. It is 
the purpose of this group to supervise and to a certain 
extent direct community work in the vicinity in so far as 
such work is of interest and importance to the various 
members. 

Cousens Coal Wharf. 

The Board received numerous communications from 
nearby residents protesting against the location of the 
Cousens Coal Wharf, near the Cottage Farm Bridge. 
It was argued that the property with stable attached 
constituted a public nuisance, was unhealthful, and 
served to depreciate the value of neighboring properties. 
Conferences were held with the Chief Sanitary Inspector 
of the Health Department, with the owners of the coal 
plant, and nearby residents, and with the Metropolitan 
Park Commission. Every effort possible was made by 
the Health Department to render the premises sanitary, 
and inasmuch as the Metropolitan Park Commission 
did not have sufficient funds to take this particular piece 
of property and develop it as part of its system, it re- 
mained for the residents of the district to initiate legisla- 
tion which would make possible the developments they 
desired. 

Wendell Phillips Tablet. 

A petition was received from the Bostonian Society, 
through your Honor, with regard to the erection of a 
bronze tablet at the corner of Essex street and Harrison 
avenue, to mark the site of the home of the late Wendell 
Phillips. This tablet would replace the one of marble 
claimed by the society to be in an unsightly condition, 
and placed by the Boston City Government a number of 
‘years ago. Photographs were taken, the tablet meas- 
ured, estimates obtained, and your Honor furnished with 
figures on exact cost of replacing the present marble tablet 
by a bronze tablet with letters either raised or sunken. 
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Macallen Property. 


A request was received from your Honor for a report 
regarding the advisability of the city acquiring a parcel 
of land at Foundry and Macallen streets, South Boston, 
in connection with subway changes now being made. 
The land in question is the property of the Old Colony 
Railroad Company, and consists of a triangular piece 
containing approximately 5,000 square feet, the remain- 
der of the lot, about 9,000 square feet, having been taken 
by the Transit Commission. Its acquisition was urged 
by nearby property owners on the ground that it would 
otherwise be used for the storage of all kinds of rubbish 
and would in consequence detract seriously from the ap- 
pearance of the approach to South Boston. Our investi- 
gation showed that the remnant of land in question will 
front on the widened Broadway, and will form a valuable 
building site on which there is every reason to assume 
that a dignified building will eventually be erected, 
bordering as it does on three streets of reasonable width. 
In the opinion of the City Planning Board, therefore, 
there was no special reason why the city should take 
this remnant, and an adverse report was accordingly 
submitted to you. 


Vacant Areas. 


The Board, however, recognizes the difficulties and 
actual dangers which arise from vacant lots of this kind. 
It brings up an important question with regard to the 
use or abuse of vacant areas of a similar nature, and the 
extent to which, under the law, the city would be able 
to protect the interests of its citizens in this respect. 
It is to be hoped that the amended Constitution will 
empower municipalities to deal with vhs and similar 
problems. 


Old Custom House Columns. 


In the year 1913 several marble columns from the 
Old Custom House, the property of the United 
States Government, were given to the Park and Recrea- 
tion Department of the City of Boston, and transported 
to Franklin Park, where a site was selected, eight cast» 
stone foundations built, and the columns erected. For 
some time they remained without the necessary architec- 
tural additions, and in the opinion of the Chairman of 
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the Park and Recreation Department should either be 
disposed of or taken down and stored until such time 
as the city can make use of them. Your Honor referred 
the matter to this Board, with the request that it be 
gone into carefully and a proper disposition of the 
columns suggested. 

There are eight columns in all, each 29 feet high and 
3 feet in diameter at the base. The Board is very much 
impressed with the beauty of these columns and feels 
that, should the Park and Recreation Department 
determine to leave them where they now stand, they 
can easily be made attractive and convincing in appear- 
ance, while they certainly can serve toward the codrdina- 
tion of the general design and the insuring of its logical 
carrying out. 

The City Planning Board held that the general scheme 
for the development of this portion of Franklin Park 
should be carried out in accordance with the plans 
already determined, 7. e., the long, wide level space of 
ereensward bounded by double rows of elm trees as 
shown on plan on file in the office of the Park Board. 

The City Planning Board further urged that the 
group of columns should be immediately completed by 
the addition of a proper entablature, either of marble 
or of concrete stone, the beginning of paths and planting, 
and a possible arrangement of fences and subsidiary 
buildings in connection with the columns themselves. 
This recommendation met with the approval of the 
Art Commission, and the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment was accordingly instructed by your Honor to 
secure the necessary estimates for the completion of the 
“Greeting,” with walls, paths, and tree planting, and 
all other essentials with the exception of buildings. 


State House Grounds. 


The question of extending the State House grounds 
through to Joy street, thus giving the Commonwealth 
control of the entire Beacon street frontage between 
Bowdoin and Joy streets, was referred to this Board by 
your Honor. Such extension would, as your Honor 
pointed out in your letter, permit of an entrance to the 
State House grounds from the Curtis Guild Memorial 
steps at Joy and Beacon streets, and would also, in a 
westerly approach on Beacon street, permit a slightly 
more distant view of the State House with a large area 
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of ground around it. On the other hand, this more 
distant view results in a less satisfactory architectural 
composition, since it shows a great deal of the side of the 
west wing, whereas at present the Bulfinch front is, as 
it should be, the outstanding feature. 

Furthermore, with the taking now proposed, the lot 
on which the front portion of the State House stands is 
approximately evenly balanced, 2. e., from the center 
of the Bulfinch front to the easterly side of Bowdoin 
street is the same as from the center of the Bulfinch 
front to the easterly side of the properties left by the 
proposed taking. 

The three houses not taken are attractive examples of 
a dignified type of architecture. ‘Their removal would 
dispossess six tenants, not including the City of Boston, 
and it must also be taken into consideration that the 
city would not only pay a considerable portion of the 
cost, but it would as well lose the entire amount of 
taxes on the different properties. 

We also understand that, while the taking of all 
the properties through to Joy street has been advo- 
cated, it has never had the sanction of the State House 
Commission nor of the State House architects, who 
have naturally given the matter the most detailed 
consideration. 

There is little doubt that the extension suggested by 
you would probably result in a certain gain from the 
point of physical beauty, but there is no demand at — 
this point for any increase in park area, and, finally, 
it does not seem to this Board that the gain from a 
pictorial or artistic standpoint would be commensurate 
with the expense involved, which would run well over 
$600,000. 

In view of the above facts, and as there is no apparent 
reason why the matter could not be delayed, we sug- 
gested that consideration of the further extension of the 
State House grounds be postponed until the present 
taking has been consummated, buildings destroyed and 
the grounds laid out, when there will be a better oppor- 
tunity to judge whether or not the remaining buildings 
are intrusive at this point. 


Fire Preveniion Commissioner. 


The City Planning Board was invited by the Fire 
Prevention Commissioner to participate in a conference 
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at his office with regard to the location of large oil 
plants in the Metropolitan district. The chairman and 
Mr. Walsh took part in this conference. 


Exhibitions. 


In addition to the exhibitions in connection with the 
third Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts Federation 
of Planning Boards, held in Springfield November 23 
and 24, and the Taunton Housing Exhibition held in 
that city February 25, in both of which the City Plan- 
ning Board was privileged to participate, we furnished 
material for an exhibition in Cleveland,in June, in con- 
nection with the Western Meeting of the American 
Institute of Architects, immediately following the eighth 
National Conference on City Planning. 

A number of our maps and plans were also shown at a 
joint exhibition of the Boston Society of Landscape 
Architects, the Boston Society of Architects, and the 
Boston Architectural Club, in November. 

Similar material has been loaned for college exhibi- 
tions and for the use of civic organizations. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Municipal Museums. 


Among the matters considered has been the question 
of amunicipal museum. This would involve the expendi- 
ture of a great deal of money and a very great deal of 
activity. While it would seem to be too large an under- 
taking for the City Planning Board to attempt to 
organize at this time, we have endeavored, in view of 
its importance and _ desirability, to interest other 
organizations which might be in a position to give it 
further consideration. 


Public Comfort Stations. 


The question of public comfort stations has also had 
consideration, and the various suggestions received in 
reference thereto have had serious study. ‘The need 
for additional stations in different parts of the city is 
recognized, but the funds for their installation, equip- 
ment and maintenance are not available. 
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Annexation. 


The opinion of this Board has been asked with regard 
to annexation, and in the case of an inquiry from the 
Baltimore News, forwarded to us by your Honor, 
whether it had been Boston’s experience that it was 
advisable to permit surrounding cities and towns to 
become separate municipal entities, or if the city would 
have been better off had it been permitted to take in 
under one government the outlying territory, our 
opinion was set forth in the following telegraphic reply: 


Categorical answer impossible in opinion of City Planning 
Board. Metropolitan organization without annexation for 
water, sewer and park service has worked well here. On the 
other hand, we have doubtless suffered serious loss from lack 
‘of codrdination in other services, and from divorce between 
residence and business as regards voting, taxation and civic 
responsibility. Where historical self-consciousness is highly 
developed, as in century-old communities adjoining Boston, 
annexation is peculiarly difficult to accomplish. Annexation 
should, if possible, be so effected as to give district option as 
to sale of liquor and also local responsibility and administra- 
tion in certain other fields for which no universal formula is 
possible. 


Tree Planting. 


An order has been received from the City Council, 
“That the City Planning Board be requested, through 
His Honor the Mayor, to prepare and submit a report 
to the City Council as to a practical method of tree 
planting in the streets of the City of Boston, and also 
any suggestions concerning a tree planting plan.” 
This report is well advanced, and will shortly be sub- 
mitted to your Honor for transmittal to the City 
Council. 


RECEIPTS AND HXPENDITURES. 


Through the action of your Honor and the City Coun- 
cil the ordinance governing the City Planning Board 
was again amended to provide for the expenditure of a 
sum not exceeding $7,500 per annum. Our original 
appropriation of $5,000 for the year 1916-17 was 
increased also during the year by the addition of $260, 
which enabled us to arrange for the continued employ- 
ment of our assistant investigator throughout the year 
on half time. 
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From the total amount set aside for the use of this 
department for the year 1916-17, $5,260, we beg to 
append herewith a statement in detail of expenditures:

Str,— Pursuant to the city ordinances I have the 
honor to submit herewith the annual report. of the Col- 
lecting Department for the year which ended January 
31, 1917, and all moneys received and the disposition 
thereof, and of the accounts upon which such moneys 
have been received. Also a statement of the leases and 
tax titles in the custody of the collector belonging to 
the City of Boston, January 31, 1917. 


OUTSIDE STATIONS. 


It is my intention to continue the outside stations 
for the collection of taxes which were opened even- 
ings during the month of October, in the Courthouse, 
East Boston; Municipal Building, City square, Charles- 
town; Old Town Hall, Brighton; Curtis Hall, Jamaica 
Plain; real estate office of Cruff & Byrne, Roslindale 
square; Unity Building, Hyde Park; Library Building, 
Codman square, Dorchester; Courthouse, Adams street, 
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Dorchester; Roxbury Courthouse, Roxbury; Municipal 
Building, Columbia road, and the Municipal Building, 
Broadway, South Boston. 

These outside stations have proved to be a very great 
convenience to the public in the payment of their taxes, 
and have helped in a great measure to obviate the 
inconvenience of standing in line in the collector’s office 
at City Hall during the rush period. 


MORTGAGES. 


I would again call the attention of mortgagees to the 
fact that a great deal of assistance could be given to 
the department in the collection of taxes if the banks, 
trust companies and parties holding mortgages would 
send to the City Collector a list of the mortgages held 
by them in the City of Boston, so that they could be 
notified when the taxes are due and whether or not 
their clients had paid the taxes for the current year. 


WATER SERVICE. 


By the installation of new meters by the Water 
Service Division, which amount to somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 5,000 annually, the department has 
now six rushes a year where formerly we had one. 
The department now handles about 272,000 of these 
accounts, which entails an amount of work which can 
hardly be appreciated by anyone not familiar with the 
detail required. As a matter of fact, together with the 
work during the tax rush, which under an act of the 
Legislature requires interest to date from October 15 
on all taxes remaining unpaid October 30, there are 
comparatively few periods in the year when it is not 
absolutely necessary to work some of the clerks over- 
time to complete the daily accounting. For this extra 
work no additional compensation has been allowed. I 
feel a vast amount of this work could be eliminated if . 
the water bills were sent out semi-annually instead of 
quarterly. This could be done by a change in the 
ordinances. . 
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Cost OF COLLECTION. 

The total expenses for the twelve months of 1916 were 
.341 of 1 per cent upon the amount collected, which 
percentage of cost was the lowest of any year in the 
records of the Collecting Department. 


REVENUE. 


The revenue for the year 1916-17 was $266,778.58, an 
increase of $9,289.81 over the year 1915-16.

Hon. JAMES M. CurRLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir,— The report of the Consumptives’ Hos- 
pital Department for the year ending January 31, 1917, 
is respectfully submitted herewith. 

As provided by law the Board of Trustees met on 
May 8, 1916, and organized for the year. John F. 
O’Brien was elected chairman and James J. Minot 
secretary. 


The appropriation for the year 1916-17 was 
$228,033.61. The expenses for the year were $222,717.69, 
leaving a balance of $5,315.92, which was turned back 
to the city treasury. 


The receipts for the year were $77,874.79, which are 
not credited to the hospital but paid into the city treas- 
ury. This makes the net cost of the hospital to the 
city $144,842.90. 
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Below is given a table showing the cost, the receipts 
and the net cost, together with the figures for the 
principal activities of the hospital:

This table shows that persons already in the advanced 
stage of pulmonary tuberculosis under good conditions 
can live many years. Many patients who have been 
once discharged and returned later are counted for the 
time since the last entrance only. Many others went 
home who, had they remained, would have been much 
more comfortable and longer lived. It also shows that 
nearly one quarter of the beds in the hospital are occu- 
pied by the same patient for more than one year. 

These cases cannot be sent back to their homes, if 
they have any, because although some appear well, they 
are raising bacilli and so would spread the disease. 
We are still far from successful in keeping many patients 
at the hospital who for their own good and to avoid the 
infection of their families and others should stay there. 
More must be done to make it attractive and often more 
done for the family at home, which will keep the parent 
at the hospital relatively contented. It is far cheaper 
to materially assist the well but poor members of the 
family at home than to permit a possible wage-earner 
to go home and infect the others, who then in their turn 
must be supported at public expense.

The trustees are authorized to hire 100 beds in private 
hospitals at not over $8 per bed per week. (Acts of 1906, 
chapter 189, and amended Special Acts of 1915, chapter 
190.)

For several years attention has been called to good 
results that could be obtained by altering, at but a small 
expense, the part of the ‘‘Day Camp” building, now 
not used, into a ‘‘Night Camp” for men. ‘The chief 
of staff in his report for the year calls especial. attention 
to this again. 


There should be a nurses’ home built. Nurses have 
been housed in the same building as the other employees. 
This building is filled and overflowing, and a house 
outside the hospital ground has to be hired. The nurses 
should be by themselves and separated from the group 
of ward buildings so that when off duty the nurse may 
be free from the sense of being surrounded by the dying 
consumptive, as they are all day and every day. 


While the hospital has. not yet enough beds to meet 
the demand much of the time during the year, at no 
time can it nearly meet the demand made for beds 
for children. Caring for the child is the most important 
thing in the crusade against tuberculosis. The trustees 
believe that the present number of children’s beds can 
be considerably increased without much expense. They 
earnestly hope that money may be provided for this 
during the coming year. 


Paying patients are received at the hospital and given 
separate rooms when possible. 
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Five thousand dollars was provided by the Mayor 
and Council in December to be added to the balance 
remaining from the appropriation of 1914 for ‘‘new 
buildings.”” These two sums will provide for a new 
cottage for women. The plans are now nearly com- 
pleted. Many patients, who will not go to the hospital 
if they must be in the ‘‘closed wards,” willingly enter a 
cottage ward. Their homes are thus relieved from 
further infection and their families, too often not able to 
provide for the well members alone, are relieved from 
their further care. 

Dr. Kober, when president of the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis, in 
his annual address some years ago said, ‘‘Here is the 
story of 143,000 men, women and children killed, 
1,500,000 invalided and an economic loss of $215,000,000; 
not the story of a battle, nor a siege; not the tale of a 
fight, but of nonresistance. It is the epitome of the 
ravages of tuberculosis in America in a single year.’’ 

It is because of this ‘‘nonresistance’’ that man is 
overcome by the infection of tuberculosis. Infection 
occurs primarily nearly always in early childhood. 
The ‘‘resistance’”” in many children is sufficient to 
overcome the infection; in others it is enough to merely 
hold it: in abeyance for a time; later, and especially at 
the age when men and women are most useful to the 
community, the infection again becomes dominant and 
finally overcomes and kills. The greatest hope for suc- 
cess in the battle is by making the resistance so strong 
that it will win in the fight. This means proper and 
sufficient care of the child and especially the child of a 
tuberculous family. While the child is still surrounded 
by the opportunity for constant infection, and living in 
poverty, the chance of sufficiently strengthening the 
resistance is exceedingly poor. Much has been done 
elsewhere by removing these children for some time 
to country homes, sanatoria and preventoria. Boston 
has no such opportunity for her children. ‘The trustees 
again call attention to the great need for and economic 
value of such a home and trust that it will be provided. 

It is of great importance that the coming generation 
should well understand infection and the life necessary 
to avoid it. The best person to instruct the mother and 
especially the child is the nurse. She is welcomed in the 
home and listened to as is no one else. This means a 
sufficient number of district tuberculosis nurses, thor- 
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oughly trained and skilled in methods of combating 
the disease. We have still too few nurses. We are 
not able to give enough time to any family to properly 
instruct them and oversee their life. 


A most important part of the tuberculosis work is 
done at the out-patient department, to which the district 
nurses belong. 

It has long been recognized that the present palate 
was altogether too small and badly suited for the work. 
Already steps have been taken looking towards a new 
out-patient building. The trustees hope that this year 
before the spring opens the building may have been 
authorized and necessary funds for it provided. By far 
the greatest need of the hospital is a new and proper 
out-patient building.

The audition the Boston Association for the Relief 
and Control of Tuberculosis and the Maverick Dispen- 
sary jointly maintained a clinic once a week at the 
Maverick Dispensary, East Boston. 

The object was to see whether there were a need for a 
local clinic. The ‘‘ other members” of many families were 
examined and also a limited number of other patients. 
The conclusion was reached after a year that a perma- 
nent clinic was not needed. It was felt that it might be 
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desirable to establish a temporary clinic first in one and 
then in another section of the city. The trustees have 
established such a clinic at the Health Center of the 
Health Department on Blossom street to test its value. 


The trustees have repeatedly called attention to the 
saving that should be made if the hospital obtained its 
milk from its own herd. Many of the state institutions 
have their own milk supply and the cost is considerably 
cheaper per quart than the price paid now by the 
hospital. This would require a modern cow tie-up and 
dairy. 


The trustees have asked in their budget for the money 
to make a proper survey of the work and what has been 
accomplished at the out-patient department and what 
the department has failed in. The chief of staff in his 
report again calls attention to this need. 


Attention is called to the reports made to the trustees 
by the medical staff and by the superintendent. 


During the year the following changes on the staff 
have occurred: 

Dr. Bailey and Dr. Wood have resigned from the out- 
patient staff after eight years of service. 

Dr. Charles A. Riley, Dr. Roland A. Behrman and 
Dr. Robert M. White have been appointed to fill the 
vacancies in the out-patient staff. 

Dr. Leon A. Alley was appointed assistant resident 
medical officer at the hospital in March, 1916. He 
resigned to accept a position at the Rutland State 
Sanatorium in December. 

Dr. I. A. Finkelstein and Dr. J. J. Barfield resigned 
from their positions of assistant resident medical officers, 
one to enter private practice and the other to accept a 
position at the Minnesota State Sanatorium. 


On February 12, 1917, Dr. Robert M. White died. 
He had just completed his first service in the out-patient 
department. He was a valuable addition to the staff. 
His death is much regretted by the trustees and by his 
colleagues. 


The budget for 1917-18 has been already submitted.

Trustees Boston Consumptives’ Hospital. 


BUILDINGS OF THE CONSUMPTIVES’ 
HOSPITAL AT MATTAPAN. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDINGS. 


The land is level from the street nearly to Ward P, then it 
rises to the main group of buildings which are on leveled land. 

Wards A, B and C are for the most advanced cases. They 
are two stories high and of fireproof construction. Ward A 
contains four open wards; Wards B and C, single rooms and 
small open wards. Ward C also has rooms for sick employees 
and above these an operating plant. The basements contain 
storerooms, workshops, X-ray rooms, etc. An open corridor, 
25 feet wide, connects Wards A and B on each story. A similar 
one will connect Ward C and a proposed new ward. Patients 
in and out of bed are put here during the day. 

Ward F is for children. The central part of this building 
is of fireproof construction. The wings are of second-class 
construction. The basement is two thirds above ground and 
contains a playroom and schoolroom for stormy weather and 
at the northern end is the research laboratory. ‘The first story 
contains in the central portion the offices and the dining room 
and in the second story separate rooms for the advanced cases 
and a nursery. The wings in both stories contain two open 
wards of twelve beds each. 

Next to Ward F is the outdoor school, consisting of floor, 
roof and canvas sides. 

Wards M, N and P are for the moderately advanced cases. 
They are one story high. The central part in each contains a 
sitting room and the dressing rooms, etc. Ward N has a few 
rooms in a second story over the central part used for nurses. 
The whole south side of these wards is made up of windows 
or doors, open all the time. Ward M is of second-class con- 
struction; Wards N and P third-class construction. Wards M 
and P are for men; Ward N for women. 

Ward O, a third-class construction building for fourteen 
women of the same type of cases as are in Ward N, is now under 
construction. 

All incipient cases are sent to the State Sanatorium. 

The administration building has a basement and four stories 
and is of second-class construction. The basement contains 
storerooms, the bakery and the pharmacy. The first story 
contains the administration offices and the dining rooms for 
all employees. The second story contains the kitchen, where 
the food for the whole hospital is prepared, and quarters for 
the resident medical staff. The third and fourth stories con- 
tain rooms for the employees. 

All buildings are heated from the power house. 

The hospital contains a little over 400 beds. 
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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL STAFF.

For the first time in the history of the hospital we 
have during the past year been able to meet the demands 
for at least all of the most urgent advanced cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis in the community. ‘The results 
at the out-patient department are most evident where 
the long list of home cases, some years reaching 1,200 or 
more, has been largely eliminated by sending these 
patients to the hospital. As arule the waiting list at the 
out-patient department has been very small. Pressure 
for beds when felt has been largely for men. 

More fully than ever before we feel that the cases of 
tuberculosis in the city are very satisfactorily investi- 
gated and supervised. Much, however, remains to be 
done in searching out new cases. 

We have perhaps felt more acutely than in previous 
years the problem of discipline in the wards at Mattapan. 
Under the arrangement made by your Board whereby 
religious services are to be held in the institution, it is 
expected that it will be possible to cut down very mate- 
rially the number of permissions given to leave’ the 
institution. Likewise the appointment of a supervisor, 
through whose office in the administration building all 
friends of patients must pass, will eliminate undesirable 
gifts being carried to patients. 

The idea that the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital is 
an institution where consumptives go to die unfor- 
tunately seems to have become a rather general one. 
It is the objection not infrequently raised by patients 
when urged to go to Mattapan. Such a prejudice is 
perhaps inevitable in the case of an institution which 
plans to meet the needs for hospital care of the advanced 
eases. It is nevertheless extremely unfortunate and 
every effort should be made to overcome it. Foreseeing 
this very situation at the onset of the work, particular 
emphasis was placed on the need of maintaining the 
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sanatorium ideal in our program of treatment. This 
has constantly been our aim but it seems probable that 
a more hopeful attitude in the medical work might be 
shown. More emphasis, for example, should be placed 
on the efforts to improve patients sufficiently to permit 
them to return to work. Graduated work in some 
form still seems a possibility. 

Thus far all home work has been left to the out-patient 
department nurses. This medico-social work has now 
grown to such proportions that it 1s an open question 
if we should not have at Mattapan a separate depart- 
ment for social service. While we feel that there is no 
reason for dissatisfaction with the service as furnished 
by the out-patient nurses, it would seem that if under 
our own immediate direction it would certainly have 
the advantage of a more intimate connection with the 
work of the hospital. 

The most serious problem at the hospital is the 
increasing difficulty in securing competent physicians 
for the resident staff position. ‘The reasons for this 
difficulty are twofold. In the first place the specialized 
nature of the work does not attract the majority of 
young medical school graduates. Second, the number 
of hospital positions has during the past one or two 
decades increased enormously while at the same time 
the number of graduates from the Harvard and Tufts 
Medical Schools has markedly diminished. These facts 
are strikingly shown in the following tables:

When it is realized that a considerable number of these 
eraduates do not take hospital appointments it will be 
seen that the number of positions is far greater than the 
number of available men. 

The solution of the difficulty is clearly in raising the 
standards of service at the hospital to such a point that 
notwithstanding the narrow field young graduates, 
especially of other hospitals, will be attracted to the 
positions. I am convinced that in no other way can 
this be accomplished so effectively as by a close affilia- 
tion with the best medical schools in the community. 
It is now universally admitted that the hospitals where 
teaching is done far surpass in the high standard of work 
those where itis not. Not only are the best type of men 
attracted to the staff but the presence of the students in 
the wards is a constant stimulus to the visiting and 
resident staff. The direct result is always better care 
of the patient and in no respect is his welfare or comfort 
jeopardized. Our brief experience two years ago with 
fourth-year students from the Harvard Medical School 
in the wards worked only to the advantage of the hos- 
pital, as all who were then members of the resident staff 
have testified. Repeated requests have been made by 
the resident physicians that the teaching be resumed. 

The Harvard Medical School is now planning for 
special teaching in tuberculosis in the fourth year and 
will turn to the Massachusetts General Hospital and 
other institutions if opportunity is not afforded them at 
Mattapan. By opening our wards to teaching we as a 
hospital are sacrificing nothing and must gain materially. 

With the growth of the hospital the need of an X-ray 
equipment is more and more felt. Weare still privileged 
to send patients to the Boston City Hospital for X-ray 
examination but obviously only a small percentage, that 
is, the ambulatory cases, are able to have this oppor- 
tunity. The disadvantages of such an arrangement 
with a hospital eight miles distant are obvious.

The clinical records are rapidly forming a very formid- 
able collection and are not being preserved in such 
orderly fashion as to be easily available for future use. 
The cataloguing and filing should be done by a well 
trained clerical assistant who should have sole charge of 
the records and card catalogue. 

The growing night clinic at the out-patient depart- 
ment, which means a larger and larger number of 
working consumptives’ under surveillance, suggests the 
advisability of establishing a night camp for such indi- 
viduals. A very important practical test has, during 
the past few years, been made by the Prendergast Night 
Camp in Mattapan. This camp has been a complete 
success and constantly has a considerable waiting list. 
The present day camp building at Mattapan with slight 
changes could easily be adapted to meet the require- 
ments of a night camp. 

In March, 1916, Dr. Leon A. Alley was appointed as 
an assistant resident physician. He resigned in Decem- 
ber to accept a position at the State Sanatorium at 
Rutland, Mass. During -the year Dr. Isadore A. 
Finkelstein resigned to enter private practice and Dr. 
James J. Barfield to accept a position in the Minnesota 
State Sanatorium. 


Pathological Laboratory. 


Although the number of deaths during the year 
reached 359, only 13 autopsies were obtained. ‘There 
seems no valid excuse for such a disappointing record. 
During the year 1913-14 an autopsy was performed 
in 17 per cent of all deaths; in the year 1914-15, 13 per 
cent; in 1915-16, 3.4 per cent; and 1916-17, 3.6 per 
cent. The importance of post-mortem examination to 
the clinical work is too evident to require argument. 
Our record is the poorest of any hospital of which I have 
the figures. Many of our American hospitals autopsy 
from 50 to.75 per cent of all cases dying in the institution, 
while in some of the foreign hospitals the percentage is 
much greater, reaching in one or two instances to 98 per 
cent. It does not seem unreasonable that we should 
succeed in obtaining autopsies in at least 25 per cent of 
all fatal cases. | 

It is a pleasure to speak with satisfaction of the work 
of the clinical laboratory. Some idea of the increase in 
the amount of routine work is given by the statistics for 
the year, which show an increase in the total number of 
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examinations made from 2,259 for the year 1915-16 to 
4,679 during the year just closed. The pressure of the 
work has been considerably relieved by the diener 
recently provided, but should the work continue to 
increase more assistants for Dr. Childs will be required. 


Pavilion Wards for Adults. 


The number of patients remaining in these wards on 
February 1, 1916, was 142 males and 38 females, or a 
total of 180. During the year there were admitted 744 
males and 299 females, or a total of 1,048. The number 
discharged during the year was 989, or 733 males and 
256 females. The number remaining January 31, 1917, 
was 234, or 153 males and 81 females. The total number 
of patients treated in these wards during the year was 
1,223 as against 652 for the previous year.

The steady decrease in the percentage of cases dis- 
charged home which was noted in last year’s report 
has continued this year. ‘Twenty-four per cent of all 
discharged cases went to their homes.

In last year’s report figures were given to show that 
the third-stage cases treated in these wards had fallen 
from 90 per cent in 1914-15 to 68 per cent in 1915-16. 
For the year 1916-17 the percentage of third-stage cases 
further declined to just under 50 per cent. The reason 
appears to be largely in the increased number of beds 
in the pavilion hospital, which has naturally brought 
about a readjustment in the distribution of patients to 
the end that the most advanced should be segregated 
in the latter ward while the ambulatory and _ less 
advanced type should be grouped in the cottages. To 
some extent also the increased number of beds at Matta- 
pan has largely relieved the pressure for beds for the 
most hopeless cases and in consequence an earlier and 
less urgent type of case has been admitted to the hospital.

Children’s Ward. 


The work in the children’s ward has continued along 
the same lines as formerly. 

A regular school out of doors is maintained as for- 
merly for all children of school age. Three teachers are 
assigned by the Boston School Committee to have 
charge of the school. During the past year the school 
was maintained in the open-air room entirely inde- 
pendent of weather conditions. Sessions were held 
indoors for only a few days while necessary repairs were 
being done on the outdoor building. 

During the summer Miss Josephine Heffernan was 
given the supervision of the children in their amusements 
during the day. She has since been appointed to a 
regular position as Supervisor of playgrounds. During 
the school year the children are in her charge after 
school hours and for half the day on Saturdays. 

During the year there has been some pressure for 
beds for infants, that is, under three years. Cases 
needing hospital treatment are largely those infants of 
tuberculous mothers who are sent away for treatment. 

A further need which is more and more felt at Matta- 
pan is for accommodations for children between the ages 
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of fourteen and eighteen. They are too old for treatment 
in the children’s ward, and there seems some objection 
to transferring them to the cottages. There are at 
present four girls and one boy in the children’s ward 
between these ages.

Day Clinic. 

During the year just closed Drs. Bailey and Wood 
have resigned from the out-patient staff, in each case 
after a service of eight years. Both physicians have 
rendered invaluable assistance to the work of the depart- 
ment and their loss is a serious one. Drs. Charles A. 
Riley, R. A. Behrman and Robert M. White have been 
appointed to fill vacancies in the out-patient department. 

The ever increasing number of records and diversity 
of work at the dispensary has made the present quarters 
more than ever inadequate. It is no longer possible to 
continue with the present building unless increased 
room and equipment can be provided. Unquestionably 
at present the greatest need of the hospital is for a new 
out-patient building. 

In spite of the assistance given by the Boston City 
Hospital in the X-ray examination we feel the need 
more than ever for an X-ray department of our own. 

An up-to-date laboratory is an urgent necessity. 

During the year 1916-17 a total of 10,070 cases were 
treated in the out-patient department. This number 
includes 2,247 new cases, comprising 1,200 males and 
1,047 females, and 7,823 old cases.

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It will be noted that the figures of both the old and 
new cases are considerably below those of the previous 
year. In the case of the former the falling off is probably 
not significant since those for the year previous were the 
largest in the history of the department. Unless the 
numbers should continue to decrease in the next few 
years it may be interpreted as only the normal variation 
from year to year. The more marked drop in the number 
of old cases, or 884, is probably largely explained by the 
increase in the number of beds at Mattapan which has 
made it possible to very largely eliminate the large num- 
ber of cases previously carried as home cases. ‘This 
decrease will be more strikingly shown in a subsequent 
table. The percentage of new cases showing positive 
evidence of tuberculous disease remains almost exactly 
the same as last year.

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Several of the more important and newer methods of 
treatment have been tried during the year. The most 
important of these is the injection of the recurrent 
laryngeal nerve for cases of tuberculous laryngitis. 
This method was tried in 14 cases with varying results. 
In the majority definite improvement in the condition 
was shown as a result of the treatment. 


Evening Clinic. 

The statistics for the present year show a considerable 
increase over last both in the number of old and new 
cases. ‘The new cases comprise 69 males and 24 females, 
or a total of 93. The old cases were 739, making a 
grand total of 832, as compared with 710 last year. The 
average attendance was 16.

Since its opening June 16, 1913, the clinic has shown a 
gradual increase in attendance, that is, the first year 
(June 16, 1913, to January 31, 1914), 400; second year, 
570; third year, 710, and the present year, 832. 

As previously our aim has been to restrict the clinic 
to those who are working regularly during the day and 
can attend only out of working hours. The increasing 
numbers would appear to offer ample justification for 
this supplementary clinic. Should it continue with its 
present attendance a second physician will be required. 


D. RECOMMENDATIONS. 
I beg to make the following recommendations: 


1. That a new out-patient building be provided for. 

2. That X-ray equipment be provided at both the out- 
patient department and hospital at Mattapan. 

3. That the Board consider broader and more compre- 
hensive plans for the care of the children of the community 
with the aim of safeguarding them from infection with 
tuberculosis. 

4. That the Board consider the advisability of estab- 
lishing a night camp at Mattapan. 

5. That a more comprehensive card catalogue ‘ follow- 
up” system be maintained at the out-patient department. 

6. That the Board consider the advisability of estab- 
lishing a social service department at Mattapan. 

7. That in the interest of improving the standards in 
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the hospital and especially in the hope of securing properly 
trained graduates for the resident staff we make every effort 
to encourage teaching in the wards. 

8. That during the year a serious study be undertaken 
to test the efficiency of the efforts of the out-patient depart- 
ment during the ten years since tts organization.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 


I have the honor to present herewith the annual 
report of the hospital department for the year ending 
January 31, 1917. 

On July, 1908, the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital 
was opened for the admission of patients. Since that 
time the number of house patients treated have been 
4,975; the number of out-patients, 22,735. The number 
of patients in the hospital February 1, 1916, were 291; 
the number admitted during the year were 1,020. The 
number of patients in the hospital January 31, 1917, were 
403. There were discharged during the year 528 alive 
and 380 dead, a total of 908. The number of patients 
treated in the out-patient department were 10,070, 
and of these 2,247 were new cases. 

In the children’s ward February 1, 1916, there were 
54 children. There were admitted during the year 59; 
27 were discharged and 21 died. The open-air school 
is still maintained by the School Committee. We now 
have three teachers and their good work still continues. 

The beds in the Holy Ghost Hospital continue to be 
used though not in the same number as formerly. On 
February 1, 1917, we had 29 patients in the Holy Ghost 
Hospital. For the last few months no patients have 
been admitted to St. Monica’s Home. 

The out-patient department continues to show an 
increase in the amount of work and a larger and more 
lightsome and better fitted out-patient building is 
desired. | 

The new wards at Mattapan were opened early last 
year and are practically filled most of the time. At 
present there are but few empty beds in the hospital 
and the list of applicants has very much decreased. 
The time has come when we need more hospital room for 
children and for the nursery. Room for our employees 
is needed. We are obliged to hire a house at the 
present time and have no available room for any added 
employees. I deem it very necessary in the near future 
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to have a nurses’ home and a house where maids can 
live and have better facilities for enjoyment during 
time off duty. 

Public and private charities have given their assistance 
and help, and I wish to thank them and the individuals 
who have sent donations throughout the year. 

I desire to express my sincere thanks to the trustees, 
the staff, the resident force and every one connected 
with the hospital for their generous support and kindly 
spirit of codperation which accounts for everything that 
has been accomplished during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
NURSES TO THE OUT-PATIENT 
DEPARTMENT. 


To Dr. ArtHuR J. WuitE, Superintendent: 


During the year ending January 31, 1917, 6,743 
patients have been visited in their homes. Of this 
number 800 were referred for bed care or hospital 
treatment. 

Another group of families visited by the nurses are 
the families of patients reported to the Health Depart- 
ment for tuberculosis who retain their own physician, 
and are visited by this department in order that they 
may be instructed as to the care and isolation of these 
patients. 

The total number of visits made by the nurses for the 
year was 56,079. 

This year there are two nurses taking the part-time 
course at the school for social workers. The advantages 
gained by this course are so apparent that it is really a 
necessity for this kind of work. 

With our corps of nurses increased during the year 
the number of patients carried by each nurse is much 
smaller, but there are still some districts too heavy for 
thorough and individual work. ‘There remains the prob- 
lem of substituting for vacations and reaching the foreign- 
speaking population. We have been unable to get nurses 
who speak or understand Italian and Arabic, and each 
year we have an increasing number of these people. 

The number of days lost by the nurses throughout the 
year has been small, 48 days in all. 

With the number of beds in Mattapan at our disposal 
we are fortunate in not carrying any considerable number 
of bed cases in their homes at any time, but we do feel 
the need of more cottage ward beds for women who are 
waiting to go to State sanatoria; also hospital beds for 
children and infants. 

The Prendergast Camp, maintained by the Associa- 
tion for the Relief and Control of Tuberculosis, has 
been a great advantage to our men who are waiting for 
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assignments to state sanatoria, enabling them to com- 
mence their treatment under the most favorable condi- 
tions and getting them in condition for the regular 
régime of the sanatorium. 

We have had with us this year for observation in the 
clinic a number of nurseS who were preparing for tuber- 
culosis work in other places. The students from the 
Instructive District Nursing Association, Post Graduate 
School, who are taking the course at the School for Social 
Workers, also observe in the clinics. 

In closing my report I wish to thank the Fruit and 
Flower Mission, the Needlework Guild of America, the 
Fragment Society, St. Cecilia’s Guild, the American 
Invalid Aid Society, the Young Men’s Christian Union, 
the Salvation Army, the First Parish Church of Dor- 
chester and individuals who have donated clothing 
and money, for their thoughtfulness and kindness in 
remembering our needy patients. 

I wish to thank the doctors on the staff for their 
courtesy and help, and the nurses for their coOperation 
and earnest work.

The following have been passed since then: 


[CHAPTER 57 OF THE Acts oF 1916.] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO CLAIMS OF CITIES AND TOWNS FOR THE 
CARE OF TUBERCULOSIS CASES. 


Be vt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section one of chapter five hundred and ninety-seven of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and eleven, as amended by 
section one of chapter six hundred and thirty-seven of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and twelve, is hereby further 
amended by striking out the said section and inserting in place 
thereof the following new section:— Section 1. Every city or 
town which places its patients suffering from tuberculosis in a 
municipal or incorporated tuberculosis hospital in this com- 
monwealth, or in a building or ward set apart by a municipal 
or incorporated hospital in this commonwealth for patients 
suffering from tuberculosis, shall be entitled to receive from the 
commonwealth a subsidy of five dollars a week for each patient 
who is unable to pay for his support, or whose kindred bound 
by law to maintain him are unable to pay for the same; but 
a city or town shall not become entitled to this subsidy unless, 
upon an examination authorized or approved by the trustees 
of hospitals for consumptives, the sputum of such patients is 
found to contain bacilli of tuberculosis, nor unless the hospital 
building or ward is approved by said trustees, who shall not 
give such approval unless they have by authority of law, or by 
permission of the hospital, full authority to inspect the same 
at all times. Said trustees may at any time withdraw their 
approval. They shall not approve claims for subsidy here- 
under for more than thirty days prior to the date when notice 
is mailed to them that a subsidy in any given case is claimed. 

[Approved March 21, 1916.

[CHAPTER 197 oF THE Acts oF 1916.] 
AN ACT TO PROMOTE THE BUILDING AND USE OF TUBERCULOSIS 
HOSPITALS IN CITIES AND TOWNS. 
Be wt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter five hundred and ninety-seven of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and eleven, as amended in 
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section one by section one of chapter six hundred and thirty- 
seven of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and twelve and 
by chapter fifty-seven of the General Acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and sixteen, is hereby further amended by striking 
out said section one and inserting in place thereof the following: 
— Section 1. Every city or town which places its patients 
suffering from tuberculosis in a municipal or incorporated 
tuberculosis hospital in this commonwealth, or in a building 
or ward set apart for patients suffering from tuberculosis by 
a municipal or incorporated hospital in this commonwealth, 
shall be entitled to receive from the commonwealth a subsidy 
of five dollars a week for each patient who is unable to pay for 
his support, or-whose kindred bound by law to maintain him 
are unable to pay for the same; but a city or town shall not 
become entitled to this subsidy unless, upon examination 
authorized by the trustees of hospitals for consumptives, the 
sputum of such patient be found to contain bacilli of tubercu- 
losis, nor unless the hospital building or ward be approved by 
said trustees, who shall not give such approval unless they have 
by authority of law, or by permission of the hospital, full 
authority to inspect the same at all times. Said trustees may 
at any time withdraw their approval. In the case of those 
hospitals having a bed capacity which, in the judgment of the 
said trustees, is In excess of the number of beds needed for 
patients exhibiting tubercle bacilli in their sputum, in the locali- 
ties which these institutions serve, the subsidy above provided 
for shall be allowed for such patients not exhibiting tubercle 
bacilli in their sputum, as in the joint opinion of the superin- 
tendent of the institution and of the state district health officer 
of the district in which the hospital is situated, are bona fide 
cases of consumption and have been in the institution more 
than thirty days. Said trustees shall not approve claims for 
subsidy hereunder for more than thirty days prior to the date 
when notice is mailed to them that a subsidy in any given case 
is claimed. 
Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved May 11, 1916. 


[CHAPTER 286 or THE Acts oF 1916.| 


An ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE CONSTRUCTION BY COUNTIES OF 
TUBERCULOSIS HOSPITALS FOR CITIES AND TOWNS HAVING 
LESS THAN FIFTY THOUSAND INHABITANTS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The county commissioners of each county in 
the commonwealth, except Suffolk, Nantucket and Dukes 
County, are hereby authorized and directed to provide adequate 
hospital care for all those persons residing in cities or towns 
having less than fifty thousand population, as determined by 
the latest United States census, within the boundaries of their 
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respective counties and suffering from consumption, who are in 
need of such hospital care and for whom adequate hospital 
provision does not already exist. The said hospital provision 
shall be available for patients on or before the first day of 
January, nineteen hundred and eighteen; but if, in order to 
comply with the provisions of this section, it is necessary for 
any county to construct a new building at an expense exceeding 
ten thousand dollars, including any necessary payment for land, 
or to make substantial additions to or alterations in an existing 
building at an expense exceeding ten thousand dollars, such 
new construction, addition or alteration need not be completed 
until the first day of September, nineteen hundred and eighteen. 

Sect. 2. A contract entered into before January first of the 
year nineteen hundred and seventeen for a term of years not 
less than five nor more than twenty-five, and approved by the 
state department of health after a petition made to the said 
department and a public hearing thereon, between (a) boards of 
county commissioners of two adjoining counties, or (b) boards 
of county commissioners of any county and the legally consti- 
tuted authorities of any city within the same county, or (c) either 
county commissioners or the legally constituted authorities 
of cities of fifty thousand or more inhabitants and the 
trustees or authorities of any existing or future privately 
endowed tuberculosis institution, or the trustees of any fund 
available for the purpose of supplying hospital facilities for 
persons suffering from consumption, for the express purpose of 
supplying, within a reasonable time as provided in the conditions 
of approval of the state department of health, and guaranteeing 
adequate hospital provision for consumptives coming under the 
provisions of this act, shall be held to be satisfactory compliance 
with the provisions of this act for such counties, sections of 
counties, or for such cities or classes of individuals, as the case 
may be, as are designated in the contract; and such contracts 
shall, subject to the approval of the state department of health, 
be renewable upon such terms as shall be satisfactory to the 
contracting parties: provided, however, that if such contracts 
are not renewed and approved by the state department of health 
at least nine months before their expiration, or if the contracts 
are renewed and the state department of health shall refuse 
approval on the ground that by reason of changed circum- 
stances the contract will be inadequate properly to protect the 
public health of the communities affected by it, and the con- 
tracting parties fail within six months before the time when 
the previous contract expires to agree to a renewal of the 
contract upon terms approved by the state department of 
health, the duties and obligations relative to supplying adequate 
hospital care for such counties, or sections of counties, cities 
or classes of individuals imposed upon county commissioners 
and city. governments by this act shall be in full force and 
effect. 
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Sect. 3. “Adequate”? hospital provision for consumptives 
within the meaning of this act shall be held to mean at least 
one such hospital bed for each two deaths from consumption in 
the county, counties, parts of a county, or cities served by such 
hospitals, as the case may be, as determined by computing 
the average number of deaths from consumption per annum 
for the years nineteen hundred and eleven to nineteen hundred 
and fifteen, inclusive, in the communities served by such 
hospitals, and by a similar quinquennial computation by the 
state department of health thereafter. 

Sect. 4. Cities having more than fifty thousand inhabitants 
within the meaning of this act, and also cities and towns having 
less than fifty thousand inhabitants within the meaning of this 
act but already possessing and continuing to furnish adequate 
tuberculosis hospital provision according to section three, 
shall be exempt from the provisions of this act and shall not be 
required to pay any part of the county tax which is assessed in 
order to comply with the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 5. County commissioners are authorized and directed 
subject to the approval of the state department of health, to 
erect one or more hospitals within their respective counties 
to carry out the provisions of this act, or they may in the case 
of counties having a total population of less than fifty thousand 
inhabitants, as determined by the latest United States census, 
arrange to obtain tuberculosis hospital care for those consump- 
tives coming within their jurisdiction by entering into a contract 
with a tuberculosis institution in a neighboring county in 
accordance with the provisions of section two. No new 
tuberculosis hospital shall be erected under the provisions of 
this act having a total capacity of less than fifty beds. 

Sect. 6. County commissioners are authorized and directed 
in carrying out the provisions of this act, to raise and expend 
such sums of money for acquiring land and constructing and 
equipping hospitals, and for the purchase, alteration and 
enlargement of existing buildings, as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this act. They are authorized to borrow 
on the credit of the county the said sums of money, and to 
issue the notes of the county therefor, with interest at a rate 
not exceeding five per cent per annum, payable semi-annually. 
The notes shall be signed by the county treasurer and counter- 
signed by a majority of the county commissioners. The 
county may sell the said securities at public or private sale on 
such terms or conditions as may be deemed proper, but the 
proceeds shall be used only for the purposes specified by this 
act. Said notes may be renewed from time to time until such 
time as all the cities and towns liable have paid to the county 
treasurer the amounts assessed. All reimbursement from 
cities and towns shall be applied to the payment of temporary 
debt incurred under the provisions of this act by said counties. 

Sect. 7. When the hospital is completed and equipped, 
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the county commissioners shall determine the cost of the same, 
together with the interest paid or due on the bonds or notes 
issued therefor, and shall apportion the same to the several 
cities and towns that are liable under this act, in accordance 
with their valuation used in assessing the county taxes. And 
each of the cities and towns liable under this act to contribute 
to the construction and equipment of said hospital, shall pay 
its proportion of said expenses into the treasury of the county 
in such manner and in such instalments as the county com- 
missioners shall, by a special order direct; and if any city or 
town shall neglect or refuse to pay its proportion as required 
by said order, the county commissioners shall, after notice to 
the city or town, and unless sufficient cause is shown to the 
contrary, issue a warrant against the city or town for the sum 
which it was ordered to pay, with interest, and the costs of 
the notice and warrant; and the same shall be collected and 
paid into the county treasury, to be applied in payment of the 
expenses aforesaid. 

Sect. 8. Any city or town upon which any part of the 
expense of construction of said hospital shall have been assessed 
or apportioned by the county commissioners may incur indebt- 
edness, and may issue bonds or other securities for the payment 
of their respective assessments, outside of their statutory debt 
limit. Such bonds or other securities shall be issued upon the 
serial plan, in accordance with the provisions of chapter seven 
hundred and nineteen of the acts of the year nineteen hundred 
and thirteen, so far as they apply, and shall be payable within 
twenty years after their respective dates of issue. 

Sect. 9. The county shall provide for the care, mainte- 
nance and repair of said hospital. In January of each year 
the county commissioners shall apportion the cost of the same 
for the previous year to the cities and towns liable under this 
act, in the same proportion in which the cost of the construction 
was assessed, and shall issue their warrant against the cities 
and towns for the amount or percentage for which the cities 
and towns are severally assessed to pay for the mainienance, 
care and repair of said hospital. The county may, thirty days 
after a demand in writing for payment, recover in an action of 
contract against any city or town liable to pay any part of the 


cost of construction, maintenance or repair of said hospital, 


the amount for which the same may be lable. 

Sect. 10. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
this act county commissioners may purchase or lease, or take 
by right of eminent domain, such land, not exceeding five hun- 
dred acres in extent, as they may deem necessary or convenient. 
Damages for the taking of land or for the doing of any other 
act under authority hereof may be recovered in the manner 
provided by law for the recovery of damages in the case of 
land taken for highways. If land is taken by right of eminent 
domain, the county commissioners shall file in the registry of 
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deeds for the district where the land is situated, a plan and 
description of the land taken sufficiently accurate for 
identification, whereupon title to the land shall vest in the 
county, to be held for said hospital district. 

Sect. 11. The county commissioners shall be trustees of the 
hospitals erected under the provisions of this act, shall make 
suitable regulations for their government, and shall appoint 
superintendents and such other officers and employees as may 
be necessary for the proper conduct of such hospitals. The 
superintendents and other physicians employed shall be 
appointed subject to the approval of the trustees of hospitals 
for consumptives. 

Sect. 12. Patients shall be admitted to the said hospitals 
through application by the boards or departments of health 
of the cities and towns served by the hospitals. The charges 
for the support of patients shall be based on the actual cost of 
their care and treatment, exclusive of all interest or other 
expenses pertaining to the construction, equipment or perma- 
nent upkeep of the institution, which expenses shall be a charge 
against the county, as provided in section six. Patients may 
be admitted who pay for their care in whole or in part, on terms 
fixed by the trustees, or for whom such payment in whole or in 
part is made by others; but all patients shall be admitted in 
the order of their application, and no preference shall be given 
to paying patients over others. The charge for the support of 
the patient in any hospital established hereunder shall be paid 
by the city or town by which he is sent to the hospital, so far 
as the same or any part thereof is not paid by the patient, or in 
his behalf, as aforesaid. If the patient has no known settle- 
ment in the commonwealth the charge shall be paid by the com- 
monwealth upon the approval of the bills by the state board 
of charity in the same manner as provided by chapter three 
hundred and eighty of the acts of the year nineteen hundred 
and nine. Such charges may afterward be recovered by the 
city or town or by the treasurer of the commonwealth, as the 
case may be, from the patient if he is able to pay, or from any 
person or kindred bound by law to maintain him, in the manner 
now provided by section ten of chapter four hundred and 
seventy-four of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
seven, as amended by chapter seventeen of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and twelve, for the recovery of unpaid 
charges for the support of inmates of the state sanatoria. 
All cities and towns paying for the support of patients an amount 
exceeding fifty per cent of the actual cost of maintaining 
them in hospitals erected, or utilized by contract, under the 
provisions of this act shall be entitled to any payment or 
repayments allowed under the laws of the commonwealth in 
the same manner and subject to the same conditions which now 
apply to the support of tuberculosis patients in a city or town 
tuberculosis hospital. 
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Sect. 13. The situation, plans for construction and actual 
construction of any new hospitals or additions to any existing 
hospitals, provided for the purpose of carrying out the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be subject to the approval of the 
state department of health. The state department of health, 
for each hospital maintained by counties under the provisions 
of this act, and for each hospital caring under contract with 
county commissioners for tuberculosis patients, shall annually in 
January appoint from the inhabitants of the cities or towns 
served by the aforesaid hospitals an unpaid board of five 
official visitors, of whom two shall be women, whose duty it 
shall be to visit the said hospitals from time to time and to 
make such suggestions and recommendations relative to the 
improvement of their management, and to the efficient and 
humane care of patients, as they may deem proper, jointly 
to the county commissioners and the state district health 
officer within whose jurisdiction the institution is situated. 

Sect. 14. The mayors of the cities of Chelsea and Revere 
and the chairman of the board of selectmen of the town of 
Winthrop shall have and exercise, for the purposes of this act, 
the powers given to county commissioners, and they are 
hereby designated as a board of trustees for the tuberculosis 
hospital district comprising the cities of Chelsea and Revere 
and the town of Winthrop, and they are hereby authorized 
and directed to provide adequate hospital care for persons 
residing in the cities of Chelsea and Revere and the town of 
Winthrop suffering from consumption who are in need of ‘such 
hospital care in the same manner as county commissioners are 
directed in section one. 

Sect. 15. Nothing in this act shall be construed to repeal 
chapter five hundred and twenty-seven of the acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and thirteen, or chapter one hundred and fifty- 
three of the General Acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
fifteen, or section thirty-five of chapter seventy-five of the 
Revised Laws and the amendments thereof, in so far as the 
said acts pertain to cities having a population of fifty thousand 
or more inhabitants within the meaning of this act, or in so far 
as such acts pertain to the care of diseases other than con- 
sumption or to the inspection of institutions by the state 
district health officers; but so much of the said acts as requires 
cities and towns having less than fifty thousand population 
to make hospital provision for tuberculosis patients is hereby 
repealed. [Approved June 1, 1916.

Sir,— In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


~At the city election held December 14, 1915, the 
number of male voters on the list was 114,569. The 
number of such voters on the first list published by the 
Board August 1, 1916, was 100,549. From that time 
to the close of registration for the city election there 
were added the names of 17,561 male voters. The 
number of male voters on the final list sent to the polls 
on the day of the city election held December 19, 1916, 
was 118,110, an increase of 3,541 over the number on 
the list at the preceding city election. 

There were 11,043 female voters registered for the 
city election December 14, 1915. There were 10,946 
female voters registered for the city election held 
December 19, 1916, a decrease of 97. , 
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VotTiInG LIstTs. 


According to the provisions of chapter 91 of the 
General Acts of 1915 police listing was abolished and 
the assessors’ lists were again made the basis of the 
voting list. This act has also incorporated important 
provisions relative to the method of supplementary 
registration. Under the old practice a male applicant 
had to appear before the Listing Board, establish his 
right to be listed and subsequently appear before the 
Election Commissioners to prove his qualifications as 
a voter. 

Under the present system such applicant for regis- 
tration, if not asesssed, must appear in person and 
present a statement in writing to the Election. Com- 
missioners, or assistant registrars, at their principal 
office, giving his name, age, occupation and residence on 
the first day of April in the current year, and his resi- 
dence on the first: day of April in the preceding year. 
The Election Commissioners are required to transmit a 
copy of this statement to the Police Commissioner, who 
is required to verify the statement of the applicant and 
report to the Election Commissioners within five days 
the result of the investigation. If the statement of 
the applicant is found to be true, the Election Com- 
missioners are required to place the name of the appli- 
cant on the voting list. If not true, the applicant must 
appear before them, and if not satisfied, after hearing, 
that his statements are true, his name is not entered 
on the voting list. By this method an applicant need 
appear only once when applying for registration. Under 
the previous system he was obliged to appear twice, 
once before the Listing Board and a second time before 
the Election Commissioners. ‘This is a step in the right 
direction, and if any change is made, such as is now 
contemplated by a bill before the Legislature re-estab- 
lishing the Listing Board and restoring its duties, these 
provisions should be incorporated. . 

The following is a schedule showing the number of 
persons listed during the first seven week days of May 
and April by the Listing Board during the period of its 
existence, from 1903 to 1915, inclusive, the number of 
applicants for supplementary listing, the number of 
certificates refused, the number of certificates granted 
and the total number of male applicants listed:

The number of persons on the original assessors’ list 
in the year 1902, the year prior to the creation of the 
police listing law, was 175,885, and the number of per- 
sons supplementary assessed i in said year was 4,096. The 
number of persons on the original assessors’ list for the 
year 1916, the year following the repeal of the police 
listing law, was 211,101, and the number of persons 
supplementary assessed i in said year was 4,040. 

The number of women voters verified by the Listing 
Board was as follows: 
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REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST. 


The names of 1,283 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city 
and other causes. Of this number one was removed 
by reason of complaint of illegal registration. 


PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY. 


According to chapter 16 of the General Acts of 1916 
the method of voting in presidential primaries was 
changed by providing that the ballot might contain a 
statement of the preferences, if any, of a candidate 
for delegate for a candidate for nomination for presi- 
dent, provided that such statement appeared in the 
nomination papers and such candidate for nomination 
for president filed his written assent thereto, which 
might be communicated by either telegraph or cable. 

The law under which the presidential primary of 1912 
was held, providing that there might be placed upon the 
ballot the names of candidates for the nomination for 
president and vice president, and that each voter 
might express his preference by voting therefor, was. 
repealed, thereby obviating the confusion that arose 
from the results of that primary. The law now gives 
an opportunity for a clean-cut expression as to the 
wishes of the voters in electing delegates to pe national 
convention. 


SPECIAL PRIMARY. 


A special primary, rendered necessary by reason of 
a decision of the Supreme Court invalidating the report 
of the Board of Apportionment as to representative 
districts in Suffolk County, was held on October 23, 
1916, in sixty-two precincts of the city located in Wards 
6, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23 and 24 at a cost of approximately 
$5,000. 


New DIvision oF City Into WARDS. 


The new division of the city into wards went into 
effect at the state primary held on September 26, 1916. 


REPRESENTATIVE DISTRICTS. 


The following is a table showing the redivision of 
Suffolk County into representative districts as made 
by the Board of Apportionment, and the number of 
representatives each district is entitled to: 
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Boston now contains 26 wards with a total of 223 


precincts. 
New LR&GISLATION. 


For the first time in the history of the state, senators 
in Congress were nominated and elected by direct vote. 

Chapter 80 of the General Acts of 1916 provides that 
if a voter declares under oath to the presiding officer 
that by reason of blindness or other physical disability 
he is unable to prepare his ballot or register his vote 
upon a voting machine, he may be assisted in such 
marking or registering by any qualified voter whom the 
aforesaid voter may designate. Formerly he could, be 
assisted only by one or two of the election officers who 
must have been of such political affiiation as the voter 
might have requested. This act was proposed and 
advocated before the Legislature by voters suffering 
from blindness. While the motive behind this act is 
most meritorious there is a danger that it may destroy 
in part the secrecy of voting, for the persons who ren- 
dered assistance before were sworn officers of the law, 
while under the present act any qualified voter may 
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give such assistance. In connection with this section 
we have received the following opinion from the Cor- 
poration Counsel: 

“In reply to yours of October 17, 1916, respecting 
the interpretation of section 294 of chapter 835 of the 
Acts of 1913, as amended by-chapter 80 of the General 
Acts of 1916, it is my opinion that a voter who declares 
on oath that because of blindness or other physical 
disability he is unable to prepare his ballot must be 
assisted in the manner provided in said statutes. His 
declaration on oath is conclusive so far as his right to 
such assistance is concerned. If his statement is false 
in fact he may be prosecuted later under section 451 
of said chapter 835, but the belief of the presiding officer 
that the declaration is false does not affect the voter’s 
right to assistance at the time he makes the declaration. 
If, however, a voter does not declare that he is blind 
but only that his eyesight is so defective that he cannot 
mark his ballot without the aid of eye glasses and that 
he has left his glasses at home, he may be refused 
assistance. This appears to be the law as stated in 
the case of State v. Gay, 59 Minn., page 6. Therefore, 
I advise that assistance be refused in such cases.” 

Chapter 790 of the Acts of 1914, entitled ‘An act to 
abolish the enrolment of members of political parties 
and to limit the membership of ward and town com- 
mittees,’”’ was submitted to the voters at the annual 
state election in 1914 in the form of the following ques- 
tion: ‘‘Shall the act passed by the General Court in the 
year nineteen hundred and fourteen, providing for the 
abolition of party enrolment at primary elections, be 
accepted?”’ The act was accepted by the following 
vote:

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Chapter 179 of the General Acts of 1916, entitled 
‘“An act to prevent the voters of one political party 
from voting in the primaries of another political party,” 
was submitted to the voters at the annual state election 
in 1916 in the form of the following question: ‘Shall 
an act passed by the General Court in the year 1916, 
entitled ‘An act to prevent the voters of one political 
party from voting in the primaries of another political 
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party’ be approved and become law?’ The act was 
accepted by the following vote: 
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The latter act provides when in a primary a voter 
seeks to pass the guard rail he shall be asked by one of 
the ballot clerks with which political party he desires 
to be enrolled, and the ballot clerk upon reply shall 
distinctly announce the name of such political party 
and give him such political party ballot. The voter’s 
selection shall be checked on the voting list used by the 
ballot clerk, and such list shall be returned to the Elec- 
tion Commissioners, for preservation during the next 
succeeding three calendar years. 

The act also provides that no voter enrolled at a 
primary shall be allowed to receive the ballot of any 
political party except that with which he is so enrolled, 
but he may establish, change or cancel his enrolment 
by appearing in person before the Election Commis- 
sioners in Boston, if he votes in Boston, and requesting 
in writing to have his enrolment changed to another 
party, or canceled, or by filing with such officers the 
said request in writing acknowledged before a justice 
of the peace; provided, that such change or cancella- 
tion shall not take effect until the expiration of thirty 
days after so appearing or filing said request. 


POLLING PLACES. 


The city contains 223 polling places, of which 120 
are located in schoolhouses, 15 in public buildings, 7 
in hired rooms, 63 in voting booths located on lots of 
land and 18 in voting booths which we locate on the 
public highways. Under the new division of the city 
into wards and precincts a radical reduction has been 
made in the number of booths so located on the high- 
ways, the number being reduced from 53 in 1915 to 18 
in 1916. 


JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1916 con- 
tained the names of 9,843 voters of Boston. During 
the time covered by this report 2,472 persons were 
drawn for jury service. 
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MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of Hon. John B. Martin expired March 31, 
1916, and he was reappointed for the term of four years 
ending March 31, 1920, and was approved by the Civil 
Service Commission. He immediately assumed the 
duties of his office. 


EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The expenses of the Election Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1917, amounted to $156,382.38.

Hon. JAMES M. CuRLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

S1r,— As provided by section 24, chapter 3, Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, City of Boston, I have the honor to 
present herewith a report of the activities of the Fire 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1917. 

Appended to my statement are reports from the 
Chief of Department and the officers in charge of the 
different branches and information and statistics of 
general interest concerning the work, personnel and 
property of the department. 


FINANCES. 


Two million fifty-one thousand two hundred forty- 
five dollars and seventeen cents was expended by the 
Fire Department for maintenance during the past fiscal 
year. This is $1,738.99 less than was expended during 
the previous year. In addition to the above, $51,826.33 
has been expended, by special appropriations, for much 
needed permanent improvements in the alteration of 
old fire stations. The income of the department from 
various sources amounted to $9,056.52. 
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PERSONNEL. 


On January 31, 1917, the fire-fighting force comprised 
973 men, with 122 employees in the other branches of 
the service. On January 31, 1916, there was a total of 
1,079 men in the employ of the department. 

Nineteen members were retired during the year on 
account of age and disability. 


FIRE PREVENTION. 


The department has persisted in its efforts to reduce 
the fire loss by the practice of fire prevention methods. 
More than thirty thousand inspections have been made 
throughout the city during the past year, and in every 
case where the conditions required attention the officers 
of this department have not hesitated to take action. 
In hundred of cases only verbal orders have been neces- 
sary, the person responsible for the conditions realizing 
the grave danger of allowing conditions liable to cause 
fire to remain unremedied. Hundreds of written orders, 
however, have been issued, and it has been necessary 
to bring occasional obstinate cases to the attention of 
the courts. In some cases drastic recommendations are 
necessary, such as the installation of automatic sprinklers 
in certain classes of buildings. Such recommendations 
as the latter are forwarded to the Fire Prevention 
Commissioner of the metropolitan district for a review 
and such disposition’ as he thinks proper. Regular 
inspections have been made of schoolhouses, theaters, 
motion picture houses, public buildings, etc. A great 
amount of excellent work has been accomplished by 
this inspection system, not only in effecting the remedy 
of dangerous conditions but giving the officers of this 
department an opportunity to familiarize themselves 
with the interiors of buildings in their districts. 

During the year 8,544 permits were issued for fires 
in the open air, for the keeping and storage of inflam- 
mable fluids, for the keeping and storage of gasolene 
and other volatile fluids in amounts not exceeding 130 
gallons, for the keeping, storage and discharge of fire- 
works and firecrackers, and for the handling and 
transportation of explosives. Authority to issue these 
permits is delegated to this department by the Fire 
Prevention Commissioner of the metropolitan district. 
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Moror Fire APPARATUS. 


Twenty-two new pieces of motor apparatus were pur- 
chased during the year, including nine chief’s automobiles. 

I firmly believe that the department apparatus should 
be motorized as rapidly as possible. Not less than two 
hundred thousand dollars should be set aside each year 
for the purchase of motor apparatus until the work is 
done. ‘Today Boston is about 37 per cent motorized and 
is a little behind a few of the other large cities of the 
country. If enough money is made available in the 
next three years Boston should be the first of the large. 
cities to complete the motorization of its equipment. 

The repair shop building at Bristol and Albany 
streets is fast becoming overcrowded, due to the 
change from horse-drawn to motor apparatus. It will 
be only a question of a short time when some arrange- 
ment will have to be made for a repair shop for motor 
apparatus, as it has been found that the care and 
repairing of other parts of apparatus and machinery 
connected with the department tests the capacity of the 
present repair shop. A very advantageous site for a 
motor apparatus repair shop would be on land owned 
by the city and occupied by this department as a 
veterinary hospital in Atkinson street, Ward 9. The 
increase in the amount of motor apparatus decreases 
the number of horses and naturally the demand for a 
hospital; eventually the hospital will be entirely unnec- 
essary. In erecting a motor apparatus repair shop the 
plans should include space for the storage of spare 
apparatus, and thus make possible the saving in rental 
of $2,000 per year which the city is now paying for 
storage space at Nos. 240-256 Dover street. I believe 
that money should be appropriated at once to start 
plans for this project. 


FrrE LOSSEs. 


Consideration of the number of alarms and the fire 
loss for the preceding twelve months is found most 
interesting. During the year the department responded 
to 4,531 alarms as compared with 5,437 alarms in 1915. 
The fire loss for the year amounted to $2,473,801, 
including $101,312 in marine loss. The total loss for 
1916 was $530,799 less than the total loss in 1915 — 
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the year previous. Such an enormous reduction in the 
fire loss is most remarkable. A careful analysis of the 
activities for the past twelve months divides the credit 
in three parts. In my opinion the reduction is due, in 
part, to the inspection system instituted and conducted 
in this department; the greater efficiency of the depart- 
ment due to the motorization of much apparatus, 
and to the very successful arson investigation inaugu- 
rated by your Honor. ‘There is not the slightest doubt 
in my mind that the greatest part of the reduction is 
due to the wonderful work resulting from this investi- 
gation. The results began to show most patently 
by a falling off in the number of alarms just as soon as 
action under the investigation was commenced. ‘The 
district attorney’s office and the state and city police 
are deserving of great praise for the invaluable work 
they performed in prosecuting the so-called ‘‘arson 
trust.’? I hope the work will continue, and this depart- 
ment is most willing to codperate in any proposition 
having for its end the reduction of the fire loss in this 
city. Merely for the sake of comparison and to show 
more clearly what this reduction of $530,799 in the fire 
loss means I give below the figures for the past four 
years:

ALTERATIONS TO HOUSES. 


The houses of Engine Company 14 on Centre street 
and Ladder Company 4 on Dudley street, Roxbury 
district, have been thoroughly remodeled. These 
houses have been practically rebuilt throughout and 
are now modern and up to date in every respect. 

The old municipal building at the corner of Dor- 
chester and West Fourth streets, South Boston, is being 
remodeled along the lines of the above stations and 
will provide suitable and commeodious quarters for 
Engine Company 1 and Ladder Company 5. Engine 
Company 1 is stationed in this building and Ladder 
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Company 5 in another building in West Fourth street. 
After the changes have been completed the two com- 
panies will be in the same building, increasing the effi- 
ciency and reducing the cost of upkeep. Similar 
changes are being made in the old and crowded quarters 
of Engine Company 8 in Salem street. Both of these 
houses will be ready for occupancy in the spring. 

There are many houses in this department which 
were erected in the early days of the call service and 
conveniences were provided for only two or three men. 
As the department gradually assumed a permanent 
basis minor changes were made from time to time in 
the houses. ‘Today, with the department on a complete 
permanent basis and the motorization of the depart- 
ment taking on rapid form, the unfitness of these houses 
becomes more and more emphasized. To carry on this 
work of remodeling and altering the old fire stations will 
require large sums of money, but it is work that must 
be done. In my opinion it should be carried on gradu- 
ally, and a certain amount of money made available 
each year to modernize fire stations. 

At the quarters of Engine Company 33, Boylston and 
Hereford streets, much work has been done. The 
stable was demolished and granolithic floors, base and 
driveways installed. The walls and ceiling of the 
main floor have been fireproofed; better toilet and locker 
facilities and shower baths have been provided. 

Owing to the construction of the Dorchester Tunnel 
the quarters of Engine Company 15 at Dorchester 
avenue and Broadway extension will have to be entirely 
remodeled. Arrangements are being made to divide 
the cost of this work between the Transit Commission 
and the Fire Department. 

Land has been bought and plans drawn for a new fire 
station at the Readville section. When the new 
building is erected it will be equipped with motor 
apparatus and will take the place of the old and con- 
demned structure now used for a fire station and located 
on land owned by the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad at Milton and Sprague streets. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Three pulmotors were purchased during the year and 
installed on Ladders 1, 4 and 17, in different sections 
of the city. They have been used in giving first aid 
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and relief to the members of the department and citi- 
zens and have proven their worth in the conservation 
of life. Additional machines will be purchased during 
the coming year and installed on other trucks. 

Six smoke masks and helmets have been ordered and 
I intend to establish a rescue squad in the near future 
at the Fort Hill fire station. These helmets will be of 
great service in fighting fires which are attended with 
dense smoke, especially in the basements of buildings 
and holds of ships. Undoubtedly they will prove of 
invaluable service to the department in the future in the 
rescue of persons from smoke and gas filled buildings. 

A school for officers has been established in the depart- 
ment where a course of lectures is provided for the 
officers of the department below the rank of district 
chief. Its purpose is to standardize certain lines of 
work in the department and to provide an opportunity 
for the officers to fit themselves for the work they are 
expected to perform in the fire service. 

The members of the department have worked hard and 
faithfully during the past year, and I believe the general 
efficiency of the department is reflected in the apprecia- 
tion manifested by citizens in generous donations to the 
Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund as well as by numerous 
letters of commendation received by me from time to 
time. An excellent spirit of codperation exists between 
the Fire and other departments, and I am grateful for 
all assistance rendered by the heads of other city depart- 
ments, especially the Police Commissioner and the 
Commissioners of Public Works, Wire and Building 
Departments.

The following is the report of the Chief of Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1917: 

During the calendar year the department has re- 
sponded to 4,531 alarms. The fire loss was $2,473,801, 
including marine loss of $101,312. 


ADDITIONS AND CHANGES. 


February 3, 1916, a gasolene motor-driven combina- 
tion pumping engine, chemical and hose wagon was 
placed in service with Engine Company 14, replacing the 
horse-drawn apparatus. Five horses were displaced by 
this change. 

April 5, 1916, a new company, to be known as Ladder 
Company 14, was organized and was established in the 
quarters of Engine Company 41, Allston. A gasolene 
motor-driven, quick-raising, 85-foot aerial truck was 
placed in service with this company. 

August 22, 1916, Engine 28 was equipped with a two- 
wheel tractor, displacing three horses. 

October 2, 1916, a gasolene motor-driven combination 
chemical engine and hose wagon was placed in service 
with Chemical Engine Company 10, replacing the horse- 
drawn apparatus. Two horses were displaced by this 
change. 

October 16, 1916, the horse-drawn engine in service 
with Engine Company 33 was replaced by an engine 
equipped with a two-wheel tractor, displacing three 
horses. . 

January 18, 1917, a gasolene motor-driven combina- 
tion chemical engine and hose wagon was placed in 
service with Engine Company 38, replacing the two- 
horse hose wagon in service with that company. 

Two steam fire engines and one combination ladder 
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truck and chemical engine were equipped with two- 
wheel tractors and are being used as relief apparatus. 

Two gasolene touring cars and four runabouts were 
purchased for use by deputy and district chiefs. 

A gasolene motor-driven emergency truck was placed 
in service in the quarters of Water Tower Company 2, 
headquarters building. This truck weighs 12,550 
pounds without load and is in charge of the supervisor 
of motor apparatus. The capacity of the truck is three 
and one half tons and it is fitted with a power winch 
capable of lifting up to five tons. The truck is fitted 
with jacks, blocks and all such tools necessary for 
emergency work, also carries supplies of gasolene and 
lubricating oil. This truck will respond to extra alarms 
of fire and will be operated by the motor squad of the 
department. 

Engine 35, a self-propelling steam fire engine, and 
Engine 39 were equipped with new boilers and practi- 
cally rebuilt. 

The station in which is housed Engine Company 14 
was remodeled. A larger dormitory, separate rooms 
for all officers and better toilet and locker room facilities 
were provided. The stable was demolished, a grano- 
lithic floor and base installed and the walls and ceiling 
of main floor fireproofed. Dutch doors and granolithic 
driveways were other improvements. 

The station in which is housed Ladder Company 4 
was remodeled. A larger dormitory, separate rooms for — 
all officers and better locker room and toilet facilities 
were provided. The stable was demolished and a grano- 
lithic floor and base installed. The walls and ceiling of 
main floor were fireproofed. A garage for the deputy 
chief of the second division was built in these quarters. 
Dutch doors and granolithic driveway and walks were 
other improvements. 

The station in which is housed Engine Company 33 
was remodeled. The stable was demolished and a 
granolithic floor and base installed. The walls and 
ceiling of main floor were fireproofed. Better locker 
room and toilet facilities and Dutch doors were other 
improvements. 

Land was purchased at the corner of Milton and 
Hamilton streets in the Readville district for a site for 
the proposed new station to replace the present quarters 
of Hose Company 49, which are not fit for occupancy. 
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BUILDINGS. 


The interiors of the stations are in good condition as 
regards cleanliness and show evidence of painstaking 
work to keep them in order, but many of these build- 
ings are without modern facilities and in a few instances 
hardly fit for occupancy. ‘The installation of motor 
apparatus is going to make considerable remodeling 
absolutely necessary. 


APPARATUS AND EQUIPMENT. 


The apparatus and equipment, including hose, was 
given the annual inspection and test and all necessary 
repairs made to put same in first-class order. 


BUILDING INSPECTION. 


Regular inspections were made of theaters, motion 
picture houses, schoolhouses, public buildings and all 
places of public assembly. 

On request signs on roofs have been inspected and 
reported on. 

The system of building inspection throughout the 
- city has been continued and many hazardous conditions 
have been corrected. 

Inspections of premises have been made in connection 
with applications for licenses for the storage and sale of 
explosives and inflammables. 

Under the direction of the district chiefs permits were 
issued for building fires in the open air. 

Licenses for the transportation of explosives were 
issued by the deputy and district chiefs. 

All blasting operations in the city limits were safe- 
guarded by this department. 


DRILLS. 


During the year all companies have held weekly drills 
and all new appointees have passed through the depart- 
ment drill school. 

All regularly assigned chauffeurs were instructed in 
the department automobile school. 

During the year a school of instruction for officers of 
this department below the rank of district chief was 
established at the headquarters building. 

The purpose of this school is to give to the officers, 
by means of a course of lectures in matters pertaining 
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to the department and by discussion and exchange of 
ideas with brother officers, an opportunity to better fit 
themselves for the work they are expected to do and to 
standardize throughout the department certain lines of 
work. 

A committee consisting of the Chief of Department, 
two deputies and two district chiefs was appointed 
to conduct the school. 

It was the duty of the committee to make all arrange- 
ments for the conduct of the school, assign the instruct- 
ors for the different topics to be discussed, arrange for 
the attendance of the officers, and see that everything 
was accomplished for the successful operation of the 
school. 

The following topics will be lectured on and discussed 
during the term of the school:

HicH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


The following is the report of the work done on the 
high pressure fire service as made by the engineer in 
charge: 

‘““The high pressure fire service of the Public Works 
Department, during the last year, has practically com- 
pleted the correction of excessive leakage conditions 
in the pipe lines installed previous to 1916, and has 
extended the system with about one half mile of piping 
located in Broad, Franklin, Purchase, Summer and 
School streets, which includes a 12-inch gated con- 
nection with the old salt water line at Congress and 
Purchase streets. A 16-inch gated connection located 
on Tremont street near West street has been established 
between the high service domestic and the high pressure 
fire service main. There is now a total of 192 high 
pressure hydrants connected with the system and 188 
of these are ready for use with domestic high service 
at about 95 pounds per square inch pressure. ‘Tests 
were conducted on two successive Sundays at Hay- 
market square which demonstrated the possibilities and 
limitations of using these hydrants with hose lines 
playing from the street or connected with deck guns on 
hose wagons, at which were present representatives of 
the local and National Board of Fire Underwriters, Fire 
Department and Public Works Department officials. 

'. “The stand taken by the Municipal and State Boards 
of Health and the Metropolitan Water Board required 
that we could use in the high pressure system either 
the fireboats for an emergency or the domestic high 
service, but not both, due to their fear of probable 
contamination due to the mixture of polluted harbor 
water which might find its way through the 16-inch 
connection on Tremont street back into the domestic 
supply. Due to the fact that the old salt water line, 
with its fireboat connections at Central Wharf, had 
been utilized in but one fire since 1898, when it was 
installed, it was thought by the Board of Underwriters 
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and the Public Works Department officials that greater 
advantage would be derived for the present by utilizing 
the high service connection. This meant. that the 
fireboat connection at Central Wharf must be aban- 
doned and it has been dismantled, and also that there 
must be no delivery connection from the fireboats to 
any hydrant in the system until the pumping station 
is completed, at which time it is intended to restore 
the Central Wharf fireboat connection and to provide 
at least one other harbor front manifold for fireboat 
connection. 

‘““The Fire Department has been provided with the 
equipment necessary to operate these high pressure 
hydrants and instructions have been given practically 
all of the men in the department as to their features of 
design and proper manipulation. 

“The location of gate valves in the piping mains will be 
designated on adjoining buildings or posts in a circle 
about three inches in diameter, painted white with a red 
line across the circle and a figure, also in red, on a white 
field. This figure indicates the number of feet dis- 
tant from the building line at its intersection with the 
sidewalk where the red line produced meets this inter- 
section, to the center of the cover of the valve vault. 
All the main line valves are in vaults. 

‘Every 8-inch hydrant connection has an independent 
gate which we intend to locate in dimension given on 
the barrel of the hydrant in white figures. The desig- 
nation for all gate locations we expect to have completed 
during the present year. 

“The high pressure hydrants from which the domestic 
high service is available have red hoods. All those not 
permanently in service or temporarily taken out of 
service for any reason have black hoods.”’ 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Under this heading the items mentioned are in my 
opinion necessary for the comfort of the men and to 
keep abreast of the times as regards motor apparatus. 


FIRE STATIONS. 


A new station should be built on the site secured in the 
Readville section to replace the present quarters of 
Hose Company 49, which are unfit for occupancy. 
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The station now occupied by Chemical Company 3, 
Winthrop street, Charlestown, should be remodeled 
to house an engine company. 

The stations now occupied by marine Company 17 
and Ladder Company 7, in the Meeting House Hill 
section of Dorchester, should be replaced by a new 
building on the same site to house both companies. 

The station now occupied by Engine Company 26-35 
should be replaced by a new building on the same site. 
The dormitory accommodations in the present station 
are wholly inadequate for the number of men housed 
there at present. The new station should contain 
offices for the Chief of Department. 

The greater part of the cellar of the station occupied 
by Engine Company 15, Broadway and Dorchester 
avenue, South Boston, was taken for construction pur- 
poses in connection with the Dorchester Tunnel. 
This necessitated the relocation of the house and 
engine heating apparatus in a specially constructed 
cellar under the sidewalk on the Broadway side of the 
station. This work was done under the direction and 
at the expense of the Transit Commission; and in my 
opinion this would be an opportune time to remodel 
this station for the incoming motor apparatus. 

I would recommend the fireproofing of the main. 
floors of stations now occupied by motor apparatus at 
the earliest possible time that financial conditions will 
permit, and in connection with this remodeling that 
shower rooms be installed and separate rooms for all 
officers be furnished. 

The painting of all exterior wood and metal on the 
stations should receive consideration. 


APPARATUS. 
Engines. 


A gasolene motor-driven combination pumping engine, 
chemical and hose wagon with a pump capacity of at 
least 750 gallons per minute for the proposed station in 
Readville. 

A gasolene motor-driven combination pumping engine, 
chemical and hose wagon with a pump capacity of at 
least 1,000 gallons per minute for the proposed remodeled 
station on Winthrop street, Charlestown. 

Gasolene motor-driven combination pumping engines, 
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chemicals and hose wagons with a pump capacity of at 
least 750 gallons per minute to replace the horse-drawn 
apparatus in the quarters of Engine Companies 1, 16, 19, 
30, 42 and 48. 

Two-wheel tractors should be attached to the horse- 
drawn engines in the quarters of Engine Companies 3, 8, 
15, 20, 26, 36 and 39. 


Chemical and Hose Combinations. 


Gasolene motor-driven combination chemical engine 
and hose wagons to replace the horse-drawn apparatus 
in the quarters of Engine Companies 3, 8, 15, 20; 26; 36 
and 39. 


Ladder Trucks. 


Gasolene motor-driven 85-foot quick-raising aerial 
‘trucks should be installed in the quarters of Ladder 
Companies 1, 2, 3, 5 and 9 to replace the horse-drawn 
apparatus. 

_ The horse-drawn combination ladder trucks and 
chemical engines in service with Ladder Companies 11, 
22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27 and 28 should be replaced by 
gasolene motor-driven 65-foot quick-raising aerial trucks, 
each equipped with a 40-gallon chemical tank. 


Relief Apparatus. 


With the large number of pieces of motor apparatus at 
present in service, which will be largely augmented in the 
near future, I cannot emphasize too strongly the need of 
having sufficient relief apparatus of the different types 
on hand to replace the regularly assigned apparatus in 
an emergency. 


MEN. 


The new engine company recommended for the Read- 
ville section should consist of a lieutenant and six men, 
and as Hose Company 49 would be disbanded the man 
now assigned to that company could be transferred to the 
new company. 

The engine company recommended for the Charles- 
town district should consist of two officers and ten men, 
and as Chemical Company 3 would be disbanded the 
four men now assigned to that company could be trans- 
ferred to the new company. 
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The morale of the department is excellent. Much 
credit is due the officers and men for the praiseworthy 
manner in which their duty has been done. 

I wish to express my gratitude to all other depart- 
ments who have cheerfully codperated with us when 
called on.

CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


Underground Construction. 


Thirty-six thousand (36,000) feet of cable, containing 
about eighty-three (83) miles of conductors, were hauled 
into underground ducts, principally in the South Boston, 
Roxbury and West Roxbury sections. Forty-two thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy-two (42, 872) feet of 
cable were bought, but owing to the pressing demand on 
cable manufacturers, a condition prevalent throughout 
the trade, the contracting manufacturer of our cable 
was unable to fulfill the contract until several weeks 
after the specified time, with the result that weather 
conditions prevented the installation of but a compara- 
tively small amount. 

About eight thousand (8,000) feet of ducts were laid 
- underground; seven (7) manholes built; thirty-five (35) 
lamp-posts and two (2) test posts were set. Six (6) 
lamp-posts and three (3) test posts were reset or 
replaced by new posts. 


Overhead Construction. 

About seventeen (17) miles of wire were strung on poles 
for extension of circuits and to replace old wire. About 
eighteen (18) miles of old wire were removed because of 
the extension of underground system. 


* Each keyless door is tested semi-weekly. 
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One (1) new box circuit and one (1) new tapper were 
made. 


Fire Alarm Boxes. 


Thirty-nine (39) new fire alarm box stations were 
established, thirty (30) of which are public boxes and 
nine (9) placed on private property. Ten (10) of the 
new boxes were placed on lamp-posts; twenty (20) were 
attached to poles; five (5) were attached to buildings 
and four (4) were located inside of buildings. 

Seventeen (17) boxes formerly attached to poles or 
buildings have been re-established on lamp-posts and 
one (1) box was removed from private property and 
relocated on a pole. Five (5) boxes were removed from 
service. 


InsipDE Work, DEPARTMENT STATIONS. 


Considerable progress has been made in bringing the 
wiring of department stations up to present-day stand- 
ard requirements. Extensive changes, alterations and 
additions have been made in both lighting and signal 
services. Engine 14 and Ladder 4 stations were com- 
pletely rewired for signal and lighting services by men 
of this branch. 

Many additional test switches for signal circuits have 
been installed in stations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Funds should be provided for replacing old cables and 
additional cables in Boston proper, and also for the 
extension of the underground service in sections where 
the present overhead construction is dangerous. ‘The 
prescribed underground districts for this year affect 
this department considerably and will require a larger 
appropriation than usual. 

There are several places where signal boxes should be 
established; especially is this true of the newly built 
suburban sections. 

Several circuits are overloaded and new circuits should 
be made to relieve this condition. 

A few minor improvements are contemplated in the 
central station and the standardization of wiring in 
stations must be continued.

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ANNUAL REPORT

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1916. 





Boston, February 1, 1917. 
Hon. James M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,—I have the honor to submit the forty-fifth 
annual report of the department, covering its work for 
the calendar year ending December 31, 1916, and its 
financial operations for the year ending January 31, 
1917. 

The total number of deaths recorded for the year was 
12,760. The estimated population for the year was 
760,400. The death rate from all causes as caleu- 
lated on this population was 16.78 per 1,000 inhabitants, 
which is higher than last year by .72. Nonresident 
deaths were over 14 per cent of the total. 

The death rate of infants under one year of age was 
104 per 1,000 births. 

Tuberculosis shows a slight increase over the pre- 
ceding year, the death rate being 14.62 in each 10,000 
of the population against 13.82 in 1916. 

The survey completed last year in this disease showed 
that deaths from pulmonary and laryngeal tuberculosis 
have been slowly but steadily decreasing in this city; | 
that all cases are well reported; that hospital accommo-

dations are satisfactory; that there are no neglected 
cases in the city; that the general knowledge of 
tuberculosis has been much improved, and cases treated 
at home are cared for in an intelligent manner. 

Typhoid fever showed a death rate of .34 per 10,000 
inhabitants. This figure is especially gratifying inas- 
much as it is the lowest rate ever obtained in this city 
or in any of the large cities of the country and makes 
Boston the banner city in this regard. Of the twenty- 
six deaths occurring last year from this disease in Boston 
nine were nonresidents who came here for treatment. 
Excluding these, the rate for 1916 would be .25.

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THe HEAtTH UNIT. 


On March 1, 1916, through the efforts of his Honor the 
Mayor, there was inaugurated in the West End section 
of the city a Health Unit which has since developed into a 
Civic Center as well. This was established for the pur- 
pose of getting in close touch with the people and deter- 
mining what effect education of the people, through the 
coéperation of all health agencies in the district, would 
have on the prevention of disease and death among 
infants, children and adults in that congested area of the 
city. His Honor felt that the place to first start such an 
institution would be where the congestion was greatest 
and in a section that contained the greatest number of 
people per acre. 

The following are some of the organizations which are 
centered in the Unit and the functions they perform: 


1. Health Department, with the following in attend- 

ance: 

Medical inspector. 

Sanitary inspector. 

Food inspector. 

Nurses. 

Vaccination station. 

Occupational clinic. 

2. Consumptives’ Department of the City of Boston, 
which holds a weekly clinic for examination of 
tubercular suspects, and also the headquarters 
for the Consumptives’ Department nurses of 
the West End. 

3. Instructive District Nurses’ Association. 

This is a call station for the nurses who do bedside 
nursing and pre-natal nursing in the district. 

4. Boston Dispensary. ) 

District physician. 

This has become an excellent call station for 
the district physician who makes free calls 
to the poor of the district. 

5. Milk and Baby Hygiene Association. 

A very largely attended Baby Conference sta- 
tion holding a weekly clinic. 

6. Associated Charities and Hebrew Federated 

Charities. 

They are splendidly coéperating for the relief 

of the sick and the needy. 
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7. Women’s Municipal League, whose representative 
is in frequent attendance. 
8. Mothers’ Clubs of the West End. 


Diphtheria, scarlet fever and whooping cough showed 
a decrease over last year, and measles, anterior polio- 
myelitis and cerebro-spinal meningitis an increase. 

The outbreaks of influenza and pneumonia during the 
early part of the year helped materially toward the 
higher general death rate for the year, and the number of 
deaths of anterior poliomyelitis occurring during the 
outbreak increased the death rate of children. 

The general results obtained last year in all activities 
of the department have been edifying to a great degree 
and afford much hope and encouragement for even better 
results during the coming year. 

_ The public Press, lectures with lantern slides, circulars 

and the ‘‘ Monthly Bulletin’? have been a great force in 
the education of the public along the lines of preventive 
medicine. 


CONFERENCES AND HEARINGS. 


During the year passed there were conferences and 
hearings with the Health Commissioner and his deputies 
in relation to insanitary conditions, public safety, com- 
municable diseases, foodstuffs, licenses and stable loca- 
tions. 

There were hearings and conferences with national, 
state and city officials, besides officers of health depart- 
ments of other cities, and the many organizations and 
associations engaged in health work in this city. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


There were 159 prosecutions during the year for 
violations of the sanitary and food laws and 527 prosecu- 
tions for violation of the milk, vinegar and oleomargarine 
laws. 


STABLE HEARINGS. 


There were twenty stable hearings. 

Sixteen conditional permits were granted and four 
refused. 

Six final permits were granted. 

Ten stable permits were revoked. 
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VACATE ORDERS. 


There were sixty-six orders issued to vacate premises 
on account of filthy and insanitary conditions, which 
included lack of water supply, proper light and ventila- 
tion and lack of toilet facilities and overcrowding. 


BASEMENT ROOMS. 


There were ten orders issued limiting the occupants 
of basement rooms. 


Dumps. 


Seventy-six locations were approved for the dumping 
of ashes and other refuse, mainly for filling-in purposes. 
Four applications were refused and seven revoked. 


FoRCIBLE REMOVALS. 


There were ninety-four forcible removals to the hos- 
pitals of persons ill with communicable disease who 
were not properly isolated at home and who refused to 
go to the hospital.

LICENSES AND PERMITS. 


During the year there were issued 8,332 licenses for 
hens, milk, manicuring, grease, rendering, dumps, stables, 
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peddlers, for carting manure and for stables, for which a 
fee was paid and which amounted to $11,528.52 for the 
year. 

There were 204 annual undertakers’ licenses issued 
and sixteen new appointments made. 

The amount received from licenses last year was 
the largest in the history of the department. The 
issuing of licenses and the care of all moneys received 
is intrusted to the care of the secretary, who is bonded 
and is responsible for the entire receipts of the depart- 
ment. The total itemized amount received will be 
seen in the financial statement. 


MontTuHiuy BULLETIN. 


The ‘“‘ Monthly Bulletin,” edited by the secretary, con- 
tinues to be issued and has proved its value as an educa- 
tional worth to the laity as well as the physician and 
health worker as attested by the increasing numbers of 
requests made for it, the many testimonials received 
and the notice given it by the public Press of the city. 
On account of the limited amount of money allowed for 
this purpose the size and the issue of the “Bulletin” 
is necessarily limited. The ‘‘Bulletin’’ is sent only by 
request.

VARIOLA. 


There was only one case of variola reported during 
the year. The case was reported December 8, a man 
twenty-four years old; occupation, car cleaner. He was 
born in Jamaica, West Indies, and came to Boston three 
years ago by way of Montreal, Canada. He was never 
vaccinated. The patient was removed to the hospital 
and all contacts were vaccinated. No secondary cases 


developed. 
LEPROSY. 


There were two cases of leprosy reported during the 
year. The first case, reported April 10, was a man 
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forty years old who was in this country for two and one 
half years. He sailed from Marseilles, France, on a 
French steamer and landed in Providence, R. I. Occu- 
pation, tanner; native place, Harbet, Turkey. 

The second case was reported August 11. He was 
a man twenty years old, a Spaniard, and a native of 
Cuba, in Boston for the purpose of study. 

Both these cases were referred to the State Board of 
Charity for hospital treatment. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


There were 2,409 cases of diphtheria reported during 
the year, of which there were 185 deaths. In 1915 there 
were 2,981 cases reported, of which there were 218 deaths. 
In 1916, 458 cases were brought into Boston for treatment 
from surrounding cities and towns and of this number 
there were 52 deaths, as compared with 359 cases brought 
into Boston in 1915, of which number there were 54 
deaths.

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A few of the earlier cases gave a history of recent 
arrival from New York City, and these cases were 
probably imported. The subsequent cases showed no 
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history of recently arriving from an infected focus or 
exposure to known cases. Where two or more cases 
occurred in the same family the patients usually became 
ill at about the same time, indicating simultaneous 
infection.

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The outbreak in this city has been distinctly a place 
infection. A focus once established was followed in 
a few weeks by other cases in the same neighborhood 
or in the immediate vicinity. 

Sanitary conditions and density of population do not 
seem to be factors in the incidence of the disease. In 
the North End, old Ward 6, population about 36,000, 
122 persons to the acre, only 17 cases were reported; 
whereas in the West End, old Ward 8, population about 
33,000, 189 people to the acre, 46 cases were reported. 

Brighton, with a population of about 27,000, 9 per- 
sons to the acre, only 9 cases reported; East Boston, 
Ward 1, population about 24,000, 25 cases; Ward 2, 
population about 42,000, 56 cases. 
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Again, only 9 cases were reported in Ward 23, popula- 
tion about 22,000; while in the Hyde Park district, 
Ward 24, adjoining, population about 23,000, 41 cases 
were reported. 

Sanitary conditions and overcrowding are about the 
same in the North and West End districts, and in the 
last few weeks cases that have been reported from con- 
gested neighborhoods have given histories of being sick 
from four to six weeks with no medical supervision or 
attention; still no subsequent cases have developed. 

Children’s institutions in this city caring for many 
thousands of children have been remarkably free from 
any outbreak of the disease. 

Although this outbreak was fought along the lines of 
a distinct communicable disease like diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and typhoid fever, it is a question if the hospitali- 
zation of cases helped to diminish the incidence of the 
disease. Of the total number of cases reported 420 
were removed to the hospitals. The theory generally 
accepted by health officers that poliomyelitis is spread 
by human carriers needs further proof before it can be 
accepted.

The decrease in diphtheria examinations noted in 
last year’s report continues through this year, each 
month, excepting February, showing a lower number 
of tests than the corresponding month for 1915. The 
low number of tests during the autumn months is 
especially noticeable and is accounted for by an excep- 
tionally low prevalence of the disease.

from there, cannot be brought into this account. 


Since diphtheria is an infectious disease, caused by 
an organism which is easily demonstrated in cultures 
from the throats or nasal passages of those afflicted, the 
only rational way to deal with such persons for the pro- 
tection of the community is to keep them in quarantine 
until reasonable proof has been obtained that they are 
no longer carriers of diphtheria bacilli. 

On this account it is required that two successive 
negative cultures from both nose and throat of the 
patient be obtained, and that these cultures be taken 
at least twenty-four hours apart. The first culture for 
release may be taken by the attending physician, but 
the final release culture must be taken by an agent of 
the Health Department. Physicians may begin to sub- 
mit cultures for release as soon as they wish after the 
symptoms of the disease begin to abate. 
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Table III. shows in detail the length of the isolation 
period which this year averaged but 11.3 days. A 
similar record has been kept for over ten years and 
shows the average isolation period to be less than two 
weeks.

Column 1 shows total positive cases which were released by two consecutive negatives. 
Column 2 shows the number of these which during the taking of cultures for release yielded 
a negative culture followed by a positive. Column 3 shows that if release were granted 
no one negative culture only, 17.5 per cent of the total positive cases released by the labo- 
ratory would still carry the bacilli after such release. 


The facts shown in Table IV. indicate that it would 
not be wise to lift the quarantine after but a single nega- 
tive release culture as about 17.5 per cent of such patients 
are still carriers of diphtheria bacilli. When the agent 
of the department obtains a positive culture following a 
negative by the attending physician, the physician is 
notified and cultures must still be taken until the two 
successive negatives are obtained. It is probable that 
_a@ very small number of positive cultures might be found 
after even two negatives, but the number would be so 
small as to be practically negligible as a factor in the 
spread of the disease. f

When a patient is in isolation on account of positive 
cultures for an undue length of time following recovery 
from the disease, if the physician requests it, the organisms 
are obtained in pure culture and a virulence test is made 
by inoculating a guinea pig subcutaneously with a 
forty-eight hour growth in bouillon, using $ of 1 per 
cent of the body weight of the pig as a dose. If the 
virulence test is positive quarantine is continued, if 
negative the patient is released.

Beginning with January 1 of this year free Wasser- 
mann tests were offered as an additional routine exami- 
nation and during the year over 2,500 of these tests 
have been made, showing that this opportunity is 
thoroughly appreciated. 

Tests are made each Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday. 

Specimens may be submitted by physicians in out- 
fits provided by the laboratory or the patients may 
be sent to the laboratory, Room 1101, City Hall Annex, 
to have the specimens taken. The laboratory is 
prepared to receive these patients and to collect the 
blood specimens on Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednesdays 
and Thursdays from 2 to 4 p. m. only. 

History blanks will be mailed to any Boston physician 
on request and each patient appearing at the laboratory 
must present one of these, carefully filled out and signed 
by his attending physician. 

Specimens will not be collected at any other time nor 
will they be collected from patients coming without 
carefully prepared history cards. 

Reports upon the examinations are made to the 
physicians only. 
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Physicians who wish to collect the specimens them- 
selves may obtain outfits at the laboratory and must 
see that they are carefully returned after the specimens 
have been taken. 

These outfits are not furnished to the culture stations 
and for obvious reasons the stations are prohibited from 
receiving them to return to the laboratory. 

Reports.— The reaction as carried out in this labora- 
tory has the following diagnostic significance: Positive 
indicates syphilis, except very rarely in acute febrile 
conditions such as malaria and pneumonia. Negative 
does not exclude syphilis. In dealing with obscure 
conditions less than three negatives have no significance. 
Doubtful signifies an inconclusive result. It is advis- 
able to submit several specimens in such a case, and 
interpret a persistently or predominatingly doubtful 
reaction as indicative of a syphilitic infection. Unsat- 
isfactory means that the test was unsuccessful either 
because of the condition of specimen or some difficulty 
with the technique. In the latter event the test will 
be repeated on the next testing day, otherwise a new 
specimen will be requested. 

In addition to the above reports, as will be explained 
later, the laboratory has been sending out a few reports 
of ‘‘Moderate Positive’ indicating an undoubted posi- 
tive reaction but of a much less degree of intensity. 


TECHNIQUE USED IN THE TEST. 


Preparation and titration of reagents. 

Antigens.— Two antigens have been used, the first an 
alcoholic extract of human heart, cholesterinized, and 
the second an acetone insoluble antigen prepared from 
fresh beef heart by Noguchi’s method. 

The cholesterinized antigen is prepared according to 
the method of Swift and Ellis as follows: 

’ Put some fresh human heart through a meat grinder 
and to 50 grams of this ground material in an Erlen- 
meyer flask add 500 cubic centimeters of absolute 
alcohol and shake well. Cork and place in an incubator 
at 37 degrees centigrade for two weeks, giving it a 
thorough shaking each day. At the end of two weeks’ 
incubation the solution is filtered, the filtrate placed 
in the ice chest over night and again filtered. The 
filtrate is then kept closely stoppered in the ice chest 
and, as needed, is removed in quantities of 100 cubic 
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centimeters. To this amount (100 cubic centimeters) 
of the filtrate add .4 grams of Kahlbaum’s cholesterin, 
mix well and incubate at 37 degrees centigrade for 
twenty-four hours to dissolve the cholesterin. The 
antigen is now ready for titration and use. After the 
cholesterin has been dissolved this antigen should be 
kept at room temperature as the cholesterin precipi- 
tates if kept in the ice chest. As needed for use it is 
diluted one part to nine parts of normal salt solution, 
adding the galt solution slowly and with constant 
shaking. It is then titrated for exact strength. 
The acetone insoluble antigen is prepared as follows: 
Fifty grams of ground fresh beef heart are mixed in 
an Erlenmeyer flask with 500 cubic centimeters of 
absolute alcohol, corked and put into an incubator at 
37 degrees centigrade for two weeks, shaking the mix- 
ture well each day. At the end of two weeks filter and 
evaporate the filtrate by means of an electric fan. Dissolve 
the residue in ether and allow to stand in a cool place 
over night, covering the dish to prevent evaporation. 
The ethereal portion is then decanted into another 
receptacle and evaporated to a small volume (5 to 10 
cubic centimeters). This is then mixed with ten 
volumes of pure acetone. ‘The precipitate which forms 
is allowed to settle and the supernatant liquid decanted. 
The acetone insoluble portion is the antigen. 
Dissolve each .3 gram of this substance in 1 cubic 
centimeter of ether and add 9 cubic centimeters of pure 
methyl alcohol. Keep this stock solution in the ice 
chest and as needed for use dilute 1 part to 14 parts of 
normal salt solution, adding the salt solution slowly with 
constant shaking. It is then titrated for exact strength. 
Amboceptor.— Rabbits are injected with washed red 
corpuscles of the sheep made up to the original blood 
volume. with salt solution. Inject intraperitoneally 
gradually increasing doses at about five days’ intervals, 
using injections of 7 cubic centimeters, 14 cubic centi- 
meters and 21 cubic centimeters. Seven days after the 
last injection withdraw some blood from ear vein and 
titre the serum. If it shows high titre 30 to 40 cubic 
centimeters may be withdrawn from the heart. Allow 
the blood to stand a few hours at room temperature for 
the clot to form, then place in ice chest over night and 
the following day draw off the serum. Precautions for 
- asepsis should be observed throughout this procedure. 
The serum may now be placed in 1 cubic centimeter 
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glass ampules, sealed and inactivated at 55 degrees 
centigrade for thirty minutes on three successive days, 
after which it is kept in the ice chest and withdrawn as 
needed. 

Complement.— The complement used is fresh blood 
serum from guinea pigs. By withdrawing this from the 
heart and allowing three or four weeks for recuperation 
the pigs may be used over and over again. A fair sized 
pig will furnish 8 cubic centimeters of blood without 
serious injury. Before operating primary anesthesia 
is induced with the A. C. E. mixture. 

The serum separates better in petri dishes than in 
test tubes. It is preferably drawn the afternoon before 
it is needed for the tests, allowed to stand an hour or so 
at room temperature and then placed in the ice chest 
over night. In the morning the serum is separated, 
diluted to 10 per cent with normal salt solution and 
titrated. 

The patients’ blood is collected with aseptic precau- 
tions from one of the veins in the bend. of the elbow. 
It is well to draw from 5 cubic centimeters to 10 cubic 
centimeters in a sterile tube. A good separation of 
serum will be obtained if the tube is slanted after 
the blood is placed into it and, after clotting, the clot is 
broken away from the sides of the tube. After standing 
an hour or two at room temperature the blood is placed 
in the ice chest over night. In the morning the serum 
is separated, using the centrifuge when necessary and 
inactivated by placing in a water bath at 55 degrees 
centigrade for thirty minutes. 

Sheep cells are obtained by washing fresh drawn 
sheep’s blood three times with normal salt solution and 
centrifuging each washing. The final concentration of 
cells is diluted to 5 per cent with normal salt solution. 

Salt Solution is prepared by dissolving 8.5 grams of 
salt in a liter of distilled water and sterilizing in an 
Arnold sterilizer for at least one hour. 

Pipettes.— The following pipettes are used, calibrated 
to the tip. 


10 cubic centimeter pipettes graduated into .1 cubic centimeter. 
5 cubic centimeter pipettes graduated into .1 cubic centimeter. 
1 cubic centimeter pipettes graduated into .1 cubic centimeter. 
1 cubic centimeter pipettes graduated into .01 cubic centimeter. 

.3 cubic centimeter pipettes graduated into .01 cubic centimeter. 


Directly after use each pipette is placed in normal salt 
solution. 
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After the tests are finished all the pipettes are rinsed 
with clean water and dried with hot air. 

Amboceptor Titration.— To..1 cubic centimeter of the 
undiluted amboceptor add 9.9 cubic centimeters of 
normal salt solution and shake thoroughly ; this gives a 
dilution of 1-100. 

To .1 cubic centimeter of 1-100 dilution add .4 cubic 
centimeter of normal salt solution, equals 1-500. 

To .1 cubic centimeter of 1-100 dilution add .9 cubic 
centimeter of normal salt solution, equals 1—1000. 

To .1 cubic centimeter of 1-100 dilution add 1.4 cubic 
centimeters of normal salt solution, equals 1-1500, and 
so on until dilutions up to 1-5000 are prepared. 

Now take a series of tubes and in each one, properly 
marked, place .5 cubic centimeter of the diluted am- 
boceptor to correspond. 

Add to each tube .5 cubic centimeter of 10 per cent 
complement, or if the complement has been titred and 
the unit determined twice the unit may be used. 

Add to each tube .5 cubic centimeter of 5 per cent 
sheep corpuscles and sufficient salt solution to bring 
the amount up to 2 cubic centimeters. 

Mix thoroughly and place in water bath for one hour 
at 37 degrees centigrade and read. 

The amount of amboceptor that Just fomplet rt 
hemolyses the corpuscles is taken as the unit. 

Two units of amboceptor are used for the test and it 
is convenient to calculate the dilutions so that .5 cubic 
centimeter of the diluted amboceptor is equal to 2 units. 

Titrations of Antigens.— The same technique is used 
for titration of both antigens, after dilution with salt 
solution, as previously explained. 

Anticomplementary Titration.— Increasing amounts of 
the antigen are placed in a series of test tubes as follows: 
.03, 05, .08, .1, .15, .2, .25, .8 cubic centimeters. 

Complement is added .5 cubic centimeter of the 10 
per cent solution to each tube. 

Add sufficient salt solution to each tube to bring the 
contents up to one cubic centimeter. Shake gently and 
incubate in the water bath at 37 degrees centigrade for 
forty minutes. 

Figure out the amount of amboceptor, at 2 units to 
the tube, and of sheep cells needed. Jor instance, the 
usual dose of the diluted sheep cells is .5 cubic centi- 
meter, and if the amboceptor is so diluted that .5 
cubic centimeter is equal to 2 units, it would take 4 
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cubic centimeters of each for the series of tests. It is 
better to make up a little more than the actual amount 
needed, so that 5 cubic centimeters of diluted amboceptor 
and 5 cubie centimeters of diluted blood cells may be 
mixed in a test tube or bottle and placed in the bath at 
37 degrees centigrade for thirty minutes, thus sensitizing 
the cells. 

At the end of this time one cubic centimeter of the mixed 
amboceptor and cells is added to each tube in the series, 
the tubes are shaken and replaced in the bath at 37 
degrees centigrade for one hour, when readings are made. 

The amount of antigen that shows beginning inhi- 
bition of hemolysis is the anticomplementary unit. 

In conducting the test one fourth of this amount is 
generally used. 
~ Hemolytic Titration — Antigen is used in the same 
amounts as in the anticomplementary titre and salt 
solution is added to make up each tube to 1.5 cubic 
centimeters, after which .5 cubic centimeter of sheep 
cells is added to each tube; mix thoroughly, incubate in 
water bath for one hour at 37 degrees centigrade and 
read. Asarule the hemolytic titration is not absolutely 
necessary. 

In calculating the dose of antigen to be used in the 
test, one fourth the amount not hemolytic is generally 
used. 

Antigenic Titration. Known positive serum .1 cubic 
centimeter in each tube. 

Antigen and complement as in anticomplementary 
titre. 

Salt solution to make up to one cubic centimeter. Mix 
thoroughly. 

Incubate at 37 degrees centigrade for forty minutes. 
Mix amboceptor and cells, sensitize and add as in 
anticomplementary titre. 

Incubate one hour at 37 degrees centigrade in bath 
and read. | 

That amount of antigen that shows just complete 
inhibition of hemolysis is taken as the antigenic unit. 

In conducting the syphilis reaction two or four times 
this unit is used, providing that the amount is at 
least four or five times less than the anticomplementary 
dose. 

The Test.—It is convenient to obtain the sheep’s 
blood, wash and dilute the cells on the night before 
the test, afterwards keeping them in the ice box until 
needed.

Separate the patient’s sera which are to be tested and 
inactivate for one half hour at 55 degrees centigrade. 

While the sera are inactivating the complement is 
separated and diluted to 10 per cent with normal salt 
solution. — 

The daily titre of complement and amboceptor is 
now made as follows: 

To 4 cubic centimeters of 10 per cent complement add 
4 cubic centimeters normal salt solution, thus making 
the 5 per cent solution used in the titration. 

Arrange nine tubes in a rack and place in each the 
reagents as indicated in the following table. 
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Mix thoroughly and place in the water bath at 37 
degrees centigrade for thirty minutes. The first five 
tubes show the complement titre and the last four the 
amboceptor titre. 

If the amboceptor is working right at the dilution 
used, tubes 6 and 7 should show complete hzemolysis 
while there is a hold-up in tubes 8 and 9. 

The last tube of the first five in which there is complete 
hemolysis gives the complement unit. Since two 
complement units are used .for the test this will be an 
equal amount of the 10 per cent solution to that of the 
5 per cent solution which gives the reaction; thusif there 
is complete hemolysis, including tube 4 in which there 
are used .3 cubic centimeter of the 5 per cent comple- 
ment, we proceed with our test, using .3 cubic centimeter 
of the 10 per cent complement for each tube. 

We are now ready to proceed with the test. 

The tubes are arranged in the rack in three rows so as to 
give three tubes for each serum to be tested and in each 
is placed .1 cubic centimeter of the inactivated patient’s 
serum. 

To the tubes in the first row are added the cholesterin- 
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ized antigen conveniently diluted so that the right 
quantity is added in .1 cubic centimeter; the tubes in 
the second row receive similar doses of the acetone 
insoluble antigen, while those in the third row which are 
used as serum controls receive no antigen. 

With each set of tests should be run a known positive 
and a known negative blood serum, also a control tube 
for each antigen, these latter receiving no blood serum, 
but each receive a double amount of its respective 
antigen. 

To each tube is now added two units of complement and 
sufficient salt solution to make up to 1 cubic centimeter. 

Mix thoroughly and place in the water bath at 37 
degrees centigrade for forty minutes. 

Calculate the amount of amboceptor and cells 
needed for the series. If the amboceptor dose is cal- 
culated at .5 cubic centimeter this is easily done; if, for 
instance, there are 90 tubes it will require 45 cubic centi- 
meters of diluted amboceptor and 45 cubic centimeters of 
5 per cent cells. It is usually well to make up a little 
more than the actual amount required. 

Mix the amboceptor and cells together thoroughly 
and incubate in the water bath at 37 degrees centigrade 
for thirty minutes. 

Add 1 cubic centimeter of the amboceptor and 
cells mixture to each tube, mix thoroughly by shaking 
the tubes and again incubate for one hour at 37 degrees 
centigrade and read the results. 

It has been noticed that the cholesterinized antigen 
is a little too sensitive to be absolutely relied upon. It 
catches all the positives and also holds up with a few 
sera which show negative results by other methods. 

With the acetone insoluble antigen a positive result 
is to be relied upon, but here a moderate positive such 
as, for instance, might be shown by a case under treat- 
ment may come down negative. 

At first we reported positive only on those cases where 
both antigens showed no hemolysis. Negative where 
both showed hemolysis and doubtful if the cholesterin 
antigen showed no hemolysis while there was hemolysis 
with the acetone insoluble antigen. 

Later after considerable experimentation we adopted 
the plan of retesting these doubtful sera with the acetone 
insoluble antigen, using .4 cubic centimeter of the serum 
instead of .1 cubic centimeter, in order to increase the 
amount of antibodies, and running a control also with 
.4 cubic centimeter serum. When this test holds up 
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and gives a negative control in the serum control tube 
we feel safe in reporting such a blood a moderate positive. 
Its use has cut our doubtful returns in half. We are at 
present running experiments comparing this method 
with the ice box method and find the comparison very 
close. The ice box method gives more strongly positive 
results with these cases but has the disadvantage of 
requiring four hours additional time.

The above table includes those examinations which 
could not be classed under the other headings, such as 
examinations for rabies, glanders, cholera, urines and 
feces for typhoid, blood cultures and examinations for 
various organisms. 

By far the largest item in this table, however, is for 
the examination of rats. An efficient rat catcher has 
been employed throughout the year in trapping rats 
along the waterfront. During the year 1,234 rodents 
have been caught and carefully examined for any evi- 
dence of bubonic plague infection. All were negative. 

The bubonic plague is at present endemic in many 
foreign ports. While it is a terrible scourge to mankind 
wherever it becomes established it is primarily a disease 
of rats and is usually introduced into new localities by 
rats and communicated to human beings by rat fleas 
which leave the dead animals. 

The United States Public Health Service, recognizing 
this danger, requires vessels from infected ports to use 
every precaution to prevent rats escaping to the wharves 
and also requires thorough fumigation of such vessels to 
kill the rodents. 

When the disease gains a foothold in a port its eradi- 
cation is a tremendously expensive undertaking, involv- 
- Ing the wholesale destruction of rats and the replacing 
of structures which afford them hiding and breeding 
places by concrete buildings and wharves. 

The Health Department is doing its duty in the 
constant examination of rats that it may detect such 
infection in its incipiency and if possible stamp it out 
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before it claims human victims. It also requires the 
careful disposition of garbage in order that rats may 
not find it easy to obtain food, and it advises that all 
new construction along our waterfronts be rat-proof 
and has brought the matter to the attention of the 
Building Commissioner. Such buildings while more 
expensive in their initial cost are also far more durable 
and as they replaced the old wooden structures the city 
would gradually be rendered secure from this danger. 
If, however, the plague should gain a foothold here 
under present conditions, the replacing of the present 
structures which would then become an absolute and 
immediate necessity would place an exceedingly heavy 
burden upon the owners and the city.

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RESEARCH WoRK. 


Bacteriological Milk Examinations.— Some experi- 
mental work was carried out to determine the accu- 
racy of our present methods of milk examination as 
compared with those recommended by the present 
A. P. H. A. Committee on Standard Methods, but not 
finally adopted by the association, and our results indi- 
cate that the adoption of the methods recommended 
would result in a material lowering of our standard and 
consequent introduction into the market of a generally 
poorer quality of milk. It has seemed advisable, there- 
fore, to retain the old standards until such time as new 
standards which will give more accurate, rather than 
less accurate, counts are adopted. 

These tests also showed that the results of different 
workers on the same sample are fairly comparable and 
that any trained worker who follows the technical 
methods described in the methods used can make a 
return as to the bacterial content of the milk sufficiently 
accurate for its proper classification. 


COMPLEMENT FIXATION TESTS FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 


Considerable research work has been done in the 
laboratory during the past few months on this reaction 
following the promising results obtained by other labora- 
tory workers. : 

Especial attention has been paid to the test as per- 
formed by Dr. H. R. Miller of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, Columbia University, New York City. 

Doctor Miller has kindly furnished us with informa- 
tion and cultures for the advancement of this work. 

At present, with the codperation of Doctor MacCorison 
and Doctor Burns of the North Reading State Sana- 
torlum, we are running a series of tests which we expect 
will show rather definitely the degree of specificity of the 
reaction. 

Should the test prove, as now seems probable, a 
valuable indication of the presence of tuberculosis it 
will be offered as a help in the diagnosis of those cases 
where there is suspicion of tuberculosis but where the 
sputum is negative. It may also prove valuable in 
determining whether or not the disease has been arrested. 


PNEUMONIA DIAGNOSIS. 


In 1913 Dochez, Gillespie and Cole of the Rockefeller 
Laboratories reported the results of their investigations 
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on diagnosis of the different types of organisms causing 
pheumonia and on treatment of cases with specific 
antisera. 

This work has been confirmed by other laboratory 
workers and seems to promise a degree of hope for the 
amelioration of some types of this disease. The test is 
made by obtaining the organisms in fairly pure culture 
and testing against the specific antisera. 

For the test sputum from the patient is submitted in a 
sterile bottle. A portion of the sputum is washed three 
times in sterile salt solution, after which about one half 
a cubic centimeter of the washed sputum is injected into 
the peritoneal cavity of a white mouse. 

If pneumococci are present in the sputum they mul- 
tiply while other organisms tend to die out. 

After several hours the mouse is autopsied and the 
peritoneal cavity is flushed with bouillon; the bouillon 
with the contained bacteria is drawn off into a centrifuge 
tube. After centrifuging the bouillon is decanted and 
the organisms are washed two or three times with salt 
solution in the centrifuge and finally made up with 
salt solution into a faintly opalescent mixture. 

This is now added in equal amounts to .38 cubic 
centimeters of each of the different sera and the type 
of the infecting organism is shown by a well defined 
precipitation reaction. 

We are now preparing for a series of experimental 
tests along this line and it seems probable that this 
test may in the near future be added to the routine 
examinations performed in the laboratory.

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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR. 


January 1, 1917. 
Francis X. Manongy, M. D., 
Health Commissioner: 
DAR Srr,— I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1916: 


The total number of samples collected and examined 
was 21,419, as follows:

Fewer samples were examined by 4,090 than were 
tested in 1915, when 25,509 specimens received attention; 
the total for 1916 was 21,419. The above figures for 
1916 may be further enlarged by 553, for examinations 
of miscellaneous foodstuffs and recorded inspections of 
premises, methods and conditions, making the total 
for the year 21,972. The income was less than in 1915, 
the total being $8,431, divided as follows: Fines, 
$5,785, and license fees, $2,646. The decrease from the 
previous year was $3,393.52. 

There were fewer prosecutions for milk which varied 
from the legal standards for solids and fat than in the 
previous year. In fact the number of these cases would 
have been much less had it not been for the milk sold by 
one dealer, which was of such low grade as to necessitate 
many court actions. Even with this condition, the 
quality of the milk as a whole, in the matter of solids and 
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fat content, was superior to that of 1915. The investiga- 
tions of the year demonstrated that some dealers were 
selling a product partially manufactured from water and 
a milk powder (undoubtedly prepared from skimmed 
milk) as normal milk. This was considered a violation 
of the law, and the subject was brought to the attention 
of the courts. So far the disposition in these cases has 
been in favor of the government’s contention. Similar 
results have been obtained in other prosecutions where 
it was found that a preparation was being supplied to the 
public as milk, in which an evaporated milk (probably | 
evaporated skimmed milk) was being employed as one 
of the constituents. The use of substances in the 
manner above indicated is believed to be fraudulent 
as well as unwarranted by any condition of the milk 
supply. If dealers desire to ‘‘make” milk on this 
basis they should apply to the law makers for legislative 
sanction. 

License Law.— In 1916, $2,646 was collected for 
licenses, and this amount is $105.50 less than was 
received in 1915. This sum represents 5,292 licenses, 
and at this time there are approximately 4,427 licensees 
engaged in the sale of milk or oleomargarine in this 
city. This means that about 865 of those who originally 
applied for permits are no longer in the business. 

Number of Milk Dealers and Quantity of Milk Handled 
Daily.— In 1915 there were 216 wagon dealers; for 1916, 
182 licenses were issued, and 8 applications are pending 
at this time. ‘The number of shops selling milk is less 
than last year, as there are now only 4,167 such places. 
This shows a decrease from 1915 of 438 stores. The 
quantity of milk handled daily in this city was larger 
than in 1915 by 10,770 quarts. The amount dealt in 
each day approximated 418,786 quarts, and of this 
quantity 391,008 quarts arrived by railroad. The 
amount of milk consumed daily in this city increased by 
about 14,085 quarts by comparison with the approxi- 
mate daily consumption of 1915. Approximately 347,- 
735 quarts of milk were daily consumed in Boston in 
1916. Of this, 319,957 quarts, or 92.01 per cent, 
arrived by railroads; 23,877 quarts, or 6.87 per cent, 
were transported by wagons, and 3,901 quarts, or 1.12 
per cent, were the product of the 415 cows kept within 
the city limits. ‘The number of cows reported in 1915 
was 457. The consumption of milk produced near the 
city has apparently decreased from 1915 by 18.06 per 
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cent, and there is also a decrease in the use of milk raised 
in this city of 5.75 per cent. Actually the amount of 
milk which is raised nearby is 5,261 quarts less than 
in the previous year. In addition to the 3,901 quarts 
produced and consumed in Boston, 340 quarts were 
produced daily and sold outside the city. 

Certified, ‘‘ Inspected,” and “‘Grade A’”’ Milk.—During 
the year the amount of ‘‘inspected’’ milk sold daily 
approximated 8,676 quarts, which is 4,394 quarts less 
than that used each day in 1915. This quantity equals 
only 2.49 per cent of the total daily supply. The 
quantity of certified milk used each day is 3,965 quarts; 
this represents a gain over 1915 of 698 quarts and is 
equivalent to 1.14 per cent of the total daily con- 
sumption. 

Late in the year two firms began the sale of milk 
which they designated as ‘‘Grade A.’ Supervision of 
the quality of this product rests entirely with these 
dealers, excepting as it may conflict with the laws of this 
state and the regulations of the Health Department. 
One concern pays premiums to farmers raising this milk, 
where it tests above 3.7 per cent of fat, or below 25,000 
and 10,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. The product 
is examined at a laboratory located in the country 
before shipment to the city. ‘The milk before pasteuri- 
zation is not to contain more than 100,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter, and after heating not more than 
10,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. ‘The fat content 
is not less than 4 per cent. ‘The other company procures 
its supply from dairies scoring not less than 70 per cent 
on the United States Government score card, and the 
product in the raw state is not to contain more than 
200,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, and after heating 
not over 10,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. The 
amount of fat is not less than 4.5 per cent. From the 
few examinations made of this product to date it would 
appear that it is of superior grade. The amount of this 
milk sold daily is about 1,900 quarts, which is 0.546 per 
cent of the quantity consumed each day. 

Heated Milk.— The quantity consumed in Boston in 
1916 showed a material increase. The approximate 
amount of such milk sold here daily is 298,069 quarts, 
which is 85.72 per cent of the supply. In 1915 about 
275,348 quarts were used daily. Of the above amount 
for 1916, 191,450 quarts, or 64.23 per cent, was deliv- 
ered in bottles, which is the preferable form of container. 
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Regulations Concerning the Sale of Milk in Tightly 
Closed Receptacles and Care of Milk Vessels —— The rule 
necessitating the sale of bottled milk in shops continues. 
to demonstrate its value over the former method, by 
which milk was handled in the ‘‘loose” form. From 
every standpoint consumers are obtaining a superior 
and safer product, and one which is more likely to con- 
form to legal requirements. ‘This latter phase fortu- 
nately involves less prosecutions, a desirable condition 
and one entailing less expense upon the community. 
It would be to the further advantage of milk users if all 
restaurants were to adopt the plan of dealing in bottled 
milk. Some progress has already been made in this 
direction by hotels and restaurants voluntarily serving 
their trade in this manner, and this movement is increas- 
ing in extent, although slowly, each year. 

The subject of bottle waste was mentioned in the 
report of last year as one of the principal objections to the 
sale of bottled milk in shops, but criticism because of this 
loss is one which is not worthy of serious consideration, 
for ‘the reason that it could be immediately stopped by 
milkmen if they would purge themselves of trade 
jealousies and fear of trade losses and institute a. policy 
of charging for all containers employed in the delivery 
of milk to shops. Fortunately some dealers are already 
doing business on this basis, and it is felt that substantial 
progress was made in this direction in 1916. Those who 
have adopted this policy have found it so satisfactory 
that it is expected that its operation will be extended 
through other milkmen during 1917. 

A rule of the Health Department, adopted several 
years ago, requires the cleaning of all milk vessels as soon 
as they are emptied, and this has been of aid in having 
milk containers kept. in much better condition than 
formerly. This gain, however, is far from sufficient, 
owing to the slovenly methods of some of Boston’s milk 
users. ‘This is a subject in which every consumer should 
be interested, as the immediate cleaning of these bottles 
and cans is of much help in ensuring the delivery of a 
satisfactory supply. This cleansing habit, if not inborn, 
~may be readily acquired, and its observance would lessen 
the complaints annually made to this Bureau concerning 
the condition of milk containers. 

Furthermore, it is only the part of.decency that all 
milk vessels be promptly returned to the dealers from 
whom they were procured. At present many find their 
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way to city dumps, from which, reeking with filth, 
they are collected, and later returned, for a consideration, 
to their rightful owners, by whom they are then employed 
in the delivery of milk. It is no compliment to Bosto- 
nians that they will participate in and tolerate this state 
of affairs. Yet in 1916 the daily dump collections of 
milk bottles amounted to 1,561; and in April, when the 
‘“‘clean up’? campaign was in progress, 64,790 of these 
containers reached the city dumps. The slogan should 
be clean and return milk bottles promptly.

Bactertologic Examination of Milk and Cream.*— The 
results from the 6,901} examinations follow:

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Where milk exceeded the bacterial standard of 
500,000 per cubic centimeter, warnings were issued to 
the number of 971. Of these, 661 were mailed to con- 
tractors and 310 to milkmen and shopkeepers. 

Milk Contaminated with Pus and Streptococci.— In 
1916, 6,901 samples were tested for these organisms, 
and 25, or 0.36 per cent, were found to be infected. 

Dirt in Milk.— The condition of milk as to visible 
dirt content is materially improved by comparison 
with the findings at the commencement of the attempt 
to raise the standard of Boston’s supply in the matter 
of sediment. This statement applies to the appearance 
of milk when in containers ready for delivery to con- 
sumers rather than to betterment of handling con- 
ditions at dairies. This feature of the problem is yet 
far from being solved. ‘The necessary care at the farm 
in keeping filth away from milk is still to a large 
degree lacking, and apparently can only be successfully 
brought about by increased educational efforts. Strain- 
ing and clarifying devices, which are chiefly responsible 
for the present freedom of the retail supply from sedi- 
ment, are processes which only enhance the appear- 
ance of milk after the harm accomplished by the soiling 
of the product has taken place. Milk should not 
require straining or clarifying for the mere removal of 
dirt. The essential is to keep the filth away from the 
milk in the beginning, and this can only be achieved by 
personal cleanliness, freedom of animals, apparatus and 
containers from dirt and the use of small top milk pails. 
With these precautions applied universally at dairies, 
one phase of fault finding regarding the condition of the 
supply will be eliminated. 

Efforts of Dealers to Improve Supplies — The proper 
handling of milk requires constant supervision on the 
part of dealers and this includes frequent bacteriological 
and chemical examinations. Practically all of the large 
concerns in this city make such tests a part of the 
regular routine, and a majority of the small firms are 
also giving some attention to the subject. In 1916 
milkmen made 106,918 bacteriological examinations. 
With the above samples, 42, or 0.039 per cent, showed 
the presence of pus, or pus and streptococci. This is 
the smallest percentage of milk showing such contami- 
nation which has been found by dealers for several years. 
The large number of bacteriological tests made annually 
has had a beneficial influence in improving the quality 
of the milk sold in this city. This work should be con-

tinued as it is essential in order to maintain the supplies 
-at the desired standard. 

Much endeavor has been devoted to the improve- 
ment of dairy and milk handling conditions through 
correspondence by dealers with the farmers and by 
personal visits of their representatives. The product 
from several farms was excluded by milkmen during 
the year on account of insufficient cooling, deviation 
from the standard, or infection of the milk. 

This aid has been of material value in adv ancing the 
quality of the milk sold here and it is a feature which 
must be constantly followed. 

Low Temperature Essential to Good Milk Supplies.— 
Although not a new subject, the plea for refrigeration 
of milk products cannot be made too emphatic, and it 
is a regrettable fact that despite all that has been said 
concerning the importance of this phase of the problem, 
too little attention is even now being given to it. It is 
a matter, however, in which the public is greatly con- 
cerned and patronage should not be given a dealer 
until there is assurance that there is proper cooling of 
the milk and cream which the firm supplies. For this 
purpose liberal use of ice is necessary and its employ- 
ment should begin at the farm and be continued until 
such time as the milk is to be used by the consumer. 
By insisting on this procedure, purchasers would greatly 
aid the efforts which are being made in the direction of 
proper care of milk products. 

During the year the following circular dealing with 
this question was sent to all the licensed milkmen: 


DEAR SIR: 


To further improve the milk and cream supplies of this city 
it is essential that provision be immediately made for adequate 
and efficient cooling of these products at all dairies, and for 
the maintenance of a low temperature until they reach the 
consumer. It is expected by the Health Department that you 
will not purchase milk and cream from farms which do not 
store abundant supplies of ice and use it freely in the cooling 
of milk and cream which is intended for consumption in Boston. 
This letter is to inform you concerning the emphasis to be 
placed upon this important and necessary feature in the future, 
with which you will be expected to energetically codperate. 

Take up this matter at once with all dairymen with whom 
you are dealing and see to it that abundant ice supplies are 
provided at each farm and used properly in the refrigeration 
of milk and cream which you purchase. 
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The number of car specimens with high temperature 
showed considerable decrease. During the year the 
samples so tested and found to have a temperature of 
over fifty degrees Fahrenheit were less than those of 
1915 by 74, the total for 1916 being 266. In each 
instance a warning was mailed to the dealer, and the 
latter then endeavored to provide for better refrigeration 
through the agency of railroads or farmers, or both. 
There was an increase in the number of high temperature 
specimens procured from wagons and stores. Alto- 
gether there were 197 of these, as compared with 176 in 
1915. Warnings were also issued in these cases, and an 
improvement was noted in nearly every instance. 
During the warm weather many temperature tests were 
made, and these included all of the milk collected during 
that period. In addition to this the temperature was 
noted of all samples obtained for bacteriological exami- 
nation throughout the year, and in summer special 
Sunday examinations were made of milk as it arrived 
by cars. The temperature tests for the year totaled 
12,263. 

The change in the mode of transportation recently 
effected, whereby practically all of the milk brought 
here by cars is in charge of unskilled railroad employees, 
and with no particular interest in the quality of the 
product as it reaches here, is one which it is felt will not 
only mean less care in icing during transit, but will be 
inimical to the supply in other respects. In so far as the 
quality of the milk is concerned in the matter of refrigera- 
tion and cleanliness, the present system, from observa- 
tion since its inauguration, cannot be viewed with favor. 

Buttermilk.— The amount of, buttermilk sold during 
1916 was about 2,683,289 quarts, of which 476,695 
quarts was ‘‘true’”’ product. The average daily quantity 
approximated 7,351 quarts. The amount sold during 
1914 was 2,501,025 quarts, and 372,780 quarts of this 
was ‘‘true”’ buttermilk. 

Cream.— There were periods during the year when 
difficulty was experienced by dealers in procuring 
adequate supplies of this commodity. It is believed that 
this condition is what may be anticipated occasionally 
in the future, and undoubtedly with shortages more 
pronounced than in 1916. Lessened production and 
increased use are the factors responsible for this situa- 
tion. The cases which were mentioned in last year’s 
report, where cream had been mixed with evaporated

skimmed milk, were disposed of without trial. So far 
as known, however, this form of fraud has been checked. 
During the year three samples of cream were found 
which undoubtedly were homogenized products, and 
which contained a milk powder, the latter probably 
made from skimmed milk. These were distributed by 
one firm, and court actions resulted in each instance; 
these are now pending in the Superior Court. For the 
further protection of the public in the matter of cream 
purchases, the recommendation made in previous reports 
is renewed, namely, that all cream with over 15 per cent 
milk fat be labelled as to its fat content, and that the 
amount of fat so stated upon the label establish the 
standard for that particular product. This would end 
the present deception, whereby cream may be repre- 
sented by the dealer to contain more fat than it actually 
possesses. 

A regulation of the Health Department establishes a 
standard for bacteria in cream of not more than one 
million per cubic centimeter. During the year 348 
samples were tested. Of these, 248, or 71.26 per cent, 
conformed to the standard, and 100, or 28.74 per cent, 
exceeded the limit permitted. 

The approximate amount of cream received here in 
1916 in gallons, equivalent to 40 per cent fat and 15 per 
cent fat, and the approximate quantity consumed here, 
its employment for household or manufacturing pur- 
poses, and the kind of containers used in its distribution, 
are shown in the following table:

Ice Cream.— There is general observance of the law 
fixing the standard of 7 per cent milk fat for this com- 
modity. In 1915 no violations of this requirement were 
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noted, but during 1916 three specimens were procured 
which were deficient in the amount of fat. A few small 
dealers have attempted to market a frozen product con- 
taining little fat, and set forth the claim to the authori- 
ties that the mixture is not called ice cream or sold as 
such. This assertion is not true in all instances, and one 
of the recent prosecutions was for the sale of one of these 
mixtures for ice cream. The dealer was convicted. 
Much of this traffic, although slight in extent, is with 
children who probably purchase it in the belief that it 
is ice cream. Of 152 tests, the minimum amount of fat 
was 3.5 per cent, and the maximum 28 per cent; the 
average being 10. 62 per cent. 

There is no bacterial standard for ice cream in this 
city, but the plan- has been followed of notifying dealers 
where the bacterial content exceeded one million per 
cubic centimeter. The total number of tests was 177; 
of these, 88, or 49.72 per cent, contained over one million 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter. 

Butter. — High prices for this food stuff rane in an 
increased number of stores selling the renovated variety 
and as a result of this condition there were more court 
actions for its sale in unmarked wrappers than in 1915. 
At the same time much of this product was sold in con- 
formity to the law. During the year two court cases 
developed from sales of rancid butter which was so 
badly decomposed as to be unfit for use. In one the 
fine was paid, and the other was taken to the Superior 
Court on appeal. 

Oleomargarine.— The cost of butter during 1916 was 
such that there was a large increase in the number of 
dealers who applied for permits for the sale of oleo- 
margarine. These licenses totaled 170, and beginning 
with 1905 exceeded the number of firms engaged in this 
traffic in any year by 41. The sale of this commodity 
by new concerns will undoubtedly mean increased 
demand for it in the future from householders who have 
during the past year had an opportunity to learn of its 
value. Apparently it was also employed to a larger 
extent than in 1915 in restaurants for serving to cus- 
tomers in place of butter. The number of cases involv- 
ing its use without notice to guests was larger by three 
than in the previous year. At one boarding house it was 
found that the keeper of the place was adding color to 
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oleomargarine before serving it to patrons. Complaint 
was made for selling oleomargarine in imitation of yellow 
butter and the practice was stopped. 

Vinegar.— There were forty-nine cases involving vio- 
lations of the laws relating to vinegar during 1916; this 
is ten less actions than were brought to the attention 
of the courts in 1915. As in former years, the majority 
were for infringements other than those of low acidity, 
and in the checking of which consumers receive no 
substantial benefit; consequently to that extent the 
prosecutions were valueless. ‘The cases referred to in 
previous reports involving the constitutionality of the 
standard for cider vinegar solids have not been adjudi- 
cated. Vinegar manufacturers and dealers succeeded 
in changing the standards for vinegar and cider vinegar, 
making the requirements to suit themselves, and dis- 
regarding the interests of the public. The new law 
requires that 100 cubic centimeters of vinegar contain 
not less than four grams of acetic acid, and 100 cubic 
centimeters of cider vinegar not less than one and six 
tenths grams of cider vinegar solids. The lowering of 
the acetic acid requirement from four and five tenths 
per cent by this enactment permits manufacturers 
to substantially dilute vinegar with water to the present 
standard, and this privilege was exercised as soon as 
the law was passed. This legislation should have been 
called an act permitting the sale of water as vinegar 
rather than to carry the title, ‘‘An Act relative to the 
standard of vinegar and to the sale thereof.”’ 

Miscellaneous Examinations.— In addition to the 
routine work special examinations were made as follows: 

Four samples of ale, one sample of Swedish punsch, 
twenty-three samples of apples, one sample of asparagus, 
one sample of barley, two samples of butter, one sample 
of cigarette, one sample of solution citrate of magnesia, 
two samples of condensed milk, one sample of catsup, 
one sample of cottage cheese, two samples of bread, one 
cooking utensil, seventeen samples of candy, one sample 
of baking powder, one sample of currants, one sample of 
coffee, one sample of dye, three samples of flour, one 
sample of frankforts, one sample of egg preserving fluid, 
one sample of egg color, ninety-six samples of eggs, one 
sample of grapefruit, one sample of lard substitute 
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powder, one sample of prepared mustard, one sample of 
marshmallow puff, two samples of halibut, four samples 
of meat, one sample of nuts, one sample of olive oil, 
twelve samples of oysters, six samples of potatoes, one 
sample of sandwich, two samples of soap, one sample 
of compound pepper, nine samples of water, and two 
samples of wine, making a total of two hundred and 


nine tests.

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REPORT OF THE DIVISION OF FOOD 
INSPECTION. 


Boston, January 1, 1917. 
Dr. Francis X. MAHONEY, 
Health Commissioner: 


Sir,— I beg leave to submit the report of the activities 
of this division for the year ending December 31, 1916. 

The Food Inspection Division instituted September 1, 
1915, inspects all articles of foodstuffs sold in Boston, 
and is concerned with the methods of handling, pre- 
paring or selling articles of food. In the inspection of 
food establishments a score card has been devised which 
allows certain points for the equipment and methods. 
This score card is made out in triplicate on the premises; 
one copy is left at the store where the inspection is 
made; another filed in the office of the Food Inspection 
Division, and the third is retained by the inspector as 
a record for future inspection. A store is deemed 
satisfactory if it scores 75 per cent. If a place falls 
below this mark, and the proprietor shows no inclination 
to codperate with this department to improve conditions, 
a legal notice is served on the proprietor and a com- 
plaint is made in court. An urgent request has been 
made to the proprietors of these stores to post their 
scores in a conspicuous place, so the purchasing public 
can readily see it. 


Foop ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Grocery and Provision Stores. 

There has been a great improvement in the past 
fourteen months in this class of stores, and at the present 
time, for the most part, this class of food establishment 
is in excellent condition. 


Bakeries. 
Prior to September, 1915, many of the bakeries in 
Boston were in poor sanitary condition, and numerous 
violations of the bakery law have been found. Fifteen 
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notices of prosecutions, under the bakery law, have 
been served, and five complaints made in court. In 
consequence of this activity of the Food Inspection 
Division several bakeries ceased operations and at this 
time bakeries in this city are in good sanitary condi- 
tion. The greatest amount of defects have been found 
in bakeries located in basements, and I strongly recom- 
mend legislation which would prohibit the occupancy 
of basements for bakeries. 


Fish Stores. 


Many objectionable and insanitary conditions have 
been found in fish stores, but under constant urging by 
this department the general run of these stores are in 
satisfactory condition. Three complaints have been 
made in court against the proprietors of fish stores. 


Sausage Manufacturing Establishments. 

There has been a remarkable change for the better 
in the sanitation and equipment in this class of estab- 
lishment. At the present time Boston stands second to 
none in the country in clean, up-to-date sausage plants. 


Ice Cream Plants, Wholesale and Retail. 


In this class of food establishments there has also 
been a wonderful improvement since September, 1915. 
The proprietors of several dirty, insanitary manufactur- 
ing plants have been forced out of business. Other 
proprietors have complied with the regulations of this 
department and have gotten rid of dirty utensils and 
containers and offensive sinks and toilets, as well as 
replacing old and defective plumbing with modern 
equipment and sanitary containers. The rooms where 
ice cream is made have been properly drained, lighted 
and cleansed and everything possible done to prevent 
contamination of this food product. 


Restaurants. 


Boston now compares favorably with any city in the 
country in the sanitary conditions of its restaurants. 

This division has investigated and corrected insanitary 
conditions in the North End, South End and in East 
Boston, and a few isolated cases in other parts of the 
city. Most of the restaurants are in excellent sanitary — 
condition. 
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I would strongly recommend that legislation be 
petitioned for that all handlers of foodstuffs in restau- 
rants and other allied establishments be compelled to 
undergo a complete physical and bacteriological exami- 
nation at the hands of a competent physician satisfactory 
to this department. At the present time this depart- 
ment maintains for this purpose a free clinic. 


Delicatessen Stores. 


In the past two years a number of delicatessen stores 
have sprung up in Boston, especially in the Roxbury 
and Back Bay sections, and the proprietors seem to 
think that any sort of equipment and sanitary arrange- 
ment will suffice. A decided change for the better has 
taken place in these stores. 


Candy Factories. 


Boston has probably the most sanitary candy fac- 
tories of any city in the country. This division has 
found it necessary to correct conditions in only three of 
these factories. 


Soda Fountains. 

Generally these fountains are in excellent sanitary 
condition. Would recommend that regulations be 
adopted compelling the sterilization of all glasses, con- 
tainers and utensils used in this business. This would 
mean that after each individual use the glass, or other 
container, and spoon be thoroughly cleansed and- 
sterilized. 


Poultry Slaughtering Houses. 
These places are in good sanitary condition, but 
need constant supervision to maintain the standard set 
by this department. 


THe Market DISTRICT. 


In the so-called market district, which is that part of 
the city in the vicinity of Blackstone and North streets, 
a constant and rigid inspection has been maintained 
both in the stalls and stands on the street, including 
push carts and wagons. Previous to September, 1915, 
on Mondays and days following a holiday this office 
was besieged by patrons of this market who had pur- 
chased meat, vegetables and fruit which were found to 
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be tainted, unwholesome and unfit for food. All this 
has been changed. Generally it was very hard to locate 
the responsible parties, but this division went about 
it in a systematic way and when complaint was brought 
to the office, if a violation of the law was evident, com- 
plaint was made in court, and in every instance the 
court upheld the action of this department. Some 
of these offenders were driven out of business entirely 
and others corrected their methods of doing business, 
and in consequence it is seldom that a complaint is 
now made of articles of food sold in this district. 

In regulating this market we have had the greatest 
cooperation from police officials of Police Station No. 1. 
All food articles in the market district now are displayed 
in such a manner that admits of ready inspection by the 
inspectors of this department, three of whom are always 
on duty in this locality on Saturdays and on days and 
nights preceding holidays. The police of Station 1 
have it so arranged that all wagons and push carts are 
now placed in such a position as to make easy access to 
all parts of the vehicle so that complete inspection 
may be made without difficulty. 

This division is now taking up with the Police Depart- 
ment the advisability of stationing all the dealers in 
fish on Blackstone street, from Washington Street 
North, and the dealers in meat and other foodstuffs on 
Blackstone street, between North and Hanover streets. 

Most of the complaints coming to the office at the 
present time are for the sale of unwholesome food in the 
outlying sections of this city. 


PEDDLERS. 


This class of purveyors of foodstuffs formerly gave 
this division a great amount of trouble, but through the 
good work of the inspectors and the police officer 
assigned to the division very gratifying results have 
obtained. These peddlers were formerly the means 
by which great quantities of started and partially 
decomposed fruits and vegetables were sold to people 
in the poorer sections of the city. Warning was issued 
and subsequent violations resulted in court action. A 
majority of these peddlers were imposed upon by the 
wholesale dealers and this resulted in these wholesale 
dealers being summoned into court and fined. At the 
present time it can be stated that these peddlers are 
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conducting a strictly legitimate business, and the proof 
of this is in the few complaints that are made to this 
office in which they are involved. 


PROTECTION OF Foop ARTICLES. 


There have been fifteen convictions in court for the 
failure on the part of storekeepers to protect foodstuffs 
from contamination by dust, flies and animals. It 
may be said that now owing to the vigorous prosecu- 
tions by this department this law is being complied 
with to a greater extent than ever before. Since the 
issuance of the order of the Health Commissioner pro- 
hibiting the wrapping of food articles in newspapers 
fifteen convictions have been obtained in court, and it 
is safe to say that newspapers are not being used by 
storekeepers for wrapping food articles in the City of 
Boston. Constant supervision is necessary to pre- 
vent certain storekeepers from lapsing into the old — 
practice of using newspapers. 

In my opinion trouble is always invited, and contami- 
nation of food articles invariably results, when these 
foodstuffs are exposed on sidewalks or in open windows, 
as the covering is off most of the time. 


Prosecutions Under the So-called ‘‘Kgg Law” (Chapter 
654, Acts of 19138). 


The movement against rotten egg dealers towards the 
elimination of rotten eggs for food has been a great 
advance in food protection in this city. At the begin- 
ning of this crusade positive evidence of guilt was 
obtained against certain dealers in rotten eggs and pro- 
prietors of bakeries in the poorer sections of the city. 
When complaint was made in court the chief justice of 
the Municipal Court ruled that the law gave no authority 
to local health authorities to bring complaints, inasmuch 
as the law made it mandatory on the State Department 
of Health, and our first complaints were brought by 
agents of the State Department of Health; afterwards 
the chief justice reversed his ruling and now this division 
through its officers goes forward with the complaints. 
There have been forty-seven convictions with fines 
totaling $5,600 levied on these dealers. Some of the 
largest wholesale dealers in the market district have 
been summoned into court and fined. 
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This attempt at stamping out the rotten egg traffic in 
this city has had the hearty codperation of the local 
office of the United States Bureau of Chemistry, the 
officials of which have generously lent us their time and 
assistance both in the laboratory and in court. 

One phase of this egg traffic is the practice of the 
wholesale dealers in eggs of getting rid of their “‘rots and 
spots”? to a breaker of eggs who uses the eggs for food 
purposes. The wholesale dealer protects himself by 
marking the eggs ‘‘for mechanical purposes only.’’ 
To stop this nefarious practice an order by the Health 
Commissioner was issued which compelled all dealers 
in eggs to denature the rotten eggs with carbolic acid 
and place them in containers marked ‘“‘for mechanical 
purposes only.”’ These denatured eggs could be handled 
only at a place designated by the Health Commissioner. 
Another phase of the egg question is that of the sale . 
as ‘‘fresh hennery eggs’’ of cold storage eggs. It has 
been the practice of some of the dealers to sell as 
‘strictly fresh eggs’”’ eggs that have been in cold storage 
for many months. There have been two prosecutions 
in court for not displaying ‘‘cold storage eggs’ signs 
and several more are to follow. | 


MEAT. 


There have been several prosecutions in court for 
the sale of unwholesome meat and meat food products 
in this city. In the beginning this division warned the 
sellers of this unwholesome meat that prosecution 
would follow if the practice was not stopped. In sev- 
eral cases sickness followed directly on the partaking 
of this unwholesome meat. In the so-called market 
district inspectors have found carcasses of meat bearing 
the local stamp of Massachusetts inspection with evi- 
dences of tuberculosis in the carcasses. Other instances 
have been cases of hog cholera. Boston is the clearing 
house for most of the boned-out meats from the sur- 
rounding territory, and it is not infrequent to find in 
the sausage-making plants in this city tainted and 
diseased meats. A short while ago an inspector found 
that one of the large sausage manufacturing plants had 
received some cattle lungs from a neighboring city 
bearing the inspection mark and found to contain sev- 
eral large tubercular abscesses. These lungs were 
intended for use 1m the preparation of sausages. When 
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these violations are found report is made to the State 
Department of Health, and it is their duty to seek 
out evidence where the animals are slaughtered and 
bring the offending parties to court. Several prose- 
cutions have been successfully carried out by the State 
Department of Health on reports from this division. 


VEAL. 


Several prosecutions were entered against dealers in 
this city for the sale of so-called ‘‘bob veal.’ One case 
which took three days to hear in the lower court was 
decided in favor of the defendant. The judge who tried 
the case held that the wording of the law was vague and 
that the words ‘‘with head, hide, feet and entrails 
removed” were limited to certain viscera of the body. 
He also allowed for shrinkage from time of slaughter to 
time of sale. ‘The judge claimed there was no violation, 
and no more prosecutions have been brought. 


POULTRY. 


During the past fourteen months the inspectors of 
this department have seized a quantity of diseased 
poultry. In the market district several seizures of 
tainted chickens have been made and some of the largest 
concerns have been found selling unwholesome poultry. 
A complaint in court was made against one of the largest 
dealers in the country for selling diseased chickens. 
This company pleaded guilty in the court and was fined 
$50. There is still a great deal of work to be done by 
this division to clean up this traffic in unwholesome 
poultry, and it is understood by the poultry dealers 
now that if they do expose for sale any poultry of this 
kind action will be taken against them. 

One phase of the poultry business is the traffic in 
“cold storage poultry”? which is sold to the public as 
fresh killed stock. ‘This division is exerting every effort 
to stop this business. Complaints have been made to 
this office that preservatives were being used on this 
class of foodstuffs. Rigid investigations disclosed this 
not to be a fact. There is evidence, however, that a 
few years ago a considerable quantity of poultry was 
preserved through chemical agency. In the past four- 
teen months 2,598 pounds of poultry were seized and 
destroyed. 
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LOBSTERS. 


It was a common practice in this city for certain 
dealers to boil dead lobsters and sell the product to the 
public. An inspector of this department seized on a 
peddler’s wagon 200 lobsters, all of which were dead 
before being boiled, and around the tails of which red 
rubber bands were placed so that the tails might answer 
to the test of live lobster before being boiled. In tracing 
this back it was found that numbers of lobsters were 
coming in from Nova Scotia in a dead or dying condi- 
tion. These lobsters, instead of being dumped, were 
being broken up by unscrupulous dealers and the meat 
was sold to caterers as good lobster meat. In some 
cases lobsters were sold whole and disposed of by peddlers 
throughout the city. On receiving notice of the arrival 
from Nova Scotia of several thousand pounds of these 
dead lobsters the United States Bureau of Chemistry 
was appealed to and it libeled the entire shipment, 
visited the lobster houses with inspectors of this depart- 
ment and all the dead lobsters were destroyed for food 
and denatured. ‘The same procedure was used on sub- 
sequent shipments, and it is fair to state that at the 
present time there are but few, if any, of these dead 
lobsters being sold to the public. 


POTATOES. 


Inspectors of this department have visited the potato 
yards in Charlestown and condemned several car loads 
of potatoes that were rotten and caused them to be 
destroyed on account of. their condition. It was the 
practice to sell these rotten potatoes for food for cattle, 
but eventually the potatoes were sorted out and those 
that could be sold were disposed of to the public for 
food. - This dangerous practice has been stopped. 


FRUIT. 


Four thousand pounds of grape fruit in one shipment to 
this city were condemned as being immature and unfit _ 
for food. Also one hundred bushels of peaches which 
were in cold storage, having the appearance of being 
wholesome on the outside, but when cut were decomposed 
and not even fit to be put up for any food purpose. 
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FIsH. 


Several violators of the law in selling unwholesome 
fish were warned by this department, and on second 
offence were haled into court and fined. This depart- 
ment in determining the extent of decomposition has 
not depended alone on visual examination, but has had a 
chemical analysis made of this food and the extent of 
decomposition determined exactly. 


SUMMARY. 


In summing up what has been accomplished by the 
Food Inspection Division, it can be truthfully stated that 
never before has the public been so fully protected in the 
sale of unwholesome food as at the present time. ‘There 
is still a great deal to be accomplished, but a long step 
forward has been taken and definite results are now being 
obtained. The protection of the public health is the 
first duty of the authorities of the city and in seeing 
that nothing but wholesome food is sold to the people. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The inspectors in this division have worked night and 
day to give Boston pure food. ‘They are all hard work- 
ing, honest, conscientious men, and are all affected by the 
increased cost of living, and I strongly recommend that 
their salaries be increased $200 per annum, which would 
still be lower than that paid in corresponding cities 
throughout the country. The police officer attached to 
this division has given of his time unstintedly, is a fear- 
less, able, conscientious and efficient man.

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REPORT OF BUREAU OF DAIRY INSPECTION. 


Boston, January 1, 1917. 
Francis X. Manongy, M. D., 
Health Commissioner: 


Dear Sir,—I respectfully submit the following 
report of the activities of the Dairy Inspection Bureau 
for the year ending December 31, 1916: 

From a public health standpoint, the work of securing 
better milk for a city is second to none in importance, 
and any efforts in this direction should be most thorough 
with no half measures adopted. 

Dairy investigators find that about 4 per cent of 
the bacteria found in milk, after production in the 
ordinary cow barn, is from the udder of the cow, that 
about 26 per cent is from the stable air, the milker and 
milking utensils, and the remainder, about 70 per cent, 
is from the body of the cow. 

It is obvious, from the foregoing figures, that 96 
per cent of the bacteria can be prevented in greater 
part from gaining entrance to the milk by the exercise 
of proper sanitary methods, and it is the duty of the 
dairy inspector to instruct the producer in regard to 
these methods. It can be seen that the producer is the 
key to the situation as he has almost complete control 
over all factors entering into the production of clean 
milk, and if we would improve the milk supply of our 
city we must secure his interest and coéperation. Con- 
trary to the general belief, a high grade, sanitary milk 
can be produced on farms where the barns and equip- 
ment are of ordinary character, the primary essentials 
being clean premises, clean cows, clean, intelligent 
milkers, clean utensils, prompt cooling of the milk and im- 
mediate removal of the product to a suitable milk room. 

There has been much discussion in recent years rela- 
tive to the respective merits of dairy inspection as 
compared. with bacteriological examinations in the 
improvement of a city milk supply and, as both are 
of undoubted value, it would seem that by taking 
advantage of the unsurpassed facilities of our bacterio- 
logical laboratory and by giving the dairy inspectors a 
thorough course in milk bacteriology, both methods 
could be utilized, resulting in a system of milk super- 
vision which would be beyond criticism.

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SANITARY INSPECTION DIVISION. 


January 2, 1917. 
Francis X. Manonnry, M. D., 
Health Commissioner: 


Dear Sir,— I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Sanitary Inspection Division for the year 
ending December 31, 1916: 


TENEMENT HOUSES. 


All new tenement houses have been measured and 
given the initial examination required by law. This 
is a work requiring careful attention to detail, and it 
must of necessity consume considerable time. The 
inspection force will continue to follow up this work as 
closely as possible, but the number of such buildings 
being constructed in all sections of the city renders the 
task difficult. 


W ATER-CLOSETS. 


The work of relocating or reconstructing water-closet 
apartments so that they will be provided with proper 
light and ventilation has gone forward satisfactorily. 
This problem is very often a difficult one when old 
structures are under consideration, and the department 
has been able to materially aid many owners to meet 
the requirements at a less cost than was anticipated by 
them. 


LopGING HovusgEs. 


The conditions in public lodging houses have been 
generally satisfactory. Many night visits have been 
made to these establishments by the police officers 
assigned this duty. Proprietors have been summoned 
to the office for the purpose of receiving instruction as 
to the proper maintenance of their places; and one 
unlicensed lodging house keeper has been prosecuted 
for violation of the law. The officers insist upon com- 
pliance with the regulations of the department, which 
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provide, among other things, that a record of all lodgers 
be kept, that all persons lodged take a bath and be 
provided with a towel, that mattresses have a water- 
proofed covering, that no person sleeps in his day cloth- 
ing, that hot water be provided, that all water-closets 
and lavatories be properly maintained, and that a night 
watchman be in attendance. 


YARDS AND AREAS. 


The division has investigated many complaints made 
because of conditions caused by material thrown both 
from windows of houses and by people who carry débris 
into alleys and yards and dump it, and by peddlers and 
others who dump refuse on vacant lots. The owners 
of property are obliged under the law to clean this 
offensive rubbish up. In connection with this subject, 
much of the trouble is caused by owners not providing 
proper receptacles for refuse. Tenement house owners 
are, under the law, required to furnish galvanized-iron 
barrels for rubbish and ashes and covered water-tight 
receptacles for garbage, and this division is continually 
obliging them to do this. In the law which was passed 
classifying the three-family houses as tenement houses 
for certain purposes, the section in regard to receptacles 
was amended, and nobody is now held responsible 
excepting owners, and the ordinances similarly provide 
and stipulate that no person shall deposit ashes or 
rubbish except in a metallic receptacle. The difficulty 
in enforcing the latter provision is in furnishing evidence 
to the effect that any particular person has violated 
the law. At the present time the Corporation Counsel 
is preparing an amendment to the statutes to provide 
that all owners of property shall be held directly respon- 
sible for the condition of their premises, and this is as 
it should be, if yards and areas are to be properly kept. 


Private Ways, YaArRpDs, Etc. 


A number of private ways, alleys and yards have 
been resurfaced and drained. ‘This work has been done 
by calling the owners of property abutting on the pri- 
vate ways together in this office; then committees of the 
owners have been appointed, they have gone ahead and 
obtained estimates for doing the work, collected the 
necessary money and awarded the contracts. Per- 
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manent improvements of this character are an aid to 
the department in keeping these places clean. A sum- 
mary of the work done is given below: 


9, 11, 138 Albany street; 32 square yards cement concrete. 

Alley, between Astor street and Westland avenue; several 
meetings held and matter of paving now in the hands of a 
committee of abutting owners. 

Alley, between Briggs place and Bradford street; several 
hearings have been held and contract awarded; all money 
has not yet been collected. 

Service alley, West Brookline to Pembroke street, and West 
Brookline and West Canton streets, where city has recently 
laid a main; several hearings have been held to have new 
service steps constructed and surface of alley paved and 

drained, the city to bear part of the expense. 

Chickering place; 320 square yards granite block pavement ad 

47-49 Clarendon street, service alley between Appleton and 
Lawrence streets; steps of concrete constructed. 

Concord and Rutland squares, alley between; 250 square yards 
of granite block paving laid on concrete base, grouted joints; 
225 feet of edgestone relaid; 50 yards of brick sidewalk 
relaid. 

101 Decatur street, Charlestown; passageway concreted; 462 
square feet. 

48-50 Fleet street; yards concreted; 956 square feet. 

50 Gainsborough street, alley between St. Stephen street and 
Huntington avenue; this alley is ina very offensive condition; 
all owners but one agree to pay their proportionate part of 
the cost of paving and draining, but work is held up on this 
account. 

Alley, from 407 Harrison avenue, between Dover and Fay 
streets; 540 square feet of paving done; all yards abutting 
on this alley have been paved and drained. 

Jasper place; 768 square feet of concreting. 

Langdon place, from North street; money to pay for paving 
this alley and grouting with cement is now in the hands of 
trustees, and work will be done as soon as weather permits. 

1363 Main street, Charlestown; passageway concreted, 16 
square feet. 

Maple place; arrangements have been made for installing a 
smooth, hard pavement; most of the money has been placed 
in the hands of trustees. Owing to lateness of season and 
difficulty experienced in collecting from one owner this has 
been laid over until the spring of 1917. 

Alley, Milk to India street, between Sears street and Atlantic 
avenue; meeting held at this office and arrangements made 
for keeping this alley clean. 

18 Moon street; 180 square feet of concreting. 

20 Moon street; yards concreted, 150 square feet. 

304 North street; 240 square feet of concreting. 
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Oliver place, from Essex street; new catch-basin constructed 
and owners have agreed to pave with cement concrete as soon 
as weather permits. 

Oxford place; 190 square yards of brick paving. 

26 Princeton street, Charlestown; passageway concreted, 286 
square feet. 

Rutland square to Concord square; alley paved with granite 
blocks laid on cement base; edgestones reset and sidewalk 
repaired. . 

23 St. Stephen street, alley between Batavia street and West- 
land avenue; several meetings held, plans prepared for 
paving and draining, and a petition signed by a majority 
of the abutting owners presented to the Board of Street 
Commissioners asking said Board to lay out and construct 
this as a public alley. 

154 Shawmut avenue, alley; all owners but one have deposited 
their proportionate part of the cost of replacing the defective 
steps with steps of cement concrete, and installing an iron 
gate at the entrance. 

Smith place; 1,456 square feet block paving with concrete base. 

Smith place; arrangements made to have owners pay for 
cleaning catch-basin. 

Staniford place; surface concreted, 900 square feet. 

3 Stoddard street; passageway concreted, 200 square feet. 

34 Tremont street, Charlestown; passageway concreted; 256 - 
square feet. 

114 Trenton street; yard concreted, 315 square feet. 


DuMPs. 


The division continues to receive complaints because 
of the conditions existing on dumps. While the number 
of dumps has been lessened in the city those remaining 
do not receive the care they should, particularly in 
regard to allowing children on the premises. ‘The 
requirements of the department are not complied with 
by contractors, especially where the contracts with the 
city have been taken over by bonding companies who 
assumed the contracts and are now doing the work. 
This is not a satisfactory arrangement. As a matter of 
fact I believe that the city itself should do all the col- 
lecting, so that certain officials may be held responsible 
for the conditions existing on these dumps and for the 
collection of ashes and garbage. The system of col- 
lection by contract has always been unsatisfactory 
and is the cause of many complaints. No children 
should be allowed on these dumps under any circum- 
stances, as no one can tell from what source the rubbish 
and filthy material has been collected, and the children 
dig it over and sometimes eat what they find there. 
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Serious effort should be made to prevent this material 
from being handled except by employees of firms dump- 
ing and city employees. 

Complaints are received from the Fire Department 
and from persons living adjacent to public dumps on 
account of fires started by children and others. It is 
almost impossible to put dump fires out and they 
smoulder for a long time, the smoke from such fires 
being dense and very offensive. 

I am still of the opinion that all material taken to 
dumps should be incinerated; this would abolish nuisance 
conditions on dumps, and the residue would make a 
clean fill. 

Numerous and well-grounded complaints have been 
received from the citizens on Orient Heights in regard 
to the conditions existing at the dump in that locality, 
especially during the warm weather. 

The difficulty with this dump is that dumping is being 
done in a tidewater channel, located close to a residential 
section. In August the attention of the department 
was called to this serious condition, and a recommenda- 
tion was made that the different interested parties 
get together and abate this nuisance. The necessary 
work ought to be done during the current winter, and 
these several interests — the Maverick Mills, the East 
Boston Company, the Boston Development and Sani- 
tary Company and the City of Boston — should make 
arrangements by which water may be taken for the 
mills from Chelsea Creek; the water in this channel 
(or stagnant pool, as it really is) should be drawn off at 
low tide; the gates should then be closed and the whole 
area filled in as soon as possible. The existing agree- 
ment to supply the mills with water from this channel 
should not be made an excuse for compelling the people 
of this section to tolerate this nuisance during the 
summer months every year. The scouring done by the 
tidewater has little cleansing effect during the summer, 
as the amount of water displaced by tide action cannot 
materially improve the general condition of the premises. 
Definite action should be taken to bring about an agree- 
ment between these several interests so that this 
nuisance may be permanently abated. 


BASEMENT Rooms. 


A great deal of work has been done during the year 
in regard to basement rooms. This effort will be con- 
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tinued until the entire ground is covered and the illegal 
occupancy of such rooms is abandoned. The following 
figures indicate the results of basement inspections made 
up to December 1, 1916:

STABLES. 


The licenses of several stables, which were maintained 
in an insanitary manner, have been revoked. A number 
of new stable structures have been licensed and these 
were in all cases buildings of a substantial and modern 
character. 

Complaints in regard to the care of manure are now 
received at very infrequent intervals, and the general 
care of stables throughout the city is at a higher standard 
than ever before. . 

The office force is supplying the Building Department 
with cards indicating the location of every stable in 
Boston. This work is being done in connection with the 
General Acts of 1916, chapter 158, which provides that 
‘“‘no horse or mule shall be stabled on the second or 
any higher floor of any building unless there are two 
means of exit therefrom, at opposite ends of the building, 
to the main or street floor,’ excepting ‘‘stables equipped 
with an automatic sprinkler system.” 


FREEZING OF WATER SUPPLY PIPES. 


In old houses throughout the city many serious insan- 
itary conditions are caused by frozen pipes. ‘This has 
been more apparent since the installation of meters, as 
the running of water to prevent the pipes from freezing 
increases the water rates so much that the pipes are 
allowed to freeze, thus depriving the householders of 
water for the flushing of water-closets and other house- 
hold purposes. 

This condition is very prevalent during the colder 
months in houses built prior to the passage of the law 
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providing that water pipes and fixtures be located where 
they cannot freeze. 

An arrangement should be made establishing the 
maximum summer rate as a basis of cost for water con- 
sumed during the winter period (say, December to 
March, inclusive). This would have the result of allow- 
ing water to be run when necessary for the purpose of 
preventing freezing. This plan would prove a good 
sanitary measure and the city’s revenue would not 
suffer because of its operation. 


Outp BUILDINGS. 


The division is continually making examinations of 
old buildings in different sections of the city and, as 
I have repeatedly stated, it is my opinion that these 
old buildings should be removed whenever possible. 
They are unsightly, are almost always in a state of 
nuisance and become fire menaces. Further than this, 
there is often danger of these structures falling down on 
account of children being allowed in them and pulling 
them to pieces, not knowing that they are gradually 
placing themselves in danger. 

The public commit nuisances in such structures and 
they become a detriment to the surrounding property. 
Nearby owners, who keep their premises in good con- 
dition, are prevented from renting their property and 
occasioned considerable loss because of such neglected 
places. These buildings should be put in good repair 
or else they should be entirely removed. I recommend 
(as I have for years) that an appropriation of $10,000 
be made the department for continuing this work of 
removing old buildings. The department has not had 
any appropriation for this purpose for several years and 
has been turning the work over to the Building Depart- 
ment. A special act, passed in 1907, and amended in 
1909, gives the Health Department the power to have 
these old buildings removed, but the work cannot be 
done without an appropriation to meet the expenses, 
and this appropriation should be made. 


HovsiIna. 


Great interest is now taken in the housing of the 
people both in large cities and in smaller communities. 
At the convention recently held in Providence, which I 
attended, excellent plans were shown, and instructive 
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papers were read relating to housing quarters for people 
of moderate means. It is surely of interest to note the 
advance which has been made in housing during the 
past three or four years, and the work goes steadily on. 
Boston shall continue to do its share in this excellent 
work, which is second to none now being done for the 
welfare of the people. 


LAUNDRIES. 


An inspection has been made of all the laundries 
throughout the city during the year, and in a large 
number of these places it was found that they were 
using the laundry rooms for sleeping purposes. The 
owners of such places were notified to provide accom- 
modations such as other people have for the sleeping 
quarters — rooms with outside light and ventilation. 
These combination sleeping and working apartments 
have been eliminated, except in a few isolated cases. 
Work will be continued along this line until all such 
places are provided with proper sleeping quarters. 


OVERCROWDING. 


There was less overcrowding during the year than ever 
before. The overcrowding reported during this year 
was among families who had not provided themselves 
with bedrooms enough for their numbers; and this, as I 
have always maintained, is largely a matter of not being 
willing to pay rent enough to provide proper accommo- 
dations and not on account of poverty, as a rule, but 
because they did not wish to spend the money neces- 
sary to live under decent conditions. 


Morton STREET. 


Additional progress has been made toward creating a 
breathing space between Cross street and the northerly 
side of Stillman street. This is a project which I have 
advocated for the past fifteen years, and I am glad to 
say that it looks as though the work will be completed 
during the coming year. A plan has been made by the 
City Planning Board, different civic associations have 
advocated the improvement, and if it is consummated the 
result will mean the wiping out of some of the most 
insanitary dwellings in the City of Boston. Morton~ 
street is the narrowest teaming street in the city and 
also the dirtiest street in the city. The sanitary condi- 
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tions in the North End will be materially improved 
when this work is completed. 


Soutu Boston APPROACH. 


A good opportunity presents itself at this time to 
bring about a decided change at the entrance to 
South Boston. The approach to Broadway from Dor- 
chester avenue has always been uninviting in appear- 
ance. The building of the new subway and subway 
stations at this point will necessitate some changes. 
The time is opportune for seriously considering the 
widening of the lower end of Broadway. If the old 
buildings between Dorchester avenue and Silver street, 
and between Broadway and Athens street, as far as the 
church property on both sides, were removed, this open 
area would relieve congestion for years to come, improve 
appearances and be a benefit to the entire section. The 
work now going on in connection with the subway would 
permit these changes to be made to better advantage 
now than will ever be possible again, and the large 
amount of money to be spent in laying out and develop- 
ing the flats near the strandway would seem to be an 
added reason for making the improvement. When this 
great development is completed it will mean that South 
Boston will have to make provision for handling many 
additional visitors going to and coming from this large 
breathing space. 

HEALTHGRAMS. 


A number of meetings were held in 1916, at which 
the Massachusetts State’ Department of Health, the 
Boston Health Department, the Women’s Municipal 
League and the Boston Association for the Relief and: 
Control of Tuberculosis were represented, in regard to 
the issuing of ‘‘ Healthgrams’”’ to be posted in the differ- 
ent railroad stations, subways and elevated stations, 
stores, hotels and markets. Six of these ‘‘ Health- 
grams’ have already been issued, the greater portion 
of which were posted by employees of the Boston Health 
Department. 

The different public service corporations kindly 
codperated in the work of posting these ‘‘ Healthgrams”’ 
on their different properties. ‘‘Healthgram’’ No. 5, 
which reads as follows, is submitted as typical of these 
cards: ‘Foods should be fresh, and pure, and clean; be 
on your guard for dirt unseen.”’ 
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LECTURES. 


During the year many talks have been given in Boston 
and outlying cities and towns in regard to the work 
being done by the Health Department of the City of 
Boston. The department has provided itself with a 
lantern and a number of slides, and pictures are shown 
in connection with the talks given. The speakers have 
been very well received, and it is an accepted fact that 
much beneficial information in regard to housing and 
health conditions has been imparted in this manner. 
The standards the Health Department require persons 
to live under are set before the public in a concise and 
attractive manner, and more of this work should be 
done. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 


In addition to the usual special spring inspection the 
whole detail of inspectors and police officers were set to 
work to generally clean up the city when the infantile 
paralysis epidemic was threatened. This was done 
because of the theory that the disease is, in a great 
measure, brought about by uncleanliness. 


HALLS AND THEATERS. 


Semi-public gathering places were again examined 
this year and a number of changes ordered made. This 
work (done in conjunction with the office of his Honor 
the Mayor) has brought about an improved condition 
in the manner in which such halls, etc., are maintained. 


Live Fowu. 


Work of a more important character has prevented a 
rigid enforcement of the ordinance and regulations in 
regard to the keeping and maintaining of live fowl. 
In 1914 and 1915 good progress was made, and the results 
were gratifying. Conditions generally have been sat- 
isfactorily maintained in places where hens are kept, and 
if the force can possibly find the time the examination 
and licensing of all such places will be completely covered 
during 1917. 


BARBER SHOPS. 


Practically no complaints have been made against 
barber shops in this city, which conclusively indicates 
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that these establishments are maintained in a sanitary 
manner. ‘The usual monthly examination of barber 
shops has been made, and the several defects of a minor 
character found from time to time in these places have 
been remedied.

Francis X. Manonty, M. D., 
Commissioner of Health: 


Sir,— I have the honor to submit the following report 
for the year ending December 31, 1916: 

Fourteen hundred and forty-four numbers were as- 
signed to peddlers. 

Eleven hundred and eighty-two licenses were granted 
to peddlers of fruits and vegetables. The difference 
between numbers assigned and licenses granted were 
peddlers of ice, coal, provisions and newspapers. 

The monthly approvals of vehicles and receptacles 
were in January, 564; February, 78; March, 327; 
April, 452; May, 619; June, 696; July, 741; August, 
729; September, 681; October, 777; November, 757; 
December, 717. 

One hundred licenses were issued to remove from the 
city bones, grease, etc., and the monthly renewals 
averaged seventy-four. 

During the year the peddler law was amended, and 
the words ‘‘to barter’? added; this includes collectors 
of house grease who exchange soap for grease, and the 
Commissioner of Weights and Measures insists that 
these men, formerly under Health Department control, 
must now be licensed by the state. 

Twelve hundred and thirty-nine certificates from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures were filed in this office, 
showing that scales, weights, etc., of peddlers were 
correct and properly sealed. - 

During the year it was necessary to make twenty-one 
(21) complaints in court, which resulted in twenty-one 
(21) convictions. Fines imposed amounted to $136.
